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jnL  VIEW  of  the  ancient  and  prefent  (late  of  the  Englifli 
nobility  is  a  work,  to  which  the  pride  of  family  or  the  felf- 
love  of  an  author  may  cafily  afcribe  too  high  a  value;  and  from 
which,  on  the  other  hand,  the  faftidioufnefs  of  tafte  and  the 
levity  of  a  volatile  imagination  are  often  difpofed  unjuftiy 
to  detra<3:.  It  is  a  work  of  compilation  ;  it  is  a  didlionary 
of  names ;  it  is  an  index  to  the  great  fads  of  hiftory.  But 
tlien  let  us  refled   for  a  moment,   what   fort  of  an  index 
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it  prefents  to  our  perufal :  an  index  that  brings  together, 
under  one  view,  all  that  is  heroical  in  charadler,  and  all  that 
is  illuftrious  in  ftory !  Are  we  accuftomed  to  regard  with 
admiration  a  Burleigh  and  a  Sackville,  a  Hampden  and  a 
Vane,  a  Sydney  and  a  Ruffel,  a  Shaftefbury  and  a  Boling- 
broke  ?  In  the  volumes  of  the  Englifh  Peerage  we  fee  at  a 
glance,  we  fee  as  it  were  aflbciated  in  one  illuftrious  fociety, 
what  we  muft  otherwife  purfue  through  the  mifcellaneous 
page  of  hiftory.  We  are  delighted  to  obferve  virtue  becoming 
as  it  were  hereditary  in  certain  families,  and  to  recoUedl  how 
much  England  is  indebted  to  the  Montagus,  the  Percies, 
and  the  earls  of  Dorfet.  It  may  be  added  under  this  head, 
that  there  is  fcarcely  any  name  that  gives  true  dignity  to 
hiftory,  that  does  not  alfo  occupy  its  fhare  in  the  work  now 
prefented  to  the  public. 

ImprefTed, 
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ImprefTed,  as  we  truft,  with  a  proper  feiife  of  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  fubjedl,  it  has  been  our  endeavour  not  to  add 
to  the  number  of  Peerages,  without  at  the  flime  time 
improving  their  form,  their  flyle,  and  their  compoiition. 
iPerfons  accuftomed  to  confult  the  works  of  our  predecefTors, 
cannot  want  to  be  informed,  that  their  compofition  is  not 
very  afliduoufly  laboured ;  that  they  have  no  very  accurate 
recoUedtion  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  Style  ;  and  that  they 
have  brought  together  materials  from  various  quarters,  with- 
out troubling  themfelves  to  give  them  any  uniformity  of 
appearance,  or  to  reduce  them  to  any  regularity  of  pro- 
portion. If  we  fhould  be  deemed  to  have  fallen  fhort  in  any 
of  thefe  particulars,  it  will  perhaps  be  allowed  to  be  fome 
merit  in  us  to  have  aimed  at  a  fpecies  of  excellence,  which  has 
hitherto  been  wholly  unattempted  in  works  of  this  nature. 
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The  firft  objeft,  that  ftruck  us  as  deferving  to  be  ftudied,  vvas- 

an  exa£l  uniformity,    the  not  indulging  to  any  fort  of  floven- 

linefs  or  caprice  ;    but  the  refolving,   with  all  the  feverity  of 

a  geometrician,   to  defcrihe  the  fame  circumftance,    wherever 

it    occurred,    in    the   fame    mode    of  exprefTion.     Such    an 

attention  muft  contribute  to  perfpicuity,  facilitate  the  appre- 

henfion  of  the  reader,  and  be  a  fource  of  gratification  to  the 

man  of  judgment   and  tafte.     The  next   thing  we  had  to 

confult,    was    the    manner   in   which   charader   was    to    be 

defcribed,   fo  as  to  avoid  the  coldnefs  of  a  mere  chronologift, 

and  the  minute  particularity  that  becomes  an  hifborian.     To 

fucceed  in  this,  juftice  was  our  grand  confideration  ;    and, 

as  the  medium  of  juftice,    we  fought  for  expreillons  fimple, 

clear   and   emphatical,    which  at  the  fame  time  we  fhould 

not  fuffer  ourfelves  to  clog  with  an  unneceffary  word.     If 

any   fadl   prefented   itfelf  ftrongly    illuftrative   of  charader, 
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that  fact  we  ftated  with  all  practicable  brevity,  while  we 
endeavoured  to  preferve  in  it  fuch  features  as  feemed  cal- 
culated to  intereft  the  heart  and  imprefs  the  memory. 


It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  men  of  true  difcernment  will  excufe 
this  explanation  of  a  plan,  which  was  conftantly  prefent  to 
the  mind  of  the  writer,  when  he  drew  up  thefe  volumes. 
The  reader  of  true  difcernment  would   have   perceived   our 

plan  without  explanation  ;  but  we  cannot  flatter  ourfelves 
that  fuch  readers  form  a  majority  j  and  we  had  rather 
fay  a  little  too  much,  for  them,  than  fuffer  any  thing  to 
remain  ufelefs  and  obfcure  to  the  refl  of  the  world. 


It  is  fcarcely  neceiTary  to  remark  upon   the  authenticity 
of  our  fads  and  dates.      Among   the  many  thoufand  dates 
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that  are  given  in  thefe  volumes,  fome  will  undoubtedly 
be  found  erroneous.  In  reply  to  objections  of  this  fort, 
we  can  only  fay,  that  we  have  confulted  the  beft  authorities  ; 
that  we  have  ventured  to  deviate  from  thofe  authorities, 
where  the  principles  of  experience  and  common  fenfe  made 
fuch  deviations  necefTary  ;  and  that  we  occadonally  preferred 
leaving  the  place  of  a  figure  blank,  to  the  fupplying  it  with 
a  date  which  we  conceived  we  had  forcible  reafons  to 
diftruft. 


The  attention  and  liberality  of  the  publifher  have  been 
exerted  to  raife  the  appearance  of  the  book  to  fome  pro- 
portion with  the  dignity  of  the  fubject.  We  trufl',  that  the 
plates  will  be  found  equally  worthy  of  attention,  for  the 
ingenuity  of  the  defigns  and   fpirit   of  the   engravings.     A

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particular  paper  was  manufa^ured,  and  types  were  caft  on 
purpofe  for  the  prefent  work ;  the  objed  having  been,  to 
render  the  whole  ornamental  to  the  library,  and  honourable 
to  the  ftate  of  arts  and  printing  in  England.

XlkS  the  fovereign  of  the  Britifli  reahns  is  not  a  member  of  the  Bri- 
tifh  peerage,  it  does  not  feem  to  fall  within  the  plan  of  fuch  a  work  as 
the  prefent,  to  deduce  the  pedigree,  either  of  the  royal  houfe  of  Eng- 
land in  general,  or  of  the  prefent  illuftrious  family  in  particular.  It  has 
however  been  thought  proper  to  place  the  royal  name  at  the  head  of  our 
volume.  By  the  conftitution  of  England  the  fovereign  of  this  countiy  is 
regarded  as  the  fountain  of  our  peerage,  as  wtW  as  of  every  other  honorary 
and  hereditary  diftindlion  among  us.  Induced  by  thefe  confiderations,  we 
fhall  prefent  our  readers  with  an  account  of  the  feveral  royal  perfonages  now 
living,  at  the  fame  time  that  we  fhall  leave  their  remoter  annals  to  be 
detailed  in  works  of  a  different  nature,  to  which  it  more  properly  belongs.

GEORGE  WILLIAM  FREDERIC,  king  of  Great  Britain,  France 
and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  duke  of  Brunfwic  and  Luneburg,  arch- 
treafurer  and  elector  of  the  holy  Roman  empire. 

His  majeily  was  born  24  May  1738.  He  was  eledled  knight  companion 
of  the  moil  noble  order  of  the  garter  22  June  1749.  He  fucceeded,  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  20  March  1751,  to  the  titles  of  prince  of  Great 
Britain,  eled:oral  prince  of  Brunfwic  and  Luneburg,  duke  of  the  county 
of  Cornwal,  duke  of  Rothfay,  earl  of  Carrie  and  baron  of  Renfrew  in 
North  Britain,  lord  of  the  Ifles  and  great  fteward  of  Scotland.  He  was 
created  prince  of  Wales  and  earl  of  Chefler  20  April  1751.  He  afcended 
the  throne  upon  the  death  of  his  grandfather  25  Oftober  1760. 

The  king  married    8    September   1761    Sophia    Charlotte,    princefs   of 
Mecklenburg  Strelitz,  daughter  to  the  late  and  fifter  to  the  reigning  duke, 
born   19  May  1744;  and  was  crowned  22  of  the  fame  month.    By  her 
majefty  he  has  had  iffue,    i.  George  Auguilus  Frederic,  prince  of  Wales. 
2.  Frederic,  duke  of  York.     3.  William  Henry,    born  21  Auguft   1765. 
He  was  eledted  knight  of  the  moft  ancient  order  of  the  thiftle  5  April 
1770.     He  entered  as  a  midfhipman  on  board  the  royal  navy  15  June  1779, 
and  immediately  failed  in  the  Prince  George  man  of  war  of  ninety-eight 
guns,  under  the  command  of  Robert  Digby  efquire,   rear  admiral  of  the 
blue.     His  royal  highnefs  was  prefent  at  the  engagement  between  fir  George 
Rodney  and  don  Juan  de  Langara  16  January  1780.     In  the  latter  end  of 
the  year   1782   he  quitted  the  Prince  George,  and  failed  in  the   Barfleur 
under  the  command  of  Samuel  lord  Hood,  rear  admiral  of  the  blue.     He 
was  elected  knight  companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter  1 9  April 
1782,    and    10  April   1786  promoted  to  be  a  captain  in  the  royal  navy. 
Nearly  at  the  fame  time  he  was  appointed  to  command  the  Pegafus,  a  fri- 
gate of  twenty-eight  guns.     4.  Charlotta  Augufta  Matilda,  princefs  royal, 
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born  29  September  1766.  5.  Edward,  born  2  November  1767.  On  the 
inftitution  of  the  illullrious  order  of  St.  Patrick  in  Ireland  5  February 
1783,  he  was  named  firft  in  the  hft  of  the  knights  of  the  order.  He 
embarked  for  Germany  in  order  to  com.plete  his  education  in  the  univerfity 
of  Gottingen  20  May  1785.  He  was  eledled  knight  companion  of  the  moft 
noble  order  of  the  garter  3  June  1786,  and  15  November  in  the  fame 
year  appointed  to  be  colonel  in  the  army  by  brevet.  6.  Augufta  Sophia, 
born  8  November  1768.  7.  Elizabeth,  born  22  May  1770.  8.  Ernefl 
Auguftus,  born  5  June  1771.  9.  Auguftus  Frederic,  born  27  January 
1773.  10.  Adolphus  Frederic,  born  24  February  1774.  Thefe  three 
princes  were  3  June  1786  elected  knights  companions  of  the  moft  noble 
order  of  the  garter,  and  28  of  the  fame  month  embarked  for  Germany 
in  order  to  complete  their  education  in  the  univerfity  of  Gottingen.

GEORGE  AUGUSTUS  FREDERIC,  prince  o£  Great  Britain,  prince 
of  Wales,  eiedloral  prince  of  Brunfwic  Luneburg,  duke  of  Cornwal  and 
Rothfay,  earl  of  Cheller  and  Carrie,  baron  of  Renfrew,  lord  of  the  Ifles, 
great  fteward  of  Scotland,  knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his  majefty's  moft 
honourable  privy  council,  captain  general  of  the  honourable  artillery  com- 
pany of  London,  high  fteward  of  Plymouth,  and  patron  of  the  Welch 
Charity,   Grays -Inn  Lane. 

The  prince  was  born  12  Auguft  1762,  and  In  the  following  week  was 
created  prince  of  Wales  and  earl  of  Chefter.  He  was  elected  26  December 
1765  knight  companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter.  Robert 
D'Arcy  earl  of  Holdernefs  and  Leonard  Smelt  efquire  were  12  April 
1 77 1  appointed  governor  and  fub-governor  to  the  prince  of  Wales,  and 
prince  Frederic,  now  duke  of  York ;  to  whom  were  added  dodtor  William 
Markham  bifhop  of  Chefter,  now  lord  archbifliop  of  York,  and  the 
reverend  Cyril  Jackfon,  in  the  charaders  of  preceptor  and  fub-preceptor. 
All  of  them  refigned  in  May  1776,  and  in  their  room  were  appointed,  firft, 
Thomas  lord  Bruce,  now  earl  of  Ayleft)ury,  as  governor ;  and,  he  having 
declined  the  appointment,  George  duke  of  Montague  and  lieutenant  colonel 
George  Hotham,  as  governor  and  fub-governor,  to  whom  were  added  do6lor 
Richard  Hurd  biiliop  of  Litchfield  and  Coventry,  now  lord  bifhop  of  Wor- 
cefter,  and  the  reverend  William  Arnold,  in  the  charadters  of  preceptor 
and  fub-preceptor.  The  fundlions  of  thefe  offices  terminated  27  December 
1780.

The  earldom  of  Chefler  was  a  creation  firfl  conferred  1 247,  upon 

king  Edward  the  firfl:,  by  his  father.  The  original  creation  of  a  duke  in 
England  was  by  a  charter  13  March  1337,  ^Y  ^^^S  Edward  the  third,  in 
favour  of  his  fon  Edward,  furnamed  the  Black  prince ;  and  the  title  of  duke 
of  Cornwal  was  entailed  on  the  eldeft  fons  of  the  fovereigns  of  this  ifland 
for  ever.  The  title  of  earl  of  Chefler  was  revived  in  favour  of  his  royal 
highnefs  19  Augufl  1762.

FREDERIC,  duke  of  York  and  Albany  in  Great  Britain,  earl  of  Ulfter 
in  Ireland,  prince  bifliop  of  Ofnabruc  in  Germany,  knight  of  the  garter  and 
knight  of  the  bath,  a  lieutenant-general  in  the  army,  and  colonel  of  the 
fecond  regiment  of  foot-guards. 

His  royal  highnefs  was  born  i6  Auguft  1763.  He  was  eledled  27  Fe- 
bruary 1764  prince,  biihop  of  the  fee  of  Ofnabruc  in  Germany.  At  a 
chapter  of  the  bath  held  30  December  1767,  he  was  eleded  knight  of  that 
moft  honourable  order,  and  19  June  1771  knight  companion  of  the  moft 
noble  order  of  the  garter.  At  the  clofe  of  the  year  1780,  his  royal  highnefs 
fet  out  from  this  kingdom  for  the  elediorate  of  Hanover.  After  having  paiTed 
through  feveral  inferior  ftations  in  the  army,  he  was  appointed  i  November 
1780  to  the  rank  of  colonel,  farther  promoted  20  November  1782  to  be 
major  general,  and  27  Odlober  1784  raifed  te  the  rank  of  lieutenant  general. 
"He  was  appointed  26  March  1782  to  command  the  fecond  troop  of  horfe 
grenadier  guards,  and  27  Odober  1784  exchanged  this  appointment  for  that 
of  colonel  of  the  fecond,  commonly  called  the  Coldftream  regiment  of  foot 
guards.  In  the  following  month  he  was  created  earl  of  Ulfter  in  Ireland, 
and  duke  of  York  and  Albany  in  Great  Britain.  His  royal  highnefs  returned 
to  England  after  {even  years  abfence  i  Augufl  1787.

WILLIAM  HENRY,  duke  of  Gloucefter  and  Edinburgh  in  Great  Britain 
and  earl  of  Connaught  in  Ireland,  knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his  majefty's 
mofl  honourable  privy  council,  a  general  of  his  majefty's  forces,  colonel  of 
the  firft  regiment  of  foot  guards,  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Dublin, 
ranger  and  keeper  of  Windfor  Foreft  and  Cranbourn  Chafe,  ranger  of  Hamp- 
ton Court  Park,  warden  and  keeper  of  New  Foreft  in  the  county  of  South- 
ampton, and  prefident  of  the  London  Hofpital,  Whitechapel. 

His  royal  highnefs  was  born  14  November  1743.  He  was  eledled  knight 
companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter  27  May  1762.  A  few 
days  before  he  h?.d  completed  the  twenty-iirft  year  of  his  age,  he  was 
created  earl  of  Connaught  in  Ireland,  and  duke  of  Gloucefter  and  Edin- 
burgh in  Great  Britain.  His  highnefs  was  28  June  1766  appointed  colonel 
of  the  thirteenth  regiment  of  foot,  and  6  January  1768  conftituted  major 
general,  and  colonel  of  the  third  regiment  of  foot  guards.  He  was  pro- 
moted 30  March  1770  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  general,  and  to  the  com- 
mand of  the  firft  regiment  of  foot  guards.  Finally  25  May  1772  he  was 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  general. 

The  duke  of  Gloucefter  married  6  September  1766  Maria,  natural  daugh- 
ter of  the  right  honourable  Sir  Edward  Walpole  knight  of  the  batli,  grand- 
daughter of  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  afterv/ards  earl  of  Orford,  and  widow  of 
James  earl  of  Waldgrave.

HOWARD,     DUKE     OF     NORFOLK. 

CHARLES  HOWARD,  duke  of  Norfolk,  earl  marfhal  and  hereditary 
marfhal  of  England,  earl  of  Arundel,  Surrey,  Norfolk  and  Norwich,  baron  - 
Mowbray,  Howard,  Segrave,  Braofe  of  Gower,  Fitzalan,  Warren,  Cluu 
and  Ofwaldeflre,  Maltravers,  Greyftoc,  Furnival,  Verdon,  Lovetot,  Strange 
of  Blackmere  and  Howard  of  Caftlerifing,  premier  duke  and  earl  of  Eng- 
land next  after  the  princes  of  the  blood  royal,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  Weft  Riding  of  the  county  of  York. 

This  nobleman  was  born  15  March  1746.  Having  made  a  public  a:bju- 
ration  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  in  the  profeffion  of  which  he  had  been 
educated,  he  was  eiefted  to  reprefent  the  city  of  Carliile  at  the  general 
eled;ion  1780 ;  and  at  the  general  eled:ion  1784  to  reprefent  the  cities 
of  Carlifle  and  Hereford  and  the  town  of  Arundel  in  the  county  of  Suffex, 
and  made  his  eledtion  for  Carlifle.  He  was  appointed  deputy  earl  marfhal  of 
England  September   1782,   and  28  September  in  the  fame  year,  lord 

lieutenant  of  the  Weft  Riding  of  the  county  of  York.  He  was  prom.oted 
2  April  1 783  to  be  one  of  the  lords  commiflioners  of  the  treafury,  and  religned 
that  office  in  December  following.  He  fucceeded  to  the  family  honours 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  31  Auguft  1786. 

The  duke  of  Norfolk  married,  firft,  7  July  1767  Mary  Anne,  daughter 
and  heirefs   of  John   Coppinger  of  B?dyvolane  in  the  county  of  Cork  in 
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Ireland  efquire,  who  died  28  May  1768;  and  fecondly,  2  April  1771 
Frances,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Charles  Fitzroy  Scudamore  of  Home  Lacey 
in  the  county  of  Hereford  efquire. 

The  dukes  of  Norfolk,  chiefs  of  the  illuftrlous  family  of  the  Howards,  are 
iaid  to  be  defcended  from  the  earls  of  Paffy,  in  Normandy.  Sir  William 
Howard,  from  whom  they  are  lineally  derived,  was  lord  chief  juftice  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  firfl.  Sir  Robert, 
the  fifth  in  defcent  from  fir  William  Howard,  married  Margaret,  eldefl: 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  coufin  and  co-heir  to  John  Mowbray  dukes  of 
Norfolk,  and  the  furviving  reprefentative  of  Thomas  of  Brotherton  earl  of 
Norfolk,  fecond  fon  of  king  Edward  the  firfl.  Sir  John  Howard,  the  ifTue 
of  this  marriage,  ferved  in  his  youth  at  the  battle  of  Chatillon  20  July  1453, 
where  John,  firft  earl  of  Shrewfbuiy,  was  flain.  In  the  year  1462  he  was 
joint  commander  of  a  fleet  that  captured  the  town  of  Conquet  in  Britany, 
and  made  themfelves  maflers  of  the  ille  of  Rhee.  By  king  Edward  the 
fourth  he  was  created  lord  Howard,  and  conflituted  captain  general  of  the 
fleet  fitted  out  to  oppofe  the  invafion  of  Nevile  earl  of  Warwick,  By  king 
Richard  the  third  he  was  appointed  earl  marflial  of  England,  and  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  duke  of  Norfolk.  He  was  conflituted  lord  high  admiral 
of  England,  Ireland  and  Aquitaine  for  life  25  July  1483.  He  was  flain  in 
the  fervice  of  this  prince  at  the  battle  of  Bofworth,  and  attainted  in  the 
firfl  parliament  of  king  Henry  the  feventh. 

Thomas,  fecond  duke  of  Norfolk,  his  fon,  was  created  earl  of  Surrey  by- 
kins:  Richard  the  third,  and  was  attainted  with  his  fither.  He  was  after- 
wards  refl:ored  in  blood,  and  appointed  lord  high  treafurer  of  England  by 
patent  25  June  1501.  His  patent  was  renewed  by  king  Henry  the  eighth, 
and  the  office  of  earl  marflial  conferred  upon  hiin.  This  nobleman  com- 
manded at  the  celebrated  battle  of  Flodden  Field  9  September  1 5 1 3 ;  and 
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in  the  follov/ing  year  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  duke  of  Norfolk,  and 
died  21  May  1524.  He  was  grandfather  of  Catherine,  fifth  confer t  to  king 
Henry  the  eighth ;  and  of  Anne  Boleyn,  fecond  confort  of  that  prince,  and 
mother  of  Queen  EHzabeth.  From  him  were  alfo  defcended  the  extinct 
earls  of  Nottingham  and  the  prefent  earl  of  Effingham.  Edward,  his 
fecond  fon,  was  a  diftinguifhed  naval  commander,  and  was  appointed 
1 9  March  1 5 1 3  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  Ireland  and  Aquitaine. 
After  having  performed  feveral  gallant  exploits,  he  v/as  induced  25  April 
1 5 14  in  a  defperate  manner  to  board  the  galley  of  Prejeant  the  French  com- 
mander, and,  the  grapplings  being  loofed,  he  was  left  almofc  alone  on. 
board  the  enemy's  vellel,  and  thruft  into  the  fea. 

Thomas,  third  duke  of  Norfolk,  his  fon,  was  created  earl  of  Surrey  and 
conftituted  lord  admiral  of  England  1 5 1 3 .  He  was  appointed  lord  lieutenant 
of  Ireland  1520,  where  he  acquired  great  reputation,  and,  upon  the  refig- 
nation  of  his  father  4  December  1522,  lord  high  treafurer  of  England.  This 
nobleman  was  the  fworn  enemy  of  cardinal  Wolfey,  and,  a  few  years  after 
the  difgrace  of  that  minifler,  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  earl  marfhaL 
He  poifefled  a  confiderable  command  in  Henry's  expedition  againft  France  ^ 
but,  becoming  fufpedted  to  that  prince,  he  was  attainted,  together  with  his 
eldeft  fon,  and  his  life  was  only  faved  by  the  critical  deceafe  of  Henry. 
He  remained  in  prifon  till  the  acceffion  of  queen  Mary,  when  he  was 
reftored  in  blood,  and  fent  to  quell  the  infurredion  of  fir  Thomas 
Wyat.  He  died  25  Auguft  1554-  His  fecond  fon  Thomas  was  created 
by  queen  Elizabeth  1 3  January  1559  vifcount  Bindon  of  Bindon  in  the 
county  of  Dorfet,  which  title  became  extind  in  the  year  161 9. 

Henry,  earl  of  Surrey,  his  fon,  who  had  been  attainted  together  with  his 
father,  and  was  beheaded  1 9  January  1 547,  was  one  of  the  mofi;  accom- 
plifhed  fcholars  of  his  time.  His  fonnets  in  praife  of  the  fair  Geraldine, 
the  firfl  objed:  of  his  attachment,  exhibit  an  elegance  of  compofition  till 
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that  time  unknown  in  Englifli  poetry.  While  on  his  travels  at  Florence, 
he  publilhed  a  general  challenge  in  honour  of  her  beauty,  and  came  off 
vidlorious.  His  fecond  fon  Henry  was  by  king  James  the  iirfl  1 3  March 
1603  created  baron  Howard  of  Marnhill  in  the  county  of  Dorfet  and 
earl  of  Northampton.  He  was  farther  conflituted  29  April  1608  lord 
keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  and  upon  his  death  1 5  June  1 6 1 4  his  titles  became 
extindl. 

His  eldeft  fon  Tliomas,  fourth  duke  of  Norfolk,  was  in  confiderable  favour 
with  queen  Elizabeth.  Entering  however  into  the  cabals  of  Mary  queen  of 
Scots,  and  betrayed  by  the  perfons  in  whom  he  confided,,  he  was  attainted 
in  parliament,  and  at  length  beheaded  2  June  1572.  His  younger  fons 
were  Thomas,  created  earl  of  Suffolk,  and  anceftor  to  the  extindl  barons 
Howard  of  Efcricke,  and  in  the  female  line  to  the  prefent  lord  Howard  of 
Walden  ;   and  William,   anceftor  to  the  prefent  earl  of  Carlifle. 

Philip,  earl  of  Arundel,  his  fon,  was  reffored  in  blood  fome  years  after, 
but  was  at  length  imprifoned  in  the  Tower,  and  impeached  and  found  guilty 
of  high  treafon.     He  died  in  confinement  ig  November  1595. 

Thomas,  his  fon,  next  earl  of  Arundel,  was  in  confiderable  favour  with 
king  James  the  firfl  and  king  Charles  the  firfl.  By  the  former  he  was  raifed 
to  the  office  of  earl  marfhal  for  life.  By  the  latter  he  was  fent  to  the  Tower 
1626,  on  account  of  the  marriage  of  his  eldefl  fon  without  the  knov/ledge 
of  the  king ;  but,  being  reflored  to  favour,  he  was  declared  ambaffador 
extraordinary  to  the  emperor  of  Germany  1636  to  negociate  the  affairs  of 
the  eledlor  Palatine,  and  appointed  1638  to  command  againfl  the  Scots.  He 
was  conflituted  1640  lord  fleward  of  the  houlhold,  and  prefided  as  lord 
high  fleward  of  England  at  the  trial  of  the  earl  of  Strafford.    In  confequence 

of

of  his  faithful  fervices  he  was  created  earl  of  Norfolk  ;  but,  having  refigned 
his  office  of  lord  fteward  1 644,  and  taking  no  part  in  the  fubfequent  cala- 
mities, he  palled  over  to  Italy,  and  died  at  his  favourite  refidence  at  Padua 
4  Odlober  1646.  He  was  father  of  William  vifcount  Stafford,  w^ho  was 
beheaded  for  high  treafon  in  the  eightieth  year  of  his  age,  in  confequence  of 
the  infamous  perjuries  of  Titus  Gates.  Pleniy,  fecond  vifcount  Stafford, 
was  created  by  king  James  the  fecond  5  Odlober  1688  earl  of  Stafford,  which 
title  became  extind:  2  April  1762.  It  is  to  this  Thomas,  earl  of  Arundel, 
that  the  learned  world  is  indebted  for  the  celebrated  Marmora  Arundeliana. 

Henry  Frederic,  earl  of  Arundel,  his  eldeft  fon,  was  father  of  Thomas, 
fifth  duke  of  Norfolk,  who  was  raifed  to  that  dignity  by  king  Charles  the 
fecond ;  of  Henry,  fixth  duke  of  Norfolk,  to  whom  the  office  cf  earl  mar- 
flial  was  firil  made  hereditary  in  his  family ;  of  Philip,  cardinal  Howard  ;  of 
Charles,  anceffor  of  the  prefent  duke  of  Norfolk  |  and  of  Bernard. 

Henry,  feventh  duke  of  Norfolk,  fon  of  Henry,  was  a  zealous  fupporter  of 
the  caufe  of  the  revolution,  and  raifed  a  regiment  for  the  fervice  of  king 
William.      He  died  2  April  1701. 

Thomas,  tlie  eighth,  and  Edv/ard,  the  ninth  dukes  of  Norfolk,  were  fons 
of  Thomas,  brother  to  this  Heniy ;  and  upon  the  deceafe  of  the  latter,  the 
honours  and  effate  devolved  upon  Charles,  tenth  duke  of  Norfolk,  and 
grandfon  to  Charles,  fon  of  Henry  Frederic  earl  of  Arundel  in  the  reign  of 
king  Charles  the  firil.  His  grace  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  John 
Brockholes  of  Claughton  in  the  county  of  Lancaller  efquire ;  by  v/hich 
lady,  who  died  25  March  1782,  he  had  iffue  Charles,  prefent  and  eleventh 
duke  of  Norfolk.  The  three  lafl ,  poffeffors  of  the  dukedom  were  Roman 
Catholics.

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Henry  Howard  of  Sheffield  in  the  county  of  York  efquire,  grandfon  to 
Bernard,  fon  of  Henry  Frederic  earl  of  Arundel,  married  Juliana,  daughter 
of  fir  William  Molineux  of  Mellow  in  the  county  of  Nottingham  baronet ; 
by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,    i.  Bernard  Edward,  born  ^7^^^* 

2.  Henry  Thomas,  born  1766.  3.  Mary  Bridget,  born  1767,  and  mar- 
ried to  George  William,  fon  of  Robert  Edward  lord  Petre  of  Writtle. 
4.  Juliana  Barbara,  born  1769,  and  married  to  Robert  Edward  lord  Petre 
of  Writtle.  5.  Edward  Charles,  born  1774.  Henry  Howard  of  Sheffield 
died  II  November  1787.

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SEYMOUR,     DUKE     OF     SOMERSET. 

EDWAPvD    SEYMOUR,    duke  of  Somerfet,    baron    Seymour  and  a 
baronet ;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council. 

This  nobleman  was  born  2  January  171 8.    He  fucceeded  to  the  title  on 
the  death  of  his  father  12  December  1757. 

The  family  of  Seymour  is  in  the  lift  of  thofe  perfons  who  came  over  to 
England  with  William  the  conqueror.  Their  name  was  originally  written 
Saint  Maur.  Sir  John  Seymour  knight,  in  the  reigns  of  king  Henry  the 
feventh  and  king  Henry  the  eighth,  had  iffue  Jane,  third  confort  to  king 
Henry  the  eighth,  and  mother  to  king  Edward  the  fixth,  to  whofe  elevation 
the  family  is  indebted  for  its  prefent  dignity.  He  had  feveral  other  chil- 
dren ;  particularly,  fir  Thomas  Seymour,  created  1 6  February  1 547  baron 
Seymour  of  Sudley,  and  the  next  day  conftituted  lord  high  admiral  of 
England.  This  nobleman,  being  of  an  afpiring  difpofition,  m.ade  his 
addrefles  to  the  princefs  Elizabeth,  and  finally  married  Catherine  Parr, 
iurviving  confort  of  king  Henry  the  eighth.  Entering  into  a  variety  of 
intrigues  for  the  deftrudlion  of  his  brother  and  the  fubverfion  of  the  exit- 
ing government,  he  v/as  attainted  in  parliament,  and  beheaded  20  March 

1549- 

Sir  Edward  Seymou-r  knight,'  eldefl  fon  of  fir  John  Seymour,  was  created 
5  June  1536  vifcount  Beauchamp,  and  18  Odlober  1537  earl  of  Hertford. 
He  was  one  of  the  executors  of  king  Henry  the  eighth,  and,  three  days 
after  the  death  of  that  prince,  was  elefted  protedor  of  the  realm,    and 
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governor  of  the  perfon  of  the  young  king,    till    he    fliould  complete  the 
eighteenth  year  of  his  age.     He  was  afterwards,    10  February  1547,  con- 
flituted  lord  high  treafurer  of  England,  and  in  tlie  courfe  of  a  few  days 
created  baron  Seymour  and  duke  of  Somerfet.      The  lord  protedor  diftin- 
guifhed  himfelf  on  various  occafions  in  the  field,  and  gave  a  memorable 
defeat  to  the  Scots  at  the  battle  of  Pinkey   10  September   1547.     He  had 
an  ambitious  and  intrepid  rival  in  John  Dudley,  afterwards  duke  of  Nor- 
thumberland ;  by  whofe  intrigues  he  was  deprived  of  all  his  offices,  and 
committed  to  the  Tower  14  Odtober  1549.     He  was  afterwards  liberated  ; 
but,  being  charged  with  an  attempt  to  alTaflinate  the  duke  of  Northum- 
berland, he  was  brought  to  his  trial  1551,  and  beheaded.     He  was  twice 
married  :  by  his  firft  marriage  he  had  iflue  fir  Edward  Seymour  baronet, 
from  whom  the  prefent  duke  of  Somerfet  and  the  prefent  earl  of  Hertford 
are  defcended  :  and  by  the  fecond  Anne,  married  to  the  earl  of  Warwick, 
eldeft  fon  of  the  duke  of  Northumberland ;  and  Edward,  his  fuccefTor  in 
his  honours,  but  who  was  deprived  of  that  fucceffion  by  the  attainder  of  his 
father,  and  reftored,  in  the  firft  year  of  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  to 
the  titles  of  vifcount  Beauchamp  and  earl  of  Hertford.     This  nobleman 
incurred  the  difpleafure  of  the  court  by  his  marriage  to  the  lady  Catherine 
Grey,  grand-daughter  of  Mary,  daughter  to  king  Henry  the  feventh. 

"William,  the  grandfon  of  this  marriage,  was  created  marquis  of  Hert- 
ford 3  June  1640,  conftituted  governor  of  the  prince  of  Wales,  and  foon 
after  elecfled  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford.  He  attached  himfelf 
to  the  royal  party,  and,  upon  the  reftoration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond, 
was  refiiored  by  aft  of  parliament  to  the  title  of  duke  of  Somerfet.  Francis, 
the  brother  of  this  nobleman,  was  19  February  1641  advanced  to  the  dig- 
nity of  a  baron,  by  the  title  of  lord  Seymour  of  Trowbridge.  Upon  the 
failure  of  iffue  in  the  line  of  Wilham,  fecond  duke  of  Somerfet,  the  title 
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defcended  to  Francis,  fifth  duke  of  Somerfet,  and  third  lord  Seymour  of 
Trowbridge. 

Charles,  fixth  duke  of  Somerfet,  joined  the  party  of  king  William  In 
1688,  and  was  lord  prefident  of  council  in  the  laft  year  of  the  reign  of  that 
monarch.  Upon  the  acceffion  of  queen  Anne  he  was  conftituted  her 
majefty's  mafter  of  the  horfe,  and  retained  that  appointment  till  the  year 
171 5.  He  was  fucceeded  in  his  titles  by  Algernon,  his  fon,  feventh  duke 
of  Somerfet,  who,  at  the  death  of  his  mother  Elizabeth,  only  child  of  Jof- 
celine  Percy  earl  of  Northumberland,  fucceeded  to  the  baronies  of  Percy, 
Lucy,  Poynings,  Fitzpayne,  Bryan  and  Latimer.  This  duke  was  2  Odlober 
1749  created  baron  Warkworth  of  Warkworth  caftle  in  the  county  of  Nor- 
thumberland, and  earl  of  Northumberland,  with  remainder  to  fir  Hugh 
Smythfon  baronet,  and  EUzabeth  his  wife,  only  daughter  of  the  duke  of 
Somerfet.  He  was  alfo  created  on  the  day  following  baron  of  Cockermouth 
in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and  earl  of  Egremont,  with  remainder  ta 
the  male  ifliie  of  fir  William  Wyndham  baronet,  and  Catherine  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Charles,  fixth  duke  of  Somerfet.  Upon  the  death  of  this  duke 
7  February  1750,  the  baronies  of  Percy,  Lucy,  Poynings,  Fitzpayne,  Bryan 
and  Latimer  defcended  to  Elizabeth,  wife  of  fir  Hugh  Smythfon  baronet  ^ 
and  the  titles  of  earl  of  Hertford,  vifcount  Beauchamp  of  Hache,  and  baron 
Seymour  of  Trowbridge  became  extindl. 

The  titles  of  duke  of  Somerfet  and  baron  Seymour  devolved  on  fir 
Edward  Seymour  baronet,  lineally  defcended,  by  the  firfl  venter,  from 
Edward  firft  duke  of  Somerfet,  lord  protedlor  of  England.  Sir  Edward 
Seymour,  grandfather  to  Edward,  eighth  duke  of  Somerfet,  was  chofea 
fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  commons  15  February  1673,  and  was  a  principal 
leader  in  all  the  tory  meafures  of  thofe  times.     Sir  Edward  Seymour  baronet, 
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his  fon,  had  liTue,  befide  Edward  eighth  duke  of  Somerfct,  Francis,  the 
father  of  Henry,  firft  married  24  July  1753  to  CaroUne,  only  daughter  of 
William  fecond  earl  Cowper ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  2  June  1773,  he  has 
iffue  Georgiana,  born  31  January  1755,  and  married  to  William  Danby  of 
Swinton  in  the  county  of  York  efquire ;  and  Caroline,  born  31  December 
1756.  He  married,  fecondly,  5  Oftober  1775  madame  Louife  de  Panthou, 
by  whom  he  has  a  fon,  Henry,  born  10  November  1776. 

Edward,  eighth  duke  of  Somerfet,  married  Maiy,  daughter  and  heirefs 
of  Daniel  Webb  of  Monckton  Farley  in  the  county  of  Wilts  efquire ;  by 
which  lady,  who  died  23  February  1768,  he  had  iffue,  i.  Edward,  ninth 
duke  of  Somerfet.  2.  Webb  of  Monckton  Farley  in  the  county  of  Wilts, 
who  married  11  December  1779  Anna  Maria,  daughter  of  John  Bonnel 
of  Stanton  Harcourt  in  the  county  of  Oxford  efquire;  by  which  lady 
he  has  iffue  Edward  Adolphus,  born  7  February  1775  ;  and  Webb  John, 
born  7  February  1777.  3.  William,  barrifler  at  law,  who  married  5  June 
1767  Heffer,  daughter  of  John  Maltravers  of  Milkfliaw  in  the  county 
of  Wilts  efquire;  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue,  Edward,  born  3  May  1768; 
William,  born  21  March  1769;  and  Hefter,  born  24  Od:ober  1770. 
4.  Francis,  late  one  of  his  majeffy's  chaplains  in  ordinarj^  canon  of  Wiad- 
for,  and  vicar  of  Wantage  in  the  county  of  Berks,  and  now  dean  of  Wells ; 
who  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  the  reverend  Payne  of  Home 

Lacey  in  the  county  of  Hereford ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue,  Francis

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LENOX,     DUKE     OF     RICHMOND. 

CHARLES  LENOX,  duke  of  Richmond,  earl  of  March,  and  baron 
Settrington  in  England  ;  duke  of  Lenox,  earl  of  Darnley,  and  baron 
Methuen  of  Torbolton  in  Scotland ;  and  duke  of  Aubigne  in  France  ; 
knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his  majefty's  nioft  honourable  privy  council, 
mafter  general  of  his  majefty's  office  of  ordnance,  having  the  rank  of  general 
of  his  majefty's  forces,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county 
of  Suffex,  colonel  of  the  Suffex  militia,  high  fteward  of  Chichefter,  a  vice- 
prefident  of  the  fociety  for  the  encouragement  of  arts,  manufad;ures  and 
commerce,  and  fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  22  February  1735.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title 
on  the  death  of  his  father  8  Augufh  1750.  Having  palled  through 
feveral  inferior  ftations  in  the  army,  he  was  9  May  1758  appointed 
colonel  of  the  feventy-fecond  regiment  of  foot,  and  in  that  capacity  received 
the  thanks  of  prince  Ferdinand  of  Brunfwic  for  his  condudl  in  the  battle 
of  Minden.  He  was  conftituted  9  March  1761  a  major-general  of  his 
majefly's  forces;  and  25  of  the  fame  month  was  appointed  one  of  the 
lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  which  office  he  fliortly  after  refigned. 
He  was  promoted  18  Odlober  1763  to  be  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Suffex.  His  grace  was  appointed  1765  to  be 
his  majefty's  ambaflador  extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  die 
court  of  Verfailles,  and  fworn  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  pri\y 
council.  He  was  conftituted  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate  23  May 
1766,  and  refigned  the  appointment  2  Auguft  in  the  fame  year.  He  was 
raifed  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant-general  30  March  1770 ;  and  26  November 
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1782  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  general.  On  the  change  of  mlniftry  In 
March  of  that  year,  he  was  made  27  inftant  mafter-general  of  the  office 
of  ordnance  J  which  dignity  he  refigned  2  April  1783,  but  was  reftored 
27  December  in  the  fame  year.     He  was  April   1782  eledled  knight 

companion  of  the  molt  noble  order  of  the  garter. 

The  duke  of  Richmond  married    i   AprU  1757  Mary,    only  child  of 
Charles  Bruce  earl  of  Aylefbury. 

The  family  of  Lenox  is  defcended  from  Charles  the  fecond,  king  of  Eng- 
land, by  Louife  Renee  de  Penancouet  Querouaille,  daughter  of  the  count 
de  Querouaille  of  Bretagne  in  France,  who,  by  the  contrivance  of  Louis 
the  fourteenth,  came  into  England  1670,  with  the  princefs  Henrietta 
Maria,  duchefs  of  Orleans  and  fifler  to  king  Charles.  She  was  created 
19  Auguft  1673  baronefs  Petersfield,  countefs  of  Farnham,  and  duchefs  of 
Portfmouth  in  the  county  of  Southampton  for  life.  At  the  requeft  of  king 
Charles  January  1684  fhe  was  created  duchefs  of  Aubigne  in  the  pro- 

vince of  Berry  and  a  peerefs  of  France,  with  remainder  to  Charles  dulie  of 
Richmond  and  his  male  iffue.     She  died  14  November  1734. 

Charles  Lenox,  her  only  fon  by  king  Charles  the  fecond,  having  com- 
pleted the  third  year  of  his  age,  was  created  baron  Settrington,  earl  of 
March,  and  duke  of  Richmond  in  the  county  of  York  ;  and  baron  Methuen 
of  Torbolton,  earl  of  Darnley,  and  duke  of  Lenox  in  Scotland.  In  the 
year  1 679  he  was  conftituted  mafler  of  the  horfe  to  the  king ;  but,  on  the 
acceffion  of  king  James,  his  mother  having  favoured  the  bill  of  excluiion, 
he  was  removed  from  that  employment.

Auguftus  Henry  Fitzroy,  duke  of  Grafton,  earl  of  Arlington  and  Eufton, 
vifcount  Thetford  and  Ipfwich,  baron  Arlington  of  Arlington,  and  baron  of 
Sudbury  ;  knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy 
council,  receiver-general  of  the  profits  of  the  feals  in  the  courts  of  king's 
pencil  and  common  pleas,  hereditary  ranger  of  Whittlebury  Foreft  in  the 
county  of  Northampton,  mafter  of  the  game  of  Salfey  Park  in  the  county  of 
his  majefty's  game-keeper  at  Newmarket  in  the  county  of  Suf- 
folk, chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Suffolk,  recorder  of  the  city  of  Coventiy,  and 
of  Thetford  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  ;  high  fteward  of  Dartmouth  in  the 
county  of  Devon,  a  governor  of  the  Charter-houfe,  and  prefident  of  the 
Small-Pox  Hofpital  in  Cold  Bath  Fields. 

This  nobleman  was  bom  Odlober  1735.     He  was  eledted  to  reprefent 

the  towns  of  Bury  Saint  Edmund's  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and  Borough- 
bridge  in  the  county  of  York  December  1756.  He  fucceeded  to  the 
.  title  on  the  death  of  his  grandfather  6  May  1757.  He  was  appointed 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of 
Suffolk,  which  office  he  refigned  in  February  1763.  Fie  was  promoted 
12  July  1765  to  be  one  of  his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  and 
refigned  23  May  1766.  He  was  conftituted  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the 
treafury  2  Auguft  in  the  fame  year.      Flis   grace  was  elefted  5  December 

1768  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge,  and  20  September  1769 
knight  companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter.

Henry  Fitzroy,  firft  duke  of  Grafton,  was  created  baron  of  Sudbury, 
vifcount  Ipfwich  and  earl  of  Euflon  in  the  ninth,  and  duke  of  Grafton  in 
the  twelfth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the  offices  of 
colonel  of  the  firft  regiment  of  foot  guards,  vice  admiral  of  England,  and 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Suffolk.  He  joined 
king  William  at  the  fame  time  with  lord  Churchil,  afterwards  duke  of 
Marlborough,  but,  upon  the  debate  in  the  houfe  of  peers  refpedling  the 
form  of  government  to  be  adopted,  he  was  one  of  thofe  who  voted  for  a 
regency.  Soon  after  he  took  the  oaths,  together  with  his  brothers  the  dukes 
of  Southampton  and  Northumberland,  and  the  duke  of  Ormond,  and  died 
in  the  attack  upon  the  town  of  Cork  in  Ireland  9  Oftober  1690. 

•  Charles,  fecond  duke  of  Grafton,  his  fon,  was  twice  appointed,  in  the 
years  1721  and  1723,  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  3  April 
1724  lord  chamberlain  of  his  majefty's  houfliold.  His  grace  married

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duke  of  Beaufort  i  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,  i,  George  earl  of  Eufton, 
v/ho  died  6  July  1747-  2.  Auguftus,  a  captain  in  the  royal  navy,  and 
married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Cofby  of  Strodbel  in  tlae  king- 
dom of  Ireland  efquire,  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  Auguftus  Henry, 
prefent  and  third  duke  of  Grafton,  and  Charles  now  lord  Southampton. 
He  died  upon  a  military  expedition  at  Jamaica  28  May  1741  ;  and  his 
lady  married  fecondly  James  Jeffries  efquire,  late  one  of  the  commiffioners 
of  his  majefty's  cuftoms.

HENRY  SOMERSET,  duke  of  Beaufort,  marquis  of  Worcefler,  earl 
of  Worcefter  and  Glamorgan,  vifcount  Grofmont,  baron  Herbert,  lord  of 
Ragland,  Chepftow  and  Gower,  and  baron  Beaufort  of  Caldecot  Caftle  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth  ;  knight  of  the  garter,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  counties  of  Leicefter,  Monmouth  and  Brecon,  colonel  of 
the  Monmouthfhire  militia,  recorder  of  Scarborough  in  the  county  of  York, 
a  vice  prelident  of  the  Welch  Charity  in  Grays  Inn  Lane,  and  doftor  of 
laws-. 

This  nobleman  was  born  16  Odlober  1744.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  28  Odober  1756.  He  was  appointed  20  January 
1768  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the  queen,  which  office  he  refigned  17  January 
1770.  He  was  conflituted  24  December  1771  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos- 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Monmouth,  and  3  June  1786  eleded  knight 
companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter.     He  was  '^I'^l 

appointed  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Brecon,, 
and  5  December  in  the  fame  year  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of 
the  county  of  Leicefter. 

The  duke  of  Beaufort  married  2  January  1766  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  the 
right  honourable  admiral  Edward  Bofcawen,  fon  to  Hugh  firft  vifcount 
Falmouth  ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue,  i .  Henry  Charles,  marquis  of 
Worcefter,  born  24  December  1766.

The  family  of  Somerfet  is  defcended  from  John  of  Gaunt,  duke  of  Lan- 
cafter  and  fon  to  king  Edward  the  third,  by  Catherine  Swynford,  who  was 
firft  his  miftrefs,  but  whom  he  afterwards  married.  The  progeny  of  this 
connexion  aiTumed  the  name  of  Beaufort,  and  bore  the  ftyle  of  earl  of 
Somerfet,  marquis  of  Dorfet  and  duke  of  Somerfet.  They  were  legitimated 
by  ad  of  parliament  during  the  life  of  their  founder,  but  finally  periflied 
amidft  the  deftrudive  and  inhuman  cruelties  of  the  wars  of  York  and  Lan- 
cafter.  Charles,  the  natural  fon  of  Henry  Beaufort  third  duke  of  Somerfet 
in  this  line,  aflumed  the  name  of  Somerfet,  and  iingly  remained  at  the 
acceffion  of  king  Henry  the  feventh  to  reprefent  liis  illuilrious  anceflors. 

By  king  Henry,  who  affefted  to  derive  his  claim  to  the  crown  from  the 
houfe  of  Lancafter,  this  Charles  Somerfet  was  particularly  cheriflied  and 
diftinguifhed.  In  right  of  his  wife,  only  child  of  William  Herbert  earl  of 
Huntingdon,  he  bore  the  titles  of  baron  Herbert,  lord  Herbert  of  Ragland, 
Chepftow  and  Gower.  He  was  inverted  1495  with  the  office  of  lord  cham- 
berlain of  the  houfliold  for  life,  and  afterwards  advanced  to  the  dignity  of 
earl  of  Worceller.     Fie  died   15  April  1526. 

Edward,  fourth  earl  of  Worcefler,  was  appointed  21  April  1601  mafrer 
of  the  horfe  to  queen  Elizabeth,  and,  refigning  that  office  i  January  1616, 
was  conftltuted  by  king  James  the  firfl  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal. 
He  died  3  March  1628. 

Henry, 
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Henry,  fifth  earl  of  Worcefler,  his  fon,  was  early  profclyted  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion.  He  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  the  richeft  Englifli  noble- 
man of  his  time ;  and  it  was  in  a  confiderable  degree  owing  to  him  that 
king  Charles  the  firfl  was  enabled  to  make  fo  refpedlable  a  figure  at 
the  breaking  cut  of  the  civil  war.  Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the 
war  he  was  created  marquis  of  Worcefter.  He  maintained  at  his  perfonal 
expence  a  fiege  in  his  caflle  of  Ragland  in  the  county  of  Monmouth,  from 
that  time  1642  to  19  Augufl  1646.  The  articles  of  capitulation  upon 
which  he  furrendered  were  violated  by  the  parliamentary  forces,  and  he 
died  in  confinement  December  in  the  fame  year,  and  the  eighty-fourth 

year  of  his  age.  This  revolution  proved  the  occafion  of  annihilating  and 
difperfing  his  patrimonial  fortune,  and  was  a  blow  from  which  his  family 
never  perfedlly  recovered. 

Edward,  fecond  marquis  of  Worcefter,  his  fon,  was  a  charader  that 
attradled  much  attention  during  the  life  of  his  father,  under  the  ftyle  of  the 
earl  of  Glamorgan.  His  negociations  with  the  Irifli  papifls  are  to  be 
regarded  as  now  fully  cleared  up,  to  the  difadvantage  of  the  king  his  mailer. 
Though  that  monarch  pretended  to  be  ignorant  of  his  meafures,  and  to  dif- 
avow  his  proceedings,  it  appears  that  he  did  nothing  without  the  fuUell 
authority.  A  commiflion,  granted  to  him  by  the  king,  and  dated  i  April 
1644,  contains  powers  of  the  moft  unlimited  nature.  Blank  patents  are  there 
mentioned  to  have  been  intrufted  to  him  for  titles  of  honour  from  a  marquis 
to  a  baronet  j  the  title  of  duke  of  Somerfet  is  promifed  to  him  and  his 
heirs  for  ever  ;  the  princefs  Elizabeth,  with  a  portion  of  three  hundred 
thoufand  pounds,  is  promifed  to  his  eldefi:  fon  in  marriage ;  and  it  is  added, 
that  whatever  he  contracts  or  engages  for  from  the  date  of  this  commiflion 
the  king  will  make  good  the  fame.     His  lordfhip  died  3  April  1667. 

Henry, 
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Henry,  third  marquis  of  Worcefler,  his  fon,  was  towards  the  clofe  of 
the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  advanced  to  the  title  of  duke  of  Beau- 
fort. He  exerted  himfelf  in  oppofition  to  the  invafion  of  the  duke  of 
Monmouth  in  1685,  and  in  1688  endeavoured  to  fecure  Briftol  againft 
the  adherents  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  upon  whofe  elevation  to  the  throne 
his  grace  refufed  to  take  the  oaths.     He  died  21  January  1699. 

Henry,  fecond  duke  of  Beaufort,  his  grandfon,  was  10  January  171 2 
conftituted  captain  of  the  band  of  gentlemen  penfioners- 

Charles  Noel,  fourth  duke  of  Beaufort,  his  fon,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  John  Berkeley  of  Stoke  GifFord  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter  efquire,  by 
which  lady  he  had  iffue,  i .  Henry,  prefent  and  fifth  duke  of  Beaufort. 
2.  Anne,  married  to  Charles,  feventh  earl  of  Northampton,  and  died

AUBREY  BEAUCLERCK,  duke  of  Saint  Albans,  earl  of  Burford, 
baron  of  Heddington  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  and  baron  Vere  of  Hanworth 
in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  hereditary  grand  falconer  .of  England,  and 
hereditary  regifter  of  the  high  court  of  chancery. 

This  nobleman  was  born  3  June  1740.  He  was  eledled  1761  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Thetford  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  1768 
the  borough  of  Aldborough  in  the  county  of  York.  He  fucceeded  to  the 
title  of  lord  Vere  of  Hanworth  upon  the  death  of  his  father  i  Odlober 
1781,  and  to  the  titles  of  duke  of  Saint  Albans,  earl  of  Burford  and  baron 
Heddington  upon  the  death  of  his  coufin  16  February  1787. 

The  duke  of  Saint  Albans  man-ied  4  May  1763  Catherine,  daughter  of 
William  earl  of  Befborough  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  February  1783,  he  has  ifTue,     i.  Catherine  EHzabeth  born

The  family  of  Beauclerck  is  defcended  from  Charles  the  fccond,  king  of 
England,  by  Eleanor  Gwyn.  Charles,  furnamed  Beauclerck,  her  eldeft 
fon,  was  in  the  feventh  year  of  his  age  created  baron  of  Heddington  and 
earl  of  Burford,  with  remainder  in  default  of  his  male  illiie  to  James 
Beauclerck  his  brother,  who  died  September  1680.     Fie  was  ll\rther  in  the 
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fourteenth  year  of  his  age  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  duke  of  Saint  Albans, 
and  conftituted  hereditary  grand  falconer  of  England  and  hereditary  regifter 
of  the  high  court  of  chancery.  His  grace  ferved  in  the  imperial  army 
at  the  fiege  of  Belgrade,  and  after^vards  under  king  William  in  the  Low 
Countries.  He  was  30  November  1693  appointed  captain  of  the  band  of 
gentlemen  penlioners,  and,  having  reiigned  that  appointment  in  1710,  was 
reinftated  upon  the  accefTion  of  king  George  the  firfl.  He  married  Diana, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  Aubrey  de  Vere  earl  of  Oxford  ;  by  which  lady  he 
had  iiTue,  i.  Charhs,  fecond  duke  of  Saint  Albans.  2.  William,  an  officer 
in  the  army  and  vice  chamberlain  of  her  majefty's  houfhold.  His  only 
furviving  fon  Charles  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Jones  efquire  ; 

by  which  lady,  who  died  5  December  1768,  he  had  ilTue,  George,  fourth 
duke  of  Saint  Albans  ;  Charlotte,  married  to  John  Drummond  efquire, 
grandfon  to  William  Drummond  third  vifcount  Strathallan  of  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland  i  and  Carolina,  married  to  fir  William  Draper  knight  of  the 
bath,  and  died  1778.

He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Chambers  of  Han- 
worth  in  the  county  of  Middlefex  efquire;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue, 
Aubrey,  prefent  and  fifth  duke  of  Saint  Albans ;  and  Mary,  born  4  Decem- 
ber 1743,  and  married  to  Charles,  fon  of  Charles  fecond  duke  of  Marl- 
borough. 4.  Henry,  an  officer  in  the  army.  Pie  married  Maiy,  fifter 
and  heirefs  to  Nevil  Lovelace  lord  Lovelace ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue, 
Diana,  born  24  June  1741 ;  Henrietta,  born  26  November  1742;  Mary, 
born  25  November  1743,  and  married  6  July  1782  to  the  reverend  Walter

HARRY  POWLET,  duke  of  Bolton,  marquis  of  Winchefler,  earl  of 
Wiltfhire,  baron  Saint  John  of  Baling  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  premier 
marquis  of  England,  one  of  his  majefly's  mofc  honourable  privy  council, 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Southampton,  governor 
of  the  lile  of  Wight,  vice  admiral  of  the  counties  of  Southampton  and 
Dorfet,  and  an  admiral  of  the  white  fquadron  of  his  majefly's  fleet. 

This  nobleman  was  born  6  November  1720.  He  was  eleded  1754  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Lymington  in  the  county  of  Southampton,  and 
1760  to  reprefent  the  city  of  Winchefler.  Having  paffed  through  feveral 
inferior  flations  in  the  navy,  he  was  9  December  1760  appointed  a  vice 
admiral  of  the  white  fquadron,  and  5  July  1765  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  brother.  He  was  appointed  1766  governor  of  the  Ifle  of 
Wight,  and,  having  refigned  that  office  1770,  was  reinftated  upon  the 
change  of  miniflry  in  1782,  and  6  April  in  the  fame  year  was  promoted  to 
be  lord  lieutenant  and  cuitos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Southampton. 

The  duke  of  Bolton  married  firfl  1 3  May  1752  Henrietta,  daughter  of 
Nunn  of  Eltham  in  the  county  of  Kent  efquire ;  by  which  lady,  who  died 
31  May  1764,  he  had  ilTue  Mary,   born  Odober   1753,  and  married 

to  John  vifcount  Hinchinbroke  eldefl  fon  of  the  earl  of  Sandwich  :  fhe  died 
31  March  1779.  He  married  fecondly  8  April  1765,  Catherine,  daughter 
of  Robert  Lowther  of  Lowther  Hall  in  the  county  of  Weflmoreland  efquire, 
and  fifler  to  the  earl  of  Lonfdale  j  by  which  lady  he  has  iflue,   i .  Catherine, 

born 
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born  1766,  and  married  to  Henry  vifcount  Barnard,  eldeft  fon  of  the  earl 
of  Darlington.     2.  Amelia,  born  6  July  1768. 

The  name  of  this  family  has  been  varioufly  written,  Paulet,  Pawlct, 
Poulet  and  Powlet.  Hercules,  lord  of  Tournon  in  Picardy,  came  into 
England  with  Geoffrey  Plantagenet  earl  of  Anjou,  third  fon  of  king  Heniy 
the  fecond,  and  having,  aniong  other  eftates,  the  lordlliip  of  Paulet  in 
Somerfetlliire,  affumed  his  furname  from  that  place.  From  fir  John  Paulet 
in  the  reign  of  king  Richard  the  fecond,  by  the  eldefl  fon  the  prefent 
earl  Powlet  is  defcended. 

Sir  William  Paulet,  the  defcendant  of  William,  fecond  fon  of  fir  John 
Paulet,  was  by  king  Henry  the  eighth  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  by 
the  title  of  lord  Saint  John  of  Bafing,  and  appointed  lord  great  mafler  of 
the  houfliold  and  lord  prefident  of  the  council.  Upon  the  acceffion  of 
king  Edward  the  fixth,  being  one  of  the  executors  of  the  will  of  his  father, 
he  was  farther  appointed  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal.  He  vv'as  three 
years  after  created  earl  of  Wiltfliire,  and  1551,  having  refigned  his  other 
minifferial  appointments,  was  promoted  to  be  lord  high  treafurer  of  England 
and  farther  created  marquis  of  Winchefter.  It  was  in  a  great  meafure  by 
his  counfels,  that  the  duke  of  Northumberland's  defign  of  fetting  lady  Jane 
Grey  upon  the  throne  was  prevented.  He  poffeffed  the  high  office  laft 
mentioned  near  twenty  years,  and  died  10  March  1572  in  the  ninety 
feventh  year  of  his  age ;  being  fucceeded  as  lord  high  treafurer  by  William 
lord  Burleigh.

John,  fifth  marquis  of  Winchefter,  was  one  of  thofe  noblemen  wlio 
adhered  to  king  Charles  the  firfl,  and,  having  made  a  garrifon  of  his  feat 
at  Bafing,  endured  a  fiege  from   Augufl   1643  ^o   ^^  Oaober  1645.     By 

the 
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the  dera-uftion  of  this  feat  he  fufFered  an  immenfe  lofs,  but  he  had  the 
fatisfadtion  of  living  to  fee  the  reftoration  of  the  royal  family,  and  die^ 
5  iVIarch  1674. 

Charles,  his  fon,  was  inflrumental  in  fetting  the  crown  of  thefe  realms 
on  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange,  and  was  by  them  raifed  to  the  title 
of  duke  of  Bolton. 

Charles,  fecond  duke  of  Bolton,  his  fon,  was  by  king  George  the  firft 
promoted  to  be  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfliold,  which  office  he  retained 
a  very  fhort  time,  and  was  twice  apppinted  16  April  171 7  and  31  May  171 9 
lordrlieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  He  had  three  fons,  Charles  and 
Harry,  fucceffively  dukes  of  Bolton,  and  Naflau,  whofe  daughter  Ifabella 
married  John  James,  earl  of  Egmont  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  and  lord 
Lovel  and  Holland  in  Great  Britain. 

Charles,  third  duke  of  Bolton,  was  fucceffively  governor  of  the  Ifle  of 
Wight,  captain  of  the  band  of  gentlemen  penfioners,  and  conftable  of  the 
Tower  of  London.  In  November  1745  he  raifed  a  regiment  of  foot  to 
ferve  againft  the  rebels,  and  died  26  Auguft  1754. 

Harr}^  fourth  duke  of  Bolton,  was  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of 
the  admiralt)',  and  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London.  He  died  19  Oaober 
1759- 

Charles,  fifth  duke  of  Bolton,  his  fon,  fucceeded  his  father  during  his 
life  time  in  the  appointment  of  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London. 
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Baron  Saint  John  of  Bafing  in  the  county  of  Southampton  9  March  1539. 
Earl  of  the  county  of  Wilts  19  January  1550.  Marquis  of  Winchefter 
12  Odober  1551.     Duke  of  Bolton  in  the  county  of  York  9  April  1689.

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OSBORNE,      DUKE     OF     LEEDS. 

THOMAS  OSBORNE,  duke  of  Leeds,  marquis  of  Carmarthen,  earl 
of  Danby,  vifcount  Latimer  and  Dumblaine,  baron  Ofborne  of  Kiveton 
and  a  baronet;  knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his  majefty's  mofh  honourable 
privy  council,  dodor  of  laws,  and  fellov/  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  6  November  171 3.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title 
on  the  death  of  his  father  9  May  1731.  He  was  12  November  1748 
conftituted  chief  juflice  in  eyre  of  his  majefty's  forefts  fouth  of  Trent,  and 
the  fame  year  appointed  one  of  the  lords  of  the  bed  chamber.  He  was 
eledled  22  June  1749  knight  companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the 
garter.  Religning  the  office  of  chief  juftice  in  eyre,  he  was  conftituted 
13  January  1756  cofferer  of  the  houfliold.  He  again  exchanged  this 
appointment  14  April  1761  for  that  of  chief  juft ice  in  eyre  of  the  royal 
forefts  north  of  Trent,  and  refigned  1774" 

The  duke  of  Leeds  married  26  June  1740  Maiy,  youngeft  daughter  of 
Francis  earl  Godolphin  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  3  Auguft  1764,  he 
has  iffue,  Francis  Godolphin,  marquis  of  Carmarthen,  and  in  his  own 
right  baron  Olborne  of  Kiveton  in  the  county  of  York. 

The  firft  perfon  of  the  family  of  Ofborne  that  rofe  to  diftinclion  was 
fir  Edv»'ard  Oiborne  knight,  created  a  baronet  by  king  James  the  firft, 
and  father  to  Thomas,  firft  duke  of  Leeds.  He  v.-as  patronifed  by  the 
celebrated  earl  of  Strafibrd,  and,  when  that  nobleman  was  conftituted  lord 
prefident  of  the  North,  ^vas  appointed  vice  prefident. 

Thomas 
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Thomas  Ofoorne,  firft  duke  of  Leeds,  his  fon,  adhered  to  tlie  royal 
intereft  during  the  civil  wars,  and,  upon  the  reftoration  of  king  Charles 
the  fecond,  was  appointed  1671  treafurer  of  the  navy,  and  conflituted 
19  June  1673  lord  high  treafurer  of  England.  He  was  in  the  fame  year 
created  baron  Kiveton  in  the  county  of  York  and  vifcount  Latimer,  and 
in  the  year  following  was  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Danby ;  and  created 
vifcount  Dumblaine  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  He  was  impeached  of 
high  crimes  and  mifdemeanours  by  the  houfe  of  commons  1679,  and  dif- 
milTed  from  his  office  of  lord  high  treafurer.  Upon  the  landing  of  the 
prince  of  Orange  he  fecured  in  his  favour  the  city  of  York.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  houfe  of  peers  when  it  was  refolved  that 
the  throne  was  vacant,  and  he  warmly  recomm.ended  for  the  fucceffion  the 
prince  and  princefs  of  Orange.  He  was  conftituted  13  February  1689  lord 
prefident  of  the  council,  in  the  following  year  w^as  created  marquis  of 
Carmarthen,  and  a  few  years  after  v.-as  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  duke  of 
Leeds.     He  v/as  impeached  by  the  houfe  of  commons  April  1695  ^°^ 

receiving  money  for  obtaining  the  charters  of  the  Eall  India  company,  bat 
the  profecution  was  fuperfeded,  the  king  a  few  days  after  proroguing  the 
parliament.  He  diilinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  tory  party  upon  the  trial  of 
dodor  Henry  Sacheverel  in  Februaiy  1710.     He  died  26  July  1712. 

Peregrine,  fecond  duke  of  Leeds,  his  fon,  was  called  up  to  the  houfe 
of  peers  during  the  life  of  his  father  by  the  title  of  baron  Oiborne  of 
Kiveton  j  as  was  under  the  fame  circumflances. 

Peregrine  Hyde,  third  duke  of  Leeds,  his  fon.  His  grace  murried 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert  firfl:  earl  of  Oxford ;  by  which  lady,  who 
died  20  November  171 3,  he  had  illue  Thomas,  prefcnt  and  fourth  duke 
of  Leeds.

FRANCIS  RUSSEL,  duke  of  Bedford,  marquis  of  Taviflock  in  the 
county  of  Devon,  earl  of  Bedford,  baron  RuiTel  of  Cheneys  in  the  county 
of  Bucks,  and  of  Thornhaugh  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  and  baron 
Rowland  of  Streatham  in  the  county  of  Surrey. 

This  nobleman  was  born  ii  Augufc  1765,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  grandfather  14  January  1771. 

The  family  of  Ruflel  was  originally  from  Normandy,  and  appears  to 
have  been  fettled  in  the  county  of  Dorfet  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of 
king  John. 

John  Ruflel,  firft  lord  Rufl'el  and  earl  of  Bedford,  is  faid  to  have  owed 
his  advancement  to  his  having  accidentally  attended  upon  Philip  archduke 
of  Auftria,  fon  of  the  emperor  Maximilian,  when  he  was  driven  by  a 
violent  ftorm  on  the  coaft  of  Great  Britain.  By  king  Kenry  the  eighth 
he  was  created  lord  Ruflel  of  Cheneys,  and  1 8  July  1 540  appointed  lord 
high  admiral  of  England.  Having  refigned  this  ofiice,  he  was  3  December 
1543  promoted  to  be  lord  privy  feal,  in  which  oflice  he  continued  for  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  fome  years  afterwards  created  earl  ol 
Bedford,  and  died  14  March  1555. 

Francis,  fecond  duke  of  Bedford,  his  fon,  was  employed  in  various 
cmbaflies  by  queen  Elizabeth. 

G  2  William, 
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William,  youngeft  fon  of  Francis,  ferved  under  the  earl  of  Leiceiler 
in  the  United  Provinces,  and  i6  May  1594  was  appointed  lord  deputy 
of  Ireland,  where  he  made  fome  campaigns  againft  the  rebel  Tir-Owen. 
Upon  the  accefTion  of  king  James  the  firfl  he  was  created  a  peer  by  the 
title  of  baron  RulTel  of  Thornhaugh  in  the  county  of  Northam.pton.  He 
died  9  Odober  161 3. 

Francis,  fourth  earl  of  Bedford,  his  fon,  made  a  confiderable  figure 
during  the  troubles  in  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  firft.  He  was  the 
intimate  friend  of  Mr.  Pym,  and  is  reprefented  by  the  earl  of  Clarendon  as 
having  been  much  inclined  to  moderate  meafures.  When  the  king  had  it  in 
contemplation  to  appoint  an  adminiftration  from  the  popular  party,  the  earl 
of  Bedford  was  fixed  upon  for  lord  high  treafurer.     He  died  9  May  1641. 

Edward,  earl  of  Orford,  firfl  lord  commifiloner  of  the  admiralty,  was 
the  grandfon  of  Francis.  He  was  greatly  inftrumental  in  the  fuccefs  of 
the  prince  of  Orange  1688.  He  gained  an  important  vidtory  over  the 
French  fleet  at  La  Hogue  19  May  1692.  He  was  three  times  firft  lord 
commifiloner  of  the  admiralty,  being  firft  appointed  2  May  1694,  and 
holding  the  ofiice  for  five  years  ;  fecondly,  8  November  1709,  when  he 
held  the  office  for  one  year;  thirdly,  14  Odlober  171 4,  and  refigned 
16  April  1 717.  He  was  created  7  May  1697  baron  of  Shingey  in  the 
county  of  Cambridge,  vifcount  Barfleur  in  the  duchy  of  Normandy,  and 
earl  of  Orford  in  the  county  of  Suffolk.  He  died  without  ifTue  26  November 
1727. 

William,  fifth  earl  and  firft  duke  of  Bedford,  the  fon  of  Francis,  was 
14  July  1642  appointed  general  of  the  horfe  in  the  fervice  of  the  parliament, 
and  difplayed  much  bravery  at  the  fubfequent  battle  of  Edgehil.     In  1643, 

when 
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when  the  houfe  of  lords  was  voted  to  be  ufclefs,  he  went  over  to  the  royal 
party,  and  ferved  in  the  army  of  king  Charles  tlie  firft  at  the  battle  of 
Newberry.  Diflatisiicd  v/ith  his  reception,  he  changed  fides  a  fecond  time 
25  December  1643,  and  his  eilate  was  for  a  fliort  time  fequeftered.  By  king 
William  he  was  created  marquis  of  Taviflock  and  duke  of  Bedford;  and, 
among  the  motives  for  this  promotion  aillgned  in  tlie  patent,  it  is  obferved, 
"  That  this  was  not  the  leaft,  that  he  was  the  father  to  the  lord  Rufiel, 
"  tlic  ornament  of  his  age,  whofc  name  could  never  be  forgotten,  fo  long 
"  as  men  preferved  any  efteem  for  fanftity  of  manners,  greatnefs  of  mind, 
**  and  a  love  to  their  country,  conftant  even  to  death."  The  duke  died 
7  September  1700.  The  mother  of  William  lord  Rufiel  was  Anne, 
daup-hter  and  heirefs  to  Robert  Carr  earl  of  Somerfet.

William  lord  RufTel  was  one  of  the  principal  leaders  of  the  original 
whig  party  in  1680,  and  a  ftrenuous  advocate  for  the  bill  of  exclufion.  It 
is  obferved  by  fir  William  Temple,  "  That  his  fetting  himfelf  at  the  head 
"  of  thefe  affairs  had  a  great  influence  on  the  houfe,  being  a  perfon  in 
"  general  repute,  as  an  honefl,  worthy  gentleman,  without  tricks  or 
"  private  ambition,  who  was  known  to  venture  as  great  a  flake  as  any 
"  fubjedt  in  England."  He  was  accufed  of  being  concerned  in  the  Rye- 
houfe  plot,  and,  refufing  to  efcape,  was  condemned  and  executed  21  July 
1683.  He  married  Rachel,  daughter  and  heirefs  to  Thomas  Wriothefley 
earl  of  Southampton,  lord  high  treafurer  of  England.  His  attainder  w^as 
reverfed  16  March  1689. 

Wriothefley,  fecond  duke  of  Bedford,  fon  of  William  lord  Ruffel, 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  John  Howland  of  the  county  of 
Surrey  efquire,  and  was  in  confequence  created  during  the  life  of  his  father 
baron  Howland  of  Streatham, 

Wriothefley, 
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Wriothefley,  third  duke  of  Bedford,  his  fon,  died  23  Odtober  1732. 

John,  fourth  duke  of  Bedford,  his  brother,  was  27  December  1744 
conftituted  firll;  lord  commiffioner  of  the  admiralty,  and  at  the  breaking 
-out  of  the  rebellion  raifed  a  regiment  of  foot  for  his  majefty's  fervice. 
Refigning  his  feat  at  the  admiralty  board,  he  was  1 3  February  1 748 
rappointed  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ilate,  which  office  he  refigned 
in  July  1751-  He  was  declared  15  December  1756  lord  lieutenant 
general  and  general  governor  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he 
held  for  more  than  twelve  months.  His  grace  was  appointed  25  November 
1761  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  and  4  September  1762  ambaflador 
extraordinary  and  minifler  plenipotentiary  to  negociate  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  the  court  of  France.  He  returned  in  the  following  year,  and,  having 
refigned  the  privy  feal,  was  9  September  declared  lord  prefident  of  the 
--council,  which  office  he  held  till  12  July  1765, 

His  grace  married  April  1737  Gertrude,  daughter  of  John  firft  carl 
■Gower ;  by  which  lady  he  had  ilTue,  i .  Francis,  m.arquis  of  Taviftock, 
who  married  7  July  1764  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Anne  fecond  earl 
of  Albemarle ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,  Francis  prefent  and  fifth  duke  of 
Bedford :  John,  born  6  July  1766,  and  married  20  March  1786  to  Georgiana 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  George  lord  vifcount  Torrington  ;  by  which  lady 
he  has  illue  a  fon,  born  13  May  1788:  and  William,  born  20  Augufi: 
1767.  The  marquis  of  Taviflock  died  in  confequence  of  a  fall  from  his 
horfe  22  March  1767,  and  the  marchionefs,  from  her  affliftion  for  his 
lofs,    2  November    1768.     2.  Caroline,    born  January    1743,    and 

married  to  George  duke  of  Marlborough, 
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Baron  RulTel  of  Cheneys  in  the  county  of  Bucks  9  March  1539.  Earl 
of  the  county  of  Bedford  19  January  1550.  Baron  Ruffel  of  Thornhaugh 
in  the  county  of  Northampton  21  July  1603.  Marquis  of  Taviftock  in 
the  county  of  Devon  and  duke  of  the  county  of  Bedford  11  May  1694.

Cheneys  in  the  county  of  Bucks ;  Bedford  houfe  in  the  city  of  Exeter  3  and 
Streatham  in  the  county  of  Surrey, 
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CAVENDISH,     DUKE     OF    DEVONSHIRE. 

WILLIAM  CAVENDISH,  duke  of  Devonflaire,  marquis  of  Hart- 
ington,  earl  of  Devonfliire,  and  baron  Cavendiili  of  Hardwicke  in  the 
county  of  Derby ;  knight:  of  the  garter,  lord  high  treafurer  of  Ireland, 
governor  of  the  county  of  Cork  in  that  kingdom,  and  lord  lieutenant  and 
cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Derby. 

This  nobleman  was  born  14  December  1748.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  2  Odlober  1764.  He  was  conftituted 
I  March  1766  lord  high  treafurer  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  eledled 
19  April  1782  knight  companion  of  the  moil  noble  order  of  the  garter, 
and  1 8  June  in  the  fame  year  appointed  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum 
of  the  county  of  Derby. 

The  duke  of  Devonfliire  married  6  June  1774  Georglana,  daughter  of 
John  firfl  earl  Spencer ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iiTue,  i .  Georgiana,  born 
13  July  1783.     2.  Elizabeth  Henrietta,  born  29  Augufl  1785. 

The  family  of  Cavendifli  is  defcended  from  Robert  de  Gernon,  who 
•came  over  to  England  with  William  the  conqueror.  Roger  de  Gernon 
in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  fecond  had  four  fons,  all  of  whom  took 
the  furname  of  CavendiflTi  from  the  lordfhip  of  Cavendifh  in  the  county  of 
Suffolk,  of  which  their  mother  had  been  heirefs.  From  the  fecond  of 
thefe  fons  defcended  Thomas  Cavendifh  the  celebrated  circumnavigator, 
who,  attempting  a  fecond  voyage  to  the  South  Seas,  died  off  the  coafl 
of  the  Portuguefe  fettlement  of^Braiil  1591. 

2  John, 
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John,  eldeft  fon  of  Roger  de  Gernon,  was  conftituted  29  Odobcr  1366 
lord  chief  JLiftice  of  the  court  of  King's  Bench,  and,  being  fent  into  Suffolk 
to  quell  the  infurredlion  which  had  been  excited  by  Wat  Tyler,  was 
beheaded  by  the  rebels  in  the  town  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  in  the  year  1381. 

William,  fifth  in  defcent  from  lord  chief  juflice  Cavendifh,  was  gen- 
tleman uflier  to  cardinal  Wolfey  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth, 
and,  after  the  death  of  the  cardinal,  was  employed  in  various  fervices  by 
that  monarch.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Hardwicke  of 
Hardwicke  in  the  county  of  Derby  efquire,  at  whofe  perfuafion  he  pur- 
chafed  feveral  eftates  in  that  county,  and  built  Chatfworth  Houfe,  the 
principal  refidence  of  the  dukes  of  Devonfliire.  After  his  death  his  lady 
married  George,  fixth  earl  of  Shrewftury,  in  whofe  keeping  Maiy  queeii 
of  Scots  relided  as  prifoner  at  Chatfworth  Houfe  for  feventeen  years. 

Charles,  his  younger  fun,  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Cutlibcrt 
lord  Ogle;  by  which  lady  he  had  ilTue  William,  created  1620  baron  Ogle 
and  vifcount  Mansfield  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  1628  baron  Balfover 
in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  and  earl  of  Newcafiile  upon  Tyne  in  the 
county  of  Northumberland  ;  1 644  baron  Bothal  and  Hepple  and  marquis  of 
Newcaftle  ;  and  1665  earl  of  Ogle  ai"ki  duke  of  Newcaftle.  He  was 
Angularly  active  in  the  caufe  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  fufi'ered  greatly 
in  confequence  of  his  loyalty.  He  married  Margaret,  fifter  to  lord  Lucas 
of  Colchefter  in  the  county  of  Elfex ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iflue  four  fons 
and  four  daughters,  and  the  infcription  upon  their  tomb  is  quoted  in  the 
Spedlator,  viz.  That  "  all  the  fons  were  valiant,  and  all  the  daughters 
*'  virtuous,"  The  duke  and  duchefs  of  Newcaftle  were  both  of  them 
authors,  the  duke  writing  a  folio  treatife  upon  Horfemanlhip,  and  the 
duchefs  five  folio  volumes  of  Poems  and  Other  Mifcellanies^  He  died 
25  December  1676, 

H  Henry, 
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Henry,  fecond  duke  of  Newcaflle,  his  fon,  oppofed  the  fettlement  of 
the  crown  upon  William  and  Mary,  and  refufed  taking  the  oaths.  He  had 
feveral  daughters,  i..  Elizabeth,  married  to  Chriftopher  Monk  fecond 
duke  of  Albemarle.  2.  Margaret,  married  to  John  Holies  earl  of  Clare, 
afterwards  duke  of  Newcaflle.  3.  Arabella,  married  to  Charles  Spencer 
tliird  earl  of  Sunderland.  The  title  of  Newcaftle  became  extin<fl  at  his 
death  26  July  1 69 1., 

William,  elder  fbn  of  William  and  Elizabeth,  was  by  king  James  the 
firft  created  baron  Cavendifh,  and  fome  years  after  earl  of  Devonfliire. 
He  was  connedled  with  the  earl  of  Northampton  and  others  in  the  fettle- 
ment of  a  colony  at  the  iflands  of  Bermudas.. 

William,  fecond  earl  of  Devonfliire,  his  fbn,  is  chiefly  diftinguifhed  by 
the  circumftance  of  having  had  the  celebrated  Hobbes  for  his  preceptor, 
who  gave  a  very  fplendid  charadler  of  his  pupil  after  his  death,  in  the 
dedication  prefixed  to  his  tranflation  of  Thucydides. 

William,  third  earl  of  Devonfliire,  his  fon,  who  was  alfo  educated  by 
Mr.  Hobbes,  early  engaged  in  the  party  of  king  Charles  the  firfl,  but  upon 
t'he  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war  retired  to  the  continent,  and  was  only 
induced  to  return  by  the  peremptory  order  of  the  parliament.  Charles, 
his  brother,  was  lieutenant  general  of  the  horfe  under  the  marquis  of 
Newcaflle,  and  was  killed  at  Gainfborough.  Their  mother,  daughter  of 
Edward  lord  Bruce  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  was  alfo  indefatigable  ia 
the  fervice  of  the  royal  party,  and  correfponded  with  general  Monk  at  the 
time  of  the  refloration. 

William 
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Willlan\  lord  Cavendlfli,  his  fon,  ferved  when  young  in  the  fleet  of  the 
duke  of  York.     He  was  the  infeparable  friend  of  William  lord  Ruffel,  and 
was  extremely  zealous  in  promoting   the  whig  meafures  of  thofe  times. 
When  lord  Ruffel  was  under  fentence  of  death,  lord  Cavendifh  offei-ed  to 
change  clothes  with  him  in  the  prifon,  and  to  remain  there  while  he  made 
his  efcape.     He  exhibited  another  inffance  of  perfonal  attachment  in  his 
condudt  towards  count  Koningfmark,  who,  being  acquitted  of  the  murder  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Thynne,   the  intimate  friend  of  lord  Cavendifli,  was  by  that 
nobleman  challenged  to  an  open  combat ;  but  the  trial  did  not  take  place. 
Having  fucceeded  upon  the  death  of  his  £ither  1684  to  the  title  of  earl  of 
Devonflaire,    he  was   confidered  as   particularly  obnoxious   to  king  James 
the  fecond,  and  was  by  the  influence  of  the  court  fined  in  a  penalty  of 
^.  30,000  for  an   affault  upon    colonel   Culpeper,    and   committed  to   the 
King's  Bench  prifon,  from  whence  he  efcaped.     Upon  the  firfl:  alarm  of 
the  intended  invafion  of  tlie  prince  of  Orange,   he  was  fent  for  to  court, 
but  refufed   his   attendance.      He  concerted   meafures    with   the   earl    of 
Danby,  lord  Delaware,  fir  Scroop  Howe  and  others,    for  bi-inging  about 
the  revolution ;  and,  as  foon  as  he  heard  of  the  landing  of  king  William, 
he  marched  firfl:  to  Derby,  and  then  to  Nottingham,  at  which  lafl:  place 
the  princefs  Anne  put  herfelf  under  his  protection.     For  his  great  fervices 
he  was  1689  appointed  lord  ftieward  of  the  houlhold,  which  oflice 

he  retained'  till  his  death,  and  a  few  years  after  created  niarquis  of  Har- 
tington  and  duke  of  Devonfliire.  He  fl:ood  almofl:  Ung'.e  among  the  whigs 
in  oppofition  to  the  attainder  of  fir  John  Fenwick.  He  married  27  October 
1662  Mary,  daughter  of  James  Butler  duke  of  Ormond.  He  died  18  Auguil 
1707,  and  by  his  own  order  the  following  infcription  was  put  on  his  monu- 
ment :  Willielmus,  dux  Devon,  honor  urn  principuin  fidclis  Jubditiis  j  inmicus 
et  invifiis  tyrannis.     By  him  Chatfworth  Houfe  was  entirely  rebuilt. 

Ha  William, 
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William,  fecond  duke  of  Devonfhire,  his  fon,  was  upon  the  death  of 
his  father  declared  lord  fteward  of  the  hou/hold,  which  office  he  refigned 
upon  the  change  of  miniftry  in  17 lo.  Upon  the  acceffion  of  king  George 
the  firft  he  was  again  conftituted  lord  fteward  of  the  houfhold,  and,  having 
refigned  that  office,  was  6  July  17 16  appointed  lord  prefident  of  the 
council,  but  retired  in  April  171 7.  He  was  appointed  a  fecond  time 
lord  preiident  of  the  council  27  March  1725.  He  married  Rachel, 
daughter  of  William  lord  Ruffel ;  by  which  lady  he  had  ifPue,  i .  William,, 
third  duke  of  Devonfliire.  2.  Charles,  married  to  Anne,  daughter  of  Henry 
Grey  duke  of  Kent ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffiie,  Frederic ;  and  Henry, 
one  of  the  truflees  of  the  Britifli  Mufeum,  and  fellow  of  the  royal  and 
antiquarian  focieties.  Lord  Charles  Cavendifh  died  28  April  1783;  and- 
the  duke  his  father  4  June  1729. 


William,  third  duke  of  Devonfhire,  was  12  J-une  1731  conftituted- 
lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  and  having  refigned  that  office  was 
April  1733  appointed  lord  fteward  of  the  houfhold.  He  exchanged 
this  appointment  31  March  1737  for  that  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  and,  returning  from  that  country,  was  3  January 
1744  reftored  to  the  appointment  of  lord  fteward  of  the  houfliold  ; 
which  office  he  refigned  in  June  1749.  He  married  Catherine,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  John  Holkins  of  in  the  county  of  Middlefex 

efquire  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  8  May  he  had  iffiie,  i  JJJ,  i  •  Wil- 
liam, fourth  duke  of  Devonffiire,  2.  Carolina,  married  to  William  Pon- 
fonby  earl  of  Beft)orough  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  She  died  20  January 
1760.  3.  Elizabeth,  born  24  April  1723,  and  married  20  September 
1743  to  John,  fecond  brother  to  the  earl  of  Beft)orough.  4.  George,  born 
8  April  1728,  eledled  1751  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Weymouth,  and 

in 
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m  every  fubfequent  parliament  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Derby.  He  \^'as 
appointed  5  November  1761  comptroller  of  his  majefty's  houdiold,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  November  1762  ;  and  w^as  confiituted  17  June  1766 
ford  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Derby,  in  which  poft 
he  continued  till  18  June  1782.  5.  Frederic,  born  17  Auguft  1729, 
eledled  1755  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Derby,  and  in  four  fubfequent 
parliaments  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  that  name.  Having  paffed  through 
feveral  inferior  ftations  in  the  army,  he  was  November  1-760  appointed 

colonel  of  the  thirty-fourth  regiment  of  foot,  and  26  Noveniber  1782  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  general  in  the  amiy.  6.  John,  born  22  Odlober  1732; 
He  was  eleded  1754  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Weymouth,  1761  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Knarefborcugh,  and  1768,  1774  and  1780  to 
reprefent  the  city  of  York.  He  was  27  March  1782  appointed  one  of  the 
lords  commiffioners  of  the  treafuiy  and  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  and. 
Having  refigned  thofe  offices  5  July  in  the  fame  year,  was  reappointed 
5  April  J  783.  He  refigned  a  fecond  time  17  December  in  the  fame  year» . 
The  duke,  his  father,  died  5  December  1755. 

William,  fourth  duke  of  Devon ihire,  was-called  up  ta  the  houfe  of  peers 
13  June  1 75 1  during  the  life  of  his  father.  He  was  appointed  9  July  in 
the  fame  year  m^afler  of  the  horfe  to  the  king,  and  Januaiy  1754  lord 
high  treafurer  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  Having  refigned  his  office  of 
mafter  of  the  horfe,  he  was  27  March  1755  declared  lord  lieutenant 
of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  held  one  year.  His  grace 
was  16  November  1756  appointed  firfi:  lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafury, 
and,    having   refigned   that   office,   he   was  May    1757    promoted   to 

be   lord    chamberlain    of  the  houfliold,    which   appointment   he   held    till 
1762. .    He.  married    Charlotte,    daughter   and   heirefs   of  Richard   Boyle 

earl 
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earl  of  Burlington  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  8  December  1754, 
he  had  iffue,  i,  "William,  prefent  and  fifth  duke  of  Devonfliire.  2.  Dorothy, 
born  27  Auguft  1750,  and  married  to  William  Henry  duke  of  Portland. 
3.  Richard.  He  died  12  September  178 1.  4.  AuguHus  Henry,  born 
27  February  1754.  Pie  was  eiedled  1768  and  1774  to  reprefent  the  borough 
of  Knarefborough,  and  1780  and  1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Derby. 
He  is  colonel  of  the  Derbyfliire  muitia,  and  married  7  Februaiy  1782 
Elizabeth,  only  child  of  Charles  feventh  earl  of  Northampton  ;  by  which 
lady  he  has  ifllie  a  fon,  born  10  January  1783,  and  a  daughter,  born 
12  June  1786.

and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Oxford,  ranger  of  Wichwood  Foreft 
in  that  county,  high  fteward  of  Oxford  and  Woodilock,  one  of  the 
governors  of  the  Charter  Houfe,  one  of  tlae  elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity 
Houfe,  high  prefident  of  the  RadclifFe  Infirmary  at  Oxford,  and  dodor  of 
lav/s. 

This  nobleman  w^as  born  26  January  1739.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  20  October  1758.  He  was  appointed  April 
1760  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Oxford,  and 
22  November  1762  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfliold.  Having  refigned 
that  office,  he  was  22  April  1763  promoted  to  be  lord  privy  feal,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  Auguft  1765.  He  was  eled:ed  1768  one  of  the  elder 
brethren  of  the  Trinity  Houfe,  and  1 2  December  in  the  fame  year  knight 
companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter.  . 

The  duke  of  Marlborough  married  23  Auguft  1762  Caroline,  daughter 

of  John  fourth  duke  of  Bedford ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iflue,    i.  Caroline, 

born  27  Odrober  1763.    2.  Elizabeth,  born  20  December  1764.    3.  George, 

marquis  of  Blandford,  born  3  March  1766.    4.  Charlotte,  born  18  Odtober 
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1769.     5.  Heniy,  born  20  December  1770.     6.  Anne,  born  5  November 
.>I773.     7.  A  fon,    born    30   Decem.ber    1779.     8.  Amelia    Sophia,    born 
8  September  1785. 

The  dukes  of  Marlborough  are  defcended  from  Robert  Defpencer,  fleward 
to  king  William  the  conqueror,  and  who  came  over  to  England  with  that 
■prince.  His  name  in  its  original  etymology  fignifies  fteward,  and  the  office 
-above  mentioned  continued  in  the  family  for  feveral  generations.  Thurflan, 
the  third  in  fucceifion,  had  two  fons,  Walter,  who  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
tnent  by  the  title  of  lord  Stanley,  and  died  without  iffue ;  and  Almeric, 
■whofe  fon,  Thurftan,  was  among  the  barons  who  took  up  arms  againft  king 
■John,  Hugh,  the  grandfon  of  this  Thurflan,  was  one  of  the  moil  dillin- 
guiflied  nobles  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  third,  and  by  his  v/eight  with 
ihe  barons  of  the  kingdom  became  1260  chief  jufliciary  of  England.  He 
diflinguiflied  himfelf  in  the  battle  of  Lewes,  where  the  king  was  taken 
prifoner.  Being  difgulled  with  the  haughty  behaviour  of  Simon  de  Montfort 
earl  of  Leicefter,  he  defeited  the  party  of  the  barons,  obtained  from  the 
k-ing  a  patent  of  the  office  of  jufliciary  14  December  1264,  and  received 
fummons  to  parliament  as  baron  Le  Defpencer.  Soon  after  he  returned  to 
his  old  friends,  and  died  in  arms  againft  the  king  at  the  battle  of  Evefliani 
5  Auguft  1265. 

.Hugh  Le  Defpencer,  his  fon,  and  Hugh  Le  Defpencer,  his  grandfon, 
were  the  favourites  of  king  Edward  the  fecond.  Hugh,  the  elder,  had 
fummons  to  parliament  as  baron  Le  Defpencer  23  June  1295,  and  was 
fariber  pcomoted  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Winchefler  in  -the  county  of 
Southampton  10  May  1322.  This  nobleman's  condudl  being  difagreeable 
to  many  of  the  bar-ons,  he  was  1320  baniflied  the  realm  j  but  he  returned 
the  next  year,  and  was  0(5tober  1326  beheaded  without  a  trial.    Hugh,  the 

younger. 
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younger,  commonly  called  earl  of  Gloucefter,  was  1320  appointed  lord 
chamberlain  of  the  houfhold,  but  was  foon  after  obliged  with  his  father  to 
depart  the  realm,  and  upon  his  .return  was  28  November  1326  belieaded 
at  Hereford. 

Hugh  Le  Defpencer,  his  fon,  commonly  called  lord  Glamorgan,  was 
afterwards  taken  into  favour  by  king  Edward  the  third;  and  in  1398 
Thomas,  great  grandfon  of  the  earl  of  Gloucefter,  was  reftored  to  the 
honours  of  this  earldom ;  but,  being  deeply  engaged  in  the  caufe  of  king 
P^ichard  the  fecond,  he  was  by  king  Henry  the  fourth  attainted  and 
beheaded  in  the  year  1400.  He  married  Conftance,  daugliter  of  Edmund 
duke  of  York,  fifth  fon  of  king  Edward  the  third;  by  which  lady  he' had 
one  fon,  Richard,  upon  whofe  death  the  fucceflion  failing  in  the  male  line, 
the  barony  defcended  in  the  female  line  to  the  Beauchamps  lords  Ber- 
gavenny,  the  Nevils  lords  Abergavenny,  the  Fanes  earls  of  Weftmorland, 
the  Dafhwoods  of  Weft  Wycombe  in  tlie  county  of  Buckingham  baronets, 
and  laftly  to  fu:  Thomas  Stapleton  of  Grey's  Court  in  the  county  of  Oxford 
baronet. 

The  dukes  of  Marlborough  are  lineally  defcended  frOm  Geoffrey,  next 
brother  to  Hugh  Le  Defpencer  chief  jufticiary  of  England  ;  and  this  younger 
branch  alfo  diftinguiftied  themfelves  in  tlie  wars  of  the  barons.  Roberr, 
the  fourteenth  in  defcent  from  Geoffrey,  vv-as  by  king  James  the  firft  at  his 
acceflion  created  baron  Spencer  of  Wormleighton  in  the  county  of  Warwick. 
He  diftinguiftied  himfelf  in  oppofition  to  what  were  confidered  as  the 
incroachments  of  prerogative,  and  was  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  heft  par- 
liamejitary  fpeakers  of  his  time.     He  died  25  Odlober  1627. 

I  Heairy, 
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Henry,  third  lord  Spencer,  his  grandfon,  was  one  of  thofe  noblemen  m 
the  time  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  who  were  defirous  of  moderating  the 
differences  between  the  king  and  his  parliament  ;  but  being  unable  to 
prevail,  he  followed  the  royal  army,  though,  as  he  obferves  in  a  letter  to 
his  lady,  "  if  there  could  be  an  expedient  found  to  folve  the  pundlUio 
"  of  honour,  he  would  not  have  continued  in  it  an  hour."  He  was 
created,  foon  after  the  commencement  of  the  civil  war,  earl  of  Sunderland, 
He  married  Dorothy ,^  daughter  of  Robert  Sydney  earl  of  Leicefter,  who 
is  celebrated  by  Waller  in  his  poems  under  the  appellation  of  SachariHa, 
and  died  20  September  1.643,  in  the  twenty-third  year  of  his  age.  Robert 
his  next  brother  was  1686  created  a  peer  of  Scotland  by  the  title  of  vifcount 
Teviot,  and  died  without  ilTue. 

Robert,  fecond  earl  of  Sunderland,  was  in  tlie  earlier  part  of  the  reign 
of  king  Charles  the  fecond  employed  in  feveral  iinportant  embaffies,  and, 
being  recalled  from  the  court  of  France,  where  he  then  refided,  was 
9  February  1679  appointed  one  of  his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of 
ftate,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  earl  of  Effex  was  appointed  firft  lord  of 
the  treafury,  and  the  earl  of  Shaftefbury  lord  prefident  of  the  council,  and 
that  the  office  of  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  conjundlion  with  lord  Sunderland, 
was  offered  to  fir  William  Temple.  He  v/as  April  1680  removed  from 
the  office  of  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  confequence  of  his  fupporting  the  bill  for 
excluding-  the  duke  of  York  from  the  fucceffion  to  the  throne,  but  was 
reftored  28  January  1682.  He  continued  in  this  office  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  reign  of  king  James  the  fecond,  and  4  December  1685  obtained 
the  additional  appointment  of  lord  prefident  of  the  council.  Becoming 
fufpedled  to  the  government,  he  was  27  Odlober  1688  difmiffed  from  all  his 
employments,  and,  departing  from  the  kingdom,  arrived  in  Holland  about 
the  fame  time  that  the  prince  of  Orange  landed  at  Torbay.     A  few  years 

after 
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after  the  earl  of  Sunderland  acquired  a  high  degree  of  credit  with  king 
William,  and  19  April  1697  was  appointed  lord  chamberlain  of  the 
houfhold,  which  office  he  refigned  26  December  in  the  fame  year.  The 
fituation,  in  which  this  nobleman  was  placed  during  thefe  tranfadlions,  was 
in  many  refpedls  extremely  delicate ;  and  he  has  been  accufed,  both  of  a 
fecret  correfpondence  with  king  William,  at  the  time  that  he  was  prime 
minifter  to  king  James  the  fecond,  and  of  a  fimilar  correfpondence  with 
king  James  during  the  reign  of  his  fucceilbr.     He  died  28  September  1702. 

Charles,  third  earl  of  Sunderland,  married  Anne,  fecond  daughter  of 
John  Churchil  duke  of  Marlborough.  He  was  3  December  1706 
appointed  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  flate,  which  office  he  held  till 
14  June  171  o.  At  the  time  of  his  difmiffion  he  refufed  to  accept  the 
offer  of  the  queen  to  fettle  upon  him  a  penfion  of  ^^.3000  per  annum. 
Upon  the  acceffion  of  king  George  the  firf!:  he  was  24  September  171 4 
appointed  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and,  having  refigned 
that  office,  was  farther  promoted  28  Auguft  171 5  to  be  lord  keeper  of  the 
privy  feal.  Having  refigned  this  appointment,  he  was  12  April  171 7 
conftituted  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  16  March  1718 
exchanged  that  fituation  for  the  place  of  lord  prefident  of  the  council ;  and 
in  the  following  week  was  promoted  to  be  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the 
treafury.  The  office  of  lord  prefident  of  the  council  he  refigned  6  February 
1 71 9,  and  his  poft  at  the  head  of  adminiftration  in  April  1721.  He  died 
19  April  1722,  From  his  third  furviving  fon  the  family  of  Spencer  earl 
Spencer  is  defcended. 

Charles,  fifth  earl  of  Sunderland,  and  fecond  fon  of  Charles  the  third 
earl,    fucceeded    24  Augufl   173 1    (according  to  the  tenor  of  the  patent, 

I  2  creating 
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creating  the  celebrated  John  ChurchiJ,  marquis  of  Blandford  and  duke 
of  Marlborough)  to  the  title  of  marquis  of  Blandford,  and  24  Odtober  1733. 
to  the  title  of  duke  of  Marlborough. 

The  family  of  Churcliil  is  defcended  from  Roger  de  Courcil,  grandiba 
of  Gitto  de  Leon  progenitor  of  the  noble  houfe  of  Leon  in  France,  who 
came  over  to  England  with  \1^iHiam  the  conqueror.     Sir  Winiton  Churchil 
in  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  was  a  flrenuous  partizan  of  the  royal 
caufe,  and  fufFered  under  the  fequeftrations  of  the  parliamentarians.     He. 
had  ifllie,     i..  Arabella,  miftrefs  to  king  James  the  fecond,.  and  mother  to 
James  Fitz  James  marllial  duke  of  Berwick..    She  married  colonel  Charles 
Godfrey,  mafler  of  the  jewel  office  in  the  reign  of  queen.  Anne.     2.  John,, 
duke  of  Marlborough,      3.   George  Churchil,  who  diftinguilhed  himfelf  at, 
the  battle  of  La.  Plogue,    and  was   admiral,  of  the  Hue.     4.   Charles,    a*, 
general  in  the  army*. 

Charles  Churchil,  firft  duke  of  Marlborough,  was  created  21  November 
1682  baron  Churchil  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  upon  the  acceffioa 
of  king  James  the  fecond-  a  peer  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  title  of  baron- 
Churchil  of  Sandridge  in  the  county  of  Herts.  He  was  fecond  in  com- 
mand at  the  defeat  of  the  duke  of  Monmouth ;  but,  upon  the  invafion  of 
the  prince  of  Orange,  was  among  the  firft  who  v/ent  over  to  his  party, 
and  was  by  that  prince  advanced  to  the  rank  of  earl  of  Marlborough.  He 
ferved  fome  campaigns  in  Ireland  and  the  Low  Countries,  but,  falling  under 
the  difpleafure  of  king  William,  was  ftripped  of  all  his  employments,  and 
fent  prifoner  to  the  Tower.     He  was  June  1698  appointed  governor  to 

William  duke  of  Gloucefter,  fon  of  the  princefs  Anne.     By  king  William 
1  June  1 70 1  he  was  appointed  commander  in  cliief  of  tlie  forces  in  Holland, 

and 
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and  this  appointment  was  confirmed  and  extended  to  him  by  queen  Anne, 
with  the  addition  29  June  1702  of  the  appointment  of  mafler  general  of 
the  ordnance.  By  that  princcfs  he  was  created  marquis  of  Blandford  and 
duke  of  Marlborough,  and  he  illuftrated  her  reign  by  the  viftories  or 
BlenheLm,  Ramillies,  Oudenarde,  and  Malplaquct.  By  the  emperor  Jofeph 
he  was  12  November  1705  created  prince  of  IVIildenheim  in  the  duchy  of 
Swabia,  v/hich  he  afterwards  exchanged  for  the  county  of  Ncllenburgh  in 
the  circle  of  Auflria.  The  manor  of  Woodftock  and  houfe  of  Blenheim 
were  fettled  on  him  and  his  heirs  by  ail  of  parliament  28  January  1705,, 
and  28  January  1707  a  penfion  of  £..kooo  per  annum  was  in  a  fmiilau 
manner  entailed.  He  was  30  December  171 1  divefled  of  all  ■  his  offices,  at 
the  fame  time  that  his- duchefs  was  deprived  of  hers.  The  joint  profits  have- 
been  computed  to  amount  to  ^.62,325  per  annum  By  king  George  tha 
firft  he  was  reftored  24  Septen-;her  1714  to  the  oHice  of  mafter  general  of 
tlie.  ordnance. . 


The  duke  of  Marlborough  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Richard  Jennings  o£.. 
Sandridge  in  die  county  of  Hertford  efquire  ;  by  which  lady,  v/ho  died 
1744,  he  had  iffue,  i.  John,  marquis  of  Blandford.  2.  Henrietta,  mar^ 
ried  to  Francis  earl  Godolphin,  fon  to  lord  .treafurer  Godolphin.  3.  Anne, 
married  to  Charles  third  earl  of  Sunderland.-  4.  Elizabeth,  married  to 
Scroop  fir fl  duke  of  Bridgwater.  5.  Mary,  married  to  John  Montagu 
duke  of  Montagu.  The  marquis  of  Blandford  dying  in  the  thirteenth  year 
of  his  age,  an  aft  of  parliament  was  obtained  21  December  1706,  by  which' 
his  grace's  honours  and  dignities  were  to  defcend  to- all' the  heirs  of  his.  body 
inale  and  female.  He  was  fome  years  before  his  deatl>  deprived  of  his 
mental  faculties,  and  in  this  fituation  is  faid  not  to  have  been  treated  with" 
proper  confideration  by  his  duchefi. .   He  died  16  June  1722. . 

Upon 
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Upon  his  death  Henrietta,  countefs  of  Godolphin,  his  eldeft  daughter, 
fucceeded  to  the  title  of  duchefs  of  Marlborough,  and  her  fon  William  to 
that  of  marquis  of  Blandford. 

Charles,  fecond  duke  of  Marlborough,  embraced  the  military  profeffion, 
and  commanded  the  brigade  of  foot  guards  at  the  battle  of  Dettingen.  He 
was  declared  1749  lord  fteward  of  the  houfliold,  and,  having  refigned  that 
appointment,  was  7  January  1755  promoted  to  be  lord  keeper  of  the 
privy  feal.  He  exchanged  23  December  in  the  fame  year  this  office  for  the 
poft  of  mailer  general  of  the  office  of  ordnance,  and  religned  in  November 
J757.  In  1758  the  duke  of  Marlborough  commanded  an  expedition 
againft  the  port  of  Saint  Malo  in  the  province  of  Bretagne ;  and  25  July 
in  the  fame  year  was  appointed  commander  in  chief  of  the  Britifli  forces 
intended  to  ferve.in  Germany  under  prince  Ferdinand  of  Brunfwic. 

The   duke   of  Marlborough   married   Elizabeth,    daughter   of  Thomas 
^fecond  iord  Trevor  j    by  which  lady,   who  died  7  Oftober   1761,  he  had 
iffiie,   I.Diana,  born  24  March  1734,  and  married,  firfl:,  to  Frederic  third 
.  lord  vifcount  Bolingbroke  ;  which  marriage  being  dillblved  by  adt  of  par- 
liament,   £he  married,    fecondly,  Topham,  grandfon  to  Charles  firft  duke 
.of  Saint  Albans.     2.  Elizabeth,    born    29  December   1737,    and  married 
to  Henry  earl  of  Pembroke,     3.  George,  prefent  and  third  duke  of  Marl- 
borough.    4.   Charles,    born   31   May    1740,    and   chofen  at   the  general 
eledlion  in  1763  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Oxford,   which  place  he  has 
reprefented    in    every    parliament   fmce    that   time.      He    was    appointed 
29  January   1765  fuperintendant  of  the  king's  gardens   in   England,   and 
out-ranger  of  Windfor  Foreft  ;    and,  refigning  thefe  offices,  was  20  April 
in  the  fame  year  promoted  to  be  comptroller  of  the  houfhold,  and   Sep- 
tember in  the  fame  year  elected  verderer  of  Wichwood  Foreft  in  the  county

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of  Oxford.  He  refigned  the  office  of  comptroller  of  the  houfliold  in 
Auguft  1765,  and  19  March  1768  was  appointed  one  of  the  lords  com- 
miffioners  of  the  admiralty,  which  pofl  he  held  till  July  1779.  He 
was  appointed  November    1782    one  of    the   vice   treafurers   of    the 

kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  refigned  in  February  1784.  He  is 
one  of  his  majefty's  mofl  honourable  privy  council,  colonel  of  the  Oxford- 
fliire  militia,  and  do6tor  of  laws.  Lord  Charles  Spencer  married  2  Odlober 
1762  Mary,  daughter  of  Vere  firft  lord  Vere  of  Hanworth  ;  by  which 
lady  he  has  ilTue  John,  born  6  July  1763  ;  William,  Robert  and  Catherine. 
5.  Robert,  born  8  May  1747,  and  eledled  1771  to  reprefent  the  city  of 
Oxford,  which  place  he  has  reprefented  in  every  parliament  fmce  that  time. 
He  was  31  Auguft  1772  promoted  to  be  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners 
of  trade  and  plantations,  which  office  he  refigned  in  December  1781  ; 
and  25  May  1782  was  farther  appointed  one  of  the  vice  treafurers  of  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  held  till  April  1783.  He  is  one  of 
his  majefly's  mofl  honourable  privy  council,  and  a  dodtor  of  laws.

JOHN  HENRY  MANNERS,  duke  of  Rutland,  marquis  of  Granby 
:in  the-Gounty  of  Nottingham,  earl  of  Rutland,  baron  Roos  of  Hamlake  in 
the  county  of  York,  and  of  Trufbut  and  Belvoir  in  the  county  of  Lincoln, 
.and  baron  Manners  of  Haddon  in  the  county  of  Derby. 

This  nobleman  was  born  4  January    1778. 

The  family  of  Manners  was  originally  feated  in  the  county  of  Nor- 
thumberland, where  they  were  very  ufeful  in  repelling  the  inroads  of  the 
Scots,  and  fucceflively  occupied  the  appointment  of  flieriif  of  the  county. 
Sir  Robert  Manners  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  fourth,  married 
Eleanor,  jdaughter  of  Thomas  lord  Roos,  whofe  family  was  of  great 
antiquity,  and  whofe  anceftor  Wflliam  lord  Roos  of  Hamlake  was  one  of 
the  competitors  for  the  crown  of  Scotland  in  the  reign  of  Jcing  Edward 
the  firft.  George,  the  eldeft  fon  of  this  marriage,  bore  the  title  of  lord 
Roos,  baron  Roos  of  Hamlake,  Truibut  and  Belvoir  in  right  of  his  mother. 

Thomas,  fecond  lord  Roos  of  the  family  of  Manners,  his  fon,  was,  in 
•tonfideration  of  his  defcent  from  a  filler  of  king  Edward  the  fourth, 
advanced  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Rutland,  a  title,  which  no  perfons  but 
fuch  as  were  of  the  royal  family  had  hitherto  borne,  and  received  an  aug- 
mentation to  Lis  ancient  arms^ 

Henry, 
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Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Rutland,  his  fon,  was  imprironed  In  the  Fleet 
at  the  acceflion  of  queen  Mary  upon  fufpicion  of  having  favoured  the 
pretenfions  of  lady  Jane  Grey. 

Edward,  third  earl  of  Rutland,  his  fon,  obtained  great  reputation  in  the 
profeiTion  of  the  law,  and  was  defigned  by  queen  Elizabeth  for  the  office 
of  lord  chancellor,  which  intention  was  fuperfeded  by  his  death  14  April 
1587. 

Roger,  fifth  earl  of  Rutland,  his  nephew,  engaged  in  the  infurredtion  of 
Robert  Devereux  earl  of  Effex,  and  was  committed  to  the  Tower. 

John,  eighth  earl  of  Rutland,  great  grandfon  of  Thomas  firil  earl  of 
Rutland,  lived  in  the  period  of  the  civil  war,  but  kept  himfelf  unintangled 
in  the  violences  of  either  party.  He  was  appointed  by  the  parliament 
1643,  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  chan- 
cellor of  England. 

John,  ninth  earl  of  Rutland,  his  fon,  lived  entirely  in  the  country  in 
the  pradlice  of  the  old  Enghfli  hofpitality,  and  was  by  queen  Anne  created 
marquis  of  Granby  and  duke  of  Rutland. 

John,  fecond  duke  of  Rutland,  his  fon,  had  iffiie,  i .  John,  third  duke 
of  Rutland.  2.  William,  who  died  23  April  1772.  3.  Catherine, 
married  to  the  right  honourable  Henry  Pelham,  firft  lord  of  the  treafury, 
and  chancellor  of  the  exchequer.  She  died  17  February  1780.  4.  Robert, 
a  general  in  the  army.     He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Digges 

of  Roehampton  in  the  county  of  Surrey  efquirej  by  which  lady  he  had 

K  iffue. 
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Iffue,  Mary,  born  20  November  1756,  and  married  31  January  1771  to 
Nefbit  of  Dirleton  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  efquire  i 
Lucy,  born  2  January  1758;  Robert;  John  James,  born  11  January 
i''62i  and  George,  born  12  November  1763.  Lord  Robert  Manners 
died  31  May  1782. 

John,  thlr^^  duke  of  Rutland,  w-as  17  July  1727  appointed  chancellor 
of  the  duchy  of  Lancafter,  which  office  he  refigned  in  May  1736.  He 
was  14  January  1755  conflituted  lord  Reward  of  the  houfhold,  and,  having 
refigned  that  appointment,  was  promoted  1761  to  be  mafter 

of  the  horfe  to  the  king;    which  office  he  held  till  Auguil    1766.     He 
married  Bridget,    daughter   and  heirefs  to  Robert  Sutton  lord  Lexington ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  16  June  1734,  he  had  iffue,    i.  John  marquis  of 
Granby,  who  in  the  rebellion  in   1745   raifed  a  regiment  of  foot  for  his 
majefty's  fervice,  and  25  Auguft   1759  was  conflituted  commander  in  chief 
of    the    Britifh    forces    ferving  in    Germany   under    prince    Ferdinand    of 
Brunfwic,    in  which   poft   he   obtained   a  high  military   reputation.     He 
was    15   September    1759    appointed   lieutenant   general   of   the    office   of 
ordnance,  and  14  May  1763  farther  promoted  to  be  mailer  general  of  that 
office.     He  was  conflituted   13  Augufl   1766  commander  in  chief  of  the 
land  forces  in  Great  Britain,   w^hich  offxe  he  refigned  in  Januaiy    1770. 
He  married  3  September  1750  Frances,    daughter  of  Charles  fixth  duke 
of  Somerfet ;  by   which  lady,  who   died  25   January    1760,  he  had  ilTue, 
Charles,  fourth  duke  of  Rutland ;  and  Robert,  a  captain  in  the  navy,  who 
diftin^uiflied  himfelf  in  the  fleet  of  fir  George  Rodney,  and  was  mortally 
wounded  in  the  great  vi<£lory  obtained  by  that   commander  over  count  de 
GrafTe  in  the  Wefl  Indies   12  April  1782.

DOUGLAS  HAMILTON,  duke  of  Brandon  in  the  county  of  Suffolk, 
and  baron  Dutton  in  the  county  of  Chefter ;  duke  of  Hamilton,  marquis 
of  Hamilton,  Clydefdale  and  Douglas,  earl  of  Angus,  Arran  and  Lanerk, 
baron  Macanfliire,  Polmont,  Abernethy  and  Aberbrothic  in  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland ;  and  duke  of  Chattelherault  in  the  kingdom  of  France ; 
knight  of  the  thiftle,  hereditary  keeper  of  Holyrood  Houfe,  keeper  of  the 
palace  of  Linlithgow  and  callle  of  Blacknefs,  and  a  captain  in  the  army. 

This  nobleman  was  born  24  July  1756.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  brother  7  July  1769,  and  was  appointed  25  November 
1777  keeper  of  his  majefty's  palace  of  Linlithgow  and  caftle  of  Blacknefs 
in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  Upon  his  grace's  petition  to  the  houfe  of 
peers  it  was  adjudged  6  June  1782,  that  he  had  a  right  to  fit  in  that  houfe 
as  duke  of  Brandon  notwithflanding  the  former  determination  of  the  houfe 
to  the  contrary,  and  he  received  fiammons  to  parliament  accordingly. 

The  duke  of  Hamilton  married  5  April  1778  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Peter  Burrel  of  Beckenham  in  the  county  of  Kent  efquire,  and  fifter  to  lir 
Peter  Burrel  knight,  deputy  lord  great  chamberlain  of  England. 

The  dukes  of  Brandon  are  faid  to  be  defcended  from  Bernard,  chief 
counfellor,  and  fecond  in  command  to  Rollo  firft  duke  of  Normandy. 
Roger  de  Beaumont,  fourth  in  defcent  from  Bernard,  came  over  to 
England  with  William  the  conqueror,  and  his  poflerity  were  fuccefiively 

created 
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created  earls  of  Warwick,  Leicefter,  Worcefler  and  Bedford.  Robert  de 
Beaumont,  fourth  earl  of  Leicefter,  was  father  to  William,  who  took  the 
furname  of  Hambleton  or  Hamilton  from  a  manor  of  that  name  in  the 
county  of  Buckingham,  and  by  fome  genealogifts  is  faid  to  have  died  without 
iffue,  but  by  Douglas  in  his  peerage  of  Scotland  is  reprefented  as  having 
removed  into  that  kingdom  in  the  year  1 2 1 5,  and  been  die  anceftor  of  the 
prefent  illuftrious  family  of  Hamilton,  as  v/ell  as  of  the  earls  of  Haddington, 
and  barons  Belhaven  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  the  earls  of  Clanbraffil 
in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 

Sir  James  Hamilton,  created  baron  Hamilton  by  James  the  firft  king 
of  Scots,  was  father  to  James,  fecond  lord  Hamilton,  who  married  in  the 
year  1474  Mary,  daughter  to  king  James  the  fecond.  James,  third  lord 
Hamilton,  his  fon,  was  by  king  James  the  fourth  created  earl  of  the  ifle 
of  Arran. 

James,  fecond  earl  of  Arran,  his  fon,  was  by  Henry  the  fecond  king 
of  France  created  duke  of  Chattelherault  in  the  county  of  Poitou,  and  in 
the  year  1543  was  declared  by  the  ftates  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland, 
governor  to  Maiy  their  young  queen,  and  regent  of  the  kingdom  during 
her  minority,  as  well  as  next  heir  to  the  crown  failing  her  iffue.  He 
fuffered  both  imprifonment  and  forfeiture  for  his  faithful  adherence  to 
that  princefs,  and  died  22  January  1573.  He  was  anceftor  by  a  younger 
fon  to  the  earls  of  Abercorn. 

John,  third  earl  of  Arran,    his  fon,  was  by  James  the  fixth,  king  of 

Scots,  created  marquis  of  Hamilton,  being  the  firft  perfon  who  bore  the 

appellation  of  marquis  in  ikst  kingdom, 

James, 
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James,  fecond  marquis  of  Hamilton,  his  fon,  was  by  that  prince  16  June 
1619  created  baron  of  Ennerfdale  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and  earl 
of  Cambridge. 

James,  third  marquis  of  Hamilton,  his  fon,  was  by  king  Charles  the 
firft  created  duke  of  Hamilton,  and  for  his  faithful  adherence  to  that 
prince  was  beheaded  9  March  1649. 

William,  fecond  duke  of  Hamilton,  his  brother,  had  been  created  earl 
of  Lanerk  and  baron  Macanfhire  and  Polmont  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland. 
He  was  killed  fighting  for  the  caufe  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  at  the 
battle  of  Worcefter  3  September  1651. 

Anne,  duchefs  of  Hamilton,  daughter  of  James  firfl  duke  of  Hamilton, 
married  William  Douglas  marquis  cf  Douglas,  who  by  king  Charles  the 
fecond  was  created  duke  of  Hamilton.  He  had  a  principal  fliare  in  the 
revolution  in  1688,  and  was  twice  lord  commiffioner  to  reprefent  the  king 
in  the  parliament  of  Scotland,  as  well  as  lord  prefident  of  the  privy  council 
of  that  kingdom.  He  had  iffue,  i.  James,  fourth  duke  of  Hamilton. 
2.  Charles,  created  earl  of  Selkirk.  3.  John,  created  earl  of  Ruglen. 
4.  George,  created  earl  of  Orkney.  5.  Bafil,  anceflor  to  the  prefent  earl 
of  Selkirk.     The  duke  of  Hamilton  died  18  April  1694, 

James,  fifth  duke  of  Hamilton,  bore  during  the  life  time  of  his  father 
the  appellation  of  earl  of  Arran.  He  attached  himfelf  to  the  caufe  of  king 
James  the  fecond,  and,  being  prefent  at  a  meeting  of  the  peers  of  Scotland 
then  in  London,  ftrenuoufly  diifuaded  them  from  placing  the  crown  upon 
the  head  of  the  prince  of  Orange.  He  was  twice  fent  to  the  Tower  upon 
fufpicion  of  holding  correfpondence  with  the  court  of  Saint  Gerraains.     He 

was 
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was  at  the  requeft  of  his  mother  lo  Auguft  1698  created  duke  of  Hamilton, 
with  precedency  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  he  had  fucceeded  to  the  title  by 
her  death.      He   flrenuoufly   ogpofed  the  projed  of  the  union,    and  was 
1708,  upon  a  rumour  of  the  intended  invafion  of  the  fon  of  king  James 
the  fecond,  arrefted  and  brought  prifoner  to  London.     Three  years  after 
this,  he  was  created  baron  of  Button  in  the  county  of  Chefter  and  duke 
of  Brandon  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  ;  but  his  confequent  right  to  a  feat 
in  the  houfe  of  peers  M'as  not  allowed,  that  affembly  refolving  that  no  peer 
of  Scotland  was   capable  of  being  created  a  peer  of  Great   Britain.     His 
f-race  was  29  Auguft  1712  conftituted  mafter  general  of  the  office  of  ord- 
nance, and  in  the  following  year  arabaffador  extraordinary  to  the  court  of 
France  J    but,  before  he  fet  out,  he  was  engaged  in  a  duel  with  Charles 
lord  Mohun   1 5  November,  in  which  both  the  parties  were  killed  upon  the 
fpot.     General   Macartney,  lord  Mohun's  fecond,   abfconded;    but,  being 
13  June   171 6   tried  in  the   court  of  King's  Bench  upon  fufpicion  of  th« 
murder  of  the  duke  of  Hamilton,  he  was  acquitted. 

James,  fecond  duke  of  Brandon,  his  fon,  married,  firft,  Anne,  daughter 
to  John  fourth  earl  of  Dundonald  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  by  which 
lady,  who  died  14  Auguft  1724,  he  had  iffue  James,  third  duke  of 
Brandon.  He  married,  fecondly,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Edward 
Spencer  of  Rendlefliam  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  efquire ;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  9  Marcli  1771,  lis  had  iffue,  i.  Archibald,  born  27  July  1740, 
and  married  25  May  1765  to  Harriet,  daughter  of  Alexander  feventh  earl 
of  Galloway  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue  a  fon, 
born     20    Odober    1775.      2.   Spencer,    born  June    1742.      He   was 

appointed  20  November   1783  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  bedchamber  to 

the  prince  of  Whales. 

James, 
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James,  third  duke  of  Brandon,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
Gunning  efquire  i  by  which  lady,  who  married  fecondly  John  duke  of 
Argyle,  and  who  is  in  her  own  right  baronefs  Hamilton  in  Great  Britain, 
he  had  iflue,  i.  James  George,  fourth  duke  of  Brandon.  2.  Douglas, 
prefent  and  fifth  duke  of  Brandon.  3.  Elizabeth,  born  26  January  1753, 
and  married  to  Edward  Smith  earl  of  Derby.  His  grace  died  19  January 
1758.

BROWNLOW  BERTIE,  duke  of  Ancafler  and  Kefteven,  marquis 
and  earl  of  Lindfey,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of 
Lincoln,  and  a  vice  prefident  of  the  Britiili  Lying  in  Hofpital. 

This  nobleman  was  born  i  May  1729,  and  was  ele(3;ed  to  feveral  par- 
liaments to  reprefent  the  county  of  Lincoln.     He  fucceeded  to  the  title, 
upon  the  death  of  his  nephew  8  July  1779,  and  was  appointed 
in  the  fame  year  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of 
Lincoln. 

The  duke  of  Ancafler  married,  firft,  6  November  1762  Henrietta, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  George  Morton  Pitt  of  Twickenham  in  the  county 
of  Middlefex  efquire  ;  which  lady  dying  23  April  1763,  he  married, 
fecondly,  2  January  1769  Mary  Anne,  daughter  of  Peter  Layard  efquire, 
by  which  lady  he  has  ifiue  Mary  Elizabeth,  born  24  July  1771. 

The  family  of  Bertie  came  into  England  with  Hengift  and  Horfa  at 
the  time  of  the  firft  Saxon  invafion.  Leopald  de  Bertie  in  the  reign  of 
king  Ethelred,  having  applied  to  the  king  for  the  redrefs  of  fome  injury, 
and  receiving  no  fatisfad:ion,  went  over  to  the  ftandard  of  Sweyn  king  of 
Denmark ;  and,  upon  the  fubfequent  defeat  of  the  Danes,  Burbach  his  fon 
took  refuge  in  France,  v/here  his  poflerity  continued  till  the  year  1154, 
when  Philip  de  Bertie  accompanied  king  Henry  the  fecond  into  England, 

and 
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and  by  that  prince's  favour  recovered  the  patrimony  of  his  family  at  Ber- 
tieflad  or  Eerfccd  in  the  county  of  Kent. 

Richard  Bertie  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  fixth  married  Catherine, 
baronefs  Willoughby  de  Erefby  and  reHdt  of  Charles  Brandon  duke  of 
Suffolk,  and  together  v\^ith  his  lady  was  reduced  to  great  peril  by  the  per- 
fecution  of  Stephen  Gardiner  bifliop  of  Winchefter  in  the  reign  of  queen 

Mary. 

Peregrine,  their  fon,  was  by  queen  Elizabeth  admitted  to  the  dignity 
of  lord  Willoughby  de  Erelby.  He  fucceeded  Robert  earl  of  Leicefter  in 
the  appointment  of  commander  in  chief  of  the  Engliih  auxiliaries  in  the 
United  Provinces,  and  a  few  years  after  was  fent  with  four  thoufand 
auxiliaries  into  France  to  the  aififlance  of  king  Henry  the  fourth.  He 
married  Mary,  fifter  and  heirefs  to  Edward  Vere  earl  of  Oxford,  and 
died  in  the  year  i6or. 

Robert,  fecond  lord  Willoughby  de  Erefby  of  the  family  of  Bertie,  his 
fon,  claimed  in  right  of  his  mother  the  office  of  lord  great  chamberlain  of 
England,  and  in  conlideration  of  the  dignity  of  that  office  was  created 
earl  of  Lindfey  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  firft. 
He  was  i6  March  1636  conftituted  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  and  at 
the  commencement  of  the  civil  war  June   1642  commander  in  chief 

of  the  forces  of  the  king.  He  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Edgehil  23  Od:ober 
in  the  fame  year.  Two  of  the  fons  of  the  earl  of  Lindfey  were  alfo  killed 
in  the  fervice  of  king  Charles  the  firft, 

Montagu,  fecond  earl  of  Lindfey,  his  fon,  was  near  his  father  in  the 
battle  of  Edgehil,   and,    feeing  him  wounded  and  taken  prifoner,  is  faid 

L  2  voluntarily 
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voluntarily  to  have  furrendered  himfelf,  that  he  might  be  near  and  attend 
upon  him.  He  adhered  to  the  king  in  all  his  fubfequent  misfortunes,  and 
exerted  himfelf,  v/ith  Stuart  duke  of  Richmond,  Seymour  marquis  of 
Hertford  and  Wriothefley  earl  of  Southampton,  to  prevent  his  tragical 
cataftrophe.  He  lived  privately  in  England  during  the  ufurpation  of 
Cromv/el,  and  had  the  pleafure  of  afTifting  at  the  coronation  of  king 
Charles  the  fecond.  This  nobleman,  who  died  25  July  1666,  had  iffue, 
I.  Robert,  third  earl  of  Lindfey.  2.  Charles,  whofe  only  furviving  fon 
Charles  ha,d  three  fons,  Charles,  Peregrine,  and  Norborne ;  Charles  Bertie 
of  Uffington  in  the  county  of  Lincoln  efquire,  the  eldeft  of  thefe  fons,  is 
the  prefumptive  heir  to  the  earldom  of  Lindfey  upon  the  demife  of  Brown- 
low,  prefent  and  fifth  duke  of  Ancafter,  without  iflue.  He  married  Bath- 
flaeba,  daughter  of  the  celebrated  phyfician  dodlor  Henry  Mead ;  by  which 
lady,  who  died  13  September  1754,  he  has  iffue  Charles,  Richard, 
James,  Montagu  and  Vere.  Peregrine,  the  fecond  fon  of  Charles  fbn  of 
Montagu  earl  of  Lindfey,  is  a  barriffer  of  Lincoln's  Inn.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Edward  Payne  of  Tottenham  Wick  in  the  county 
of  Wilts  efquire,  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue  Peregrine,  born  22  June  1739. 
Norborne,  the  third  fon,  is  a  clergyman.  3.  James,  by  defcent  lord  Nor- 
Feys,  and  by  creation  earl  of  Abingdon. 

Robert,  fourth  earl  of  Lindfey,  fon  of  Robert  third  earl  of  Lindfey, 
was  by  queen  Anne  created  marquis  of  Lindfey,  and  by  king  George 
the  iirfl  duke  of  Ancafter  and  Kefteven.  He  had  iffue,  i.  Peregrine, 
fecond  duke  of  Ancaffer.  2.  Vere,  who  left  two  daughters  j  Albinia, 
married  to  George  fon  of  John  firfl  earl  of  Buckinghamfhire  ;  and 
Louifa. 

Peregrine, 
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Peregrine,  fecond  duke  of  Ancafter,  married  Jane,  daughter  of  fir  John 
Brownlow  of  Belton  in  the  county  of  Lincoln  baronet ;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  26  Auguft  1736,  he  had  iffiae,  i.  Peregrine,  third  duke  of 
Ancafter.  2.  Brownlow,  prefent  and  fifth  duke  of  Ancafter.  3.  Jane, 
married  to  Robert  Mathews  efquire,  a  major  in  the  army.  The  duke  of 
Ancafter  died  i  January  1742. 

Peregrine,  third  duke  of  Ancafter,  upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion 
in  1745,  raifed  a  regiment  of  foot  for  his  majefty's  fervice.  He  was. 
13  December  1766  appointed  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the  king.  He  married 
27  November  1750  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Panton  of  Newmarket  in 
the  county  of  Cambridge  efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  had  ilTue,  i .  Robert, 
fourth  duke  of  Ancafter.  2.  Prifcilla  Barbara  Elizabeth,  baronefs  V/il- 
loughby  de  Erefby.

WILLIAM  HENRY  CAVENDISH  BENTINCK,  duke  of  Port- 
land, marquis  of  Tichfield,  earl  of  Portland,  vifcount  Woodftock  and 
baron  Cirencefber;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council, 
high  fteward  of  the  city  of  Briflol,  a  truflee  of  the  Britilh  Mufeum,  pre- 
lident  of  the  Britifh  Lying  in  Hofpital,  dodlor  of  laws  and  fellow  of  the 
royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  14  April  1738.  He  was  elected  1761  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Weobly  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  and  fucceeded 
to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  i  May  1762.  He  was  12  July 
1765  appointed  to  be  lord  chamberlain  of  his  majefty's  houlhold,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  December  1766.  He  was  conftituted  8  April  1782 
lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  held  till 
15  September  in  the  fame  year.  He  was  farther  appointed  5  April  1783 
firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafury,  and  refigned  17  December  in  the 
iame  year. 

The  duke  of  Portland  married  8  November  1766  Dorothy,  daughter  of 
William  fourth  duke  of  Devonffiire  ;  by  which  lady  he  has  ilTue,  i .  Wil- 
liam Henry  Cavendifli  marquis  of  Tichfield,  born  24  June  1768.  2.  Wil- 
liam Edward  Cavendilh,  born  14  September  1774,  appointed  25  Odober 
1783  to  be  clerk  of  the  pipe  office  for  life.  3.  Charlotte,  born  3  Odober 
1775.     4.   Mary,    born   13  March    1778.     5.  William  Charles  Auguftus 

i  Cavendilh,

"  William,  firft  earl  of  Portland,  was  defcended  from  the  noble  family 
of  Bentinck  of  the  province  of  Overyffel  in  the  republic  of  the  United 
Provinces,  where  his  family  had  flourilhed  for  many  ages.  In  his  youth 
he  had  been  page  of  honour  to  William,  prince  of  Orange,  afterwards  king 
William  the  third  ;  from  which  office  he  Vy'as  advanced  to  that  of  gentle- 
man of  his  bedchamber.  He  was  the  confidential  fervant  of  the  prince, 
and  was  fent  into  England  in  i  djj  to  folicit  his  marriage  with  the  princefs 
Mary,  eldeft  daughter  of  James  duke  of  York,  and  again  in  1685  to  offer  to 
James  the  affiftance  of  the  prince's  troops  and  perfon  to  repel  the  invafion  of 
the  duke  of  Monmouth.  In  the  year  fucceeding  that  of  the  revolution,  in 
the  promotion  of  which  meafure  Mr.  Bentinck  had  been  extremely  adlive, 
he  was  appointed  13  February  to  be  groom  of  the  ftole,  and  foon  after 
created  baron  Cirencefter,  vifcount  Woodflock  and  earl  of  Portland.  His 
lordfliip  ferved  under  his  royal  mailer  both  in  Ireland  and  the  Netherlands 
with  great  reputation.  He  was  principally  employed  in  the  negociation, 
of  the  treaty  of  Ryfwic  in  1697,  and  was  foon  after  appointed  ambaflador 
extraordinary  to  the  court  of  France.  In  1695  an  enquiry  being  inftituted 
into  certain  tranfadlions  relative  to  the  paffmg  of  an  ad  for  incorporating 
the  Eaft  India  company,  it  was  reported  to  the  houfe  of  commons,  that 
fome  members  of  both  houfes  had  been  bribed  j  and  it  appeared  that 
fifty  thoufand  pounds  had  been  offered  to  the  earl  of  Portland  and  refufed. . 
But,  notwithftanding  the  integrity  of  his  condud,  and  the  great  f.\'0ur 
'  that  he  poffeffed  with  king  William,  he  was  not  always  regarded  with  equal 
partiality  by  the  houfe  of  commons.  In  1696  they  addreffed  the  king 
in  oppofition  to  an  intended  grant  to  the  earl  of  Portland  of  certain  Icrdlhips 
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in  the  principality  of  Wales  ^  and  in  170 1  this  nobleman,  together  with  John 
Somers  lord  Somers,  Edward  Ruflel  earl  of  Orford,  and  Charles  Montagu 
lord  Halifax,  was  impeached  for  his  ihare  in  advifing  and  negociating  the 
treaty  of  partition.  The  office  of  groom  of  the  ftole  he  had  refigned  in  the 
year  1699.  Upon  the  fubfequent  death  of  the  king  the  earl  of  Portland 
retired  from  public  buiinefs,  and  died  23  November  1709.  He  had  iffue, 
I.  Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Portland.  2.  Wiliiam,  one  of  the  nobles  of 
the  province  of  Holland.  3.  Charles  John,  one  of  the  nobles  of  the  pro- 
vince of  OveryfTei. 

Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Portland,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Wriothelley  Baptiil  fecond  earl  of  Gainfborough,  with  which  lady  he 
obtained  among  other  pofleffions  the  moiety  of  the  lordfhip  of  Tichfield 
in  the  county  of  Southampton.  By  king  George  the  firft  he  was  created 
marquis  of  Tichfield  and  duke  of  Portland,  and  he  died  governor  of  the 
ifland  of  Jamaica  4  July  1726- 

William,  fecond  duke  of  Portland,  his  fon,  married  Margaret  Cavendifh, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  Edward  fecond  earl  of  Oxford;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  7  July  1785,  he  had  ilTue,  i.  Elizabeth  Cavendifh,  born 
^7-1^^^735'  and  married  to  Thomas  vifcount  Weymouth.  2.  Henrietta 
Cavjendilh,  Jjorn  ;6  May  1736,  and  married  to  George  Plenry  earl  of 
Stamford.  3-  William  Henry  Cavendifii,  prefent  and  third  duke  of  Port- 
land. 4.  Edward  Charles  Cavendilli,  born  3  March  1744,  and  eledled  in 
the  tv.o  lafl:  and  prefent  parliaments  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Notting- 
ham. Pie  married  28  December  1782  ,  daughter  of  Richard

MONTAGU,     DUKE     OF     MANCHESTER. 

WILLIAM  MONTAGU,  duke  of  Mancheller,  earl  of  xManchefter, 
vifcount  Mandeville  and  baron  Montagu  of  Kimbolton,  colledlor  of  the 
cuftoms   outwards  in  the   port   of   London. 

This  nobleman  was  born  3  March  1768.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  2  September  1788. 

The  dukes  of  Manchefter  are  defcended  from  Drogo,  who  came  over  to 
England  with  William  the  conqueror.  The  name  of  Montagu  is  faid  to 
have  been  borrowed  from  the  town  of  that  name  in  the  province  of  Nor- 
mandy, but  in  old  Englifh  is  written  Montacute,  and  is  thus  fpeUed  in 
Domefday  book.  William  de  Montacute,  great  grandfon  of  Drogo,  was 
one  of  the  barons  who  took  arms  againft  king  John,  and  his  eftate  was 
confifcated  for  a  fhort  time  in  confequence  of  his  rebellion.  Simon,  his 
grandfon,  had  fummons  to  parliament  in  the  year  1294  by  the  title  of 
lord  Montacute  of  Shipton  Montacute  in  the  county  of  Somerfet,  and 
received  in  marriage  from  king  Edward  the  firfl  Anfricia,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  Fergus  king  cf  the  Ifle  of  Man.  William,  his  fon,  was  fteward 
of  the  houfliold  to  king  Edward  the  fecond,  and  fenefchal  of  the  duchy  of 
Aquitaine. 

William,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the  principal  courtiers  and  favourites  of 
king  Edward  the  third.  At  his  inftigation  that  monarch  authorifed  him 
to  feize  upon  the  perfons  of  Ifabella  the  queen  dowager,    and  Roger  de 

Mortimer

Mortimer  earl  of  March,  v/ith  whom  flie  had  lived  in  adultery.  He 
accordingly  entered  the  caftle  of  Nottingham,  where  they  refided,  by  a 
fubterraneous  paffage,  and  thus  effeared  his  purpofe.  This  nobleman  was 
farther  ferviceable  to  the  king  in  his  wars  againft  the  Scots,  where  he 
affifted  in  the  famous  battle  of  Halidown,  and  in  a  fubfequent  fkirmiih  loft 
one  of  his  eyes.  He  was  appointed  1336  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London, 
and  16  March  in  the  following  year  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of 
Salifbury  in  the  county  of  Wilts.  He  was  employed  by  king  Edward  the 
third  in  various  negociations  relative  to  his  claim  upon  the  crown  of  France, 
and  20  September  1339  obtained  a  patent  for  life  of  the  office  of  earl 
marflaal  of  England.  In  1341  the  earl  of  Salifbury  was  left  by  king 
Edward  the  third  commander  in  chief  of  his  forces  in  Flanders,  where  he 
was  furprifed  and  carried  prifoner  to  Paris.  Upon  this  occafion  the  French 
king  commanded  him  to  be  put  to  death,  but  his  life  was  faved  by  the 
interpofition  of  John  king  of  Bohemia.  The  earl  of  Salifbury  farther 
affifted  at  the  fiege  of  Algefiras  in  the  ftraits  of  Morocco,  and  died  of 
the  bruifes  he  received  in  a  tournament  at  Windfor  30  January  1344. 
He  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  William  lord  Grandifon  of  Radley  in 
the  county  of  Gloucefter;  by  which  lady,  from  whom  it  has  been  reported 
that  the  circumflance  of  the  order  of  the  garter  took  its  rife,  he  had  ilTue 
two  fons,  William,  and  John,  who  became  in  right  of  his  wife  lord 
Monthermer  of  Monthermer  in  the  county  of  EiTex. 

V/illiam,  fecond  earl  of  Salifbury,  his  fon,  affifted  at  the  celebrated 
battle  of  Crefly,  and  had  a  great  fliare  in  the  fubfequent  vi(ftory  of  Poiftiers. 
He  was  lord  fteward  of  the  hcufliold  to  king  Richard  the  fecond,  and  took 
part  v/ith  the  king's  uncles  in  reiifling  the  favourite,  RoberJt.  de  Vere  earl 
of  Oxford  and  duke  of  Ireland.     He  died  3  June  i  -^^gj. 
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John,  third  earl  of  Saliibury,  fon  of  John  lord  Monthermer,  adliered  to 
king  Richard  the  fecond  in  oppofition  to  Henry  duke  of  Hereford,  after- 
wards king  Henry  the  fourth,   and  was  beheaded  5  January  1400. 

Thomas,  fourth  earl  of  Saliibury,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the  moft  di- 
llinguhbed  warriors  in  the  conteft  which  was  carried  on  under  king  Henry 
the  fifth  and  king  Henry  the  fixth  for  the  crown  of  France.  By  the 
former  of  thefe  princes  he  was  appointed  fenefchal  of  Normandy,  and 
created  earl  of  Perche  in  that  province.  In  the  reign  of  the  latter  he 
took  various  towns  from  the  French,  particularly  Avranches,  Melun  and 
Sens,  and  was  fecond  in  command  under  the  regent  duke  of  Bedford  at 
the  great  vidory  of  Verneuil.  He  conduced  the  fiege  of  Orleans  in  the 
year  1428,  where  he  was  killed  by  a  cannon  ball  3  November  in  that 
year. 

From  Simon,  the  younger  fon  of  John  lord  Monthermer,  defcended  fir 
Edward  Montagu,  who  was  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  commons  in  the  reign 
of  king  Henry  the  eighth.  He  was  promoted  21  January  1539  to  be  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  court  of  King's  Bench,  which  office  he  exchanged 
6  November  1545  for  that  of  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas.  He  was  deprived  of  this  office  upon  the  acceffion  of  queen  Mary, 
and  imprifoned  in  the  Tower  for  feme  time  upon  fufpicion  of  having 
favoured  the  pretenfions  of  lady  Jane  Grey.     He  died  10  February  1557. 

Edward  Montagu,  his  fon,  had  iffiae,  i.  Edward,  lord  Montagu, 
anceflor  to  the  extindt  dukes  of  Montagu.  2.  Henry.  3.  James, 
appointed   17  April  1608  bifliop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  1617 

bilhop  of  Winchefter.     He  was  one  of  the  Engliih  divines  deputed  to  the 

fynod 
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fynod  of  Dort,  and  tranflated  the  works  of  king  James  the  firft  into  Latin. 
He  died  20  July  161 8.     4.  Sidney,  anceflor  to  the  earls  of  Sandwich. 

Henry,  the  fecond  fon,  diftinguiflied  himfelf  among  the  advocates  for 
privilege  in  the  laft  years  of  queen  Elizabeth.  He  was  appointed  18  No- 
vember 1616  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  court  of  King's  Bench,  and,  having 
refigned  that  office,  was  farther  promoted  3  December  1620  to  be  lord 
high  treafurer  of  England,  and  at  the  fame  time  was  created  baron  Montagu 
of  Kimbolton  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  and  vifcount  Mandeville. 
He  did  not  continue  in  the  office  of  lord  treafurer  for  more  than  a  year, 
but  upon  his  quitting  it  was  appointed  lord  prefident  of  the  council.  By 
king  Charles  the  firfl  he  was  created  earl  of  Manchefter  in  the  county  of 
Lancafter,  and,  having  refigned  the  office  of  lord  prefident,  was 
1627  promoted  to  be  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal.  He  had  iflue, 
I.  Edward.  2.  Walter,  abbot  of  Saint  MartinS  near  Pontoife  in  the 
diocefe  of  Rouen,  and  lord  almoner  to  Henrietta  Maria  queen  dowager  of 
England.  3.  George,  anceflor  to  the  extind;  earls  of  Halifax.  He  died. 
7  November  1642. 

Edward,  fecond  earl  of  Manchefler,  his  fob,  received  fummons  in  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  firft  as  baron  of  Kimbolton. 
He  was  a  principal  leader  of  the  party  by  which  the  arbitrary  meafures  of 
that  time  were  oppoled,  and  was  {elected,  together  v\'ith  five  members  of 
the  houfe  of  commons,  to  be  accufed  by  tlie  king  of  high  treafon  5  January 
1642,  Having  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  earl  of  Manchefler,  he  was 
appointed,  together  with  tlie  earl  of  Bolingbroke  and  others,  keeper  of  the 
great  feal  in  behalf  of  the  parliament.  He  had  the  command  of  a  regiment 
at  the  battle  of  Edgehil,  and  of  a  confiderable  divifion  of  tlie  army  at  the 

decifive 
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dsciiive  battle  of  Marllon  Moor.  He  commended  in  chief  at  the  fecond 
bitde  of  Newberry  27  Oftober  1 644,  but  v/as  foon  after  engaged  in  a  per- 
fonal  altercation  with  Cromwel,  and  2  April  1645  he,  with  the  earl  of 
Effex,  and  others,  threw  u.p  their  commiffions  on  account  of  the  felf- denying 
ordinance.  During  this  period  he  was  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  peers,  but, 
having  in  vain  exerted  himfelf  to  bring  about  a  compromife  between  the 
king  and  the  parliament,  he  retired  from  public  life,  greatly  difapproving 
of  the  fubfequent  extremities  againft  that  prince,  and  having  a  perfonal 
hatred  againft  the  protedlor  Cromwel.  The  earl  of  Manchefter  was  very 
adtive  in  procuring  the  refloration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  ;  and,  when 
the  parhament  met  25  April  1660,  he  officiated  as  fpeaker  of  the  houfe 
of  peers.  Among  the  fubfequent  appointments  he  was  declared  lord 
chamberlain  of  the  houlliold,  and  died  5  May  1671. 

•  Charles,  fourth  earl  of  Manchefter,  his  grandfon,  difapproving  of  the 
meafures  of  the  reign  of  king  James  the  fecond,  fpent  the  principal  part 
of  his  time  in  retirement.  He  appeared  with  other  noble  perfons  at  the 
trial  of  the  feven  biihops  29  June  1688,  and  afterwards  waited  upon  the 
prince  of  Orano-e  in  Holland,  for  the  purpofe  of  concerting  with  him  the 
meafures  that  led  to  the  revolution.  He  voted  for  the  refolution  for  filling 
the  throne  with  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange,  and  accompanied  king 
William  in  his  expedition  to  Ireland  in  1690.  He  was  promoted  23  March 
1693  to  be  captain  of  the  yeomen  of  the  guards,  and  was  afterwards  fent 
upon  feveral  foreign  cmbaffies,  particularly  May  1699  to  the  court  of  Ver- 
lailles.  The  king  of  France  having  acknowledged  the  Pretender  as  king  of 
Great  Britain  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  his  lordfhip  immediately  left  the 
court,  and  returned  to  England ;  and,  having  at  the  fame  time  refigned  the 
office  of  capt::in   of  the  yeomen  of  the  guards,  he  was   4  January   1702 
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conftltuted  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  which  office  he 
refigned  upon  the  acceffion  of  queen  Anne.  Under  that  princefs  he 
was  again  commiffioned  to  feveral  foreign  courts,  and  by  king  George  the 
firft  was  created  duke  of  Manchefter.     He  died  20  January  1722. 

WiUiam  and  Robert,  his  fons,  were  fucceffively  dukes  of  Manchefler. 
Wilham  was  appointed  Odtober  1737  captain  of  the  yeomen  of  the 
guards,  and  died  21  Oftober  1739.  Robert,  his  brother,  married  3  April 
1735  Harriet,  daughter  of  Edmund  Dunch  of  Little  Wittenham  in  the 
county  of  Berks  efquire ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  25  February  1755,  he  had 
ifllie,  I.  Caroline,  born  19  February  1736,  and  married  to  Charles,  grand- 
fon  of  Henry  ninth  earl  of  Pembroke.  2.  George,  fourth  duke  of  Man- 
chefler. 3.  Charles  Greville,  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  James 
Bulmer  of  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon  efquire ;    by    which 

lady,  who  died  29  December  1774,  he  had  illue  George  Charles,  and 
feveral  other  children.  He  died  January  1784  j  and  the  duke,  his 
father,   10  May  1762. 

George,  fourth  duke  of  Manchefler,  was  conftituted  20  April  1782 
lord  chamberlain  of  his  majefly's  houfhold,  and,  having  refigned  that 
office,  was  9  April  1783  declared  ambaffador  extraordinary  and  minifter 
plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Verfailles,  in  which  fituation  he  negociated 
the  definitive  treaty  of  peace.  He  refigned  in  December  in  the  fame 
year.  His  grace  married  23  Odlober  1762  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  fir 
James  Dafhwood  of  Kirtlington  in  the  county  of  Oxford  baronet ;  by 
which  lady  he  had  iffue,  i.  William,  prefent  and  fifth  duke  of  Man- 
chefler. 2.  Carolina  Maria,  born  10  Augufl  1770.  3.  Frederic,  born 
8  November  1774.     4.  Anna  Maria,  born  30  Odiober  1777. 
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Baron  Montagu  of  Kimbolton  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  and  vlfcount 
Mandeville  19  December  1620.  Earl  of  Manchefter  in  the  county  of 
Lancafter  5  February  1626.     Duke  of  Manchefher  30  April  1719.

JAMES  BRYDGES,  duke  of  Chandos,  marquis  and  earl  of  Caer- 
narvon, vifcount  Wiiton,  baron  Chandos  of  Sudley,  and  a  baronet  j  one  of 
his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  lord  fteward  of  his  majefty's 
houfliold,  ranger  of  Enfield  chace  in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  high 
fteward  of  the  city  of  Winchefter  and  dodor  of  laws. 

This  nobleman  was  born  27  December  1731.  He  was  appointed 
1752  ranger  of  Enfield  chace.  In  the  parliaments  of  1754 
and  1 76 1  he  was  eledled  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Radnor,  and  at  the 
accefiion  of  his  prefent  majefty  was  appointed  one  of  the  lords  of  the  bed- 
chamber. He  was  farther  conftituted  1762  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Southampton,  and  refigned  both  thefe  offices 
in  Auguil  1764,  but  was  reappointed  to  that  of  lord  lieutenant  23  Januaiy 
1 77 1.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  28  November 
in  the  fame  year,  and  12  May  1775  was  fvvorn  one  of  his  majefty's  rnoft 
honourable  privy  council.  He  refigned  the  appointment  of  lord  lieutenant 
and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Southampton  1780,  and 

was   promoted    26   December   1783    to  be   lord  fteward  of  his    majefty's 
houftiold. 

The  duke  of  Chandos  married,  firft,  22  March  1753  Margaret,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  John  Nichol  of  Southgate  in  the  county  of  Pv'Iiddlefex 
efquirej  in  right  of  which  lady,  who  died  14  Auguft  1768,  he  became 
pofi'elTed  of  Minchenden   houfe   in    that   county.     He  married,    fecondly, 

N  21  June 
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21  June  1777  Anna  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard  Gamon  efquire,  and 
widow  of  Roger  Hope  Elletfon  efquire  ;  by  which  lady  he  has  ilTue  a 
daughter,  born         Odober  1779.- 

An  idea  has  been  formed,  which  feems  chiefly  to  have  been  built  upon 
a  fimilarity  of  names,  that  the  dukes  of  Chandos  are  defcended  from  Roger 
de  Montgomery,  who  came  over  to  England  with  William  the  conqueror, 
and  was  by  him  created  earl  of  Arundel,  SufTex,  and  Shrewibury.  The 
honours  became  extindt  in  this  family  by  the  attainder  of  Robert,  grandfon 
of  Ro^er,  whofe  youngefl  fon  Arnulf  took  the  name  of  Brugge,  from  a 
caftle  in  the  county  of  Salop ;  and  his  name  is  varioufly  written,  Brugge, 
Bruges,  Burgh,   Brigge,   &c. 

Sir  Simon  de  Brugge  lord  of  Bruge  Solers,  or  Bridge  Solers  in  the 
county  of  Hereford,  adhered  to  the  party  of  Simon  Montfort  earl  of 
Leicefter  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  third.  Thomas,  fourth  in  defcent 
from  fir  Simon,  married  Alice,  daughter  of  fir  Thomas  Berkeley  and 
niece  of  fir  John  Chandos,  lord  Chandos,  knight  of  the  garter,  who 
diftinguhhed  himfelf  in  the  wars  of  king  Edward  the  third,  and  was  one 
of  the  greateft  heroes  of  his  age. 

John  Bruges,  the  fourth  in  defcent  from  Thomas,  ferved  in  the  wars 

of  king  Henry   the  eighth,    and  commanded  at  Boulogne  at  the  time  of 

the  unfuccefsful  fiege  which  was  made  againit  it  by  the  king  of  France  in 

the  year  1549.     He  affifted  queen  Mary  in  fupprefiing  the  ufiirpation  of 

lady  Jane  Grey,  and  was  by  that  princefs  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  the 

peerage  by  the  title  of  baron   Chandos  of  Sudley  caflle  in  the  county  of 

Gloucefter,  and  appointed  confcable  of  the  Tower  of  London.     He  died 

4  March  1557. 

George, 
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George,  fixth  lord  Chandos,  diilLnguifhed  himfelf  In  the  royal  party 
during  the  civil  wars  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  had  three  horfes  killed 
under  him.  at  the  firfl  battle  of  Newberry,  and  was  offered  by  the  king 
to  be  created  earl  of  Newberry ;  which,  in  confideration  of  the  troubles 
cif  the  kingdom,    he    thought    proper   to   refufe.     He  died  February 

1654. 

James,  eiglith  lord  Chandos,  was  defcended  from  Charles,  fecond  fon 
of  John  firft  lord  Chandos.  This  Charles^,  who  v/as  deputy  lieutenant  of 
Jthe  Tower,  is  faid  to  have  been  inftrumental  in  faving  the  life  of  queen 
Elizabeth,  then  a  prifoner  in  the  Tower,  by  refufmg  to  execute  a  warrant 
for  her  death.  John,  the  grandfon  of  Charles,  was  by  king  Charles  the 
iiril  created  a  baronet  j  and  James  eighth  lord  Chandos,  his  grandfon, 
refided  fome  years  during  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  as  ambaf- 
fador  extraordinary  to  the  court  of  Conftantinople.  He  had  iffue,  i ,  James, 
ninth  lord  Chandos.  2.  Henry,  archdeacon  of  Rochefter,  who  married 
Annabella,  daughter  of  Henry  fon  of  lord  chief  baron  P.obert  Atkins  ;  by 
•wliich  lady,  who  died  Augufr  1763,  he  had  illue  James,  who  married 

Jane,  daughter  of  John  marg^uis  of  Caernarvon  his  firfl  coufin.  The  arch- 
deacon died  9  May  1728. 

James,    ninth  lord  Chandos,  was  "^7^7  appointed  paymaftcr 

^general  of  the  forces  abroad,  which  office  he  refigned  in  the  year  1 7 1 2> 
Upon  the  acceffion  of  king  George  the  firfl  he  was  created  vifcount  Wilton 
in  the  county  of  Hereford,  and  earl  of  Caernarvon  in  North  Wales,  and 
fome  years  after  marquis  of  Caernarvon  and  duke  of  Chandos.  It  is  this 
nobleman  who  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  iatirized  by  Mr.  Pope  under  the 
appellation  of  lord  Timon  ;  but  the  application  was  flrenuoufly  denied  by 
that  celebrated  author.     He  had  iffue,     i.  John,  marquis  of  Caernarvon,

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v/ho  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Lionel  Tollemache  fiift  earl  of  Dyfart 
in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  j  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,  Catherine, 
married,  firfl,   to  Lion  of  the  horfe  guards  efquire,  and  fecondly, 

to  Edwin  Francis  Stanhope  efquire.  The  marquis  of  Caernarvon  by  x 
fecond  wife  had  iffue  Jane,  married  to  James  Brydges  efquire,  her  fecond- 
coufmj  flie  died  i  March  1776.  2.  Henry,  fecond  duke  of  Chandos.  HiS'. 
grace  died  9  Auguft  1744.- 

Henry,  fecond  duke  of  Chandos,  was         O6lober  1735  appointed  mafter 
of  the  horfe  to  Frederic  prince  of  Wales,  and  Oftober  1742  groom  of 

the  ftole  to  his  royal  highnefs.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Charles 
Bruce  earl  of  Aylefbury;  by  which  lady,  who  died  14  Auguft  1738,  he 
had  ilTue,  i.  Caroline,  born  19  March  1730,  and  married  17  March  1755 
to  John  Lee  of  Addlefthorpe  in  the  county  of  Gloucefler  efquire.  2.  James, 
prefent  and  third  duke  of  Chandos.

JOHN  FREDERIC  SACKVILLE,  duke  of  Dorfet,  earl  of  Dorfet, 
earl  of  Middle fex,  baron  of  Buckhurft,  and  baron  Cranfield  of  Cranfield  ; 
one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  his  majelTy's  ambadador 
extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Verfailles,  lord 
lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Kent  and  city  of  Canter- 
bury, vice  admiral  of  the  coafts  of  the  county  of  Kent,  colonel  of  the 
Weft  regiment  of  the  Kentilh  militia,  and  high  fteward  of  Stratford  upon 
Avon  in  the  county  of  V/arwiek.. 

This  nobleman  was  born  25  March  1745.  He  was  eledted  1768  to 
reprefent  the  county  of  Kent.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death 
of  his  uncle  6  January  1769,  and  was  appointed  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Kent,  and  vice  admiral  of  the  coafts  of  the  faid 
county.  He  was  conftituted  13  February  1782  captain  of  the  yeomen  of 
the  guards,  which  office  he  refigned  12  April  1783.  He  was  farther 
promoted  December  1783  to  be  his  majefty's  ambaflador  extraordinaiy 

and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Verfailles. 

The  family  of  Sackville  is  defcended  from  Herbrand  de  Sachavilla,  who 
came  over  to  England  v/ith  William  the  conqueror.  His  defcendants  were 
perfons  of  confiderable  note  in  the  fubfequent  reigns.  Jordan  de  Srxkville, 
in  the  reign  of  king  John,  was  one  of  the  perfons  eleifled  by  the  barons, 
to  fee  that  the  articles  of  Magna  Charta  were  duly  performed ;  and  Jordan 
de  Sackville,  his  grandfon,  was  one  of  the  rebellious  barons  taken  prifoners 

by 
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by  prince  Edward,  fon  of  king  Henry  the  third,  at  the  battle  of  Eveiham. 
The  family  of  Sackville  alfo  ferved  in  the  wars  of  king  Edward  the  third 
and  king  Henry  the  fifth  for  the  crown  of  France.  Richard  Sackville  was 
one  of  the  privy  council  to  king  Edward  the  fixth  and  queen  Mary,  and 
was  appointed  upon  the  acccffion  of  queen  Elizabeth,  though  he  had 
profeii'ed  the  Roman  Catholic  religion,  chancellor  and  under  treafurer  of 
the  exchequer.     He  died  21  April  1566. 

Thomas  Sackville,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the  confidential  minifters  of 
queen  Elizabeth.  By  that  princefs  he  was  early  created  lord  Buckhurft  of 
Buckhurfi;  in  the  county  of  Suflex.  He  was  a  perfon  of  great  learning 
and  genius,  particularly  celebrated  for  his  compofition  of  the  tragedy  of 
Gorbcduc,  and  was  17  December  1591  ele<3:ed  chancellor  of  the  univerfity 
of  Oxford.  He  v/as  by  queen  Elizabeth  employed  in  various  embaflies  and 
other  expenfive  undertakings  ;  and,  in  confideration  of  the  great  charges 
he  had  incurred,  Vv^as,  upon  the  death  of  William  lord  Burleigh,  con- 
ilitated  15  March  i6op  lord  high  treafurer  of  England.  He  kept  himfelf 
unconnefted  with  the  violent  parties  that  at  that  time  divided  the  court, 
of  Cecil  earl  of  Saliibury  and  Howard  earl  of  Nottingham  on  the  one  fide, 
and  Devereux  earl  of  Ellex  on  the  other  j  and  was  appointed  to  prefide  as 
lord  high  fleward  at  the  trial  of  that  unfortunate  nobleman.  From  king 
James  the  finl  he  obtained  a  patent  of  the  office  of  lord  high  treafurer 
for  life,  and  was  created  by  that  prince  earl  of  Dorfet.  He  died  1 9  April 
1608. 

Edward,  fourth  earl  of  Dorfet,  his  grandfon,  was  a  perfon  of  great 
learning  and  excellent  accomplilhments.  The  {lory  of  his  fierce  and  bloody 
duel  with  Edv/ard  lord  Bruce  baron  of  Kinlofs  is  v/ell  known,  the  letters 

in 
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in  which  it  is  related  being  inferted  by  Mr.  Addifon  in  a  paper  of  the 
Guardian.  While  a  commoner,  he  was  one  of  the  principal  commanders 
of  the  forces  fent  to  afliil:  Frederic  king  of  Bohemia,  and  was  at  the 
battle  of  Prague,  fought  8  November  1620.  He  fpoke  with  great 
eloquence  in  defence  of  lord  chancellor  Bacon  12  March  1621,  and 
was  1642  declared  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold.     He  was  a 

zealous  adherent  to  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  diilinguifhed  himfelf  at  the 
battle  of  Edgehil,     He  died  17  July  1652. 

Richard,  fifth  earl  of  Dorfet,  his  fon,  was  for  fome  time  committed 
to  the  Tower  by  the  parliamentary  fadtion,  and  was  particularly  adlive  in 
bringing  about  the  reftoration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond.  He  married 
Frances,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Lionel  Cranfield  earl  of  Middlefex,  and 
died  27  Auguft  1677. 

Charles,  fixth  eai'l  of  Dorfet,  the  iilue  of  this  marriage,  was  one  of  the 
moft  popular  charafters  of  the  court  of  king  Charles  the  fecond.  Though 
he  yielded  in  fome  meafure  to  the  profligacy  of  the  times,  yet  his  manners 
were  fo  engaging,  that  It  was  obferved  of  him  with  fome  envy  by  Wilmot  earl 
of  Rochefter,  "  That  lord  Buckhurfl  might  do  vv^hat  he  would,  and  every 
"  body  was  determined  to  fpeak  well  of  hiin."  A  ^ong  of  this  nobleman 
has  been  particularly  admired,  as  being  written  on  board  the  fleet  of  the 
duke  of  York,  on  the  night  previous  to  the  celebrated  battle  with  admiral 
Opdarn  3  June  1665.  He  was  a  great  patron  of  polite  literature,  and  is 
defcribed  by  Mr.  Pope,  with  a  view  to  the  amiablenefs  of  his  manners  and 
the  feverity  of  his  fatire,  as  *'  the  beil  good  man  with  the  worft  natured 
"  mule."  By  king  Charles  the  fecond  he  was  created  baron  Cranfield  of 
Cranfield  and  earl  of  Middlefex.     The  princefs  Anne,  afterwards  queen  of

Great  Britain,  put  herfelf  under  the  protedlion  of  this  nobleman  in  the  year 
of  the  revolution,  when  fhe  fecretly  withdrew  herfelf  from  the  court  of  her 
father.  He  voted  for  filling  the  throne  with  the  prince  and  princefs  of 
Orange,  and  was  13  February  1689  appointed  lord  chamberlain  of  the 
houlhold,  which  office  he  refigned  22  April  1697.  He  died  29  January 
1706. 

Lionel  Cranfield,  feventh  earl  of  Dorfet,  his  fon,  was  by  king  George 
the  firft  created  duke  of  Dorfet.  He  was  appointed  30  May  1725  lord 
fteward  of  the  houfliold,  and,  having  refigned  that  office,  was  19  June  1730 
conftituted  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  Having  refigned 
that  appointment,  he  was  reflored  31  March  1737  to  the  office  of  lord 
fleward  of  the  houfliold,  and  3  January  1744  exchanged  that  appointment  for 
the  pofi:  of  lord  prefident  of  the  council.  He  held  this  office  till  he  was  con- 
flituted  a  fecond  time  June  1751  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land. He  exchanged  that  appointment  29  May  1755  for  the  poll  of  mailer  of 
the  horfe  to  the  king,  which  office  he  refigned  5  May  1757.  He  had  ifi*ue, 
I.  Charles,  fecond  duke  of  Dorfet.  2.  John  Philip,  who  married  Frances, 
daughter  of  John  firft  earl  Gower ;  by  Avhich  lady,  who  died  26  June 
1788,  he  had  iffiie  John  Frederic,  prefent  and  third  duke  of  Dorfet,  and 
Mary,  m^arried  to  Sackville  eighth  earl  of  Thanet  j  flie  died  Septem.ber 

1778.  Lord  John  Sackville  died  3  December  1765.  3.  George,  created 
lord  vifcount  Sackville.  4.  Caroline,  married  to  Jofeph  lord  Milton  ;  flic 
died  24  March  1775.     His  grace  died  10  Odober  1765. 

Charles,  fecond  duke  of  Dorfet,  was  during  the  life  time  of  his  father 
24  December  1743  appointed  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  treafuiy  ^ 
and,    having   refigned   that  office,    lie   was  ^747    confl;ituted 

mafter  of  the  horfe  to  Frederic  prince  of  Wales.

FRANCIS  EGERTON,  duke   of  Bridgwater,    marquis   of  Brackley, 
earl  of  Bridgwater,  vifcount  Brackley,  and  baron  EUefmere. 

This  nobleman  was  born  21  May  1736,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  brother  26  February  1748. 

The  family  of  Egerton  derived  their  prefent  furname  from  the  manor  of 
Egerton  in  the  county  of  Chefter,  and  inherited  in  the  female  line  the 
lordfhips  of  Robert  Fitzhugh  baron  of  Malpas  in  the  reign  of  king  William 
the  conqueror.  The  earl  of  Cholmondeley  is  defcended  in  a  collateral  line 
from  the  fame  ftock. 

Thomas  Egerton,  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  28  June  1581 
conftituted  her  majefty's  folicitor  general,  2  June  1592  raifed  to  the  office 
of  attorney  general,  and  10  April  1594  promoted  to  the  office  of  mafter  of 
the  rolls.  He  was  appointed  6  May  1596  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal. 
He  appears  to  have  adtedwith  confiderable  tendernefs  towards  the  celebrated 
Robert  Devereux  earl  of  Ellex  j  and,  at  the  time  of  that  defperate  under- 
taking, by  which  the  earl  precipitated  his  death,  he  was  fent,  together 
with  the  earl  of  Worcefter,  lir  William  KnoUes  lord  Effex's  uncle,  and 
lord  chief  juftice  Popham,  to  expoflulate  with  him.  By  king  James  the 
firft  he  was  created  baron  EUefmere,  and  about  the  fame  time  24  July 
1603  conftituted  lord  high  chancellor  of  England.  He  prefided  at  the 
trial  of  Carr  earl  of  Somerfet,    and,  having  religned  the  great  feal,    was 

farther 
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farther  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  vifcount,  by  the  title  of  vifcount 
Brackley.     He  died  15  March  16 17. 

The  king  had  farther  propofed  to  confer  upon  lord  chancellor  Egerton 
the  dignity  of  an  earl ;  but,  his  lordfhip  dying  previoufly  to  the  making 
out  of  the  patent,  the  title  of  earl  of  Bridgwater  was  conferred  upon  his 
fon.  This  John,  firft  earl  of  Bridgwater,  was  the  patron  of  the  celebrated 
Milton,  and  the  raafque  of  Comus  was  originally  performed  by  his 
children.  He  adhered  to  the  party  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  died 
4  December  1649. 

John,  third  earl  of  Bridgwater,  his  grandfon,  voted  for  conferring  the 
crown  upon  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange.  By  king  William  he  was 
appointed  1689   ^^^  commiflioner  of  the  board  of  trade  and 

plantations  j  and,  having  refigned  that  office,  was  conftituted  31  May  1699 
firfl  commiffioner  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral  of  England. 
He  had  iffue,  ic  Scroop,  fourth  earl  of  Bridgwater.  2.  Henry,  who 
was  appointed  2  February  1724  lord  bifliop  of  Hereford,  and  died  i  April 
1746.     The  biihop  of  Hereford  was  father  of  John,  who  ^75^ 

was  confecrated  lord  bifliop  of  Bangor,  15  October  1768  tranflated  to 
Litchfield  and  Coventry,  and  June  1771  farther  tranflated  to  the  fee 
of  Durham.  He  married  Sophia,  daughter  of  Henry  Grey  duke  of  Kent ; 
by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,  John  William,  a  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  army, 
and  eleded  in  the  two  laft  and  prefent  parliaments  to  reprefent  the  borough 
of  Brackley  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  born  29  Auguft  1749,  who 
married  14  January  1783  daughter  of  Samuel  Haynes  efquire; 

Francis;  and  Amelia,  married  25  April  1774  to  fir  Abraham  Plume  of 
Wormleybury  in  the  county  of  Hertford  baronet.     The  billiop  of  Durham

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married,  fecondly,         April  1782  ,   daughter  of  fir  Edward 

Boughton  of  Lawford  Hall  in  the  county  of  Warwick  baronet,  and  died 
14  January  1786.     The  earl  of  Bridgwater  died  19  March  1701. 

Scroop,  fourth  earl  of  Bridgwater,  was  in  the  reign  of  queen  Anne 
conftituted  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  prince  George  of  Denmark,  and  upon 
the  acceffion  of  king  George  the  firfb  appointed  lord  chamberlain  to 
Caroline,  princefs  of  Wales.  By  that  prince  he  was  created  marquis  of 
Brackley  and  duke  of  Bridgwater.  He  married  Rachel,  daughter  to 
Wriothefley  fecond  duke  of  Bedford ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  22  May 
1777,  he  had  ilTue,  i.  Caroline,  born  21  May  1724.  2.  John,  fecond 
duke  of  Bridgwater.  3.  Francis,  prefent  and  third  duke  of  Bridgwater,. 
His  grace  died   11  January  1745.

HENRY  FIENNES  PELHAM  CLINTON,  duke  of  Newcaftla 
under  Line  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  earl  of  Lincoln  ;  knight  of  the  garter, 
one  of  his  majefcy's  moil  honourable  privy  council,  lord  lieutenant  and 
cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Nottingham,  fteward,  keeper  and 
guardian  of  the  foreft  of  Sherwood  and  park  of  Folewood  in  the  county 
of  Nottingham,  high  fleward  of  Eafh  Retford  in  the  county  of  Not- 
tingham, auditor  of  the  receipt  of  his  majefty's  exchequer  for  life, 
comptroller  of  the  cuftoms  in  the  port  of  London,  high  fteward  of  Weft- 
minfter,  prefident  of  the  Weftminfter  Hofpital,  dodlor  of  laws  and  fellow 
of  the  royal  fociety^ 

This  nobleman  was  born  20  April  1720.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  of 
earl  of  Lincoln  upon  the  death  of  his  brother  30  April  1730.  He  was 
appointed  6  Februaiy  1742  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  his  majefty's  bed- 
chamber, and  24  July  in  the  fame  year  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum 
of  the  county  of  Cambridge,  which  office  he  refigned- 
He  was  farther  conftituted  25  December  1746  cofferer  of  his  majeily's 
houfhold,  and  i  April  175 1  auditor  of  the  receipt  of  his  majefty's  exchequer 
for  life.  He  was  elefted  13  March  1752  knight  companion  of  the  mofl 
noble  order  of  the  garter,    and  ^754  ref^gned  the  office  of 

cofferer  of  the  houfhold.  He  was  chofen  Januaiy  1759  high  fleward 
of  the  city  of  Weflniinfler,  and  was  appointed  by  king  George  the  fecond 
one  of  the  lords  of  the  bedchamber,  wliich  office  he  refigned 
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1762.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  duke  of  Newcaftle  upon  the  death 
of  Thomas  Pelham  Holies,  duke  of  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne  in  the  county 
of  Northumberland,  marquis  of  Clare,  earl  of  Clare  and  vifcount  Pelham, 
who  by  king  George  the  fecond  was  created  duke  of  Newcaftle  under  Line 
in  the  county  of  Stafford,  with  remainder  to  Henry  earl  of  Lincoln,  now 
duke  of'Newcaftle,  and  died  17  November  1768.  He  was  farther  promoted 
16  December  in  that  year  to  be  one  of  his  majefty's  mofl:  honourable 
privy  council,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Not- 
tino-ham,  and  jfteward,  keeper  and  guardian  of  his  majefty's  foreft  of 
Sherwood  and  park  of  Foiewood  in  that  county. 

The  duke  of  Newcaftle  married  16  Odlober  1744  Catherine,  daughter  of 
the  right  honourable  Henry  Pelham  brother  of  Thomas  duke  of  Newcaftle ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  29  July  1760,  he  had  iffue,    i.  Henry  Fiennes 
Pelham,  earl  of  Lincoln,   who  married  Frances,  daughter  of  Francis  earl 
of  Hertford;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  Catherine,  born  6  April  1776; 
and  Henry  Pelham,  earl  of  Lincoln,  born  23  December  1777,  who  died 
September  1779.     His  lordihip  died  22  Ofiober  1778.     2.  Thomas 
Pelham,  earl  of  Lincoln,  born   i  July  1752*  who  ferved  in  America  in  the 
laft  war,  is  a  major-general  in  the  army,  and  colonel  of  the  feventeenth 
regiment  of  dragoons.      He  was  eledled  in  1774  to  reprefent  the  city  of 
Weftminfter,  and   in   1781    and   1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Eaft 
Retford   in  the   county  of  Nottingham.     He  married   25  January   1782 
Anna  Maria,  daughter  of  William  fecond  earl  of  Harrington;   by  which 
lady  he  has  iffue,  Anna  Maria,  born  i  Auguft  1783 ;  John  Pelham,  born 
31  January  1785;  and  a  fon  born  23  February  1786.     3.  John  Pelham, 
who  died         Odtober  1781. 
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The  family  of  Clinton  is  defcended  from  William,  chamberlain  of 
Normandy,  whofe  three  fons  came  over  to  England  with  William  the 
conqueror.  They  took  their  name  from  the  lordfliip  of  Climipton,  now 
Glimpton  in  the  county  of  Oxford.  Renebald,  the  fecond  fon,  had  ilTue, 
I.  Geoffrey,  who  was  a  favourite  minifter  of  king  Henry  the  third,  and 
fucceffively  poffeffed  the  offices  of  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houlhold,  lord 
high  treafurer  of  England,  and  chief  juiliciary.  2.  Ofbert,  whofe  fon 
Roger  was  appointed  bifhop  of  Coventry  1 128,  and  died  1 149  ;  and  whofe 
grandfon  Ofbert  was  in  the  lift  of  the  barons  who  made  war  againft  king 
Henry  the  third.  John  de  Clinton,  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  firft, 
married  Ida,  fifter  and  heirefs  of  fir  William  de  Odingfels  baron  of  Maxtock 
in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  received  fummons  to  parliament  6  February 
1298  by  the  title  of  baron  Clinton  of  Maxtock.  He  had  iffue,  i.  John, 
fecond  lord  Clinton.  2.  William,  who  ferved  king  Edward  the  third  in 
his  wars  in  Scotland  and  France;  and  was  by  that  prince  16  July  1333 
conftituted  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  and  16  March  1337  created  earl 
of  the  county  of  Huntingdon.    He  died  without  iflue  25  Auguft  1354. 

John  fecond  lord  Clinton,  and  John  third  lord  Clinton,  his  fon,  diftin- 
guiihed  themfelves  in  the  military  fervice  of  king  Edward  the  third. 
William,  fourth  lord  Clinton,  grandfon  of  John  third  lord  Clinton,  ferved 
king  Henry  the  fourth  in  his  wars  againft  Scotland,  and  king  Henry  the 
fifth  and  king  Henry  the  fixth  in  their  wars  in  France.  He  bore  the  titles 
of  lord  Clinton  and  Say,  the  latter  of  them  in  right  of  his  grandmother 
Idonea,  daughter  of  Geoffrey  Say  lord  Say.  John,  fifth  lord  Clinton,  his 
fon,  ferved  in  the  wars  of  king  Henry  the  fixth  againft  France,  and  was 
prifoner  in  that  country  for  more  than  fix  years.  In  the  fubfequent  wars 
of  York  and  Lancafter,  he  revolted  from  the  king  in  1459,  and  adhered  to 
the  houfe  of  York. 
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Edward,  ninth  lord  Clinton,  his  great  grandlbn,  entered  into  the  naval 
fervice  of  his  country,  and  was  commander  in  chief  of  the  Englifli  fleet 
oiF  Edinburgh,  at  the  battle  of  Pinkey  in  the  year  1547.  He  was  foon 
after  appointed  governor  of  Boulogne  in  Picardy,  which  he  held  till  it  was 
furrendered  to  the  French  in  1550.  He  was  farther  appointed  14  May 
in  the  fame  year  lord  high  admiral  of  England  for  life,  and  May  1552 
conflable  -of  -the  Tower  of  London.  Li  1558  he  commanded  in  an  expe- 
dition againft  the  harbour  of  Brelt,  and  ailaulted  and  deftroyed  the  town 
of  Conqiiet  in  Bretagne.  By  queen  Elizabeth  he  was  conftituted  one  of 
the  ■  c-ommiffioners  to  hear  the  charges  againft  Mary  queen  of  Scots,  and 
one  of  the  peers  who  fat  for  the  trial  of  Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk.  By  the 
fame  princefs  he  was  advanced  to  the  title  of  earl  of  Lincoln,  and  died 
16  January  1585. 

Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Lincoln,  his  fon,  was  father  to  Thomas,  third 
earl  of  Lincoln,  and  to  fir  Edward  Clinton,  grandfather  of  Francis,  ieventh 
earl  of  Lincoln. 

Theophilus,  fourth  earl  of  Lincoln,  fon  of  Thomas,  third  earl  of 
Lincoln,  was  concerned  in  the  unfortunate  expedition  in  the  reign  of  king 
James  the  firft,  to  join  count  Mansfeldt  with  fix  regiments  of  Britifh  foot 
and  two  troops  of  horfe,  for  the  fervice  of  the  eledior  Palatine  king  of 
Bohemia.  Li  1646  the  parliament  ordered  ^.  1700,  which  he  had 
diiburfed  in  their  fervice,  to  be  paid  him  out  of  the  eflates  of  delinquents 
in  the  county  of  Lincoln  ;  but  in  the  following  year,  having  oppofed 
the  power  of  the  army,  and  endeavoured  to  bring  on  a  treaty  with  king 
Charles  the  firft,  an  impeachment  of  high  treafon  was  preferred  againft 
him  by  the  houfe  of  commons,  from  which  he  was  afterwards  difcharged.

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Francis,  fixth  earl  of  Lincoln,  had  iflue,  i.  Henry,  feventh  earl  of 
Lincoln.  2.  George,  an  admiral  in  the  navy,  who  married  Anne,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  Peter  Carle  a  m.TJor  general  in  the  army;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  5  Auguft  1767,  he  had  iflue  fir  Henry  Clinton,  knight  of  the 
Bath,  a  lieutenant  general  in  the  army,  colonel  of  the  feventh  regiment  of 
dragoons,  governor  of  Limeric  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  late  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  forces  in  America.  He  married  February 
1767  Harriet,  daughter  of  Carter  efquire.  Admiral  George 
Clinton  died  10  July  1761, 

Henry,  feventh  earl  of  Lincoln,  adhered  to  the  party  of  the  whigs  in 
the  reign  of  queen  Anne,  and  warmly  oppofed  the  peace  of  Utrecht.  By 
king  George  the  firft  he  was  confhituted  paymafler  general  of  the  forces, 
and  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London.  He  married  Lucy,  daughter  of 
Thomas  lord  Pelham,  and  fifter  to  Thomas  Pelham  Holies  duke  of  New- 
caftle;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,  i.  George,  eighth  earl  of  Lincoln. 
2.  Henry,  prefent  and  ninth  earl  of  Lincoln,  and  fecond  duke  of  Newcaftlc 
under  Line.     Earl  Henry,  the  father,  died  7  September  1728.

HUGH  PER.CY,  duke  of  Northumberland,  earl  of  Northumberland,.. 
earl  Percy,  baron  Warkworth  of  Warkworth  caftle  in  the  county  of  Nor- 
thumberland, baron  Percy,  Lucy,  Poynings,  Fitzpayne,  Bryan  and- 
Latimer,  and  a  baronet;  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotuloruni  of  the  county 
of  Northumberland,  a  lieutenant  general  in  the  army,  a  vice  prelident  of 
the  Magdalen  Hofpital  in.  Saint  George's  Fields,  and  a  vice  prelident  of  the 
Wellminller  Infirmary. 

This  nobleman  was  born  14  Auguff  1742.     He  was  engaged  in  the  late 
war  in  Germany,  and  failed  to  America  in   1774  as  colonel  of  the  fifth, 
regiment  of  foot,  where  he  gained  confiderable  reputation  by  his  military 
atclxievements  and  by  his  humane  attention  to  the  foldiers  under  his  com- 
mand..    While  a  commoner  he  was  eledled  to  reprefent  the  city  of  Weft- 
minfiier  in  feveral  parliaments  j  and  upon  the  death  of  his  mother  5  Decern-  ■ 
ber    1776,    he   fucceeded   to    the   baronies   of  Percy,    Lucy,    Poynings, 
Fitzpayne,    Eiyan   and   Latimer;    and  to  the  titles  of  duke   and  earl  of. 
Northumberland,  earl  Percy  and  baron  Warkworth  upon  the  death  of  his 
father  6  June  1786.. 

The  duke  of    Northumberland   married,    firft,    2    July    1764   Anne,, 
daughter  of  John  Stuart  earl  of  Bute  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  from 
whom   he   was   divorced  by    adl  of  parliament   in   the  year    1779  ;    and, 
fecondly,    25  May  in    the   fame   year   Frances    Julia,    daughter   of  Peter 
Burrel  of  Beckenham  in  the  county  of  Kent  efquire  3  by  which  lady  he  has 
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iflue,  I.  Elizabeth,  born  23  December  1781.  2.  Julia,  born  2  May 
1783,  3  and  4.  Hugh  and  a  daughter,  born  20  April  1785.  5,  A  fon, 
born  24  June  1787. 

The  family  of  Percy  is  in  the  lift  of  thofe  perfons  who  came  over  to 
England  with  William  the  conqueror,  and  derives  its  name  from  a  village 
in  the  province  of  Normandy.  The  founder  of  the  family  was  Mainfred, 
-a  Danifh  chieftain,  who  made  irruptions  into  France  in  the  ninth  century, 
and  whofe  fon,  Geoffrey  or  Galfred,  affifled  RoUo  in  the  conqueft  of 
Normandy,  and  obtained  confiderable  poiTefTions  in  the  new  duchy.  Wil- 
liam de  Percy,  the  lixth  in  defcent,  appears  to  have  lived  in  perfonal 
intimacy  with  William  the  conqueror ;  and  his  brotlier  Serlo,  prior  of 
Whitby,  is  recorded  to  have  been  the  favourite  companion  of  the  early 
youth  of  William  Rufus.  William  de  Percy  bore  the  ftyle  of  a  baron  of 
the  realm  from  the  period  of  the  conqueft,  was  diftinguiflied  by  the  fur- 
name  of  Alfgernons,  or  William  with  the  whifkers,  and  died  in  the  Holji 
Land  in  1096. 

The  pofterity  of  William  de  Percy  in  the  male  line  became  extindl  in 
William,  his  grandfon  ;  and  the  family  honours  defcended  to  Agnes, 
daughter  of  this  William,  who  married  Jofceline  de  Louvaine,  younger  foa 
of  Godfrey  Barbatus  duke  of  Lorraine,  and  brother  of  Alicia  confort  to 
king  Henry  the  firft.  This  family  defcended  in  the  female  line  from 
Charlemagne,  emperor  of  Germany,  and  Hugh  Capet,  king  of  France. 
Upon  his  marriage  Jofceline  afTumed  the  name  of  Percy.  Richard  de 
Percy,  the  youngeft  fon  of  Jofceline,  had  a  confiderable  fliare  in  extorting 
Magna  Charta  from  king  John ;  and  Henry  de  Percy,  grandfon  of  Henry 
the  eldeft  fon  of  Jofceline,  diftlngulflied  himfelf  on  both  fides  in  the  wars 
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of  the  barons  againft  king  Henry  the  third.  Henry  de  Percy,  his  fon, 
was  a  leader  of  the  malcontents  againft  king  Edv/ard  the  fecond ;  and, 
too-ether  with  Valence  earl  of  Pembroke,  befieged  Piera  Gavefton  in  Scar- 
borough  caftle,  who  furrendered  himfelf  to  them  upon  certain  conditions. 
Thefe  conditions  wei-e  violated  by  the  other  hoftUe  barons,  who,  either 
through  impmdence  or  treachery,  were  fufFered  to  get  the  prifoner  into  their 
pofTeffion,  and  ftruck  oiF  his  head  at  Warwick  caflle.  It  was  this  lord 
Percy  who  firfh  acquired  by  purchafe  from  iVnthony  Beck  bifhop  of  Dur- 
ham, the  barony  of  Alnwick  in  the  county  of  Northumberland.  He  died 
in  tlie  year  1315-- 

Henry,  fecond  lord  Percy  of  Alnwick,  his  fon,  was  in  the  memorable 
battle  of  Hallidown  Hill  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  third ;  and,  upon 
the  furrender  of  the  town  of  Berwick  on  the  following  day,  was  appointed 
by  the  king  to  the  office  of  governor.  He  was  alfo  in  the  great  fea-fight 
off"  Sluys  in  the  year  1 340,  and  in  1 346  commanded  in  chief  at  the  battle 
of  Nevil's  Crofs  againft  the  Scots,  in  which  he  gave  them  a  complete 
defeat,  and  took  David  their  king  prifoner.  He  had  iflue,  i .  Henry,  his 
heir  and  fucceffor.  2.  Richard,  lord  Semar  of  Scarborough.  3.  Thomas, 
appointed  bifhop  of  Norwich  3  Januaiy  1355,  who  died  8  Auguft  1369. 
Lord  Percy  died  in  the  year  1352- 

Henr)%  third  lord  Percy  of  Alnwick,  was  with  king  Edward  the  third 
at  the  famous  battle  of  CrefTy  in  1 346,  and  married  Mary,  daughter  to 
Henry  Plantagenet  earl  of  Lancafter,  grandfon  of  king  Henry  the  third ; 
by  which  lady  he  had  iflue,  i .  Henry,  his  fucceflbr,  afterwards  created 
earl  of  Northumberland.  2.  Thomas,  created  by  king  Richard  the  fecond 
1397  earl  of  Worcefter.     The  title  expired  with  him. 

Henry, 
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Henry,  fourth  lord  Percy  of  Alnwick,  was  intimately  ccnnedled  with 
John  of  Gaunt  duke  of  Lancafler ;  and,  together  with  that  prince,  coun- 
tenanced and  prote6ted  dodor  John  Wickliffe  the  celebrated  reformer.  In 
lyjj  he  was  by  king  Edward  the  third  appointed  lord  marflial  of  England, 
and  16  July  in  the  fame  year  by  king  Richard  the  fecond  was  advanced 
to  the  title  of  earl  of  Northumberland.  In  the  following  year  he  took  the 
caftle  of  Berwick  by  ftorm,  and  was  appointed  governor  of  that  place, 
which  was  retaken  by  the  Scots  in  the  year  1384,  The  earl  having  in  this 
interval  quarrelled  with  the  duke  of  Lancailer,  judgement  of  death  and  lofs 
of  eftate  was  pronounced  againft  him  by  the  duke's  infligation  in  parliament^ 
for  the  lofs  of  this  fortrefs,,  which  fentence  was  remitted  by  the  king.  He 
was  appointed  1387  lord  admiral   of  England  j  and,    being 

fufpedled  of  difaffedlion,  in  the  year  1399  was  by  king  Richard  the  fecond 
proclaimed  a  traitor,  and  baniflied  the  realm..  This  treatment  induced  the 
earl  of  Northumberland,  and  Henry  furnamed  Hotfpur,  liis  fon,  to  declare 
againfl  the  prince  on  the  throne  j  and  they  were  principally  inftrumental  in 
raifing  king  Henry  the  fourth  to  royal  authority.  The  earl  of  Northum- 
berland was  rewarded  for  his  fervices  upon  this  occafion  with  a  patent  for 
life  of  the  office  of  conftable  of  England.  It  was  in  the  preceding  year 
that  Henry  Hotfpur  fought  the  celebrated  battle  of  Otterbourn  ;  andj 
being  taken  prifoner  by  the  earl  of  Douglas,  an  intimate  friendfliip  com- 
menced between  thefe  two  noblemen,  which  terminated  only  with  their 
lives.  In  1402  the  earl  of  Northumberland  and  his  fon  gained  the  battle 
of  Homeldon  againll  the  Scots,  and  king  Henry,  claiming  to  have  their 
prifoners  delivered  into  his  pofleffion,  gave  occafion  to  the  rebellion  of 
thefe  noblemen,  which  was  terminated  by  the  battle  of  Shrewfbury, 
fought  21  July  1403,  in  which  the  king  was  vidtorious,  and  Hotfpur  was 
killed'..    Previoufly  to  this  battle  a  negociation  took  place,  in  which  king 

Henry 
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Henry  offered  an  entire  oblivion,  of  what  was  pail ;  but  this  offer  was 
treacheroufly  mifreprefented  and  fuppreffed  by  Thomas,  earl  of  Worcefter  j 
in  confequence  of  which  the  battle  was  fought,  and  the  earl  of  Worcefter, 
being  taken  prifoner,  was  foon  after  beheaded.  The  earl  of  Northum- 
berland was  pardoned  by  the  king ;  but,  being  foured  by  the  death  of  his 
gallant  fon,  he  engaged  in  feveral  confpiracies ;  and,  having  retired  firft  to 
Scotland,  afterwards  to  Owen  Glendour  in  Wales,  and  laftly  to  Flanders, 
upon  his  return  to  England  he  was  hoftilely  affailed  by  the  iheriff  of 
Yorklhire,  and  killed  in  the  year  1408.  The  earl  of  Northumberland 
married  to  his  fecond  wife  Maud,  fifter  and  heirefs  to  Anthony  lord  Lucy, 
and  widow  of  Gilbert  de  Umfraville  earl  of  Angus,  from  whom  the  barony 
of  Lucy  has  defcended  to  the  prefent  duke  of  Northumberland.  Henry 
Hotfpur  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Edmund  Mortimer  earl  of  March. 

Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Northumberland,  fon  of  Henry  furnamed  Hotfpur, 
was  reftored  in  blood  by  king  Henry  the  fifth,  and  in  the  year  1436 
fought  the  battle  of  Pepperden  near  the  Cheviot  hills  againft  the  earl  of 
Angus,  with  a  fmall  army  of  about  four  thoufand  men  each,  in  w^hich  the 
Scots  had  the  advantage.  This  battle  is  thought  to  have  given  rife  to  the 
celebrated  ballad  of  Chevy  Chace.  Ln  1450  the  earl  of  Northumberland 
was  appointed  to  the  office  of  conftable  of  England ;  and,  being  a  ftrenuous 
affertor  of  the  Lancaftrian  intereft,  he  was  killed  in  the  firft  battle  of 
Saint  Albans  22  May  1455.  He  had  iffue,  i.  Henry,  third  earl  of  Nor- 
thumberland. 2.  Thomas,  who  was  created  20  November  1449  baron 
Egremont  of  Egremont  caftle  in  the  county  of  Cumberland ;  and  was  flain 
fighting  for  the  houfe  of  Lancafter  in  the  battle  of  Northampton  19  July 
1460.  3.  Ralph,  who  alfo  died  in  the  defence  of  the  fame  caufe  in  a 
fkirmiih  at  Hedgley  Moor  in  the  county  of  Northumberland  in  the  year 
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1464.  4.  Richard,  who  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Towton  Field 
29  March  1461.  5.  William,  who  was  appointed  biihop  of  Carlifle 
24  Oftober  1452,  and  died  in  the  year  1462. 

Henry,  third  earl  of  Northumberland,  married  Eleanor,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  Richard,  only  fon  of  Robert  lord  Poynings,  Fitzpayne  and 
Bryan,  from  whom  thefe  titles  defcended  to  the  family  of  the  duke  of 
Northumberland.  This  earl  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Towton  Field ; 
and,  being  attainted  in  parliament,  the  earldom  of  Northumberland  was 
conferred  upon  John  Nevile,  lord  Montagu,  brother  to  Richard  Nevile  earl 
of  Warwick  and  Salifbury,  furnamed  the  king-maker. 

In  the  year  1470,  lord  Montagu  having  fallen  into  difgrace  with  king 
Edward  the  fourth,  the  family  honours  were  reftored  to  Henry,  fourth  earl 
of  Northumberland,  fon  of  Henry,  third  earl  of  Northum.berland,  at  the 
fame  time  that  the  title  of  marquis  was  conferred  on  his  rival.  This  earl 
accompanied  Richard  duke  of  Gloucefler,  afterwards  king  Richard  the 
third,  in  his  expedition  to  Scotland,  in  which  they  took  Berwick  and  the 
capital  of  Edinburgh.  By  king  Richard  in  the  year  1483  he  was  appointed 
lord  high  chamberlain  of  England,  and  was  one  of  the  principal  noblemen 
on  the  royal  party  in  the  battle  of  Bofworth  ;  but,  being  fuppofed  to  have 
adled  a  fort  of  neutral  part  upon  that  occafion,  he  was  immediately  after 
received .  into  favour  by  king  Henry  the  feventh.  In  his  office  of  lord 
lieutenant  of  the  county  of  York,  he  was  engaged  in  the  bufmefs  of  certain 
taxes  impofed  by  king  Henry  ;  and,  having  urged  them  a  little  too 
peremptorily,  he  was  feized  and  murdered  by  the  populace  18  April  1489. 
Thomas,    the   great    grandlbn    of   this    nobleman ,    is    believed    to    have 

beea 
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been  the  Percy  who  was  principally  concerned  in  the  confpiracy  of  gun- 
powder treafon  in  the  year  1605. 

Henry  Algernon,  fifth  earl  of  Northumberland,  his  fon,  was  an  eminent 
protedor  of  literature  and  learned  men,  and  in  particular  the  patron  of 
Skelton  a  contemporary  poet.  Of  this  nobleman  there  was  publiflied  in 
the  year  1770  a  very  curious  volume,  entitled  the  Regulations  and 
Eftabiifhment  of  his  Houfliold ;  from  which  it  appears,  that  his  manner  of 
living  was  extremely  magnificent  and  almoft  regal.  He  had  ifTue,  i .  Henry 
Algernon,  fixth  earl  of  Northumberland.  2.  Sir  Thomas  Percy  knight, 
who  was  unfortunately  engaged  in  the  rebellion,  commonly  called  the 
Pilgrimage  of  Grace,  and  was  executed  at  Tyburn  June  1537.  The 
earl  died  19  May  1527.      " 

Henry  Algernon,  fixth  earl  of  Northumberland,  made  fome  figure  In  the 
politics  of  king  Henry  the  eighth.  He  appears  to  have  been  the  favoured 
rival  of  that  monarch  in  the  afi'edlions  of  Anne  Boleyn,  before  fhe  afcended 
the  throne  of  England.  In  this  affair  he  was  counteradled  by  the  intrigues 
of  cardinal  Wolfey ;  and,  having  engaged  in  the  party  of  his  enemies, 
vv^as  perfonally  commiffioned  to  arreft  him  at  his  houfe  in  the  county  of 
York.     He  died  30  June  1537. 

By  the  death  of  this  nobleman  without  iffue,  and  by  the  attainder  of  his 
brother  fir  Thomas  Percy,  the  title  became  extindl  in  this  family,  and 
was  transferred  by  king  Edward  the  fixth  to  John  Dudley,  earl  of  V/ar- 
wick.  This  nobleman  being  executed  for  high  treafon,  Thomas  Percy, 
fon  of  fir  Thomas  Percy  knight,  who  had  been  executed  at  Tyburn,  was 
by  queen  Mary  30  April   1557  advanced  to  the  titles  of  baron  Percy  of 
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Cockermouth  and  Petworth,  and  on  the  day  following  to  that  of  earl  of 
Northumberland,  with  remainder  to  Henry  his  brother.  This  promotion 
was  conferred  upon  him  as  a  reward  for  his  fervices  in  the  recapture  of 
Scarborough  caftle,  which  had  been  feized  upon  by  Thomas,  fecond  fon 
of  lord  Stafford.  Being  a  Roman  Catholic,  he  engaged  with  many  other 
noblemen  in  the  party  againft  fir  William  Cecil  lord  Burleigh,  fecretary 
of  ftate,  and  was  in  the  fecret  of  many  of  the  tranfadlions  of  Mary  queen 
of  Scots  during  her  imprifonment  in  England,  At  length  being  driven 
into  rebellion,  and  having  fled  to  Scotland,  he  was  betrayed  in  an  infamous 
manner  by  Hedor  Graham  of  Harlaw,  attainted  of  high  treafon,  and 
beheaded  22  Auguft  1572. 

Henry  Percy,  eighth  earl  of  Northumberland,  his  brother,  having 
embraced  the  Proteftant  religion,  continued  loyal  to  queen  Elizabeth,  and 
marched  againft  a  part  of  the  infurgents  in  his  brotlier's  rebellion,  who 
were  commanded  by  Nevile  earl  of  Weftmoreland.  He  was  afterwards 
fufpefted  of  confpiring  for  the  delivery  of  Mary  queen  of  Scots  ;  and, 
being  committed  to  the  Tower,  put  an  end  to  his  life  21  June  1585.  His 
fons,  Charles  and  Jofceline,  were  concerned  in  the  infurredtion  of  Robert 
Devereux  earl  of  Ellex,  but  obtained  their  pardon  from  queen  Elizabeth. 

Heniy,  ninth  earl  of  Northumberland,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the  noble 
volunteers  againft  the  Spanifli  armada  in  1588,  and  warmly  attached  him- 
felf  to  the  party  of  king  James  towards  the  clofe  of  the  reign  of  queen 
Elizabeth.  In  his  intercourfe  with  that  prince  previoully  to  his  acceiiion 
to  the  Englifh  throne,  he  employed  Thomas  Percy,  his  kinfman,  and  was 
ruined  by  the  part  taken  by  that  gentleman  in  the  gunpowder  plot  of 
1605.  He  was  convidled  of  feveral  imputed  offences  in  the  court  of  Star- 
es cliamber 
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chamber  in  the  following  year,  and  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  /^.  30,000, 
and  to  be  imprifoned  for  life  in  the  Tower  of  London,  where  he  was 
confined  fifteen  years,  a  great  part  of  which  he  fpent  in  the  company  of 
fir  V/alter  Raleigh  his  fellow  prifoner,  and  other  learned  men.  He  was 
at  length  fet  at  liberty  upon  condition  of  paying  a  fine  of  ^.20,000,  and 
died  5  November  1632.  He  had  iiTue,  i.  Algernon,  tenth  earl  of  Nor- 
thumberland. 2.  Henry,  created  28  June  1643  baron  Percy  of  Alnwick. 
In  the  civil  vrar  he  took  part  with  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  was  much 
diftinguilTied  by  that  prince ;  and  foon  after  his  death  was  appointed  to  the 
nominal  office  of  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold  to  king  Charles  the 
fecond.     Lord  Percy  died  without  iflue  April  1659. 

Algernon,  tenth  earl  of  Northumberland,  was  appointed  30  March 
1637  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  and  about  that  period  had  a  confi- 
derable  fliare  in  the  political  deliberations  of  king  Charles  the  firft.  He 
was  commander  in  chief  of  the  army  appointed  to  march  againfl  the  Scots 
in  the  year  1639,  but  foon  after  had  a  mifunderfi:anding  with  the  king, 
refpefting  the  appointment  of  Rich  earl  of  Warwick  to  the  command 
of  the  fleet,  who  was  nominated  for  that  purpofe  by  the  parliament  in  the 
j^ear  1642.  In  confequence  of  this  tranfadtion  he  was  removed  from  the 
poft  of  lord  high  admiral  by  the  king ;  and,  refufing  to  continue  in  the 
office  at  the  requeil  of  the  parliament,  the  earl  of  Warwick  was  by  that 
affcmbly  appointed  to  fucceed  him.  The  earl  of  Northumberland  was 
feveral  times  felefted,  as  a  man  of  moderate  principles,  to  negociate 
between  the  king  and  the  parliament,  and  was  charged  in  1643  by  Edmund 
Waller  the  celebrated  poet,  with  being  concerned  in  a  plot  formed  at  that 
time  for  delivering  the  city  of  London  to  the  king.  This  imputation  was 
neglefted  by  the  parliament,   though  an  ineffectual  attempt  was  made  to 

find 
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find  an  indldment  of  high  treafon  at  Salifbury  againft  him,  together  with 
the  earls  of  Pembroke  and  Salifbury.  This  nobleman  was  appointed  to 
the  care  of  the  duke  of  York  and  the  other  children  of  the  king  in  the 
year  1645,  ^"^  ^"  ^^^  V^^^  ^^4^  *^^  ^^^^  °^  York  efcaped  out  of  his 
hands,  and  repaired  to  the  continent.  After  the  death  of  tlie  king  the 
earl  of  Northumberland  lived  chiefly  in  retirement,  till  the  reftoration, 
when  he  concerted  with  general  Monk  and  others  the  proper  meafures  to 
be  adopted  upon  that  occalion.     He  died  13  October  1668. 

Jofceline,  eleventh  earl  of  Northumberland,  his  fon,  died  2 1  May  1 670, 
in  the  twenty-fixth  year  of  his  age  ;  and  by  his  deceafe  the  title  of  earl  of 
Northumberland  became  extindl,  which  was  foon  after  conferred  by  king 
Charles  the  f:cond  upon  George  Fitzroy,  his  third  fon  by  Barbara  duchefs 
of  Cleveland.  The  baronies  of  Percy,  Lucy,  Poynings,  Fitzpayne,  Bryan 
and  Latimer  defcended  to  Elizabeth,  only  child  of  Jofceline,  who  married, 
firil,  Henry  earl  of  Ogle,  fon  of  Henry  fecond  duke  of  Newcaftle; 
fecondly,  Thomas  Thynne  of  Longleat  in  the  county  of  Wilts  efquire,  who 
was  ailaflinated ;  and  thirdly,  Charles,  fixth  duke  of  Somerfet,  by  whom 
ilie  had  ilfue  Algernon,  feventh  duke  of  Somerfet,  wlio  was  by  king 
George  the  fecond  created  baron  Warkworth  of  Warkworth  caftle  and  earl 
of  Northumberland,  with  remainder  to  fir  Hugh  Smythfon  of  Stanwick 
in  the  county  of  York  baronet,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  the  duke  of  Somerfet. 

Sir  Hugh  Smythfon,  who  nov/  took  upon  himfelf  the  name  of  Percy, 
was  defcended  from  a  family,  whofe  ancellry  has  been  traced  to  the  time 
of  William  the  conqueror,  and  v/hich  had  formed  intermarriages  with 
fome  of  the  nobleft  families  in  the  kingdom.     He  fucceeded  to  the  titles  of 
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baron  Warkworth  and  earl  of  Northumberland  upon  the  death  of  his 
father  in  law  7  February  1750,  and  was  appointed  20  April  1763  lord 
lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  religned  in  the  fol- 
lowing year.  He  was  alfo  by  his  prefent  majefty  raifed  to  the  dignity  of 
earl  Percy  and  duke  of  Northumberland,  and  was  conftituted  24  December 
1778  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the  king,  which  office  he  refigned  in  December 
1780.  He  was  farther  created  28  January  1784  lord  Lovaine  of  Alnwick, 
with  remainder  to  Algernon,  his  fecond  fon.  By  his  duchefs  he  had  iffue, 
I.  Hugh,  prefent  and  fecond  duke  of  Northumberland.  2.  Algernon^ 
lord  Lovaine.

BRUDENEL    MONTAGU,    DUKE    OF   MONTAGU. 

GEORGE  BRUDENEL  MONTAGU,  duke  of  Montagu,    marquis 
of  Monthermer,  earl  of  Cardigan,  baron  Brudenel  of  Stanton  Wyvil,  baron 
Montagu  of  Boughton  and  a  baronet ;    knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his 
majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the  king, . 
governor  and  captain  of  Windfor  caftle,  prelident  of  Saint  Luke's  Hofpital  _ 
Old  Street  Road,  and  fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  26  July  1712.  He  fucceeded  to  the  titles  of 
baron  Brudenel  of  Stanton  Wyvil  and  earl  of  Cardigan  upon  the  death  of 
his  father  5  July  1732.  He  was  appointed  14  February  1742  chief  juftice 
in  eyre  of  his  majefty's  forefts  north  of  Trent ;  and,  having  refigned  that 
office,  was  22  February  1752  appointed  governor  and  captain  of  Windfor 
caflle.  He  was  eled:ed  1 3  March  in  the  fame  year  knight  companion  of  the 
moft  noble  order  of  the  garter  3  and,  having  in  right  of  his  wife  aftlimed  the 
name  and  arms  of  Montagu,  was  by  his  prefentmajefty  advanced  to  the  dig- 
nities of  marquis  of  Monthermer  and  duke  of  Montagu.

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The  duke  of  Montagu  married  7  July  1730  Mary,  daughter  of  John 
Montagu  duke  of  Montagu;  by  which  lady,  who  died  i  May  1775,  he 
had  iffue,  i.  John,  created  4  May  1762  lord  Montagu  of  Boughton,  who 
died  without  iffue  11  April  1770.  2.  Elizabeth,  born  29  May  1743, 
and  married  to  Henry  duke  of  Buccleugh  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland, 

The  family  of  Brudenel  has  been  traced  back  to  the  reigns  of  king 
Henry  the  third  and  king  Edward  the  firft.     Edmund  Brudenel,  one  of  the 
anceftors  of  the  prefent  duke  of  Montagu,  was  in  the  year  1386  appointed 
attorney  general  to  king  Richard  the  fecond,  which  office  he  held  during 
the  reign  of  that  monarch.     Robert,  the  fourth  in  defcent  from  Edmund 
Brudenel,    was  by  king   Henry  the  eighth   13  April   1520  appointed  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,    and  died   30   January   1531. 
Thomas,  his  grandfon,  was  by  king  James  the  firft  advanced  to  the  degree 
of  a  baronet,  and  by  king  Charles  the  firil  was  created  baron  Brudenel  of 
Stanton    Wyvil.     He  adhered  to   that    prince   in  the    civil  wars,    and  for 
his  exertions  in  that  caufe  fuffered  a  tedious  imprifonment  in  the   Tower 
of  London.

five  preceding  parliaments  for  the  county  of  Rutland,  and  late  one  of  the 
clerks  of  the  board  of  green  cloth  -,  and  Caroline,  married  to  fir  Samuel 
Fludyer  of  Leigh  in  the  county  of  Kent  baronet.

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George,  third  earl  of  Cardigan,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Bruce  earl  of  Aylefbury  j  by  which  lady,  who  died  December  1745, 
he  had  iffue,  i.  George,  prefent  and  fourth  earl  of  Cardigan,  and  duke 
of  Montagu.  2.  James,  created  by  his  prefent  majefly  baron  Brudenel. 
3.  Robert,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  of  fir  Cecil  Bifhop  of  Parham 
in  the  county  of  Suflex  baronet ;  by  which  lady  he  had  ilTue,  Augufla, , 
born  8  July  1760 ;  Charlotte,  born  18  February  1762;  and  Robert,  born 
26  April  1769..  Robert,  the  father,  died  20  Odlober  1768.  4.  Thomas, 
now  baron  Bruce  and  earl  of  Ayleibury.

John  de  Grey,  the 
feventh  in  defcent  from  Rollo  otherwife  called  Fulbert  the  father  of 
Arlotta,  was  appointed  bifhop  of  Norwich  4  September  1200-  In  the

the  third,  in  which  the  pope  was  finally  vidlorious,  John  de  Grey  was 
alfo  appointed  in  the  year  1200  chief  jufticiary  of  England  j  and,  having 
refigned  that  office,  was  conftituted  13  Auguft  1210  lord  deputy  of 
Ireland,  where  he  governed  with  Angular  wifdom  and  fuccefs. ,  He  died 
18  Odlober  12 14.

John,  fecond 
lord  Grey  of  Rotherfield,  his  fon,  was  fleward  of  the  hou(hold  to  kinp- 
Edward    the    third,    and    the     title    became    extinG    in    the    year    1409. 

2.  Walter,  who  v/as  appointed  by  king  John  in  the  year  1205  to  the  office 
of  lord  high  chancellor,  which  office  he  refigned  in  the  year  1209.  He 
v/as  ektied  in  the  fallowing  year  bifhop  of  Litchfield,  121 3  tranflated  to 
the  fee  of  Worcefter,  and  1217  farther  tranH.Ued  to  the  aixhiepifcopal 
fee  of  York.  He  had  a  confiderable  (liare  in  the  political  meafures  of  kino- 
Henry  the  third,  and  died  i  Mf.y  1255.      3.   Henry. 

Henry,  youngeft  ion  of  fir  John  ds  Grey,  had  iffiie,  i.  Richard,  v.-hofe 
defcendant,  Henry,  was  created  by  king  Edward  the  firft  1294  baroii  Grey 
of  Codnovre.  One  of  his  defcendants  was  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfiioli 
to  king  Henry  the  fourth,  and  the  tide  became  exdnft  in  the  year  1496. 
2,.  John,  who,  in  the  barons'  wars  againil  king  H^enry  tlie  third,  conftantly 
adhered  to  the  party  of  the  fovercign,  and  was  by  king  Edward  tlie  firlt 
created  baron  Grey  de  Wilton  1295,  William,  lord  Grey  de  Vv'ilton,  his 
defcendant,    was  a  perfon  of  great  military  reputation  :    he  was  appointed 

R  governor 
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governor  of  Boulogne  upon  the  capture  of  that  place  by  king  Henry  the 
eighth,  and  was  general  of  the  horfe  at  the  battle  of  Pinkey  1547.  He 
adhered  firft  to  the  party  of  the  duke  of  Somerfet  lord  protedor,  for  which 
he  was  fent  to  the  Tower ;  and  then  to  the  party  of  lady  Jane  Grey,  for 
which  he  was  attainted  by  queen  Mary,  but  reftored  in  blood  by  queen 
Elizabeth.  Arthur,  his  fon,  was  lord  deputy  of  Ireland  1580,  and  had  a 
principal  concern  in  the  public  tranfadlions  of  that  reign.  Thomas,  his 
fon,  was  attainted  for  confpiracy  with  lord  Cobham  and  fir  V/alter 
Raleigh  1604,  and  died  in  the  Tower  1614^  and  with  him  the  title 
expired. 

John,  third  lord  Grey  de  Wilton,  grandfon  of  John,  firft  lord  Grey  de 
Wilton,  had  iffue  two  fons,  Henry  who  fucceeded  him,  and  Roger,  who  by 
king  Edward  the  third  was  created  baron  Grey  of  Ruthen,  and  from 
whom  the  prefent  marchionefs  Grey  is  defcended.  He  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  John  lord  Haftings,  Bergavenny  and  Weisford,  through  whom 
the  titles  of  that  nobleman  defcended  to  Reginald,  her  grandfon,  third  lord 
Grey  of  Ruthen.  This  Reginald  was  lord  admiral  of  England  in  the 
reign  of  king  Henry  the  fifth,  and  had  iffue,  i.  John.  2.  Edward, 
anceftor  to  the  marquifes  of  Dorfet,  the  dukes  of  Suffolk,  lady  Jane  Grey, 
and  the  prefent  earl  of  Stamford. 

John,  the  eldeil  fon,  diftinguilhed  himfelf,  together  with  his  father, 
in  the  battles  of  Agincourt  and  VerneuU,  and  was  conftituted  1427  lord 
lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  He  had  iffue,  i.  Edmund. 
2.  Thomas,  created  1449  lord  Grey  of  Rugemont  in  the  county  of  Bed- 
ford, which  title  became  extindl  in  the  year  1461. 

Edmund, 
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Edmund,  fourth  lord  Grey  of  Ruthen,  was  appointed  by  king  Edward 
the  fourth  1464  lord  high  treafurer  of  England  ;  and,  having  refigned  that 
office,  was  3  May  1465  created  earl  of  Kent.  Upon  the  death  of  Richard, 
third  earl  of  Kent,  his  grandfon,  by  whom  the  family  eftate  had  been 
almofl  wholly  diffipated,  the  title  was  faffered  to  remain  dormant,  till  in 
the  year  1 57 1  it  was  realTumed  by  Reginald,  fixth  earl  of  Kent,  whofe  fon 
Henry,  feventh  earl  of  Kent,  fuperintended  the  execution  of  Mary  queen 
of  Scots,  and  treated  that  princefs  with  confiderable  harfhnefs. 

Anthony,  twelfth  earl  of  Kent,  married  Mary,  only  child  of  John  lord 
Lucas,  baron  of  Shenfield  in  the  county  of  Eflex,  who  by  king  Charles 
the  fecond  was  created  baronefs  Lucas  of  Crudwel  in  the  county  of  Wilts, 
with  remainder  to  her  heirs  male  and  female  by  the  earl  of  Kent. 

Henry,  thirteenth  earl  of  Kent,  his  fon,  was  23  April  1704  conftituted 
lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold  to  queen  Anne,  and  14  April  1706  created 
vifcount  Goodrich  of  Goodrich  caftle  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  earl  of 
Harold  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  and  marquis  of  Kent.  Pie  was  farther 
advanced  28  April  17 10  to  the  title  of  duke  of  Kent.  He  religned  the 
office  of  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houihold  in  the  year  1714,  and  was 
appointed  6  July  171 6  lord  fteward  of  the  houdiold  to  king  George  the 
firft,  which  office  he  exchanged  6  February  17 19  for  that  of  lord  keeper 
of  the  privy  feal.  This  appointment  he  refigned  in  June  1720.  He  was 
created  by  king  George  the  fecond  marquis  Grey,  with  remainder  to 
Jemima  Campbel,  his  grand-daughter.

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GRENVILLE  TEMPLE,  MARQUIS  OF  BUCKINGHAM. 

GEORGE  NUGENT  GRENVILLE  TEMPLE,  marquis  of  Buck- 
ingham, earl  Temple,  vifcount  and  baron  Cobham ;  knight  of  the  garter, 
one  of  his  rnajefly's  mofl  honourable  privy  council,  lord  lieutenant  general 
and  general  governor  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Buckingham,  colonel  of  the  militia  of  the 
county  of  Buckingham,  and  a  teller  of  the  receipt  of  his  majefly's 
exchequer. 


This  nobleman  was  born  17  April  1753,  and  fucceeded  to  the  place 
of  one  of  the  tellers  of  his  majefty's  exchequer,  of  vv^hich  he  had  previouily 
obtained  tke  reverfion,  8  April  1763.  He  wzs  chofen  at  the  general  eletflion 
J 774  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Buckingham,  and  fucceeded  to  the  titles 
of  earl  Temple  and  vifcount  and  baron  Cobham  upon  the  death  of  his 
uncle  8  September  1779.  He  was  farther  appointed  27  March  1782  lord 
lieutenant  and  cuilos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Buckingham  ;  and  3 1  July 
1782  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council  and  loi-d  lieutenant 
of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  This  office  he  refigned  4  June  1783,  and 
was  conflituted  19  December  in  the  fame  year  one  of  his  majefty's  principal 
fecretaries  of  ftate,  which  office  he  refigned  three  days  after  his  appoint- 
ment. In  the  following  year  he  was  created  marquis  of  Buckingham,  and 
3  November  1787  was  reappointed  to  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland.

The  marquis  of  Buckingham  married   12  April  1775   Mary,    daughter 
of  Robert  Craggs  Nugent,  earl  Nugent  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;   by 
.which  lady  he  has  ilTue,   i.  Richard,  earl  Temple,  born  21  March  1776. 
2.  A  daughter,  born  7  July  1787. 

The  family  of  Grenville  is  fuppofed  to  be  a  collateral  branch  of  the 
family  of  the  Granvilles  earls  of  Bath  and  barons  Granville  of  Potheiidge, 
barons  Granville  of  Kilkhampton  and  barons  Lanfdowne,  and  to  be 
defcended  from  RoUo,  firft  duke  of  Normandy,  Richard  de  Granville, 
who  came  over  v/ith  William  the  conqueror,  married  a  daughter  of  Walter 
GifFard,  firft  earl  of  Buckingham  and  Longueville.  His  grandfon,  fir 
Euflace  de  Grenville,  was  a  perfon  of  fome  note  in  the  reigns  of  king 
John  and  king  Henrv  the  third,  and  was  conilable  of  the  Tower  of  London 
in  the  year  1 2 1 4.  Richard  Grenville  -in  the  year  1 7 1  o  married  Hefter, 
daughter  of  lir  Richard  Temple  of  Stowe  in  the  county  of  Buckingham 
baronet;  from  which  iUufiirious  family  his  pofterity  have  inherited  their 
dignities  and  eftates. 

The  family  of  Temple  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from  Leofric,  earl  of 
Mercia,  whofe  Vvife,  the  celebrated  lady  Godiva,  is  reported  to  have  rode 
naked  through  the  town  of  Coventry  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the 
confellbr,  to  obtain  from  her  huiband  fome  immunities  for  the  inha- 
bitants. 

Sir  WHliam  Temple  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth  was  patronifed  by  fir 

Philip  Sidney,  whom  he  accompanied  as  his  fecretary  in  his  expedition  into 

Flanders,  and  who  expired  in  his  arms  in  the  year  1586.      He  afterwards 

became  fecretary  to  Robert  Devereux  earl  of  Eflex ;  and,  being  perfecuted 

2  by 
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by  the  party  who  occafioned  the  fall  of  that  nobleman,    he  retired   into 
Ireland,  and  accepted  the  provoflfliip  of  Trinity  college  Dublin.    His  works - 
wei'e  publi/hed  in  Latin  in  the  year  1581,  and  he  died  in  the  year  1626. 

Sir  John  Temple,  his  fon,  was  mafter  of  the  rolls  in  the  kingdom  of;' 
Ireland  in  the  reigns  of  king  Charles  the  firll  and  king  Charles  the  fecond,  , 
and  expofed  himfelf  to  the  ill-will  of  both  parties  in  the  civil  war  by  his 
attachment  to  moderate  meafures.  He  publiihed  a  hiftory  of  the  rebellion 
in  Ireland,  and  died  in  the  year  1677.  He  had  iflue,  i.  Sir  William 
Temple  baronet,  a  perfon  of  the  moll,  diftinguiilied  political  and  literary 
reputation.  He  was  the  friend  of  John  de  Witte  grand  penfionary  of 
Holland,  and  was  the  mod  upright  and  refpedable  of  the  counfellors  of 
king   Charles   the  fecond.      He  died  January    1698.     2.    Sir   John 

Temple,  attorney  general  for  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  who  died  10  March 
1704,  and  whofe  fon,  Henry,  was  created  12  March  1722  vifcount 
Palmerilon  of  the  kingdom,  of  Ireland. 

Thomas  Temple,  firft  coufin  to  fir  William  Temple  the  friend  of  fir 
Philip  Sidney,  by  an  elder  brother,  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  James 
the  firft  22  May  161 1.  Sir  Richard  Temple,  his  grandfon>  made  fome 
figure  in  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  fecond,  and  adhered  to  the  party 
who  profecuted  the  Popifh  plot  and  promoted  the  bill  of  exclufion.  He 
had  iffue,  i.  Richard.  2.  Hefter,  married  to  Richard  Grenville  of 
Wotton  in  the  county  of  Buckingham,  efquire.  .  3.  Chrifiian,  married  to 
fir  Thomas  Lyttelton  of  Hagley  in  the  county  of  Leicefler  baronet,  by 
whom  flie  had  iffue  George  lord  Lyttelton,  author  of  the  Hiftory  of  King 
Henry  the  Second.  The  family  became  extind  in  Thomas,  fecond  lord 
Lyttelton  1776. 

Sir 
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Sir  Richard  Temple,  fon  of  fir  Richard,  ferved  under  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough in  the  wars  of  queen  Anne,  and  was  created  by  king  George  the 
firit  19  October  17 14  baron  Cobham  of  Cobham  in  the  county  of  Kent, 
and  five  days  after  conftituted  envoy  extraOi'dinary  and  plenipotentiary 
to  the  court  of  the  emperor  Charles  the  fixth.  He  was  farther  created 
in  the  year  171 8  vifcount  and  baron  Cobham  with  remainder  to  his  two 
fifters.  This  nobleman  is  celebrated  in  a  very  high  ftrain  of  panegyric 
by  Mr.  Pope  in  his  Moral  Epiilles,  and  died  13  September  1749. 

Upon  his  deceafe,  Hefter,  the  relift  of  Richard  Grenville  efquire,  fuc- 
ceeded  to  his  titles,  and  in  the  fime  year  was  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  countefs 
Temple  She  had  ifl'ue,  by  Richard  Grenville  efquire,  i .  Richard,  firft  earl 
Temple.  2.  George,  who  was  appointed  treafurer  of  the;navy  6  April  1754. 
Pie  religned  that  ofHce  in  November  1755,  was  reftored  to  it  November 
1756;  and,  having  refigned  it  a  fecond  time  6  April  1757,  was  again  rein- 
ftated  27  June  in  the  fame  year.  He  exchanged  that  appointment  28  May 
1762  for  the  ol^ce  of  one  of  his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate  ;  and, 
having  refigned  the  place  of  fecretaty  of  ftate,  he  was  6  October  in  the 
fame  year  invefbed  with  that  of  firft  lord  commiiffioner  of  the  admiralty. 
Laftly,  he  quitted  his  feat  at  the  board  of  admiralty  16  April  1763  for  the 
appointments  of  firfr  lord  cominiirioner  of  the  treafary  and  chancellor  and 
under  treafurer  of  th:  exchequer,  v/hich  he  refigned  10  July  1765.

year  1779  and  1780  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Buckingham;  Elizabeth, 
born  24  Odober  1759,  and  married  to  Charles^  earl  Stanhope;  William

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Wyndham,  bom  25  Odtober  1759,  eledcd  in  the  year  1782  to  reprefent 
the  town  of  Buckingham,  and  Auguft  in  the  lame  year  conftituted  chief 
fecretary  to  his  elder  brother  in  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom 
of  Ireland.  He  was  farther  appointed  30  December  1783  joint  paymafter 
general  of  the  forces,  eled:ed  in  the  following  year  to  reprefent  the  county 
of  Buckingham,  and  fucceffively  conftituted  one  of  his  majefty's  moll 
honourable  privy  council,  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  afFairs  of  the  Eall  Indies,  and  one  of  the  lords  of  the  com- 
mittee of  council  for  the  confideration  of  all  matters  of  trade  and  plantations ;

WILLIAM  PETTY,  marquis  of  Lanfdown,  earl  Wycombe  of  Chip- 
ping Wycombe,  Vifcount  Calne  and  Canftone  and  baron  Wycombe  in  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain ;  earl  of  Shelburne  in  the  county  of  Wexford, 
vifcount  Fitzmaurice  and  baron  of  Dunkerron  in  the  county  of  Waterford 
in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his  majefty's  moft 
honourable  privy  council,  a  general  of  his  majefly's  forces,  and  dodlor  of 
laws. 

This  nobleman  vv^as  baptized  13  May  1737,  was  elected  to  reprefent  the 
borough  of  Chipping  Wycombe  in  the  county  of  Buckingham  1760, 
and  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  lord  Wycombe,  together  with  the  Irifh 
honours,  upon  the  death  of  his  father  14  May  1761.  He  was  conflituted 
20  April  1763 ,  under  the  adminiflration  of  Mr.  George  Grenville, 
one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  and  firft  lord  com- 
miffioner  of  the  board  of  trade  and  plantations,  which  office  he  refigned 
in  September  in  the  fame  year.  Having  in  the  interval  connedled 
himfelf  with  Mr.  Pitt,  afterwards  earl  of  Chatham,  he  was  appointed 
30  July  1766  one  of  his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  which 
office  he  refigned  21  Od:ober  1768.  He  was  again  promoted  to  the 
appointment  of  fecretary  of  ftate  27  March  1782,  and  was  eledled 
19  April  in  the  fame  year  knight  companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the 
garter.  He  exchanged  10  July  following  the  office  of  fecretary  of  ftate  for 
that  of  iirft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafury,  which  he  alfo  refigned  in 

S  2  March 
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March  1783.  He  was  principally  inftrumental  in  negociating  the  peace 
of  Paris  concluded  20  January  in  that  year.  In  the  following  year  he 
was  created  marquis  of  Lanfdown,  earl  of  Wycombe  and  vifcount  Calne 
and  Canfbone. 

The  marquis  of  Lanfdown  married,  firft,  3  Februaiy  1765  Sophia, 
daughter  to  John  Carteret  earl  Granville  j  by  which  lady,  who  died 
i;  January  1771,  he  had  iffue  John  Henry,  earl  of  Wycombe,  born 
6  December  1765,  and  eledted  in  the  year  1786  to  reprefent  the  borough  of 
Chipping  Wycombe  in  the  county  of  Buckingham.  He  married,  fccondly, 
19  July  1779  Louifa,  daughter  of  John  Fitzpatrick  firft  earl  of  Upper 
Offory  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue,  a  fon, 
born  2  Jidy  1780;  and  a  daughter,  born  8  December  178 1. 

The  family  of  Petty  derives  its  origin  from  fir  William  Petty  knight, 
f«n  of  Anthony  Petty  of  Rumfey  in  the  county  of  Southampton  clothier. 
He  difcovered  an  early  attachment  to  literature,  and,  during  the  purfuit 
of  his  ftudies  upon  the  continent,  contracted  a  friendfhip  with  the  cele- 
briited  Mr.  Thomas  Hobbes  of  Malmelbury.  He  was  clerk  of  the  council 
in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,,  and  fecretary  to  Oliver  Cromwel  in  the  office 
of  lord  lieutenant ;  and  was  engaged  in  a  furvey  of  that  kingdom,  drawn 
with  great  accuracy,  and  which  occafioned  a  confiderable  revolution  in  its 
political  afiairs.  He  was  alfo  one  of  the  firft  members  of  the  royal  fociety, 
and  publKhed  a  book  of  confiderable  reputation,  intitled  Political  Arithmetic. 
Having  accumulated  a  confiderable  fortune  by  his  induftry  and  exertions, 
he  died  i6  December  1687,  and  his  widow  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  fir 
Hardrefs  Waller  of  Caftletown  in  the  county  of  Limeric  knight,  was 
created  6  December  1688  baronefs  of  Shelburne  in  the  county  of  Wex-

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ford  for  life.     By  this  lady,   who  died  February    1708,    fir   William 

Petty  had  iffue,  i.  Charles,  created  baron  of  Shelburne.  2.  Henry, 
created  after  the  death  of  his  brother  16  June  1699  baron  of  Shelburne, 
and  29  April  1719  vifcount  Dunkerron  in  the  county  of  Kerry,  and  earl  of 
Shelburne.  He  died  17  April  175-1.  3.  Anne,  married  to  Thomas  Fitz- 
maurice,  firfl  earl  of  Kerry  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  John,  the  youngefl 
fon  of  this  marriage,  inherited  the  opulent  fortune  of  fir  William  Petty  j  and, 
having  exchanged  the  family  name  of  Fitzmaurice  for  that  of  Petty,  was 
raifed  by  king  George  the  fecond,  7  Odiober  175 1  and  26  June  i753»  to 
tlie  fame  titles  which  had  been  enjoyed  by  his  maternal  uncle. 

The  family  of  Fitzmaurice  is  by  fome  pedigrees  derived  from  the  ancient 
dukes   of  Tufcany,    but  with    more    probability  from   Other,   a  rich  and 
powerful  lord  in  the  reign  of  king  Alfred  the   Great,  who  defcended  from 
anceftors  in  the  kingdom  of  Norway.     Walter  Fitz-Other,  in  the  reiga. 
of  king  William  the  conqueror,  had  iffue,   i .  William,  furnamed  Windfor, 
anceftor  to  the  prefent  earl  of  Plymouth.      2.  Gerald,  who   commanded 
with  fuccefs   againft  the  Welch  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  fecond,. 
and  who  married  Nefta,   iifter  to  Griffith   prince   of  South  Wales,    and 
concubine  to  king  Henry  the  firft ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  three  fons,, 
William,  Maurice,  and  David,  who  was  appointed  bifhop  of  Saint  David's 
in  the  year  1 147,  and  died  about  the  year  1 176. 

William  and  Maurice  were  among  the  principal  perfons  who  went  out 
in  the  expedition  of  Ps.ichard,  furnamed  Strongbow,  earl  of  Pembroke,  in 
the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  fecond,  for  the  conqucft  of  Ireland.  Maurice, 
who  affumed  the  name  of  Fitzgerald,  was  anceftcr  to  the  prefent  duke  of 
Leinfter  and  to  the  extind;  family  of  the  Fitzgeralds,  earls  of  Defmond. 

Williamj, . 
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William,  his  elder  brother,  had  ifTue,  i.  Raymond.  2.  William, 
anceftor  to  the  Gerards,  barons  Gerard  of  Brandon  and  earls  of  Maccles- 
field, and  the  Gerards,  barons  Gerard  of  Bromley. 

Raymond  appeared  with  great  advantage  among  the  perfons  who  effe(fled 
the  conqueft  of  Ireland.  He  was  deputed  by  his  fellow  adventurers  to 
juftify  their  condudl  to  king  Henry  the  fecond  j  he  relieved  Strongbow 
earl  of  Pembroke,  who  was  cooped  up  in  Waterford  by  the  inhabitants 
who  entertained  the  intention  of  putting  him  to  death ;  and  he  was  eledied 
upon  the  deceafe  of  that  nobleman  chief  governor  of  Ireland  till  the  arrival 
of  a  fucceifor.  Maurice,  his  fon,  fixed  his  refidence  in  a  part  of  the 
county  of  Kerry,  denominated  from  him  Clanmaurice,  and  at  the  fame 
time  his  pofterity  affumed  the  name  of  Fitzmaurice.  He  had  iiTue  Tho- 
mas, who  firfl  bore  the  ftile  of  lord  Kerry,  baron  of  Lixnaw  in  the 
county  of  Kerry. 

Maurice,  fourth  lord  Kerry,  his  great  grandfon,  having  a  difpute  with 
Dermot  Macarthy  commonly  called  prince  of  Defmond,  killed  him  upon  the 
bench  before  the  judge  of  aflize  at  Trallee  in  the  year  1325.  For  this  aftion 
he  was  tried  and  attainted  by  the  parliament  of  Ireland,  but  not  put  to  death ; 
and  the  family  honours  were  reftored  to  his  fon.  Edmund,  eleventh  lord 
Kerry,  his  defcendant,  was  by  king  Henry  the  eighth  in  the  year  1537 
created  baron  Odorney  and  vifcount  Kilmaule  j  but  he  died  without  iffue, 
and  thefe  titles  expired  with  him. 

Thomas,  fixteenth  lord  Kerry,  his  brother,  appears  to  have  been  in 
fome  degree  fufpeded  by  the  Englifh  government,  as  Patrick,  his  fon, 
afterwards  feventeenth  lord   Kerry,    was  fent  as   an  hoilage,    while  very 

young. 
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young,  in  the  reign  of  queen  Mary,  into  England.  He  had  an  employment 
in  the  court  of  queen  Elizabeth,  with  whom  he  was  in  great  favour,  and 
obtained  her  leave  to  return  to  his  native  countiy,  but  upon  his  arrival 
was  induced,  together  with  his  father,  to  take  up  arms  againft  the 
Englifli. 

Thomas,  eighteenth  lord  Kerry,  his  fon,  endeavoured  to  make  his 
peace  with  queen  Elizabeth  ;  but,  being  offered  terms  which  he  conceived 
to  be  injurious  to  his  honour,  he  joined  in  the  rebellion  of  O'Neil  earl  of 
Tyrone.  He  was  admitted  to  make  his  fubmiflion  in  the  beginning  of 
the  reign  of  king  James  the  firft.  Two  of  his  fons,  Robert  and  Richard, 
ferved  under  king  Charles  the  firft  in  the  civil  war,  and  the  latter  of  thera  ^ 
loft-  his  life  in  the  battle  of  Newberry. 

Thomas,  twenty-firft  lord  Kerry,  was  by  king  George  the  firft  1 7  January- 
1723  created  vifcount  Clanmaurice   in    the   county  of  Kerry  and  earl   of 
Kerry ;  and  had  iffue  by  Anne,  daughter  of  fir  William  Petty  knight,  Wil- 
liam, fecond  earl  of  Kerry  3  Thomas;  and  John,  firft  earl  of  Shelburne. 

William,  fecond  earl  of  Kerry,  married  Gertrude,  daughter  of  Richard 
Lambart,  fourth  earl  of  Cavan  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  ^77 5>    ^e  had  iftue,    i.  Francis   Thomas,  prefent 

and  <hird  earl  of  Kerry,  born    15  June   1740,    who  married  March 

1768  daughter  of  Peter  Daly  of  Quanfberry  in  the  county  of 

Galway  efquire.  2.  Anna  Margaretta,  born  6  Odober  1741.  Earl  Wil- 
liam died  4  April  1747.

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John,  younger  Ion  of  Thomas  firft  earl  of  Kerry,  was  by  king  George 
the  fecciid  created  baron  of  Dunkerron,  vifcount  Fitzmaurice  and  earl  of 
Shelburne  in  the  county  of  Wexford  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  lord 
Wycombe,  baron  of  Chipping  V/ycombe  in  the  kingdom  of  Great 
Britain.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Fitzmaurice  of  Gallane 
in  the  county  of  Kerry  efquire,  and  niece  of  Thomas  firft  earl  of  Kerry 
his  lordiliip's  father  ^  by  which  lady,  who  died  9  December  1780,  he 
had  iiTue,  i.

He  married  21  December  1777  Mary,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Obrien  fourth  earl  of  Inchiquin  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  ;  bv 
which  lady  he  has  iffue  Thomas,  born   9  Oftober  1778.

GRANVILLE  LEVESON  GOWER,  marquis  of  Stafford,  earl 
Gower,  vifcount  Trentham,  lord  Gower,  baron  of  Stittenham  in  inc 
county  of  York,  and  a  baronet  j  knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  his  majefly's 
mofl  honourable  privy  council,  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  lord  lieu- 
tenant and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Stafford,  recorder  of  the 
borough  of  Stafford,  a  governor  of  the  charter  houfe,  and  a  vice  prefident 
of  the  Middlefex  hofpital. 

This    nobleman  was  born  '^7^7'     ^^  was  ele(5ted  in  the 

year  1744  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Bilhops  Caftle  in  the  county  of 
Salop,  and  in  the  year  1747  to  reprefent  the  city  of  Weflminfter.  He 
v^^as  appointed  18  November  1749  one  of  the  lords  commiflioners  of  the 
admiralty ;  upon  which  occafion,  having  vacated  his  feat  hi  parliament,  he 
was  oppofed  in  his  re-eledtion  by  fir  George  Vandeput  baronet,  and,  after  an 
obftinate  and  memorable  conteft,  was  returned  by  a  majority  of  upwards  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  votes.  He  refigned  his  feat  at  the  board  of  admiralty 
in  June  1751,  and  was  chofen  at  the  general  eledlion  in  1754  to  reprefent 
the  city  of  Litchfield  in  the  county  of  Stafford.  He  fucceeded  to  the 
titles  of  earl  Gower,  vifcount  Trentham,  and  lord  Gower  baron  of  Stit- 
tenham upon  the  death  of  his  father  25  December  in  the  fame  year;  upon 
w^ich  occafion  he  obtained  the  appointment  of  lord  lieutenant  and  cuilos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Stafford.  Having  engaged  in  the  political  con- 
nection of  John  fourth  duke  of  Bedford,  he  was  appointed  19  December 
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1756  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal ;  and,  having  refigned  that  office,  he 
was  2  July  1757  conflituted  mailer  of  the  horfe  to  the  king,  which  office 
he  held  till  the  death  of  king  George  the  fecond.  He  was  farther 
nominated  25  November  1760  keeper  of  the  great  wardrobe,  and  23  April

The  family  of  Gower  has  by  fome  antiquaries  been  fuppofed  to  have 
defcended  from  fir  Alan  Gower,  lord  of  Stittenham  in  the  county  of  York, 
and  llieriff  of  that  county  at  the  time  of  the  Norman  conqueft.  But  the 
firft  perfon,  unqueftionably  of  this  family,  who  diftinguiflied  himfelf, 
was  Lawrence  Gower  of  the  county  of  York,  who  in  the  reign  of  king 
Edward  the  fecond,  together  with  Thomas  Plantagenet  earl  of  Lancafter 
and  others,  obtained  the  king's  pardon  for  being  concerned  in  the  murder 
of  Piers  Gavefton.  Thomas  Gower,  his  great  grandfon,  fignalifed  himfelf 
in  the  wars  of  king  Henry  the  fifth  and  king  Henry  the  fixth,  and  was 
governor  of  the  caflle  of  Mans.  Sir  John  Gower,  brother  and  heir  to  this 
Thomas,  engaged  in  the  party  of  the  houfe  of  Lancafter  in  the  civil  v/ars ; 
and,  being  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Tewkefbury  4  May  1471,  was 
treacheroufly  beheaded  by  king  Edward  the  fourth.  Thomas,  his  grandfon, 
ferved  under  the  duke  of  Somerfet  lord  protedlor  at  the  battle  of  Pinkey ; 
and,  from  the  eagernefs  of  his  condud:,  expofed  himfelf  to  the  being  taken 
prifoner  by  the  Scots.  ^ 

Thomas,  his  grandfon,  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  James  the  firft 
2  June  1620,  and  his  family  adhered  to  the  party  of  king  Charles  the  firft 
in  the  enfuing  civil  wars. 

Sir  John  Levefon  Gower,  fifth  baronet,  was  by  queen  Anne  created 
baron  Gower  of  Stittenham,    and  conflituted  chancellor  ef  the  duchy  of 
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Lancafter,    which  office  he  held  from  the  year   1702  to  the  year   1706. 
He  died  10  September  1709. 

John,  fecond  lord  Gower,  his  fon,  was  13  July  1742  appointed  lord 
keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  which  office  he  refigned  i  o  December  in  the  fol- 
lowing year.  He  was  again  appointed  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal 
26  December  1744.  He  married  firft  Evelyn,  daughter  of  Evelyn  Pier- 
pont  duke  of  Kingfton ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  27  June  1 727,  he  had 
ifl'ue,  I.  Granville  Levefon,  marquis  of  Stafford.

GEORGE  TOWNSHEND,  marquis  Townfliend  of  Ralnham  In  the 
county  of  Norfolk,  vifcount  Townfhend  of  Rainham,  baron  Townfhend  of 
Lynn  Regis  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  baron  of  Lynn,  and  a  baronet ;  one 
of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  having  the  rank  of  general 
in  the  army,  and  colonel  of  the  fecond  regiment  of  dragoon  guards. 

This  nobleman  was  born  28  February  1724,  and  appointed 
colonel  of  a  company  in  the  foot  guards,  and  aide  de  camp  to  William  duke 
of  Cumberland,  both  which  he  refigned  in  the  year  1750.  He  was  eledled 
to  reprefent  the  county  of  Norfolk  at  the  general  eledions  of  1747,  1754 
and  1 76 1.  In  the  war  of  1756  he  ferved  under  general  Wolfe  at  the  fiege 
of  Quebec  ;  and,  by  the  death  of  that  gallant  officer  and  the  Indifpofition 
of  general  Monckton,  fucceeded  to  the  principal  command,  in  which  he 
behaved  with  great  bravery  and  merit.  He  was  promoted  14  May  1763 
to  be  lieutenant  general  of  the  office  of  ordnance,  and  fucceeded  to  the 
titles  of  vifcount  and  baron  Townfhend  upon  the  death  of  his  father 
12  March  1764.  Having  refigned  his  feat  at  the  board  of  ordnance,  he 
was  appointed  12  Auguft  1767  to  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the  king- 
dom of  Ireland  3  and  his  admlniftratlon  of  that  country,  which  was 
extremely  popular,  was  diftlnguifhed  by  an  ad:  for  rendering  their  parlia- 
ments ocSennlal,  which  had  before  been  unlimited  in  their  duration.  Upon 
^is  return  from  his  government,  he  v/as  conflituted  17  October  1772 
mafter  general  of  the  office  of  ordnance,  which  appointment  he  refigned 
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30  March  1782,  but  was  reinftated  12  April  in  the  following  year,  and 
religned  in  December  in  that  year.  He  was  promoted  to  the  dignity  of 
a  marquis  in  the  year  1787. 

Marquis   Townfliend   married,    firft,  December    1751    Charlotte, 

baronefs  de  Ferrars  of  Chartley,  Bourchier,  Lovaine,  Baffet  and  Compton  -, 
by  which  lady,  who  died  14  September  1770,  he  had  iffue,  i.  George, 
earl  of  Leicefter.  2.  John,  born  19  January  1757,  and  eledled  in  the 
year  1780  to  reprefent  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge.  Upon  a  vacancy  for 
the  city  of  Weftminfter,  occafioned  by  the  appointment  of  Samuel  Hood 
lord  Hood  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  to  a  feat  at  the  board  of  admiralty, 
he  flood  a  contefl  with  that  nobleman,  and  was  declared  duly  elected 
4  Auguft  1788.  He  married  10  April  1787  Georgiana  Anne,  daughter 
of  William  Poyntz  of  Midgham  in  the  county  of  Berks  efquire,  and 
.the  divorced  wife  of  William  Fawkener  efquire.  3.  Elizabeth,  born 
Auguft  1766c  4.  Charles  Patrick  Thomas,  born  6  January  1768. 
The  marquis  married,  fecondly,  19  May  1773  Anne,  daughter  of  fir  Wil- 
liam Montgomery  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  baronet ;  by  which  lady  he 
has  iffue,  i.  Anne,  born  i  February  1775.  2.  Charlotte,  born  19  March 
1776.  3.  Honora  Maria,  born-  6  July  1777.  4.  William,  born  13  Sep- 
tember 1778.     5.  A  fon,  born  13  September  1785. 

The  family  of  Townfliend  is  defcended  from  Lodovic,  a  noble  Norman, 
who  came  into  England  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  firft,  affumed  the 
furname  of  Towniliend,  and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heirefs  of 
hr  Thomas  de  Havile  or  Kauteville  of  Rainham  in  the  county  of  Norfolk. 
Roger,  the  fifth  in  defcent  from  Lodovic,  was  appointed  by  king  Richard 
the  third  in  the  year   1485  one  of  the  juftices   of  the  court  of  common 

pleas. 
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pleas,  and  died  in  the  year  1493.  ^^S^^'  ^^^  ^^^^d  in  defcent  from  judge 
Townlhend,  fignalifed  himfelf  in  the  defeat  of  the  Spanifli  armada  in  the 
year  1588 ;  and  John,  his  fon,  accompanied  the  earl  of  Effex  in  the  expe- 
dition againft  Cadiz  1596,  and  was  a  leading  member  in  the  parliamentary 
oppoiition  to  king  James  the  firft.  Being  engaged  in  a  duel  with  fir 
Matthew  Brown,  which  was  fought  on  horfeback  upon  Hounflow  Heath 
July  1603,  they  were  both  of  them  mortally  wounded.  Roger,  his 
fon,  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  James  the  firft  16  April  1617. 

Sir  Horatio,  his  fon,  was  extremely  a6tive  in  procuring  the  refiioration 
of  king  Charles  the  fecond,  and  was  by  that  monarch  created,  firft,  baron 
Townflhend  of  Lynn  Regis,  and  afterwards  vifcount  Townfhend  of  Rain- 
ham  in  the  county  of  Norfolk.     He  died         December  1687. 

Charles,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Townfhend,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the 
coiimiiffioners  for  treating  of  an  union  between  the  kingdoms  of  England 
and  Scotland,  and  16  November  1707  was  appointed  captain  of  the  yeomen 
of  her  majefty's  guard.  Two  years  afterwards  he  was  conftituted,  together 
with  the  duke  of  Marlborough,  joint  plenipotentiary  to  treat  of  a  peace 
with  the  king  of  France ;  in  which  fituation  he  was  concerned  in  the 
preliminaries  of  Gertruydenberg,  and  in  the  conclufion  of  tlie  celebrated 
barrier  treaty.  He  refigned  the  appointment,  which  had  been  beftowed 
upon  him  at  the  fame  time,  of  ambafilidor  extraordinary  to  the  republic  of 
the  United  Provinces  7  March  17 10,  and  the  office  of  captain  of  the 
yeomen  of  the  guard  1 3  June  in  the  fame  year.  By  kin.g  George  the  firft 
he  was  conftituted  17  September  171 4  one  of  his  majefty's  principal 
fecretaries  of  ftate;  and,  having  refigned  that  office,  was  declared  23  Ja- 
nuary 171 7  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.     This  office  was 

held 
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held  by  him  only  three  months;  and  he  was  appointed  ii  June  1720 
lord  prefident  of  the  council,  which  poll  he  exchanged  10  February 
1 72 1  for  that  of  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  and  he  continued 
in  that  fituation  till  15  May  1730.     He  died         June  1738. 

This    nobleman    had   iffue,     i.   Charles,    third    vifcount    Townfhend. 
2.  Thomas,    who  married  Albinia,   daughter  of  colonel  John  Selwyn  of 
Matfon  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  in  the  year 
1739,  he  had  iffue  Thomas,  now  lord  Sydney  of  Chiffelhurft ;  Mary;  and 
Heruy,    who   was   killed   in   Germany    24   June    1762.      Thomas,    their 
father,  died  21    May  1780.     3.  William,  who  married  Henrietta,    grand 
daughter  of  Charles  firft  duke  of  Bolton ;  by  which  lady,    who  died 
January   1755,    he  had  iffue,    Charles,  who  is  one  of  his  majefty's  moft 
honourable  privy  council  and  a  dodlor  of  laws,    was  eleded  in  fix  par- 
liaments to  reprefent  the   borough  of  Great  Yarmouth  in   the  county  of 
Norfolk,  appointed   17  September  1751   fecretary  to  his  majefty's  embafly 
in  Spain,  and  October  1777  one  of  the  joint  vice  treafurers  of  the 

kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  refigned  in  March  1782.  He  was 
farther  appointed  5  April  1783  to  the  office  of  treafurer  of  the  navy,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  December  in  the  fame  year.  Pie  married  20  Augufl 
1 777  Annabella  Powlet,  daughter  of  the  reverend  Mr.  Smyth  ;  by  which 
lady  he  has  iffue,  a  fon,  born  26  September  1783,  and  another  fon,  born 
25  February  1786.  William  Townfliend  had  alfo  by  the  fame  lady  two 
daughters  ;  Caroline,  married  to  Frederic,  lord  archbifliop  of  Canter- 
bury and  fon  of  Charles  fourth  lord  Cornwallis ;  and  Dorothy,  married 
to  Burton  Allen  efquire.  He  died  29  January  1738.  4.  George,  who 
embraced  the  maritime  profeffion,  and  in  the  year  1747  captured  a  large 
fleet  of  French  merchant  /hips.     He  was  afterwards  appointed  rear  admiral 

of 
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of  the  v/hite  fquadron,  and  died  9  Auguft  1762.  5.  Edward,  prebend 
of  Weftminfter  and  dean  of  Norwich,  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
brigadier  general  Price  j  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,  Mary,  Elizabeth, 
Henrietta,  Lucy  and  Charlotte,  married,  firfl,  12  May  1773  to  John 
Norris  of  Whitten  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  efquire  j  and,  fecondly,  to 
William  Fauquier  efquire.     He  died  27  January  1765. 

Charles,  third  lord  vifcount  Townfliend,  married  Audrey,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  Edward  Harrifon  of  Balls  in  the  county  of  Hertford  efquire, 
governor  of  Fort  Saint  George  in  the  Eafl  Indies  ;  by  which  lady,  who 
died  5  March  1788,  he  had  iffje,  i.  George,  now  marquis  Townfhend. 
2.  Charles,  of  Adderbuiy  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  who  was  appointed 
24  March  1761  to  the  office  of  fecretary  at  war,  which  appointment  he  / 
exchanged  i  March  1763  for  that  of  firfl  lord  commiffioner  of  trade  and 
plantations,  and  refigned  in  the  following  month.  He  was  conftituted 
8  June  iy6^  paymafler  general  of  his  majefty's  forces,  and  was  farther 
promoted  2  Augufl  1766  to  be  one  of  the  lords  commiflioners  of  the 
board  of  treafury,  and  chancellor  and  under  treafurer  of  his  majefly's 
exchequer.  He  was  pollefled  of  extraordinary  abilities  and  admirable  elo- 
quence, and  was  confidered  as  one  of  the  firft  pohtical  characfters  of  his  time. 
He  married  Caroline,  daughter  of  John  duke  of  Argyle  and  Greenwich, 
and  widow  of  Francis  earl  of  Dalkeith,  fon  of  Francis  fecond  duke  of 
Buccleugh  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  ;  which  lady  has  been  fmce  created 
baronefs  of  Greenwich,  with  remainder  to  her  male  iffue  by  Mr.  Charles 
Townfhend.  He  died  4  September  1767.  3.  Roger,  a  lieutenant  colonel 
in  the  army,  who  was  killed  at  the  fiege  of  Ticonderoga  in  North  America

TALBOT,     EARL     OF     SHREWSBURY. 

CHARLES  TALBOT,  earl  of  Shrewibury,  baron  Talbot,  Strange 
of  Blackraere,  Furnival,  Vernon,  Lovetot,  Giffard  of  Brimsfield,  Comyn 
of  Badenagh  or  Badenoc,  Valence  and  Montchenfy  in  the  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  ;  earl  of  Wexford  and  Waterford,  and  baron  Talbot  in  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland. 

This  nobleman  was  born  8  March  1754,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  uncle  22  July  1787.  He  profefles  the  Roman  Catholic 
religion. 

The  family  of  Talbot  is  laid  to  have  refided  in  England  prior  to  tlie. 
Norman  conqueft.  Richard  Talbot  was  eledied  bifliop  of  London  in  the 
year  1262,  but  died  before  confecration.  Gilbert,  his  great  nephew,  was 
one  of  the  rebellious  barons  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  fecond,  and 
was  appointed  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfliold  in  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  king  Edward  the  third.  Richard,  his  brother,  became  in  right 
of  his  wife  baron  of  Riccard's  cafde  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  which 
title  was  extindt  in  the  year  1379.  Richard,  the  fon  of  Gilbert,  was  one 
of  the  principal  perfons  that  affifted  in  placing  Edward  Baliol  upon  the 

U  2  throne 
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throne  of  Scotland  in  the  year  1332,  but  was  afterwards  taken  prifoner  by 
the  party  of  Bruce.  He  was  lord  fteward  of  the  houiliold  to  king  Edward 
the  third,  and  ferved  in  the  wars  of  that  monarch  in  the  kingdom  of 
France.  He  was  alfo  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  lord  Talbot,  baron  Talbot 
of  Goodrich  caftle  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  and  died  23  Odlober  1356. 
Richard,  his  grandlbn,  had  iffue,  i .  Gilbert,  who  married  Joan,  daughter 
of  Thomas  of  Woodftock  duke  of  Gloucefter  youngeft  fon  of  kmg  Edward 
the  third,  and  was  by  king  Henry  the  fifth  appointed  governor  of  the  city 
of  Caen,  and  guardian  and  captain  general'of  tlie  marches  of  Normandy. 
He  died  19  Odlober  1419.  2.  John.  3.  Richard,  appointed  archbifliop 
of  Dublin  in  the  year  1417,  and  13  July  1423  lord  chancellor  of  the  king- 
dom of  Ireland.  This  office  he  refigned  in  April  1426,  and  was  reap- 
pointed 12  January  1427.  He  was  alfo  elected  archbifliop  of  Armagh,  but 
refufed  that  appointment,  and  died  15  Augufl  1449. 

John,  the  fecond  fon  of  Richard,  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Nevil  lord  Furnival,  in  whofe  right  he  inherited  the  barony  of  Furnival. 
He  was  committed  prifoner  to  the  Tower  of  London  16  November  141 3, 
but  the  reafon  of  his  confinement  is  unknown.  In  the  following  year  he 
was  reftored  to  favour,  and  appointed  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of 
Ireland,  in  which  office  he  continued  for  feven  years,  and  performed  many 
confiderable  fervices.  But  the  chief  fcene  of  his  glory  is  to  be  found  in  the 
wars  of  king  Henry  the  fifth  and  king  Henry  the  fixth  in  the  kingdom  of 
France.  In  the  year  1428  he  was  appointed  general  of  the  Englilli  army 
in  that  country,  and  was  defeated  and  taken  prifoner  by  Joan  of  Arc,  com- 
monly called  the  Maid  of  Orleans,  at  the  battle  of  Patay  April  1429. 
A  few  years  after  this  event  he  was  created  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  and  in  the 
year  J  446  was  reappointed  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  In 
2  which 
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which  office  he  continued  for  three  years.  About  the  fame  time  he  was  created 
earl  of  Wexford  and  Waterford  in  that  kingdom,  with  the  additional  office 
of  lord  high  ftevvard  of  that  realm.  The  Englifli  power  being  greatly 
reduced  in  the  kingdom  of  France,  this  nobleman  was  once  more  invited, 
in  the  eightieth  year  of  his  age,  to  take  upon  him  the  command  in  that 
country,  and  was  conflituted  his  m.ajefty's  lieutenant  for  the  duchy  of 
Aquitaine.  His  firfl  exploit  in  this  new  office  was  the  capture  of  Bour- 
deaux ;  but,  immediately  after,  advancing  to  the  relief  of  Chatillon,  he 
was  defeated  and  killed  before  that  town  20  July  1453.  The  great  earl  of 
Shrewlbury  had  iffi.ie,  i.  John,  fecond  earl  of  Shrewfbury.  2.  John, 
who  was  created  by  king  Henry  the  fixth  26  July  1444  lord  Lifle  of 
KingHon  Lifle  in  the  county  of  Berks,  and  30  Odlober  1451  vifcount  Lifle. 
He  was  killed  with  his  father  at  the  battle  of  Chatillon,  choofing  rather 
to  become  the  vidim  of  filial  piety,  than  to  fave  his  life  by  deferting  a 
wounded  parent,  though  earneftly  urged  by  his  father  to  referve  himfelf  for 
better  times.     His  titles  became  extindl  in  the  year  1469. 

John,  fecond  earl  of  Shrewfl3ury,  was  raifed  by  his  father  1446  to  the 
office  of  lord  high  treafurer  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  in  the  year 
1456  was  appointed  lord  high  treafurer  of  the  kingdom  of  England.  He 
was  killed,  together  with  Chriflopher  his  brother,  fighting  for  the  houfe  of 
Lancafter,  at  the  battle  of  Northampton  10  July  1460. 

George,  fourth  earl  of  ShrewflDiiry,  his  grandfon,  was  at  the  acceffion 
of  king  Henry  the  eighth  appointed  lord  fteward  of  the  houfliold,  and 
commanded  the  van  of  the  army  of  that  monarch  at  the  fiege  of  Terouenne 
in  the  year  151 3.  He  was  one  of  the  lords  who  fubfcribed  the  articles 
againft  cardinal  Wolfey  in  1529,  and  the  declaration  of  the  following  year 

for 
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for  ratifying  the  divorce  of  king  Henry  the  eighth  and  queen  Catherine. 
He  was  extremely  adlive  in  oppofmg  the  rebelUon  of  1536,  commonly 
called  the  Pilgrimage  of  Grace,  and  died  26  July  1541. 

Francis,  fifth  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  his  fon,  commanded  an  army  which 
marched  againfl  the  Scots  in  the  years  1544  and  1549.  He  died  21  Sep- 
tember 1560. 

George,  fixth  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  his  fon,  had  the  cuftody  of  Mary 
queen  of  Scots  committed  to  his  charge  in  the  year  1568,  and  was  con- 
tinued in  that  employment,  which  he  difcharged  with  great  honour  and 
humanity,  till  the  year  1584.  He  was  appointed  lord  high  fteward  for  the 
trial  of  Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk  16  January  1572,  and  after  the  execution 
of  that  nobleman  was  conftituted  earl  marflial  of  England.  He  died 
18  November  1590. 

Gilbert,  feventh  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  his  fon,  was  in  the  year  1598 
appointed  by  queen  Elizabeth  her  ambaffador  to  the  court  of  France,  and 
died  8  May  161 6.  He  was  flxcceeded  by  his  brother  Edward,  eighth  earl 
of  Shrewfbury,  upon  whofe  death  8  February  161 8  the  title  reverted  to 
the  iflue  of  fir  Gilbert  Talbot  of  Grafton  in  the  county  of  Worcefler 
knight,  younger  fon  of  John  fecond  earl  of  Shrewfbury ;  which  fir  Gilbert 
had  been  among  thofe  who  adlively  contributed  to  the  placing  the  crown 
upon  the  head  of  king  Henry  the  feventh.  Sir  John  Talbot,  his  fon, 
had  ifTue,  i .  John,  father  of  George  ninth  earl  of  Shrewfbury ;  and  of 
John,  father  of  John  tenth  earl  of  Shrewfbury.  2.  Sherington,  anceflor  to 
the  prefent  earl  Talbot.

John,  tenth  earl  of  Shrewsbury,  had  ifTue,  i .  Francis,  eleventh  earl  of 
Shrewfbury,  who  married  Anna  Maria,  daughter  to  Robert  fecond  carl  of 
Cardigan  ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iflue,  Charles,  duke  of  Shrewfbury  ;  and 
John,  who  was  killed  in  a  duel  by  Henry  firft  duke  of  Grafton,  The 
countefs  their  mother  transferred  her  afFedions  to  George  Villiers  fecond 
duke  of  Buckinghajn,  whofe  horfe  flie  is  reported  to  have  held  in  the 
difguife  of  a  page,  while  a  duel  was  fought  between  him  and  her  hufband 
the  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  who  was  mortally  wounded,  and  died  1 6  March 
1667.  2.  Edward,  who  was  killed  fighting  for  the  party  of  king  Charles 
the  firfl  at  the  battle  of  Marfton  Moor  2  July  1644.  3.  Gilbert. 
4.  Bruno,  appointed  chancellor  of  exchequer  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

Charles,  twelfth  earl  and  afterwards  duke  of  Shrewfbury,  was  converted 
from  the  Rom.an  Catholic  faith,  in  which  he  had  been  educated,  by  the 
celebrated  Tillotfon,  afterwards  archbifhop  of  Canterbury  j  and  engaged 
fo  flrongly  in  the  oppofition  to  king  James  the  fecond,  that  he  went  over  to 
Holland  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  and  made  him  an  offer  of  his  purfe  and  his 
fword.  He  was  appointed,  the  day  after  that  in  which  William  and  Mary 
were  declared  king  and  queen  of  England,  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries 
offlate;  and,  having  refigned  that  office  1690,  was  reflored 

4  March  1 694,  and  the  fame  year  advanced  to  the  dignities  of  marquis  of 
Alton  and  duke  of  Shrewfbury.  He  again  refigned  the  office  of  fecretary 
of  ilate  May    1699,    and   was  conftituted  lord  chamberlain    of  the 

houfhold  25  Odlober  in  the  fame  year,  which  office  he  refigned 
1700.  By  queen  Anne  he  was  alfo  conflituted  15  April  1710  lord  cham- 
berlain of  the  houfhold,  and  at  the  clofe  of  the  year  171 2  her  majefty's 
ambaffador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  for  concluding  a  peace  witli 
Louis  the  fourteenth.  Returning  from  the  court  of  France,  he  was 
3  nominated 
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nominated  i/^S  ^'^^^  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 

and,  upon  the  dillolution  of  the  tory  adminiftration  of  queen  Anne, 
received  from  that  princefs  24  July  171 4  the  ftafi  of  lord  high  treafurer 
of  England,  thus  uniting  in  his  own  perfon  the  appointments  of  lord 
high  treafurer  of  England,  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland  and  lord  cham- 
berlain of  the  houlhold,  three  offices  of  truft  which  had  never  before 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  perfon.  The  appointment  of  lord  cham- 
berlain was  continued  to  him  by  king  George  the  firft,  but  he  refigned 
in  the  year  171 5,  and  died  i  February  171 8. 

Upon  his  deceafe  the  titles  of  duke  of  Shrewfbury  and  marquis  of  Alton 
became  extind:;  but  the  earldom  defcended,  iirfl:,  to  Gilbert,  thirteenth 
earl  of  Shrewfbury,  a  clergyman  of  the  church  of  Rome,  and  then  to 
George,  fourteenth  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  the  fons  of  Gilbert  fon  of  John 
tenth  earl  of  Shrewfbury. 

George,  fourteenth  earl  of  Shrev/fbury,  had  ifTue,  i .  George,  fifteenth 
earl  of  Shrewfbury,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  feventh 
lord  Dormer.  2.  Charles,  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  fir  George 
Moftyn  of  Talacre  in  the  county  of  Flint  baronet  j  by  which  lady  he  had 
ilTue,  Charles,  prefent  and  fixteenth  earl  of  Shrewfbuiy ;  Frances;  Barbara, 
married  9  April  1780  to  Francis  Fortefcue  Turville  of  Bofvvorth  in  the 
county  of  Leicefter  efquire  j  Catherine  Mar}' ;  Juliana;  Elizabeth;  The- 
reia  ;  George  ;  Jofeph  ;  John  Jofeph ;  and  Charlotte  Mary.  Charles,^  the 
father,  died  11  April  1766.  3.  James.  4.  Thoir^as.  5.  Francis,  who 
married,  firft,  20  April  1761  Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas  firft  earl  Fau- 
conbe.rg,  who  died  13  September  1768  ;  and,  fecondly,  8  May  1772

EDWARD  SMITH  STANLEY,  earl  of  Derby,,  baroa  Stanley  of 
Latham,  and  a  baronet ;  one  of  his  majefly's  mofl  honourable  privy  council, 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Lancafler,  and  colonel 
of  the  militia  of  that  county. 

This  nobleman  was  born  September  175^2.  He  was^  eledted  in  the 
year  1774  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Lancafter,  and  Succeeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  grandfather  23  February  1776.  He  was  appointed 
1 5  March  in  the  fame  year  lord  heutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the 
county  of  Lancafter,  and  conftituted  29  Auguil  1783  chancellor  of  the 
duchy  and  county  palatine  of  Lancafter,,  which  office  he  reiigned  in  Decem- 
ber ia  the  fame  year. 

The  earl  of  Derby  married  1 2  July  1 774  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  James 
feventh  duke  of  Hamilton  ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iilue,  i .  Edward,  lord 
Stanley,  born  21  April  ^yjS'     ^-  Charlotte,  born  17  Oftober  1776. 

The  family  of  Stanley  is  defcended.  from  that  of  Audley,  of  whom^ 
Nicholas  de  Audley  was  created  a  baron  by  king  Edward  the  firft  26  Ja- 
nuary 1296  by  the  title  of  lord  Audley  of  Heleigh  in  the  county  of  Stafford. 
The  title  became  extindt  25  July  1391.  William  de  Audley,  the  defcen- 
dant  of  a  younger  branch,  affumed  the  name  of  Stanley  in  the  reign  of  king 
John,  from  a  manor  of  that  name  in  the  county  of  Derby.  John,  feventh 
in  defcent  from  William,  was  much  enriched  by  his  marriage  with  Ifabel,

^daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  Thomas  Latham  of  Latham  and  Knowefley  in 
the  county  of  Lancafter.  He  was  feveral  times  lord  deputy  and  lord 
lieutenant  of  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  king  Richard  the  fecond,  and  was 
reappointed  to  the  latter  of  thefe  offices  for  three  years  upon  the  acceffion 
of  king  Henry  the  fourth.  He  was  alfo  ileward  of  the  houfhold  to  that 
monai-ch,  and  was  conftituted  by  king  Henry  the  fifth  in  the  year  141 3 
lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  for  the  term  of  fix  years,  but 
died  6  January  in  the  following  year,  John,  his  fon,  was  alfo  fteward  of 
the  houfliold  to  king  Henry  the  fourth  ;  and  Thomas,  his  fon,  was  con^ 
ftituted,  as  his  grandfather  had  been,  in  the  year  1432  lord  lieutenant  of 
the  kingdom  of  Ireland  for  the  term  of  fix  years.  He  was  created  by  king 
Henry  the  fixth  baron  Stanley  of  Latham  in  the  county  of  Lancafter,  and 
died  in  the  year  1459.  He  had  iflue,  i.  Thomas,  fecond  lord  Stanley. 
2.  William,  who  was  principally  inflrumental  in  obtaining  the  crown  of 
England  for  king  Henry  the  feventh,  and  was  foon  after  conftituted  chan- 
cellor and  under  treafurer  of  the  exchequer.  In  the  fequel  however  his 
wealth  became  an  objedl  of  jealoufy  to  the  prince  upon  the  throne,  and 
he  was  beheaded  for  a  pretended  conspiracy  in  favour  of  Perkin  Warbeck 
16  February  1495, 

Thomas,  fecond  lord  Stanley,  was  fteward  of  the  houfhold  to  king 
Edward  the  fourth,  and  had  a  principal  command  in  the  army  of  Richard 
duke  of  Gloucefter,  afterwards  king  Richard  tlie  third,  in  his  expedition 
againft  the  Scots.  He  openly  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  the  young  king 
Edward  the  fifth;  and  13  June  1483,  when  lord  HaiHngs  was  arrefled 
at  the  council  beard  and  beheaded,  one  of  the  attendants,  as  if  by  accident, 
ftruck  at  him  with  a  halbert,  fo  as  to  have  killed  him,  if  he  had  not 
Hooped  fuddenly,    and  avoided  the  blow.      He  was  afterwards   appointed 

X  2     .  lord 
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lord  fteward  of  the  houfhold  to  king  Richard  the  third,  and  obtained 
16  December  in  that  year  a  patent  constituting  him  lord  high  conftable 
of  England  for  life.  He  married,  firll:,  Eleanor,  dauglxter  of  Richard  Nevile 
earl  of  Saliibury  j  by  which  lady  he  had  iifae,  i .  George,  who  married 
Jane,  daughter  and  heirefs  to  John  le  Strange,  lord  Strange  of  Knockyn  in 
the  county  of  Salop,  in  whofe  right  he  had  fummons  to  parliament  1482 
by  the  tide  of  lord  Strange  of  Knockyn.  2.  Edward,  who  had  a  com- 
mand, and  was  principally  inflrumental  in  gaining  the  viftory  for  the 
Engliih  at  the  battle  of  Flodden  Field  7  September  1 5 1 3  ;  and,  as  a 
rev/ard  for  his  fervices  upon  that  occafion,  was  by  king  Henry  the  eighth 
created  a  baron  by  the  title  of  lord  Monteagle.  William,  the  fourth  in 
defcent  from  Edward,  was  the  lord  Monteagle  to  whom  the  letter  was 
addreifed  in  1603,  in  confequence  of  which  the  confpiracy  of  gunpowder 
treafon  was  difcovered.  The  title  became  extinft  in  the  year  1696.  Lord 
Stanley  married,  fecondly,  Margaret,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  John  Beaufort 
duke  of  Somerfet,  and  reli(5t  of  Edmund  Tudor  earl  of  Richm.ond,  mother 
to  king  Henry  the  feventh,  and  foundrefs  of  Chrift's  College  and  Saint 
John's  College  in  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge,  Lord  Stanley  was  induced, 
both  by  his  principles,  and  by  the  connection  which  he  had  thus  formed, 
to  favour  the  pretenfions  of  king  Henry  the  feventh ;  and,  being  fufpedled 
by  king  Richard,  he  was  obliged  to  deliver  into  his  cuftody  George  lord 
Strange,  his  fon,  as  a  hoftage  for  his  fidelity.  Richard  had  given  orders 
that  lord  Strange  ihould  be  beheaded  previoufly  to  the  battle  of  Bofworth, 
but  was  induced  by  fome  of  his  counfellors  to  defer  the  execution  till  the 
event  of  the  engagement  fliould  be  known.  It  was  lord  Stanley  who 
placed  the  crown  on  the  head  of  Henry  after  the  battle,  and  he  was  in  the 
fame  year  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  an  earl  by  the  title  of  earl  of  Derby.     He 

died  in  the  year  1504. 

Edward, 
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Edward,  third  earl  of  Derby,  his  great  grandfon,  was  fuccefiively  in 
favour  with  king  Henry  the  eighth,  king  Edward  the  fixth,  queen  Mary 
and  queen  Elizabeth,  and  is  highly  celebrated  by  the  old  hiftorians  for  his 
extenfive  beneficence  and  hofpitality. 

James,  fcventh  earl  of  Derby,  his  great  grandfon,  diftinguiflied  himfelf 
by  his  loyalty  and  attachment  to  king  Charles  the  firil:  and  king  Charles 
the  fccond,  and  in  the  year  1649  rejected  with  indignation  the  overtures  of 
Oliver  Cromwel,  offering  him  his  own  terms,  if  he  would  deliver  up  the 
ifle  of  Man,  of  which  he  was  lord.  In  an  encounter  near  Wigan  in  the 
county  of  Lancafter  26  Augult  1651,  where  with  fix  hundred  horfe  he 
maintained  a  fight  of  two  hours  againft  three  thoufand  horfe  and  foot  of  the 
enemy,  hi  received  feven  mufquet-fliot  on  his  breaft-plate,  thirteen  blows 
of  a  fword  upon  his  helmet,  and  five  or  fix  wounds,  and  had  two  horfes 
killed  under  him.  He  was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Worcefler 
3  September  1651  ;  and,  being  condemned  by  a  council  of  war,  was 
beheaded  at  Bolton  in  the  county  of  Lancafter  1 5  Odiober  in  the  fame  year. 
He  married  Charlotte,  daughter  to  Claude  de  la  Tremouille  duke  of  Thouars 
and  a  peer  of  France ;  which  lady  diftinguiihed  herfelf  by  her  defence  of 
Latham  Houfe  in  1 644,  and  of  the  ifle  of  Man,  which  was  the  lall  place 
that  furrendered  itfelf  to  Oliver  Cromwel,  in  1651.  From  that  time  fl^e 
was  detained  in  prifon  with  her  young  children  in  extreme  indigence  till  the 
refloration.     She  died  21  March  1663. 

Charles,  eighth  earl  of  Derby,  the  illue  of  this  marriage,  enliflcd  fome 
forces  for  king  Charles  the  frcond  at  the  time  of  tlie  rifing  of  fir  George 
Booth  in  Cliefiiire  Augufl  1659,  and  was  taken  prifoner  before  the  end  of 
the  month.     He  died  21  December  1672. 

James, 
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James,  tenth  earl  of  Derby,  his  fon,  ferved  feveral  campaigns  in  Flanders 
under  king  William  the  third,  and  was  conftituted  by  queen  Anne  lo  June 
1706  chancellor  of  the  duchy  of  Lancafter,  which  office  he  religned  upon 
the  change  of  miniftry  in  171  o.  He  was  farther  appointed  by  king  George 
.the  firil  23  September  171 5  captain  of  the  yeomen  of  the  guards,  which 
office  he  refigned  ^7^3^  and  died   i  February  1736- 

Upon  his  deceafe  the  title  defcended  to  fir  Edward  Stanley  baronet, 
the  fourth  in  defcent  from  Edward  Stanley  of  Bickerftaff  in  the  county 
-of  Lancafter  efquire,  who  was  great  grandfon  of  George  lord  Strange 
in  the  reign  of  king  Richard  the  third,  and  was  created  a  baronet  by 
king  Charles  the  firft  26  June  1627.  At  the  fame  time  the  barony  of 
Strange  and  the  lordfhip  of  the  iile  of  Pvlan  devolved  upon  Jair.es,  fecond 
-duke  of  Athol  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  great  grandfon  in  the  female 
line  of  James,  feventh  earl  of  Derby,  who  had  been  beheaded  by  Oliver 
Cromwel. 

Edward,  eleventh  earl  of  Derby,  mamed  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
iieirefs  of  Robert  Hefketh  of  Rufford  in  the  county  of  Lancafter  efquire ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  22  February  1776,  he  had  ifi'ue,  i.  James,  lord 
Stanley,  commonly  called  lord  Strange,  owing  to  the  circumftance  of  that 
barony's  having  been  for  fome  time  in  difpute  between  the  duke  of  Athol 
and  the  earl  of  Derby.  He  was  an  able  fpeaker,  and  an  adive  member  of 
parliam.ent,  and  16  December  1762  was  conftituted  chancellor  of  the  duchy 
and  county  palatine  of  Lancafter-  He  married  Lucy,  daughter  of  Hugh 
Smith  of  Weald  Hall  in  the  county  of  Effex  efquire,  in  confequence  of 
which  marriage  he  added  to  his  own  the  furname  of  Smith,  By  this  lady, 
who  iiied   5   February  I7|9>    he  had  iffiie,    Elizabeth,    born   1748,    and 

married 
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married  28  July  1773  to  Thomas  Horton  efquirej  Lucy,  born  1750,  and 
married  25  April  1772  to  Jeffery  Hornby  of  Prefton  in  the  county  of 
Lancafter  efquire ;  Edward  Smith,  prefent  and  twelfth  earl  of  Derby ;  and 
Harriet,  born  1756,  and  married  3  June  1778  to  fir  Watts  Horton  of 
Chaderton  in  the  county  of  Leiceiler  baronet.  Lord  Strange  died  i  June 
1771.  2.  Elizabeth,  married  to  fir  Peter  Warburton  of  Arley  in  the 
county  of  Chefter  baronet.  She  died  2  September  1780.  3.  Mary,  bora 
January  171 7.  4.  Jane,,  born  April  1726.  5-  Charlotte,  mar- 
ried to  the  right  honourable  John  Burgoyne,  a  lieutenant  general  of  his 
majefty's  forces,  and  colonel  of  the  fourth  regiment  of  foot.  She  died 
9  June  1776.

FRANCIS  Haftings,  earl  of  Huntingdon,  baron  Haftings  of  Afhby  de 
la  Zouch,  baron  Hungerford  of  Heytelbury,  Newmarch,  Botreaux,  Molins, 
and  Moels  ;  one  of  his  majefly's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  and  a 
fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  13  March  1720,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  13  October  1746.  He  was  appointed 
November  1756  mailer  of  the  horfe  to  the  prince  of  Wales,  now  king 
George  the  third,  in  which  office  he  was  continued  after  his  majefty's 
acceffion,  but  exchanged  it  25  March  1761  for  that  of  groom  of  the  flole. 
He  was  conftituted  29  December  1762  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum 
of  the  Weft  Riding  of  the  county  of  York,  which  office  he  refigned  in 
Auguft  1765,  and  io  Januaiy  1770  he  alfo  refxgned  his  appointment  as 
groom  of  the  ftole  to  the  king. 

The  family  of  Haftings  is  faid  to  derive  its  furname  from  the  port  of 
Haftings  in  the  county  of  Suffex.  The  firft  perfon  mentioned  in  the 
pedigree  is  Robert  de  Haftings,  portgreve  of  Haftings,  and  difpenfator  or 
fteward  to  king  William  the  conqueror.  This  laft  employment  was  here- 
ditary in  his  family  down  to  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  fecond.  Henry, 
fifth  in  defcent  from  Robert,  had  fummons  to  parliament  in  the  reign  of 
king  Henry  the  third  by  the  title  of  lord  Flaftings  of  Afliley  in  the  county 
of  Norfolk.  Henry,  fecond  lord  Haftings,  his  fon,  married  Joan,  daughter 
of  \¥iUiam  de  Cantalupe  baron  of  Bergavenny,    by  which  marriage  the 

titles 
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titles  of  Bergavenny  and  Weisford  were  brought  into  the  family  of  Haftings. 
He  engaged  in  the  party  of  Simon  Montfort  earl  of  Leicefter,  and  fupported 
a  memorable  fiege  in  Kenelworth  Caftle  againft  king  Henry  the  third  1264. 
John,  lord  Haftings  Bergavenny  and  Weisford,  his  fon,  was  conftituted  by 
king  Edward  the  firft  fenefchal  of  Aquitaine,  and  in  right  of  his  grandmother 
Ada,  daughter  of  David  earl  of  Huntingdon  brother  of  Malcolm  the 
fourth  king  of  Scotland,  was  one  of  the  competitors  for  the  Scottifh  throne 
in  the  year  1290.  He  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  William  de  Valence 
earl  of  Pembroke  ;  and  his  grandfon,  Laurence,  was  by  king  Edward  the 
third  13  Odlober  1339  created  earl  of  Pembroke.  John,  fecond  earl  of 
Pembroke,  his  fon,  exercifed  the  office  of  fenefchal  of  Aquitaine,  and 
married,  firft,  Margaret,  daughter  of  king  Edward  the  third,  and,  fecondly, 
Anne,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  the  renowned  fir  Walter  Manny  knight  of 
the  garter.  He  was  the  firft  Englifli  fubjed:  V\ho  imitated  king  Edward 
the  third  in  quartering  arms.  John,  third  earl  of  Pembroke,  his  fon,  was 
killed  in  a  tournament  in  the  year  1389,  and  by  his  death  the  earldom 
became  extinct  ;  but  the  titles  of  Haftings,  Bergavenny  and  Weisford 
defcended  to  Reginald,  lord  Grey  of  Ruthen,  grandfon  of  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  John  lord  Haftings,  who  had  been  competitor  for  the  crown  of 
Scotland. 

Sir  Ralph  de  Haftings,  fixth  in  defcent  from  Thomas,  younger  fon  of 
William,  great  grandfon  of  Robert  fteward  to  William  the  conqueror,  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Nevile's  Crofs  17  Odlober  13.1.6,  in  which  David 
Bruce  king  of  Scotland  was  defeated  and  taken  prifoner  by  Philippa,  confort 
to  king  Edward  the  third.  Sir  Ralph,  his  grandfon,  engaged  in  the  con- 
fpiracy  againft  king  Henrj-  the  fourth,  in  favour  of  Edmund  Mortimer  earl 

Y  of 
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of  March,  the  true  heir  to  the  crown,  and  was  attainted  and  beheaded  in 
the  year  1405. 

Sir  WiUiam  de  Haflings,  his  nephew,  alfo  entered  into  the  oppofition 
to  the  houfe  of  Lancafter,  and  was  by  Icing  Edward  the  fourth  conftituted 
lord  chamberlain  of  his  houfhold,  and  created  baron  Haftings  of  Afliby 
de  !a  Zouch  in  the  county  of  Leicefter.  In  the  year  1462  he  was  appointed 
ambaffador  to  the  court  of  France  ;  and  when,  by  the  rebellion  of  Richard 
earl  of  Warwick,  commonly  called  the  king-maker,  Edward  the  fourth  was 
obliged  to  fly  to  the  continent,  lord  Haflings,  though  he  had  married  the 
fifter  of  Warwick,  accompanied  him  in  his  flight,  and  affifted  with  a  con- 
fiderable  body  of  followers  at  the  decifive  battles  of  Barnet  and  Tewkeibury. 
Upon  the  death  of  Edward  the  fourth,  Jane  Shore,  who  had  been  miftrefs  ' 
to  that  monarch,  became  the  miftrefs  of  lord  Haftings  j  and  this  nobleman, 
appearing  to  be  infurmountably  attached  to  Edward  the  fifth,  the  fon  of 
his  late  mafter,  was  arrefted  by  order  of  Richard  duke  of  Gloucefter,  and 
beheaded  without  form  of  trial  13  June  1483. 

Edward,  fecond  lord  Haftings,  his  fon,  married  Mary,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  Thomas  balT)ri  Hungerford,  Botreaux,  Molins  and  Moels,  in 
whofe  right  thofe  titles  defcended  to  the  family  of  Haftings. 

George,  third  lord  Haftings,  his  fon,  was  by  king  Henry  the  eighth 
created  earl  of  Huntingdon.  He  had  iflue,  i.  Francis,  fecond  earl  of 
Huntingdon,  who  fuccefsfully  exerted  himfelf  in  fuppreffing  the  infur- 
reftion  of  Henry  Grey  duke  of  Suffolk  in  the  reign  of  queen  Mary. 
2.    Edward,    who  was  by   queen    Mary  at  her  accefiion   1553   appointed 

mafter 
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mafter  of  the  horfe,  and  1556  exchanged  that  office  for  the  place  of  lord 
chamberlain  of  the  houfhold.  Upon  his  refignation  of  the  appointment  of 
lord  chamberlain,  he  was  created  19  Januaiy  1558  baron  Haftings  of 
Loughborough  in  the  county  of  Leicefler,  which  title  foon  after  became 
extindl  by  his  death, 

Henry,  fifth  earl  of  Huntingdon,  great  grandfon  of  Francis,  had  iffue, 
i,  Ferdinando,  fixth  earl  of  Huntingdon.  2.  Henry,  who,  together  with 
the  marquis  of  Hertford,  the  earl  of  Northampton,  fir  William  Halford 
and  others,  was  impeached  of  high  treafon  at  the  bar  of  the  lioufe  of  lords, 
for  his  exertions  in  the  royal  caufe,  12  Augufl  1642.  He  was  foon  after 
conftituted  general  of  the  king's  forces  in  the  counties  of  Leicefler,  Derby, 
Nottingham,  Lincoln,  Rutland  and  Stafford,  and  created  23  Odtober  1643 
baron  Haftings  of  Loughborough  in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  which  titles 
expired  with  him         January  1668. 

Theophilus,  feventh  earl  of  Huntingdon,  fon  of  Ferdinando,  was 
originally  among  the  advocates  for  the  bill  of  exclufion  in  the  reign  of  king 
Charles  the  fecond ;  but,  foon  after  changing  his  party,  he  became  a 
faithful  adherent  of  the  duke  of  York,  afterwards  king  James  the  fecond, 
and  was  by  that  monarch  upon  his  acceflion  appointed  captain  of  the  band 
of  gentlemen  penfioners.  After  the  revolution  he  was  excluded  from  the 
benefit  of  the  acfl  of  indemnity ;  and,  upon  advice  of  an  intended  defcent 
from  La  Hogue  in  favour  of  king  James,  committed  to  the  Tower.  He 
died  30  May  1701 . 

Theophilus,  ninth  earl  of  Huntingdon,  his  fon,  married  3  June  1728 
Selina,  daughter  of  Wafliington  fecond  earl  Ferrers ;  which  lady  has  greatly 
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diilinguifhcd  herfelf  by  her  patronage  of  the  religious  fedt  founded  by  the 
reverend  George  Whitfield  in  1727,  and  commonly  called  Methodifts.  By 
this  lady  he  had  iffue,  i.  Francis,  prefent  and  tenth  earl  of  Huntingdon. 
2.  Elizabeth,  born  23  March  1731,  and  married  to  John  Rawdon  earl  of 
Moira  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  mother  to  Francis  lord  Rawdon  of 
the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain.

HENRY  HERBERT,  earl  of  Pembroke  and  Montgomery,  baron 
Herbert  of  Cardiff,  baron  Herbert  of  Shurland,  baron  Rofs  of  Kendal, 
Parr,  Fitzhugh,  Marmion  and  Saint  Quintin ;  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Wilts,  governor  of  Portfmouth,  high  fteward 
of  Salifbury,  colonel  of  the  firft  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  a  general  of  his 
majefty's  forces, 

This  nobleman  was  born  3  July  1734,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  9  January  1751.  He  was  conftituted  lord  lieu- 
tenant and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Wilts  6  April  1756,  and 
November  in  the  fame  year  one  of  the  lords  of  the  bedchamber  to  the 
prince  of  Wales,  now  king  George  the  third.  After  his  majefty's  acceffion 
he  was  reappointed  to  the  fame  office  25  March  1761,  and  refigned  in 
February  1763.  He  was  again  conftituted  one  of  the  lords  of  the  bed- 
chamber "^IT^i  ^^'i  refigned  that  office,  together  with  his  poft 
as  lord  lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Wilts,  1780.  He  was  con- 
ftituted 10  March  1761  a  major  general  of  his  majefty's  forces,  9  May 
1764  colonel  of  the  firft  regiment  of  dragoons,  30  April  1770  lieutenant 
general,  and  26  April  1782  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  general.  He  was 
reappointed  27  March  1782  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the 
county  of  Wilts,  and  29  May  in  the  fame  year  was  made  governor  of 
Portfmouth.

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The  earl  of  Pembroke  married  13  March  1756  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Charles  fecond  duke  of  Marlborough  ;  by  which  lady,  who  was  appointed 
14  January  1783  one  of  the  ladies  of  her  majefty's  bedchamber,  he  has  iflue, 
George,  lord  Herbert,  born  10  September  1759,  who  was  chofen  at  the 
general  eledlions  of  1780  and  1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Wilton 
in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and  vacated  his  feat  in  January  1785.  He  is 
lieutenant  colonel  of  the  fecond  regiment  of  dragoon  guards,  and  married 
8  April  1787  ,    daughter  of  Topham,    grandfon  of  Charles 

firfl  duke  of  Saint  Albans.   - 

Different  genealogies  have  derived  the  family  of  Pembroke  from  Her- 
bert, natural  fon  to  king  Henry  the  firft,  and  from  Henry  Fitzherbert, 
lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfliold  to  that  monarch.  William  Herbert  ap 
Thomas  ap  Gwillem  ap  Jenkin  was  knighted  by  king  Henry"  the  fifth  for 
his  valour  in  the  wars  of  France,  and  married  Gladys,  daughter  of  fir 
David  Gam  ;  by  which  lady  lie  had  iffue,  i.  William.  2.  Sir  Richard  Her- 
bert of  Colebrook  knight,  anceftor  to  the  lords  Herbert  of  Cherbury,  and 
to  the  prefent  earl  Powis.  William,  the  elder  fon,  was  a  firm  adherent  to 
the  houfe  of  York,  and  4  November  1461  was  by  king  Edward  the  fourtl^ 
raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron,  by  the  title  of  lord  Herbert  of  Chepflow, 
Ragland  and  Gower  in  the  principality  of  Wales.  He  was  farther  advanced 
27  May  1468  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Pembroke;  but,  being  fent  with 
Humphrey  earl  of  Devonfhire,  fon  of  Humphrey  Stafford  duke  of  Buck- 
ingham, to  repel  the  infurreftion  of  the  Lancaftrian  party  in  the  North, 
excited  by  fir  John  Coniers  and  others,  and  being  deferted  by  the  earl  of 
Devonfliire  in  confequence  of  fome  mifunderftanding  between  them,  he 
was  defeated  at  the  battle  of  Banbury  26  July  1469  ;  and,  being  taken 
prifoner,  together  with  fir  Richard  his  brother,  was  beheaded  by  order  of 
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Nevlle  earl  of  "Warwick,  and  of  George  duke  of  Clarence,  brother  to  king 
Edward  the  fourth.  William,  fecond  earl  of  Pembroke,  his  fon,  exchanged 
the  title  of  Pembroke  for  that  of  Huntingdon  4  July  1479,  king  Edward 
the  fourth  being  defirous  to  confer  the  former  title  upon  his  fon,  Edward, 
prince  of  Wales,  afterwards  king  Edward  the  fifth.  The  title  of  earl  of 
Huntingdon  became  extindt  at  his  death,  and  that  of  baron  Herbert  of 
Ragland,  Chepftow  and  Gower,  was  carried  into  the  family  of  Somerfet 
duke  of  Beaufort. 

William,  firfl  earl  of  Pembroke,  had  alfo  a  natural  fon,  Richard,  whole 
fon  William  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Rofs  of  Kendal,  Parr, 
Fitzhugh,  Marmlon  and  Saint  Quintin,  and  fifter  to  Catherine  fixth  con- 
fort  to  king  Heniy  the  eighth.  By  this  marriage  the  titles  of  the  father 
defcended  to  the  family  of  Herbert,  and  the  family  itfelf  became  an  objedt 
of  the  protedlion  and  fupport  of  king  Henry.  During  the  reign  of  king 
Edward  the  fixth,  this  William  was  fuccefsfully  employed  in  the  fuppreffion 
of  two  rebellions,  and  was  twice  commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  which 
were  fent  into  Picardy  in  France,  In  confideration  of  thefe  fervices  he  was 
appointed  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the  king,  and  created,  firft,  a  baron  by 
the  title  of  lord  Herbert  of  Cardiff,  and  the  next  day  earl  of  Pembroke. 
Upon  the  death  of  king  Edward  he  declared  in  favour  of  lady  Jane  Grey ; 
but  immediately  after,  altering  his  opinion,  he  was  among  the  firft  that 
formed  a  party  for  proclaiming  queen  Mary,  and  was  employed  with 
fuccefs  in  fuppreffmg  the  rebellion  of  fir  Thomas  Wyat  1554.  At  the 
battle  of  Saint  Quintin  10  Augufl  1557  he  was  commander  in  chief  of  the 
Englifh  forces.  He  was  appointed  in  the  year  1568  lord  fleward  of  the 
houfhold  to  queen  Elizabeth,  but  incurred  feme  degree  of  difplealure 
from  that  princefs  by  the  zeal  with  which  he  promoted  the  intended 
^  marriage 
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marriage  of  Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk  and  Mary  queen  of  Scots.     He  died 
1 6  March  1570. 

This  accomplifhed  courtier  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  governed  by  motives 
of  poHcy  in  the  three  marriages  of  his  fon,  Henry,  aftervv^ards  fecond  earl 
of  Pembroke;  iirft,  with  Catherine,  daughter  of  Henry  Grey  duke  of 
Suffolk,  and  fifter  to  lady  Jane  Grey;  fecondly,  he  having  been  divorced 
from  his  firft  confort,  vv^ith  Anne,  daughter  of  George  fourth  earl  of 
Shrewlbury,  and  fifter  to  Francis  fifth  earl  of  Shrew^fbury,  a  favourite 
counfellor  of  queen  Mary ;  and  laftly,  with  Mary,  daughter  of  fir  Henry 
Sidney  knight  of  the  garter,  fifler  to  fir  Philip  Sidney,  and  niece  to  Robert 
Dudley  earl  of  Leicefter.  The  epitaph  of  the  third  confort  of  Henry, 
fecond  earl  of  Pembroke,  has  been  much  admired.

William,  firft  earl  of  Pembroke,  had  another  fon,  Edward,  anceftor  to  the 
late  marquis  of  Powis. 

William,  third  earl  of  Pembroke,  fon  of  Henry  and  Mary,  was  appointed 
in  the  year  1615  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold  to  king  James  the  firft, 
and  three  years  after  eledled  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford,  and 
"died  10  April  1630.  Philip,  his  brother,  was  by  king  James  the  firft 
created  baron  Herbert  of  Shurland  and   earl   of  Montgomery.     He   was 
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appointed  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfliold  upon  the  acceiTion  of  king 
Charles  the  firft,  and  fucceeded  his  brother  in  the  title  of  earl  of  Pembroke, 
and  the  office  of  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford. 

Thomas,  eightli  earl  of  Pembroke,  his  great  grandfon,  was  in  the  year 
1689  appointed  ambaflador  extraordinary  to  the  United  Provinces,  20  Ja- 
nuary 1690  firft  lord  commillioner  of  the  admiralty,  and  11  March  1691 
lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal.  He  refigned  the  poft  of  firft  lord  of  the 
admiralty  in  March  1692,  and  the  office  of  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal  in 
April  1697,  At  this  time  he  was  firft  plenipotentiary  from  the  court  of 
Great  Britain  for  negociating  the  peace  of  Ryfwic  j  and  in  the  year  1699 
was  conftituted  lord  prefident  of  the  council.  Having  refigned  that 
employment,  he  was  4  April  1701  again  nominated  firft  lord  commillioner 
of  the  admiralty,  and  26  January  in  the  following  year  declared  lord  high 
admiral  of  England,  which  office  he  refigned  in  favour  of  prince  George  of 
Denmark  in  May  1702.  In  the  year  1707  he  was  appointed  lord  lieutenant 
of  the  Icingdom  of  Ireland;  and,  upbn  his  return  from  that  country,  was 
again  conftituted  25  November  1708  lord  high  admiral  of  Great  Britain, 
which  office  he  refigned  in  November  1709.  This  nobleman  has  been 
celebrated  for  his  knowledge  in  the  fcience  of  antiquities,  and  for  the 
admirable  colledlion  of  them  made  by  him  at  his  feat  at  Wilton.  He  had 
ifiTue,  I.  Henry,  ninth  earl  of  Pembroke.  2.  William,  a  major  general 
in  the  army,  who  married  Catherine  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Tewes  of  Aix  la  Chapelle  efquire;  by  which  lady  he  had  illue,  Henr}^, 
lord  Porchefter;  Charles,  born  1743,  who  married  17  July  1775  Caroline, 
daughter  of  Robert  third  duke  of  Manchefter ;  Georgiana,  born  1747; 
and  Caroline,  born  175 1.  William,  the  father,  died  3  March  1757,  and 
earl  Thomas  22  January  1733.   ■ 
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Henry,  ninth  earl  of  Pembroke,  was  appointed  in  the  year  1735  g^'oo^i 
of  the  ftole  to  king  George  the  fecond,  and  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
Richard  Fitzwilliam,  fifth  lord  vifcount  Fitzwilliam  of  the  kingdom  of 
Ireland  j  by  which  lady,  who  died  13  February  1769,  he  had  iffue,  Henry, 
prefent  and  tenth  earl  of  Pembroke.

John  Howard,  earl  of  SufFolk  and  Berkfhire,  vifcount  Andover  of 
Andover,  and  baron  Howard  of  Charlton ;  a  m^jor  general  in  the  army, 
and  colonel  of  the  feventieth  regiment  of  foot. 

This  nobleman  was  born  7  March   1739.     He  fucceeded  to  the  title 

upon   the   death   of 23    February    1783,    and   was   appointed 

16  Auguft  in  that  year  colonel  of  the  feventieth  regiment  of  foot.  He 
was  promoted  28  September  1787  to  the  rank  of  a  major  general  in  the 
arm3^ 

The  earl  of  Suffolk  married  2  July  1774  Julia,  daughter  of  John  Gaf- 
karth  of  Penrith  in  the  county  of  Cumberland  efquire ;  by  which  lady 
he  has  iffue,  i.  Charles  Nevinfon,  vifcount  Andover,  born  13  May  1775. 
2.  Thomas,  born  18  Auguft  1776,  3,  Catherine,  born  27  November 
1779. 

Thomas,  firil  earl  of  SufFolk,  was  the  eidefl  fon  of  Thomas  fourth  duke 
of  Norfolk,  by  his  fecond  wife,  Margaret,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Thomas, 
lord  Audley  of  Walden  in  the  county  of  Effex,  and  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England.  Having  entered  into  the  fea  fervice,  he  diftinguiihed  himfelf 
in  the  memorable  engagement  of  the  Spanifli  armada  1588,  commanded 
a  fquadron  of  fliips  v/hich  was  dcftined  to  attack  the  Spanifli  Plate  fleet 
1595,    and  v/as  admiral  of  the  third  fquadron  of  the   fleet  which  failed 
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againft  Cadiz  1 597,  in  which  year  he  was  created  a  baron  by  the  title  of 
lord  Howard  of  Walden.  Soon  after  the  acceffion  of  king  James  the  firft 
he  was  created  earl  of  Suifolk,  and  appointed  lord  chamberlain  of  the 
houfliold  i  and,  having  refigned  that  office,  he  was  1 1  July  1 6 1 3  con- 
flituted  lord  high  treafarer  of  England,  in  whiclx  employment  he  continued 
till  19  June  161 8,  He  had  iiTue,  i.  Theophilus,  fecond  earl  of  Suifolk, 
whofe  fon,  James,  third  carl  of  Suffolk,  dying  without  ilTue  male,  the  title 
of  lord  Howard  of  Walden,  which  was  a  barony  in  fee,  defcended  to  the 
pofterity  of  Eflex,  his  daughter,  who  married  Edward  Griffin,  lord  Griffin 
of  Braybrook  in  the  county  of  Northampton.  2.  Thomas.  3.  Edward, 
created  in  the  year  1628  lord  Howard  of  Efcricke  in  the  county  of  York,  and 
whofe  grandfon,  Charles,  third  lord  Howard  of  Efcricke,  rendered  himfelf 
infamous  by  becoming  evidence  for  the  crown  in  the  trials  of  William  lord 
RulTel  and  Algernon  Sidney  :  by  his  death  in  1604  the  title  became  extindt. 
4.  Frances,  married,  firft,  to  Robert  Devereux  earl  of  EfTex ;  and,  having 
obtained  a  divorce,  to  Robert  Carr  earl  of  Somerfet :  fhe  was  the  principal 
agent  in  the  poifoning  of  fir  Thomas  Overbury. 

Henry,  fixth  earl  of  Suffolk,  grandfon  of  Theophilus,  was  by  queen 
Anne  created,  during  the  life  time  of  his  father  Henry  fifth  earl  of  Suffolk, 
30  December  1706  baron  of  Chefterford  in  the  county  of  Effex,  and  earl 
of  Bindon  in  the  county  of  Dorfet.  He  was  appointed  14  July  171 7  firft 
lord  commiffioner  of  tx-ade  and  plantations,  and  died  12  September  171 8. 
Upon  the  death  of  his  fon  Charles  William,  feventh  earl  of  Suffolk,  without 
ifiue,  the  titles  of  earl  of  Bindon  and  baron  of  Chefterford  became  extinct. 

Thomas,  fecond  fon  of  Thomas  firft  earl  of  Suffolk,  was  by  king  James 
the  firft  created  baron  Howard  of  Charlton  and  vifcount  Andover,  and  by 

king 
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king  Charles  the  firfl  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Berkfliire.  Soon 
after  the  commencement  of  the  civil  war  he  was  taken  prifoner  by  the  par- 
liamentary forces,  and  committed  to  the  Tower.  Upon  his  releafe  from 
confinement  in  1 643  he  was  appointed  governor  of  Charles  prince  of  Wales, 
afterwards  king  Charles  the  fecond ;  and,  when  the  prince  was  perfuaded  to 
go  into  France,  the  earl  of  Berkfliire  retired  to  his  eftate,  and  died  16  July 
1669.  He  had  iflue,  i.  Charles,  fecond  earl  of  Berkfhire.  2.  Thomas, 
third  earl  of  Berkfhire.  3.  William,  whofe  grandfon,  Henry  Bowes, 
became  fourth  earl  of  Berkfliire,  and  eleventh  earl  of  Suffolk.  4.  Philip. 
5.  Elizabeth,  married  to  the  celebrated  John  Dryden. 

Henry  Bowes,  eleventh  earl  of  Suffolk,  had  illue,  i .  William,  lord 
vifcount  Andover,  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Heneage,  fecond  earl  of 
Aylesford ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  28  May  1777,  he  had  iffue  Henry, 
twelfth  earl  of  Suffolk;  Catherine,  born  6  July  1741  ;  and  Frances,  born 
27  February  1747,  and  married  20  March  1783  to  Richard,  fon  of  fir 
Walter  Wagffaffe  Bagot  of  Blithfield  in  the  county  of  Stafford  baronet, 
and  brother  to  William  lord  Bagot.  He  died  19  July  1756.  2.  Thomas, 
fourteenth  earl  of  Suffolk,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William 
Kingfcote  of  Kingfcote  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter  efquire  ;  by  which 
lady,  who  died  23  June  1769,  he  had  iffue  Diana,  born  23  July  1748, 
and  married  23  November  1782  to  fir  Michael  le  Fleming  of  Rydal  in  the 
county  of  Weftmorland  baronet. 

Henry,  twelfth  earl  of  Suffolk,  was  12  January  1771  appointed  lord 
keeper  of  the  privy  feal^  and,  having  refigned  that  ofiice,  was  12  June 
in  the  fame  year  conflituted  one  of  his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate. 
He  married   14  Augufl  1777  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Heneage,  third  earl  of 

Aylesford ; 
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Aylesford ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  a  pofthumous  fon,  Henry,  thir- 
teenth earl  of  Suffolk,  who  died  two  days  after  he  was  born.  Henry, 
twelfth  earl,  died  6  March  1779. 

Philip,  youngeft  fon  of  Thomas  firft  earl  of  Berkfhire,  had  iffue, 
1.  James,  whofe  daughter  Martha  Maria  married  Charles,  fon  of  John  firfl 
earl  of  Briflol.  2.  Charles,  who  had  iffue  Philip,  who  married  Margaret, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  Francis  Screen  of  Edinburgh  gentleman  j  by  which 
lady,  who  died  5  April  1787,  he  had  iffue  John,  prefent  and  fifteentli  eail 
of  Suffolk;  Philip,  born  17  May  1741,  a  lieutenant  in  the  royal  navy;  and 
Mary,  late  bedchamber  woman  to  the  princefs  Amelia,  daughter  of  king 
George  the  fecond.

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CECIL,      EARL      OF     SALISBURY. 

JAMES  CECIL,  earl  of  Saliibury,  vifcount  Cranbourn  of  Cranbourn, 
and  baron  Cecil  of  EiTingdon  ;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy 
council,  lord  chamberlain  of  his  majefty's  houfhold,  lord  lieutenant  and 
cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Hertford,  colonel  of  the  militia  of  that 
county,  and  high  fteward  of  the  borough  of  Hertford. 

This  nobleman  was  born  i  September  1748.  He  was  appointed 
I  March  1771  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Hert- 
ford, elected  1774  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Great  Bedwin  in  the  county 
of  Wilts,  and  1780  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Plympton  in  the  county  of 
Devon,  and  of  Launcefton  in  the  county  of  Cornwal.  He  was  appointed 
September  1780  treafurer  of  his  majefty's  houftiold,  and  fucceeded  to 
the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  of  the  fame  month.  He  refigned 
the  office  of  treafurer  upon  the  change  of  miniftry  in  March  1782,  and 
was  farther  promoted  26  December  1783  to  be  lord  chamberlain  of  his 
majefty's  houftiold. 

The  earl  of  Salift)ury  married  2  December  1773  Mary  Amelia,  daughter 
of  Wills  earl  of  Hilft)orough  ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iftue,  Georgiana 
Cha;-lotta  Augufta,  born  20  March  1786, 

Robert,    firft  earl  of  Salifbury,    was  the  younger  ion  of  William  lord 

Burleigh,  fecretary  of  ftate  and  lord  high  treafurer  of  England  in  the  reign 

of  queen  Elizabeth.     This  Robert  was  in  great  favour  with  that  princefs, 

-7  ^nd 
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and  was  appointed  in  the  year  1596  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate. 
In  the  clofe  of  her  reign  he  went  over  to  France,  in  order  to  negociate  a 
peace  between  the  courts  of  France  and  Spain ;  and  for  feme  years  main- 
tained a  fecret  correfpondence  with  king  James  the  fixth  of  Scotland ;  by 
v/hom,  after  his  acceffion  to  the  Englifh  crown,  he  was  fucceilively 
created  baron  Cecil,  vifcount  Cranbourn  and  earl  of  Saliibury.  From  the 
death  of  queen  Elizabeth  he  was  fole  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  the  year  1608 
was  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  lord  high  treafurer  of  England,  and  died 
24  May  1612.  He  has  been  confidered  as  a  ftatefman  of  confummate 
ability,  and  was  the  lafl  furvivor  of  the  great  minifters  of  queen  Elizabeth. 

James,  third  earl  of  Salifbury,  his  great  grandfon,  was  one  of  the  ftre- 
nuous  fupporters  of  the  bill  for  excluding  the  duke  of  York  from  fucceeding 
to  the  throne  of  Great  Britain.  He  had  ifTue,  i.  James,  fourth  earl  of 
Salifbury.  2.  Charles,  eleded  bhhop  of  Briflol  in  the  year  1732,  and 
tranflated  to  the  fee  of  Bangor  in  1734-     He  died  29  May  1737. 

James,  fourth  earl  of  Salilbur}%  became  a  convert  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion,  and  was  in  the  year  1688  prefented  as  a  popifh  recufant 
by  the  grand  jury  of  the  county  of  Middlefex.  In  the  following  year  it 
was  refolved  by  the  houfe  of  commons,  that  the  earl  of  Salifbury,  and 
Henry  fecond  earl  of  Peterborough,  fhould  be  impeached  of  high  treafon 
for  departing  from  their  allegiance  and  being  reconciled  to  the  church  of 
Rome;  but  the  profecution  was  waved.  He  was  afterwards  fufpedted  of 
engaging  in  a  projedl  for  the  reftoration  of  king  James  the  fecond,  and  died 
December  1694- 

James,  fixth  earl  of  Salifburj',  his  grandfon,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Edward  Keet  of  the  city  of  Canterbury  efquirc ;  by  which  lady,  who

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died  3  February  1776,    he  had  iflue  James,   prefent  and  feventh  earl  of 
Salifbury.

BROWNLOW  CECIL,  earl  of  Exeter  and  baron  of  Burleigh ;  dodlor 
of  laws,  and  a  fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  21  September  1725.  He  was  chofen  1747  to 
reprefent  the  county  of  Rutland,  and  the  borough  of  Stamford  in  the  county 
of  Lincoln,  and  made  his  election  for  the  former,  for  which  he  was  again 
returned  to  parliament  at  the  general  eledion  1754.  He  was  conftituted 
22  June  1752  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Rut- 
land, and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  3  Novem.ber 
1754-  He  refigned  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Rutland 
in  March  1779- 

The  earl  of  Exeter  married  24  June  1749  Letitia,  daughter  and  heirefs 
of  Horatio,  fon  of  Horatio  firil  lord  vifcount  Townfhend  ;  which  lady  died 
17  April  1756. 

The  name  of  Cecil  has  been  varioufly  written,  Sitfilt,  Sicelt,  Cyflel,  and 
Cecyl.  The  antiquarians  profefs  to  trace  the  genealogy  of  the  family  as 
high  as  the  reign  of  king  William  the  fecond  ;  but  no  perfon  made  any 
confiderable  figure  among  them,  till  the  celebrated  Cecil  lord  Burleigh  in 
the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth.  Sir  John  Sitfilt  in  the  year  1333  maintained 
a  controverfy  with  fir  William  Faknaham  concerning  a  banner  at  arms, 
which  was  decided  in  his  favour  by  king  Edward  the  third.  David, 
the  grajidfather  of  lord    Burleigh,    was   an   alderman  of  the  borough  of 

Stamford 
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Stamford  In  the  county  of  Lincoln ;  and  Richard,  his  father,  was  a  page 
of  the  crown,    and  groom  of  the  wardrobe  to  king  Henry   the  eighth. 
William,    his    fon,    was   early  admitted    into    the  family   of  the   duke   of 
Somerfet,  lord  protedlor  In  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  fixth,  and  was 
appointed  fecretary  of  flate  to  that  prince  in  the  year  1552.      In  the  fub- 
fequent  reign  he  was  in  favour  with  queen  Mary,  and  enjoyed  a  perie(£l 
•intimacy  with  cardinal  Pole,  bifhop  Tonftal  and  her  other  minifters.     But 
his  predileiflion  was  for  the  proteflant  religion ;    and  accordingly,   having 
made  his  court  to  the  princefs  Elizabeth,   he  was  immediately  upon   her 
acceilion  reftored  to  the  office  of  fecretary  of  ftate.     By  that  queen  he  was 
at  length  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  baron  Burleigh-j  and,  having  refigned  the 
office  of  fecretary  of  ftate,  was  in  the  year  1572  conftituted  lord  high  trea- 
furer  of  England,  which  office  he  retained,  with  great  reputation  for  pro- 
bity,  fagacity,    and  juftice,    to   the  period   of  his   death    8  Augufl   1598. 
Lord    Burleigh    was   twice    married.      By  his   iirft  marriage  he    had   IlTue 
Thomas,  afterwards  earl  of  Exeter  j  and  by  his  fecond  marriage  Robert, 
afterwards  earl  of  Salifbury. 

Thomas,  fecond  lord  Burleigh,  was  created  earl  of  Exeter  on  the  fame 
day  that  his  brother,  Robert  Cecil,  fecretary  of  flate,  and  afterwards  lord 
high  treafurer  of  England,  was  created  earl  of  Salilbury.  He  had  ilfue, 
I.  William,  fecond  earl  of  Exeter.  2.  Richard,  father  of  David  third 
earl  of  Exeter.  3.  Edward,  who  drftinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  milit.ir)' 
profeffion,  having  made  tlilrty-five  campaigns  in  the  Netherlands,  ftveral 
of  them  with  the  rank  of  commander  in  chief  of  the  Englifli  forces  :  he  was 
created  9  November  1625  baron  Cecil  of  Putney  in  the  county  of  Surrey, 
and  25  July  in  the  following  year  vifcount  Wimbleton.  L^pon  his  death 
16  November  1638  his  titles  became  extinft. 

A  a  2  William, 
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William,  fecond  earl  of  Exeter,  had  ilTue  William,  who  in  right  of  his 
mother  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Edward  third  earl  of  Rutland, 
"bore  the  titles  of  lord  Roos  of  Hamlake,  Trufbut,  and  Eelvoir,  and  was 
ambaflador  to  the  emperor  of  Germany  in  the  year  1616.  Upon  his  death 
thefe  titles  reverted  to  the  earls  of  Rutland.  * 

John^  fifth  earl  of  Exeter,  grandfon  of  David  third  earl  of  Exeter,  dif- 
tinguifhed  himfelf  by  his  patronage  of  Matthew  Prior.  He  refufed  to  take 
the  oaths  at  the  revolution  in  1688,  and  died  29  Augufl  1700. 

Brownlow,  eighth  earl  of  Exeter,  his  grandfon,  married  Hannah  Sophia, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  Thomas  Chambers  of  the  borough  of  Derby  efquire ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  30  April  1765,  he  had  iffue,  i.  Brownlow, 
prefent  and  ninth  earl  of  Exeter.  2.  Thomas  Chambers,  who  married 
Charlotte,  daughter  of  Gornier ;    by  which  lady  he  had  ilTue 

Henry,  born  14  March  1754,  and  elected  to  the  two  lafl  and  prefent  par- 
liaments for  the  borough  of  Stamford  in  the  county  of  Lincoln.  He  mar- 
ried 23  May  1776  ,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Thomas  Vernon 
of  Hanbury  in  the  county  of  Worcefter  efquire.     Thomas,  his  father,  died 

Auguft  1778.  3.  Elizabeth,  born  22  July  1729,  and  married  19  May 
1757  to  John  Chaplyn  of  Blankney  in  the  county  of  Lincoln  efquire.

SPENCER  COMPTON,  earl  of  Northampton  and  baron  Compton  of 
Compton,    lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos   rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Nor- 
thampton, recorder  of  the  town  of  Northampton,  and  perpetual  prefident 
of  the  Northamptonfhire  Infirmary. 

This  nobleman  was   born  ^73°*      ^^   was   appointed 

25  November  1760  one  of  the  grooms  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  April  1763.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death 
of  his  brother  18  Odober  in  the  fame  year,  and  19  July  1771  was 
conftituted  lord  lieutenant  and  cuHos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Nor- 
thampton. 

The   earl   of  Northampton    married,    finl,    Jane,    daughter   of   Henry

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The  family  of  Compton  is  defcended  from  Turchil,  a  perfon  of  con- 
fiderable  confequence  in  the  reigns  of  king  Edward  the  confeffor  and  king 
William  the  conqueror,  and  reputed  earl  of  the  county  of  Warwick,  being, 
as  it  has  been  afferted,  the  fxfth  in  defcent  from  the  celebrated  Guy  earl 
of  Warwick,  who  fiourifhed  in  the  clofe  of  the  ninth  century,  Ofbert,  the 
fon  of  Turchil,  alTumed  the  furname  of  Compton.  William,  his  defcen- 
dant,  was  a  great  favourite  with  king  Henry  the  eighth,  being  the  com- 
panion of  that  monarch  in  all  his  tournaments  and  feats  of  chivalry.  In 
the  year  1510  he  w^as  appointed  chief  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber,  the 
office  which  now  bears  the  appellation  of  groom  of  the  flole,  to  that 
mo.rarch;  and  6  November  151 3  v/as  conflituted  lord  high  chancellor  of 
Ireland  for  life.  He  died  30  June  1528.  Henry,  his  grandfon,  was  by 
queen  Elizabeth  created  baron  Compton  of  Compton  in  the  county  of  War- 
wick. William  fecond  lord  Compton,  his  fon,  was  by  king  James  the 
iirft  created  earl  of  Northampton,  and  died  24  June  1630. 

Spencer,  fecond  earl  of  Northampton,  his  fon,  diftinguifhed  himfelf  by 
many  brilliant  anions  in  the  fervice  of  king  Charles  the  firft.  Being  fent 
to  the  relief  of  the  town  of  Stafford,  and  having  accompliflied  that  objedr, 
he  with  a  thoufand  men  engaged  more  than  two  thoufand  of  the  enemy  in 
the  battle  of  Hopton  Heath  19  March  1643.  In  this  engagement  the 
enemy  was  totally  defeated  ;  but,  the  royalifts  being  too  eager  in  the 
purfuit,  the  earl  of  Northampton  was  furrounded.  He  refufed  the  quarter 
which  was  offered  him,  having  always  given  it  as  his  opinion,  "  that, 
*'  if  he  outlived  thefe  wars,  he  was  certain  never  to  have  fo  noble  a  death." 
The  five  elder  fons  of  the  earl  of  Northampton  alfo  dilfinguiflned  themfelves 
in  the  fervice  of  king  Charles  the  firfl,  particularly  fir  Charles,  his  fecond 
fon,    by  the  adlion  of  furprifing   Beefton  Caftle  in  the  county  of  Cheiler 

with 
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with  the  afliflance  of  only  fix  men  j  and  fir  WilUam,  his  third  fon,  by  the 
obftinate  fiege  he  endured  in  the  town  of  Banbury,  and  by  the  afliftance  he 
afforded  to  the  royahft:s  at  the  fiege  of  Colchefter.  He  was  indefatigable 
in  his  endeavours  to  effect  the  reftoration  of  the  royal  family,  and  was 
appointed  immediately  after  that  event  mafter  general  of  the  office  of  ord- 
nance for  life.  He  died  18  Odtober  1663.  Henry,  the  youngeft  fon, 
embraced  the  clerical  profeffion,  was  eledled  10  November  1674  lord 
bifliop  of  Oxford,  and  December  in  the  following  year  tranflated  to  the 
fee  of  London.  He  greatly  diftinguifhed  himfelf  by  the  noble  fland  he 
made  in  favour  of  the  proteftant  religion,  in  oppofition  to  the  proceedings 
of  king  James  the  fecond.  Having  refufed  to  cenfure,  at  the  king's  com- 
mand, dodlor  John  Sharp,  afterwards  archbifhop  of  York,  for  preaching 
againft  the  difpenfing  power,  he  was  16  September  1686  fufpended  from 
his  epifcopal  office,  and  again  reftored  23  September  16S8.  He  was  one 
of  the  two  bifhops  that  voted  in  the  houfe  of  peers  for  the  vacancy  of  the 
throne,  and  for  fupplying  it  with  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange ;  and 
died  7  July  1 7 1 3 . 

James,  third  earl  of  Northampton,  the  eldeil  fon,  was  not  lefs  con- 
fpicuous  on  the  royal  fide  during  the  civil  ^.var  than  his  brothers  had  been. 
He  was  wounded  in  the  battle  in  which  his  father  was  killed,  and  1 2  April 
in  the  fame  year  gave  a  fignal  defeat  to  a  party  of  the  parliamentarians  at 
Middleton  Cheney  in  the  county  of  Northampton.  He  comnianded  the 
horfe  at  the  firfi.  battle  of  Newberry  20  September  in  the  fame  year,  and 
30  June  in  the  following  year  greatly  contributed  to  the  royal  fuccefs 
at  Cropredy  Bridge.  He  raifed  the  fiege  of  Banbury  15  Odober  1744, 
and  25  June  1675  was  conftituted  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London. 
He  died    15    December   1681,    leaving  iffue,    i.  George,    fourth   earl   of 

Northampton. 
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Northampton.  2.  Spencer,  eledled  17 14  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons. He  was  appointed  in  the  year  1722  paymafler  general  of  his 
majefly's  forces ;  and,  having  refigned  the  office  of  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of 
commons,  was  created  1727  baron  Wilmington  of  Wiknington  in  the 
county  of  SufTex,  and  1730  vifcount  Pevenfey  and  earl  of  Wilmington. 
He  was  conflituted  8  May  in  that  year  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  and 
31  December  exchanged  that  office  for  that  of  lord  prefident  of  the 
council.  Finally,  he  was  conftituted,  upon  the  refignation  of  fir  Robert 
Walpole,  February    1742,   firfl   lord   commiffioner  of  the    treafury  j 

and,  dying  ^743>  ^^^  titles  became  extindl. 

George,  fourth  earl  of  Northampton,  refufing  to  enter  into  the  meafures 
of  king  James  the  fecond,  was  deprived  of  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  and 
cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Warwick  in  December  1687.     He  was 
conftituted  in  the  year  1712  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London,  which  office 
he  refigned  in   1717,  and  died   15  April  1727.     He  had  iffue,     i.  James, 
fifth  earl  of  Northampton,  who  married  Elizabeth,  grand  daughter  of  Robert 
firft  earl  Ferrers,  and  in  her  own  right  baronefs  de  Ferrars  of  Chartley, 
Bourchier,  Lovaine,    and  BafiTet  of  Drayton  ;    by   which  lady,    who  died 
13  March   1741,  he  had  iffiie,     i.  Charlotte,  confort  of  George  vifcount 
Townfhend,  nov/  marquis  Townfhend  of  Rainham,  who  died  3  September 
1770.      2.  George,    fixth  earl  of  Northampton,    who  died  6   December 
1758,  having  married  Frances,  daughter  of  the  reverend  Payne  3 

which  lady  furviving  him,  was  married,  fecondly,  December  1761  to 
Claudius  Amyand  efquire.  3.  Charles,  who  was  conftituted  16  January

BASIL  FIELDING,  earl  of  Denbigh,  vifcount  Fielding,  baron 
Fielding  of  Newnham  Paddox,  and  baron  Saint  Liz ;  earl  of  the  county 
of  Defmond,  vifcount  Callan  and  baron  Fielding  of  Lecaghe  in  the  kingdom 
of  Ireland ;  count  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  ;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft 
honourable  privy  council,  and  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bed- 
chamber. 

This  nobleman  was  born  3  January  171 9.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  2  Auguft  1755,  and  was  appointed  in  the 
year  176 1  mafter  of  the  harriers  and  fox  hounds  to  the  king,  and  22  April 
1763  one  of  the  lords  of  the  bedchamber.  The  office  of  mafter  of  the 
harriers  was  fupprefled  by  ad:  of  parliament  in  the  year  1782. 

The  earl  of  Denbigh  married,  firft,  12  April  1757  Mary,  daughter  of 
fir  John  Bruce  Cotton  of  Connington  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon  baronet ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  14  Odlober  1782,  he  has  iffue,  i.  William 
Robert  lord  vifcount  Fielding,  born  15  June  1760,  promoted  31  December 

1782  to  be  a  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  army,  and  eleded  1780  and  1784 
to,  reprefent  the  borough  of  Beeralfton  in  the  county  of  Devon.  2.  Charles, 
born  20  December  1 76 1.     The  earl  of  Denbigh  married,  fecondly,  21  July 

1783  ,  relid;  of  fir  Charles  Halford  of  Wiftow  in  the  county  of 
Leicefter  baronet.

The  family  of  Fielding  claims  to  be  defcended  from  the  counts  of  Hapf- 
burg  in  Germany,  being  the  fame  origin  as  that  of  the  illufbrious  houfe  of 
Auflria,  which  formerly  occupied  the  fovereignties  of  Spain  and  the  empire, 
and  was  conceived  to  threaten  the  liberties  of  Europe.  Rodolph,  count 
of  Hapfburg,  was  eled:ed  emperor  of  Germany  in  the  year  1273;  and 
Geoffrey,  alfo  claiming  the  titles  of  count  of  Hapfburg,  Lauffenberg  and 
Rhinfelden,  being  opprelled  by  the  great  power  of  Rodolph,  fled  into 
England  a  fliort  time  previous  to  that  event,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry 
the  third.  William,  the  fourth  in  defcent  from  Geoffrey,  attached  himfelf 
to  the  caufe  of  the  houfe  of  Lancafler,  and  was  killed  in  the  battle  of 
Tewkefbuiy  4  May  1471.  He  married  Agnes,  daughter  and  heirefs  of 
John  Saint  Liz,  a  branch  of  the  noble  family  of  Saint  Liz,  earls  of  Nor- 
thampton and  Huntingdon.  William,  the  fixth  in  defcent  from  this 
marriage,  wedded  Sufan,  iiffer  to  George  Villiers,  firft  duke  of  Bucking- 
ham, and  to  this  circumffance  the  family  owes  its  prefent  diftindlion.  By 
king  James  the  flrff  he  was  firft  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  and 
a  vifcount,  and  two  years  after  was  created  earl  of  Denbigh.  He  com- 
manded in  feveral  naval  expeditions,  and,  upon  the  breaking  out  of  the 
civil  war,  engaged  in  the  party  of  king  Charles  the  firil.  He  was  mor- 
tally wounded  in  a  fkirmifli  between  the  royaliils  and  parliamentarians 
near  Birmingham,  and  died  8  April  1643.  By  his  countefs  he  had  iffue, 
I.  Bafil,  fecond  earl  of  Denbigh.  2.  George.  3.  Elizabeth,  married 
to  Lewis  Boyle,  vifcount  Boyle  of  Kinalmeaky  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 
and  created  in  the  year  .1660  countefs  of  Guildford  in  the  county  of  Surrey 
for  life. 

Bafil,  fecond  earl  of  Denbigh,   was  with  his  uncle  the  duke  of  Buck- 
ingham at   the  time  of  his  afHilh nation  j    and,  the   duke  having  received 
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notice  of  a  defign  upon  his  life,  this  nobleman,  then  vifcount  Fielding, 
requefled  permiffion  to  difguife  himfelf  in  fuch  a  manner  as  that,  he- 
might  be  miftaken  for  his  uncle.  U}X)n  the  commencement  of  the 
civil  Vv'ar  he  engaged  on  the  fide  of  the  paHiament,  and  he  and  his  father 
fought  in  the  two  c-ppofite  armies  at  the  battle  of  Edgehil.  23  Oftobep 
1742.  Having  concurred  in  the  reiloration,  he  was  by  king  Charles  the- 
fecond  created. baron  Saint  Lizj  and  died  38.  November  1675. 

George,  fecond  fon  of  William  firfi;'  earL  of  Denbigh,  was  by  king 
James  the  ffrfl  22  November  1622  created  baron  Fielding  of  Lecaghe, 
vifcount  Callan  and  earl  of  Defmond  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;  and  had 
iffue,  I.  William,  fecond  earl  of  Defmond,  and  third  earl  of  Denbigh.- 
2.  John,  who  had  iffue  Edmund,  a  lieutenant  general  in  the  army,  and, 
father  of  Henry,  the  celebrated  author  of  Tom  Jones. , 

Bafil,  fourth  earl  of  Denbigh,  fon  of  William  third  earl  of  Denbigh,:., 
had  iiTue,  i .  William,  fifth  earl  of  Denbigh,  who  married  Ifabella, 
daughter  of  Peter  de  Jonghe  of  the  province  of  Utrecht  in  the  republic  of 
the  United  Provinces;  by  which  lady,  who  died  16  May  1769,  he  had 
iffue  Bafil,  prefent  and  fixth  earl  of  Denbigh.  2.  Charles,  who  married 
Mar)',  daughter  of  fir  Thomas  Palmer  of  Wingham  in  the  county  of 
Kent  baronet  J  by  which  lady,  who  died  16  February  1743,  he  had  iffiie

He  fucceeded   to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  26  April  1774. 

The  earl  of  Weftmorland  married  20  May  1782  ,  daughter  and 

lieirefs  of  Robert  jSiiiid^^  Ofterley  Park  of  the  county  of  Midlefex  efquire  ^ 
■by  which  lady  he  has  illue,  i.  A  fon,  born  2  February  1784.  2.  A 
daughter,  born  12  March  1785.     3.  A  daughter,  born  17  March  1786. 

The  family  of  Fane,  originally  written  Vane,  has  been  traced  by  the 
antiquarians  beyond  the  time  of  William  the  conqueror.  Henry  Vane  in 
the  time  of  kin?  Edward  the  third  was  kniehted  for  his  valiant  behaviour 
at  the  battle  of  Poitiers  19  September  1356.  John,  his  great  grandfon, 
had  iffue  Richard,  ancellor  to  the  earls  of  Weftmorland  ;  and  John, 
anceftor  to  the  earls  of  Darlington.  Thomas,  grandfon  of  Richard,  was 
engaged  in  the  rebellion  of  fir  Thomas  Wyat  1554,  and  committed  pri- 
foner  to  the  Tower,  but  was  pardoned  by  queen  Mary.  He  married 
Mary,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Henry  lord  Abergavenny,  v/ho  upon  the 
death  of  her  father  inherited  the  barony  of  Le  Defpencer.  Francis,  the 
eldefl  fon  of  this  marriage,  was  by  king  James  the  firfl  created  baron  Burg- 
.herfh  and  earl  of  Weftmorland,  and  had  ilTue,    i.  Mildmay,   fecond  earl 
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of  Weflmorland,  who,  upon  ttae  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war,  took  part 
with  king  Charles  the  firft,  but  in  1643  fubmitted  to  the  parliamentary 
leaders.     2.  Francis.     , 

Vere,  fourth  earl  of  Weilmorland,  grandfon  of  Mildmay  fecond  earl  of 
Weflmorland,  had  iffue,  i.  Vere,  fifth  earl  of  Weftmorland,  2.  Thomas, 
fixth  earl  of  Weflmorland,  who  was  conflituted  19  May  171 9  firfl  lord 
commifTioner  of  trade  and  plantations,  which  office  he  refigned  in  May 
1735,  and  died  4  June  1736..  3.  John,  feventh  earl  of  Weftmorland, 
who  ferved  in  the  wars  of  John  duke  of  Marlborough,  and  was  created 
4  O(£lober  1733  lord  Catherlough  of  Catherlough  in  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land. He  was  eledled  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford  3  July  1759, 
and  died  26  Augufl  1762.  Upon  his  death  the  Irilh  peerage  became 
extind ;  the  barony  of  Le  Defpencer  defcended  to  fir  Francis  Dafhwood  of 
Weft  Wycombe  in  the  county  of  Buckingham  baronet,  only  fon  of  Rachel 
his  iifler,  and  the  titles  of  baron  Burgherfh  and  earl  of  Weflmorland 
devolved  upon  Thomas,  great  grandfon  of  Francis,  younger  fon  of  Francis 
firft  earl  of  Weflmorland. 

Francis,  his  great  grandfather,,  had  ifl'ue,..  I.  Francis,  fither  of  Henry, 
whofe  fon,  Thomas,  became  eighth  earl  of  Weflmorland.  2.  Henry,  father 
of  Charles,  created  19  Odlober  17 14  baron  of  Loughaire  and  vifcount  Fane 
of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;,  which  titles  are  extinCl. . 

Thomas,   eighth  earl  of  Weflmorland,    married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
William  Swymmer  of  the  city  of  Briflol  merchant ;  by  which  lady,  who .

John,   ninth  earl  of'Weflmorland,  married,  firft,  Augufta,  grand  daughter 
x)f  Robert  firfl  duke  of  Ancafter ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iiTue,     i .  John, 
•prefent  and  tenth  earl -of  Weftmorland.     2.  Thomas,  born  6  July  1760, 
■appointed  15  May  178^  captain  and  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  Coldflream 
regiment  of  foot  guards,  and  eleded  in   1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of 
^Lyme  Regis  in  the  county  of  Dorfet.     3.  Augufla,    born    18  September 
1761,  and  married   12  July  1781  to  William,  fon  of  the  reverend  fir  Wil- 
liam Lowther  of  Swillington  in  the  county  of  York  baronet.     The  earl  of 
Wefrmorland  married,  fecondly,   Sufan,  daughter  of  Cofmo   George,   third 
duke  ef  Gordon  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;   -by  which  lady,  who  died 
12   November    1782,    he   had   iiTue,      i.   Sufan,    born    3    Odober   1768.

CHARLES  HENRY,  earl  of  Peterborough  and  Monmouth, 
vifcount  Mordaunt  of  Avalon,  baron  Mordaunt  of  Turvcy,  and  baron 
Mordaunt  of  Ryegate. 

This  nobleman  was  born  11  May  1758-  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  i  Auguft  1779. 

The  family  of  Mordaunt  is  in  the  liil  of  thofe  perfons  who  came  over  to 
England  with  William  the  conqueror.  Sir  John  Mordaunt  in  the  reign  of 
king  Henry  the  feventh  embraced  the  profeffion  of  the  law,  and  was  chan- 
cellor of  the  duchy  and  county  palatine  of  Lancafter ;  and  John,  his  fon, 
had  fummons  to  parliament  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth  by  the 
title  of  baron  Mordaunt  of  Turvey  in  the  county  of  Bedford.  John,  fecond 
lord  Mordaunt,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the  firft  of  thof;  who  oppofed  them- 
felves  to  the  pretenfions  of  lady  Jane  Grey ;  and  Henry,  fourth  lord  Mor- 
daunt, grandfon  of  John  fecond  lord  Mordaunt,  was  imprifoned  in  die 
Tower,  and  fined  in  the  court  of  Star-chamber,  upon  fufpicion  of  being 
privy  to  the  gunpowder  plot. 

John,  fifth  lord  Mordaunt,  his  fon,  was  by  king  Charles  the  fir/1: 
created  earl  of  Peterborough,  and  was  converted  from  the  Roman  Catholic 
religion,  in  which  he  had  been  educated,  by  do<flor  James  Uflier,  afterwards 
archbiHiop  of  Armagh.  He  was  appointed  general  of  the  ordnance  and 
colonel  of  a  regiment  of  foot  in  the  army  raifcd  by  the  parliament  againrt: 
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king  Charles   the  firft,    and  died   i8  June   1642,   leaving  iiTue  two  fons, 
Henry  and  John. 

Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Peterborough,  warmly  embraced  the  caufe  of  king 
Charles  the  firll,  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Newberry,  and  was  one 
of  the  leaders  in  the  infurredlion  of  Rich  earl  of  Holland  in  1648,  the 
objedt  of  which  was  to  refcue  that  monarch  from  imprifonment.  Upon 
the  acceffion  of  king  James  the  fecond  he  was  appointed  his  majefty's 
groom  of  the  ftole;  and,  foon  after  the  revolution,  he,  together  with 
James  fourth  earl  of  Salifbury,  was  threatened  with  an  impeachment  of 
hi^h  treafon  for  bein?  reconciled  to  the  church  of  Rome. 

John,  younger  fon  of  John  firft  earl  of  Peterborough,  was  the  moft 
adive  of  all  the  partizans  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  during  the  ufurpation 
of  Oliver  Cromwel.  He  was  brought  to  his  trial  before  a  high  court  of 
juilice  eredled  for  that  purpofe  in  the  year  1658,  and  narrowly  efcaped  with 
his  life.  But,  undifmayed  by  this  danger,  he  immediately  renewed  his 
intrigues  in  favour  of  the  royal  family ;  and,  as  a  reward  for  his  fervices,  was 
created  in  the  following  year  baron  Mordaunt  of  Ryegate  and  vifcount  Mor- 
daunt  of  Avalon.  He  died  5  June  1675,  leaving  iffue,  i.  Charles,  fecond 
vifcount  Mordaunt  of  Avalon.  2.  Harry,  father  of  the  late  fir  John  Mor- 
daunt, knight  of  the  bath,  who  commanded  the  land  forces  defigned  for  the 
redudlion  of  Rochefort  in  France  in  September  1757.  Harry,  his  father, 
died  4  January  1720.  3.  Ofmond,  killed  at  the  battle  of  the  Boyne 
I  July  1690. 

Charles,    fecond   vifcount   Mordaunt   of  Avalon,    entered   into   the   fea 
fervice  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  and  particularly  difiinguifhed  himfelf  at  Tan- 
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giers,  when  it  was  befieged  by  the  Moors  in  the  year  1684.  Difliking  the 
meafurcs  of  king  James  the  fecond,  he  v/ent  over  to  Holland,  and  was  among 
thofe  who  were  principally  trufled  and  confulted  by  the  prince  of  Orange, 
afterwards  king  William  the  third.  He  landed  at  Torbay  with  that  prince 
at  the  period  of  the  revolution,  was  conftituted  8  April  1689  ^''^  ^^''^ 
commiffioner  of  the  treafury,  and  the  following  day  created  earl  of  the 
county  of  Monmouth.  He  refigned  the  office  of  firfl  lord  of  the  treafury 
in  March  1690,  and  fucceeded  to  the  family  honours  as  third  earl  of 
Peterborough  19  June  1697.  In  the  reign  of  queen  Anne  he  was  declared 
March  1705  commander  in  chief  of  her  majefly's  forces  in  the  king- 
dom of  Spain,  and  joint  admiral  of  the  fleet  dellined  for  that  country. 
He  undertook  this  expedition  principally  at  his  own  expence ;  and,  though 
mean  and  deformed  in  his  perfon,  was  endowed  with  a  difpolition  the  moft 
ardent,  intrepid  and  generous.  Immediately  upon  his  arrival  in  Spain 
he  commenced  with  fuccefs  the  fiege  of  Barcelona,  and  the  governor 
propofed  to  furrcnder.  During  the  negociation,  his  German  allies  forced 
the  gates  on  one  fide  of  the  town,  and  began  a  general  pillage.  Lord  Peter- 
borough, informed  of  this  circumflance,  defired  to  be  admitted  at  the 
oppoiite  gate;  and,  having  driven  out  the  Germans,  returned  to  his  former 
ftation,  in  order  to  complete  the  terms  of  furrender.  In  the  following 
year  the  French,  headed  by  king  Philip  the  fifth  in  perfon,  endeavoured  to 
retake  Barcelona  ;  but  lord  Peterborough  obliged  them  to  raife  tlie  fiege, 
and  retreat  with  fo  much  precipitation,  as  to  leave  their  ammunition,  their 
provifions,  and  their  fick  and  wounded  men  behind  them,  the  latter  of 
which,  from  a  knowledge  of  his  character,  were  recommended  by  marechal 
de  TefiTe,  the  French  general,  to  the  earl  of  Peterborough's  clemency. 
Finally,  he  overran  Catalonia,  Valencia  and  Arragon,  with  part  of  Murcia 
and  Caflile ;  crowned  king  Charles  the  third  in  his  metropolis  -,  and,  with 
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an  army  of  ten  thoufand  men,  drove  out  king  Philip  the  fifth,  and  a 
French  army  amounting  to  twenty -five  thoufand.  He  was  however 
recalled  in  the  midft  of  his  victories,  and  in  the  year  1710  his  conduft  was 
made  a  fubjett  of  parliamentary  animadverfion,  the  refult  of  which  was  a 
vote  of  thanks  for  his  many  great  and  eminent  fervices.  The  compliment 
beftowed  upon  him  by  Mr.  Pope,  with  whom  he  cultivated  an  intimate 
fricndfhip,  is  eminently  beautiful. 

There,  my  retreat  the  beft  companions  grace ; 
Chiefs  out  of  war,  and  ftatefmen  out  of  place. 
There  he,  whofe  lightning  pierc'd  th'  Iberian  lines. 
Now  forms  my  quincunx,  and  now  ranks  my  vines ; 
Or  tames  the  genius  of  the  flubborn  plain, 
Almoft  as  quickly  as  he  conquer 'd  Spain. 

This  nobleman  had  ifTue,  i.  John,  lord  vifcount  Mordaunt,  ■who  loft 
his  arm  at  the  battle  of  Blenheim  13  Auguft  1704,  and  had  ifTue  Charles, 
fourth  earl  of  Peterborough.  2.  Henry,  who  embraced  the  naval  pro- 
fefTion,  and  difringuifhed  himfelf  by  feveral  gallant  aftions,  particularly  by 
his  defence  of  the  Refolution  man  of  war  againft  the  attack  of  fix  French 
fliips  of  the  line  19  March  1707.  He  died  24  February  171  o,  and  the 
earl  of  Peterborough,  his  father,  25  October  1735* 

Charles,  fourth  earl  of  Peterborough,  married,  firfl,  Mary,  daughter  of 
Jolin  Cox  of  the  city  of  London  efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iflue, 
I.   Frances,    born  April  1736,  and  married   10   Odlober   1765   to   the 

reverend  Samuel  Bulkeiey  of  Hatfield  in  the  county  of  Hertford.  2.  Mary, 
Aiiaflafia  Grace.     The  earl  of  Peterborough  married,  fecondly,  Robiniana, 

daughter 
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daughter  of  Brown,  a  colonel  in  the  army ;  by  which  lady  he  had 

'  iflue  Charles  Henry,  prefent  and  fifth  earl  of  Peterborough.

GEORGE  HARRY  GREY,  earl  of  Stamford,  baron  Grey  of  Groby, 
baron  Bonville  and  baron  Harrington  ;  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum 
of  the  county  of  Chefter,  and  prefident  of  the  humane  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  i  Odober  1737,  and  chofen  1761  to  reprefent 
the  county  of  Stafford.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his 
father  24  June  1768,  and  was  appointed  14  May  1783  lord  lieutenant  and 
cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Chefter. 

The  earl  of  Stamford  married  20  May  1763  Henrietta  CavendiHi, 
daughter  of  William,  fecond  duke  of  Portland  ;  by  which  lady  he  has 
iffue,  I.  Henrietta,  born  19  April  1764,  and  married  28  Odlober  1785 
to  fir  John  Chetwode  of  Mucklefton  in  the  county  of  Stafford  baronet. 
2.  George  Harry,  lord  Grey,  born  31  Odober  1765.  3.  Louifa,  born 
8  May  1771.  4.  William  Booth,  born  10  September  1773.  5.  Anchitel, 
born  16  December  1774.  6.  Henry,  born  23  Augull;  1776.  7.  Sophia, 
born  7  Odober  1777-      8.  Amelia,  born  1778. 

Edward,  the  younger  fon  of  Reginald,  third  lord  Grey  of  Ruthen, 
whofe  pedigree  has  already  been  given  in  the  article  of  marchionefs  Grey, 
married  Elizabeth,  grand  daughter  and  heirefs  of  William  Ferrars  lord 
Ferrars  of  Groby,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  by  the  title  of  lord 
Ferrars  of  Groby  14  December  1446.     The  iffue  of  this  marriage  were,

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I .  Sir  John  Grey  of  Groby,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard 
Widville,  baron,  and  afterwards  created  carl  Rivers ;  by  which  lady,  who 
afterwards  became  the  confort  of  king  Edward  the  fourth,  he  had  iflue 
Thomas,  fecond  lord  Ferrars  of  Groby ;  and  Richard,  who  was  beheaded 
at  Pontefradl  13  June  1483  by  order  of  the  duke  of  Gloucefler,  afterwards 
king  Richard  the  third.  Sir  John  Grey,  their  father,  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Saint  Albans  23  May  1454,  fighting  for  the  caufe  of  the  houfe  of 
Lancafter.  2.  Edward,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  vifcount 
Lille,  fon  of  the  renowned  John  firil  earl  of  Shrewlbury.  He  received  fum- 
mons  to  parliament  by  the.  title  of  baron  Lille  of  Kingfton  Lifle  in  the 
county  of  Berks  1475,  and  was  created  vifcount  Lifle  by  king  Richard  the 
third  28  June  1483.  His  titles  became  extindl  upon  the  death  of  his  fon 
1504.  3.  Reginald,  who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield  31  De- 
cember 1460. 

Thomas,  fecond  lord  Ferrars  of  Groby,  w-as  24  Augufl".  1471  created 
earl  of  Huntingdon,  and  18  April  1475  marquis  of  Dorfet.  -  He  was 
attainted  of  high  treafon  in  the  reign  of  king  Richard,  .the  third,  but  found 
means  to  efcape  into  France,  and  was  afterwards  one  of  the  commanders  at 
the  battle  of  Blackheath  22  June  1497.  -^^  mari'ied  Cicely,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  William  Bonville,  lord  Bonville  and  Harrington ;  by  \vhich  lady, 
who  introduced  thefe  titles  into  the  family  of  Grey,  he  had  iflue,  i.  Tho- 
mas, fecond  marquis  of  Dorfet.  2.  Leonard,  created  i  January  1536 
vifcount  Garney  of  the  kingdom  of  L-eland ;  and  appointed  lord  deputy 
of  that  kingdom ;  but,  being  tried  for  treafonable  praftices  with  the  Irifli 
and  convided,  he  was  beheaded  25  July  1541.  The  marquis  of  Dorfet 
died  10  April  1501. 

Thomas, 
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Thomas,  fecond  marquis  of  Dorfet,  was  commander  in  chief  of  the 
expedition  againft  Fontarabia  in  the  year  1512.  He  had  iffue,  i.  Henry, 
third  marquis  of  Dorfet.  2.  Thomas,  beheaded  for  his  concern  in  fir 
Thomas  "Wyat's  infurredlion  27  April  1555.  3-  Leonard,  beheaded  1522. 
4.  John. 

Henry,  third  marquis  of  Dorfet,  married  Frances,  daughter  of  Charles 
Brandon,  duke  of  Suffolk,  by  Mary,  daughter  of  king  Henry  the  feventh, 
and  relid  of  Louis  the  twelfth  king  of  France  ;  and  was  created  1 1  Odlober 
1 55 1   duke  of  Suffolk.     The  iffue  of  this  marriage  v/as,     i.  Jane,  who 
married  Guildford,  younger  fon  of  John  Dudley  duke  of  Northumberland, 
and  was  nominated  by  the  lafl  will  of  king  Edward  the  fixth  heirefs  of  the 
crown  of  England.    She  was  accordingly  proclaimed  queen  much  againfl  her 
ov/n  inclination  10  July  1553;  and,  finding  the  tide  of  popular  oppofition 
irrefiflible,   refigned  her  pretenfions  20  of  the  fame  month.      She  was  tried, 
together  with  her  hufband,  and  convidled  of  high  treafon  3  November  fol- 
lowing.   They  remained  prifoners  in  the  Tower  till  the  defeat  of  fir  Thomas 
Wyat's  infurrection,  in  confequence  of  which  they  were  brought  to  the  fcaf- 
fold   12  February   i£;55,  and  the  duke  her  father,  who  had  favoured  the 
infurredlion,   23  of  the  fame  month.     Lady  Jane  Grey  was  a  perfon  of  the 
moil  amiable  and  virtuous  difpofition ;  and,  though  fhe  fuffered  at  feventeen 
years  of  age,  was  poffefled  of  almoit  every  accomplifhment,  being  miflrefs  of 
feverallanguages,  and  particularly  attached  to  the  perufal  of  Plato.     2.   Ca- 
therine, married,   firfl,   to  Henry,  fon  of  William  firfl  earl  of  Pembroke, 
and   afterwards  to    Edward   earl   of    Hertford,    fon   of  Edward   duke   of 
Somerfet  lord  protedlor  of  England.     This   marriage   having  taken  place 
without  the  confent  of  queen  Elizabeth,  they  were  both  of  them  committed 

to 
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to  the  Tower,  where  the  countefs  died,  after  nine  years  confinement, 
26  January  1567.  By  the  tragical  events  we  have  related,  the  titles  of  the 
family  became  extindl. 

Henry,  fon  of  John  younger  fon  of  Thomas  fecond  marquis  of  Doribt, 
was  now  become  the  reprefentative  of  the  family,  having  by  defcent  the 
titles  of  Bonville  and  Harrington.  By  king  James  the  firft  he  was  farther 
created  baron  Grey  of  Groby. 

Henry,  fecond  lord  Grey  of  Groby,  his  grandfon,  was  by  king  Charles 
the  firft  created  earl  of  Stamford,  and  had  iflue,  i.  Thomas,  father  of 
Thomas  fecond  earl  of  Stamfords  2.  John,  father  of  Harry  third  earl  of 
Stamford. 

Thomas,  fecond  earl  of  Stamford,  was  Imprifoned  for  his  concern  in  the 
rebellion  of  the  duke  of  Monmouth,  and  pardoned  10  March  1686.  He 
was  appointed  28  April  1697  chancellor  of  the  duchy  and  county  palatine 
of  Lancafter,  which  office  he  refigned  1702,  and  died  13  January  1720. 

Harry,  fourth  earl  of  Stamford,  fon  of  Harry  third  earl  of  Stamford, 
married  Mary,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  George  Booth,  earl  of  Harrington  ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  10  December  1772,  he  had  iflue,  i.  George 
Harry,  prefent  and  fifth  earl  of  Stamford.  2.  Booth,  born  15  Auguft 
1740,  and  eleded  in  the  years  1768,  1774  and  1780  to  reprefcnt  the 
borough  of  Leicefler.

GEORGE  FINCH,  earl  of  Winchelfea,  earl  of  Nottingham,  vifcount 
Maidftone,  baron  Fitzherbert  of  Eaftwel,  baron  Finch  of  Daventry,  and  a 
baronet;  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  and  lord  lieutenant 
and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Rutland. 

This  nobleman  was  born  4  November  1752,  and  facceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the   death  of  his   uncle    2   Augufc    1769.      He   was    appointed 
December    1777     one    of    the   lords    of    his    majefly's    bedchamber,     and 
19   March   1779  lord  lieutenant  and   cuflos   rotulorum  of  the  county  of 
Rutland. 

The  family  of  Finch  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from  Henry  Fitzherbert, 
lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold  to  king  Henry  the  firft,  and  the  reputed 
anceilor  of  the  earl  of  Pembroke.  Herbert,  his  fon,  had  ilTue  Peter, 
progenitor  of  the  earls  of  Pembroke ;  and  Matthew,  a  confiderable  baron  in 
the  party  of  king  John  and  king  Henry  the  third,  whofe  grandfon,  Herbert, 
took  the  name  of  Finch  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  firft.  Sir  Thomas 
Finch  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth  was  1564  fent  to  the  relief  of  New- 
haven,  then  befieged  by  the  French,  v/here  he  was  lliipwrecked,  and 
periflied  with  all  his  retinue.  He  married  Catherine,  elded  daughter  of  fir 
Thomas  Moyle  of  Eaftwel  in  the  county  of  Kent ;  by  which  lady  he  had 
iffue,  I.  Moyle.  2.  Henry,  v/hofe  fon  John  was  eledled  Ipeaki  of  the 
honourable  houfe  of  commons  in  the  year  1628,  and  conftituted  lord  chief 

D  Q  2  iuftice 
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juftice  of  court  of  common  pleas  21  January  1635.  Having  refigned  this 
office,  he  was  23  January  1639  appointed  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal, 
which  employment  he  held  for  one  year,  and  was  then  created  baron  Finch 
of  Fordwich  in  the  county  of  Kent.  "Upon  his  death  in  1660  the  title 
became  extindl. 

Moyle,  eldeft  fon  of  fir  Thomas  Finch,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  lir  Thomas  Heneage  of  Copt  Hall  in  the  county  of  Effex, 
treafurer  of  the  chamber  to  queen  Elizabeth ;  by  which  lady,  who  was 
created  by  king  James  the  firil  vifcountefs  Maidftone,  and  by  king  Charles 
the  firfl:  countefs  of  Winchelfea,  he  had  iffue,  i .  Thomas,  who  fucceeded 
to  the  titles  of  his  mother.  2.  Heneage,  eledled  fpeaker  of  the  honourable 
houfe  of  commons  in  the  year  1626,  which  office  he  religned  in  the  year 
1628.  Moyle,  the  father,  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  James  the  firft 
29  June  i6i  I. 

Heneage,  fecond  earl  of  Winchelfea,  fon  of  Thomas  firft  earl  of  Win- 
chelfea, was  one  of  the  perfons  principally  trufled  by  general  Monk  in  his 
projed  for  the  reftoration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond.  By  that  monarch 
he  was  created  lord  Fitzherbert  of  Eaflwel,  and  appointed  ambaffador 
extraordinary  to  the  court  of  Conflantinople.  He  was  fent  for  by  king 
James  the  fecond,  at  the  time  when  that  monarch  was  interrupted  at 
Feveriham  in  his  delign  of  leaving  the  kingdom,  and  prevailed  upon  the 
king  to  return  to  London.  Soon  after  he  voted  for  fupplying  the  vacancy 
of  the  throne  with  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange,  and  died  1689, 
having  had  iffiie,  i.  ¥/illiam,  lord  vifcount  Maidflone,  who  was  killed 
in  the  great  fea  fight  againfi:  the  Dutch  28  Pvlay  1672.  2.  Heneage, 
fourth  earl  of  Winchelfea.     3.  John,  fifth  earl  of  Winchelfea. 

Charles, 
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Charles,  third  earl  of  Winchelfea,  fon  of  William  lord  vifcount  Maid- 
ftone,  was  14  June  171 1  appointed  firft  lord  commifnoner  of  trade  and 
plantations,  and  died  14  Auguft  1712. 

Heneage,  fon  of  Heneage  younger  fon  of  fir  Moyle  Finch  baronet,  was- 
6  June  1660  conftituted  his  majefty's  folicitor  general,  and  the  day  fol- 
lowing raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet.  -  He  was  farther  promoted 
ID  May  1670  to  the  office  of  attorney  general,  and.  9  November  1673 
declared  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal.  In  the  following  year  he  was  created 
baron  Finch  of  Daventry,  and  19  December  1675  conftituted  lord  high 
chancellor  of  England.  In  the  midft  of  the  ficklenefs  and  profligacy  of  the 
court  of  king  Charles  the  fecond,  he  preferred  that  even  .tenour  and  dig^ 
nified  moderation,  which  prevented  him,  though  a  tory,  from  becoming, 
as  the  king's  other  miniflers  were,  an  objedl  of  the  clamour  and  perfecution 
of  the  whigs.  The  laft  honour  conferred  upon  him  was  that  of  being 
created  earl  of  Nottingham,  and  he  died  18  December  1682,  leaving 
iffue,  I.  Daniel,  fecond  earl  of  Nottingham,  2.  Heneage,  created  carl 
of  Aylesford. 

Daniel,  fecond  earl  of  Nottingham,  was  conftituted  19  Fcbruaiy  16 So 
firfl  lord  commiffioner  of  the  admiralty,  and  refigned  22  May  1684.  In 
the  reign  of  king  Jamics  the  fecond  he  was  one  of  the  mofh  confiderable 
leaders  of  the  high  church  party  ;  and,  though  his  abilities  were  not  of  the 
firfl  order,  yet  the  redlitude  of  his  difpofition  and  the  integrity  of  his  conduvfi 
gained  him  a  great  reputation.  He  was  in  the  counfels  of  thofe  who  invited 
over  the  prince  of  Orange  j  and,  though  he  could  not  join  with  them  in 
that  meafure,  he  was  however  fiiithful  to  their  fecret.  He  v.-as  fent  by 
king  James,    together  with  the  marquis  of  Halifax  and   lord  Godolphin, 

to 
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to  treat  with  the  prince  upon  his  landing ;  but  upon  his  return  to  London 
he  found  that  the  king  had  abruptly  withdrawn  himfelf.  He  was  the 
principal  manager  of  the  debates  in  the  convention  parliament  on  the  lide 
of  thofe  who  voted  for  a  regency ;  and  the  language  he  held  upon  this 
occaiion  to  his  perfonal  friends,  was,  "  That,  though  he  could  not  argue 
"  or  vote  but  according  to  the  fcheme  and  principles  he  had  concerning  our 
*'  laws  and  conftitution,  yet  he  fhould  not  be  forry  to  fee  himfelf  outvoted ; 
"  and  that,  though  he  could  not  agree  to  the  making  a  king  as  things 
*'  ilood,  yet,  if  he  found  one  made,  he  would  be  more  faithful  to  him, 
"  than  thofe  that  made  him  could  be  according  to  their  own  principles." 
He  was  appointed  13  February  1689  one  of  his  majefty's  principal  fecre- 
taries  of  ftate,  and  refigned  in  March  1694.  His  condud  v/as  fuch,  that 
king  James  thought  proper  to  except  him  out  of  his  intended  general 
pardon ;  and  he  was  proved  to  have  refufed  a  confiderable  bribe  in  the 
corrupt  tranfidion  refpetling  the  charter  of  the  Eafl:  India  company.  Upon 
the  acceffion  of  queen  Anne  he  was  again  confcituted  one  of  the  principal 
fecr-t:.ries  of  ilate,  and  refigned  17  April  1704.  Though  he  had  ahvays 
been  regarded  as  a  leader  in  the  high  church  party,  he  v.'ent  over  to  the 
v/higs  at  the  time  that  the  duke  of  Marlborough  and  the  earl  of  Godolphin 
were  difmilTed  ficm  their  employments ;  and,  upon  the  acceffion  of  king 
George  the  firft,  he  was  appointed  lord  prefident  of  the  council,  but 
refigned  29  February  171 6,  in  confequence  of  the  umbrage  he  gave  by  his 
interference  in  favour  of  the  lords  who  were  concerned  in  the  rebellion.  He 
received  172 1  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford  and  of  the 
clergy  of  the  diocefs  of  London,  for  his  Anfwer  to  Mr.  Whifton  concerning 
the  Eternity  of  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghoft.  Upon  the  failure  of  the 
elder  branch  of  the  family  9  September  1729,  he  became  fixth  earl  of  Win- 
chcifea,  and  died   i  January  1730.

Daniel,  feventh  earl  of  Winchelfea,  was  appointed  16  March  1741  fifil 
lord  commiflioner  of  the  admiralty,  which,  odice  he  reiigned  in  December 
1744.  He  was  again  appointed  firft  lord  of  the  admiralty  6  April  1757, 
and  refigned  in  June  following.  He  v/as  alfo  confiituted,  under  the  admi- 
niilration  of  the  marquis  of  Rockingham,    12  July  1765  lord  prelident  of 

I  the 
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the  council,  which  office  he  refigned  30  July  1766.  The  earl  of  Win- 
chelfea  married,  firft,  Frances,  daughter  of  Bafil  fourth  earl  of  Denbigh  j 
by  which  lady  he  had  ilTue  Charlotte;  and,  fecondly,  Mary,  daughter  of 
fir  Thomas  Palmer  of  V/ingham  in  the  county  of  Kent  baronet  j  by  which 
lady,  who  died  8  Auguft  1757,  he  had  ifl'ue  four  daughters,  i.  Heneage, 
born  December   1741,    and   married    3  Auguft   1778   to  fir   George 

Oiborn  of  Chickfands  in  the  county  of  Bedford  baronet.  2.  Effex,  born 
I  January  1746.  3.  Hatton,  born  23  February  1747.  4.  Auguftq, 
born         February  1751.

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STANHOPE,     EARL    OF    CHESTERFIELD. 

PHILIP  STANHOPE,  earl  of  Chefterfield  and  baron  Stanhope  of 
Shelford  ;  one  of  his  majefty's  mofl  honourable  privy  council,  and  a  fellow 
of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  10  November  1755,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
24  March  1773.  He  was  appointed  2  January  1784  his  majefty's  ambaf- 
fador  extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Madrid,  but 
never  reached  that  country,  and  received  letters  of  recal  U^5' 

The  earl  of  Chefterfield  married  20  Auguft  1777  Anne,  daughter  of 
Alexander  Thiftlethwaite  of  Titherley  in  the  county  of  Southampton 
efquire. 

The  pedigree  of  the  family  of  Stanhope  has  been  traced  back  to  the  reign 
of  king  Henry  the  third,  and  they  were  eled:ed  to  parliament  for  the 
borough  of  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne  and  the  county  of  Nottingham  from  the 
acceftion  of  king  Richard  the  fecond.  Sir  Edward  Stanhope,  in  the  reign 
of  king  Henry  the  feventh,  was  one  of  the  commanders  for  that  monarch  at 
the  battle  of  Stoke  6  June  1487,  and  at  the  battle  of  Blackheath  22  June 
1497.  ^^  h^cl  iilue  Anne,  married  to  Edward,  firft  duke  of  Somerfet, 
lord  protedlor  of  England  ;  and  fir  Michael,  who  on  account  of  this  affinity 
was  twice  committed  prifoner  to  the  Tower,  and,  being  tried  for  con- 
fpiring  the  death    of  the  duke  of   Northumberland   lord   protedor,    was 
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beheaded  26  February  1552.  He  had  iffue,  i.  Thomas,  father  of  John,  who 
had  iffue  Philip;  and  John,  anceftor  to  the  earl  of  Harrington.  2.  John, 
created  4  May  1605  baron  Stanhope  of  Harrington,  which  title  became 
extinft  upon  the  death  of  his  fon  1676. 

Phihp,  grandfon  of  Thomas,  fon  of  fir  Michael  Stanhope,  was  by  king 
James  the  firft  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  by  the  title  of  lord  Stanhope 
of  Shelford,  and  by  king  Charles  the  firft  created  earl  of  Chefterfield,     He 
lived  in  retirement  till   the  commencement  of  the  civil  war ;    and   then, 
engaging  in  the  royal  party,  he  made  his  houfe  at  Shelford  a  garrifon  for 
the  king,  and  feized  in  perfon,  with  three  hundred  followers,  upon  the  city 
of  Litchfield.     He  was  there  reduced  to  furrender  by  the  parliamentary 
forces   1643,  and  died  in  confinement  12  September  1656.     He  had  iffue, 
I.    Henry,    lord    Stanhope,    who    married    Catherine,    eldeft   daughter   of 
Thomas  Wotton  lord  Wotton  ;  by  which  lady,  who  was  created  29  May 
1660  countefs  of  Chefterfield  for  life,  he  had  iffue  Philip,  fecond  earl  of 
Chefterfield.      2.    Ferdinando,    who   was   killed   in    the   civil  wars    1643. 
3.  Philip,  who  by  his  father  was  appointed  commander  of  the  garrifon  of 
Shelford,    and  loft  his  life  in  its  defence  27  Odtober   1645.     4.  Arthur. 
5.  Alexander,  whofe  fon  James  was  created  earl  Stanhope. 

Philip  Dormer,  fourth  earl  of  Chefterfield,  grandfon  of  Philip  fecond 
earl  of  Chefterfield,  was  26  February  1728  appointed  his  majefty's 
ambaffador  extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  republic  of  the 
United  Provinces,  and  19  April  1730  lord  fteward  of  the  houftiold,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  April  1733.  From  that  period  he  became  one  of  the 
principal  leaders  of  the  parliamentary  oppofition  to  fir  Robert  Walpole; 
and,    together   with   John  lord  Carteret,    afterwards   earl    Granville,    was 
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regarded  as  the  ornament  of  the  houfe  of  lords  for  fplendour  of  abilities  and 
^brilliancy  of  eloquence.  He  was  confcituted  3  January  1745  lord  lieu- 
tenant of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  but,  his  abilities  being  deejned  indif- 
penfably  neceffary  at  that  critical  period,  he  was  1 8  May  in  the  fame  year 
.commiffioned  to  go  as  ambafFador  extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary 
to  the  republic  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  did  not  arrive  at  Dublin  till 
31  Auguft  following.  During  his  refidence  there  he  was  completely 
fuccefsful  in  preferving  the  peace  of  the  country  during  the  rebellion  in 
England;  and,  having  refigned  in  April  1746,  was  4  November  in  the 
fame  year  conftituted  one  of  his  majefly's  principal  fecretaries  of  flate, 
which  office  he  refigned  6  February  1748.  He  married  Meiefina,  the 
natural  daughter  of  king  George  the  firfh  by  Meiefina  de  Schulenberg 
duchefs  of  Kendal ;  which  lady  was  created  in  her  own  right  1722  baronefs 
of  Aldborough  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and  countefs  of  Walfingham  in 
the  county  of  Norfolk  for  life,  and  died  16  September  1776.  Since  the 
death  of  the  earl  of  Chefterfield  there  have  been  publifhed  his  Letters  to 
his  natural  fon,  Philip  Stanhope,  late  envoy  extraordinary  to  the  court  of 
Drefdenj  which,  though  written  with  confiderable  elegance  of  fi-yle,  and 
in  a  very  affectionate  manner,  are  deferving  of  cenfure  for  the  coldnefs 
and  infenfibility  to  virtue  and  moral  excellence  with  which  they  are  per- 
vaded. 

Arthur,  one  of  the  younger  fons  of  Philip  firfl  earl  of  Cheflerneld,  had 
iffue  Michael,  who  embraced  the  profelTion  of  the  church,  was  canon  of 
Windfor,  and  dodor  in  divinity.  He  had  iffue,  i,  Arthur  Charles,  who 
married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Charles  Hedlam  of  Kerby  in  the  county  of 
York  efquire;  by  which  lady,  who  died  ^7^3>  ^^  had  iffue

The  family  of  Tufton,  anciently  written  Toketon,.  has  been  traced  back 
to  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  third.  Sir  Lewis  Toketon,  alias  Tufton, 
had  a.  command  under  king  Edward  the  third -at  the  battle  of  Crefly 
26  Auguft  1346.  John  Tufton,  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  fir  John  Baker,  chancellor  and  under  treafurer  of  the 
exchequer;  by  which  lady  he  hadilTue  John,  who  was  created  a  baronet 
by  king  James  the  firfi:  19  June  161 1.  Nicholas,  his  fon,  was  by  king 
Charles  the  firft  created  lord  Tufton  of  Tufton,  and  afterwards  earl  of 
Thanet.

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MONTAGU,      EARL      OF     SANDWICH. 

JOHN  MONTAGU,   earl  of  Sandwich,  vifcount  Hinchingbroke  and 

-  baron  Montagu  of  Saint  Neots  j  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy 

-council,    having  the  rank  of  general  of  his  majefty's  forces,    one  of  the 

elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity  Houfe,  one  of  the  governors  of  the  Charter 

-Houfe,  recorder  of  Huntingdon  and  Godmanchefler,  and  dodlor  of  laws. 

This  nobleman  was  born  3  November  171 8,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  grandfather  20  October  1729.  In  political  life  he 
intim.ately  connected  himfelf  with  John,  fourth  duke  of  Bedford  j  and, 
when  that  nobleman  was  appointed  27  December  1744  firfl:  lord  coxi.- 
miflioner  of  the  admiralty,  was  nominated  fecond  in  the  commiffion.  He 
was  conflituted  i  8  November  j  746  miniller  plenipotentiary  to  the  republic 
of  the  United  Provinces,  and  afterwards  to  thecongrefs  of  Aix  la  Chapelle, 
in  which  the  peace  of  1748  was  concluded.  He  was  farther  appointed 
20  February  in  that  year  firft  lord  commiflloner  of  the  admiralty,  and 
refigned  in  June   1751.      His  lordlhip   was  declared  December  1755 

one  of  the  vice  treafurers  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  and,  having  reiigned 
that  office,  was  19  February  1763  nominated  his  majefty's  ambaftador 
extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Spain,  v/hich  nomination 
\wa&-fuperfeded  23  April  in  that  year,  in  confequence  of  his  being  appointed 
firft  lord  commlflioner  of  the  admiralty.  This  office  he  exchanged 
9  Auguft  1763  for  that  of  one  of  his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of 
ftate,    and  refigned  in  July   1765.     He  was  reappointed  to   the  office  of 
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fecretary  of  ftate  19  December  1770,  and  exchanged  that  office  12  January 
1 77 1  for  the  appointment  of  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  admirahy,  in 
which  poil  he  continued  till  the  entire  change  of  miniftry  in  March  17S2. 
He  was  alfo  appointed  May  1783  ranger  of  Saint  James's  Park  and 
Hyde  Park,  and  refigned  that  office  December  in  the  fame  year. 

The  earl  of  Sandwich  married  7  March  1741  Judith,  daughter  of  Charles 
Fane  lord  vifcount  Fane  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;  by  which  lady  he 
has  iffiie  John,  lord  vifcount  Hinchingbroke,  born  26  January  1744,  and 
eledled  1765  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Brackley  in  the  county  of  Nor- 
thampton, an4  1768  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  for  which 
place  he  has  fat  in  parliament  ever  lince.  He  was  appointed  6  February 
1 77 1  vice  chamberlain  of  his  majefty's  houfhold,  which  office  he  refigned 
in  March  1782,  and  was- farther  conftituted  May  1783  mafter  of  his 
majefty's  buck-hounds.  He  is  alfo  one  of  his  majefly's  moft  honourable 
privy  council.  He  married,  firil,  i  March  1756  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  George  Montagu  earl  of  Halifax  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died 
7  July  1768,  he  has  iffue  John  George,  born  3  April  1767:  and,  fecondly, 
24  April  1772  Mary,  daughter  of  Harry  duke  of  Bolton  j  by  which  lady, 
who  died  30  March  1779,  he  has  iffiae  George  John,  born  5  March  1773  ; 
and  Mary,  born  i  January  1774. 

Sir  Sidney  Montagu,  younger  brother  of  Edward,  lord  Montagu  of 
Boughton,  anceftor  of  the  late  dukes  of  Montagu  ;  of  Henry,  firft  earl  of 
Manchefter;  and  of  James,  lord  bifhop  of  Winchefter;  v/as  mafter  of 
requefts  to  king  Charles  the  firft ;  and,  being  a  member  of  the  long  par- 
liament in  1640,  early  engaged  in  oppofition  to  the  earl  of  Straffbrd  and 
the  court ;  but,  being  thought  afterwards  to  manifeft  fome  coldnefs,  was 
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expelled  the  houfe  of  commons  3  December   1 642,    and  committed  for  a 
fliort  time  to  the  Tower.     He  died  25  September  1644. 


Edward,  his  fon,  raifed  a  regiment  for  the  fervice  of  the  parliament, 
and  fignalifed  himfelf  at  the  battle  of  Marfton  Moor  2  July  1744,  and  upon- 
fome  other  occafions  in  that  campaign,  being  then  in  the  nineteenth  year 
of  his  age.  In  the  following  year  he  was  at  the  head  of  his  regiment  at  the 
battle  of  Nafeby  14  June,  and  had  a  confiderable  command  at  the  ilorming 
of  Briftol  ID  September.  When  the  army  undertook  to  didlate  to  the 
parliament  in  the  year  1647,  he  withdrew  himfelf  from  the  houfe  of 
commons,  and  did  not  refume  his  feat  till  1660.  He  was  however  joined 
with  Defborough  in  a  commiffion  for  executing  the  office   of 

lord  high  admiral,  and  with  admiral  Blake  in  the  command  at  fea  till  the 
death  of  that  officer,  when  the  whole  command  was  vefted  in  admiral 
Montagu.  Upon  the  reftoration  of  the  parliament  in  1660  general  Monk 
was  named  with  him  as  honorary  joint  admiral  of  the  fleet.  But  admiral 
Montagu,  having  previoully  opened  a  private  comm.unication  with  king 
Charles  the  fecond,  went  over  with  the  fleet  to  condudl  that  prince  from 
Breda,  without  waiting  for  the  orders  of  the  parliament.  Upon  the 
refl:oration  he  was  immediately  created  baron  Montagu  of  Saint  Neots, 
vifcount  Hinchingbroke  and  earl  of  Sandwich  ;  and,  the  duke  of  York , 
beins;  declared  lord  hi^h  admiral,  was  conftituted  vice  admiral  of  England. 
As  a  cabinet  minifler  he  afted  with  great  integrity,  having  oppofed  the 
fale  of  Dunkirk,  and  fli-ongly  recommended  m.eafures  for  preventing  the 
growth  of  the  power  of  France  and  cultivating  the  alliance  of  Spain. 
He  had  a  principal  concern  in  the  fuccefles  of  the  naval  campaign  of  1665, 
particularly  in  the  battle  of  3  June,  after  which  the  fole  command  of  the 
fleet  was  left  in  his  hands,  and  he  took  a  great  number  of  Dutch  men  of 
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war  and  merchantmen.  In  the  following  year  he  was  fent  into  Spain,  in 
order  to  mediate  a  peace  between  the  courts  of  Madrid  and  Lifbon,  which 
commifhon  he  difcharged  with  fuccefs.  He  was  alfo  conftitULcd  3  Auguft 
1670  firft  lord  commifTioner  of  trade  and  plantations.  He  was  again 
fecond  in  command  in  the  war  of  1672;  and,  having  recommended  in  a 
particular  fituation  that  the  fleet  fhould  ftand  out  to  fea  for  fear  of  being 
furprifed,  he  received  an  anfwer  from  the  duke  of  York,  commander  in 
chief,  which  appeared  to  refledl  upon  his  reputation  and  courage.  This 
ill-timed  fpeech  excited  the  earl  of  Sandwich  to  a  generous  and  indignant 
refolution  of  vindicating  his  character ;  and,  the  enemy  having  come  upon 
them  in  the  manner  in  which  he  had  forefeen,  he  interpofed  his  (hip 
between  the  Englifli  and  the  Dutch  fleets,  and  was  attacked  by  a  whole 
divifion  of  the  latter.  His  fliip  was  at  length  fet  on  fire ;  and,  the 
majority  of  the  crew  having  been  killed,  the  officers  and  fome  of  the  men 
got  into  the  long  boat  ^  but  the  earl  of  Sandwich  refuled  to  quit  his  veflel, 
and  was  at  length  blown  up  28  May. 

The  earl  of  Sandwich  had  ifliie,  i.  Edward,  fecond  earl  of  Sandwich, 
2.  Sidney,  v.'ho  married  Anne,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  Francis  Wortley 
of  Wortley  in  the  county  of  York  baronet,  in  confequence  of  which  marriage 
he  added  to  his  own  the  name  of  Wortley.  He  was  one  of  the  fupporters  of 
the  bill  of  exclufion,  and  raifed  -a  body  of  horfe  in  the  reign  of  kine  James 
the  fecond  to  afiifi:  the  prince  of  Orange.  He  had  ifl'ue  Edward  (Wortley 
Montagu),  ambalTador  extraordinaiy  to  the  Grand  Signior,  who  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  Evelyn  Pierrepoint  duke  of  Kingfton ;  by  which  lady, 
v/ho  was  the  author  of  a  celebrated  coUedtion  of  Letters  upon  the  Turkifii 
Nation,  and  died  21  Augufl  1762,  he  had  iflue  Edward,  author  of  a 
treatife  upon  Ancient  Republics,  who  fpent  the  latter  years  of  his  life  at 
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Venice,    living   in   the   Turkifh   manner,    and   died  i??^. 

Mary,  fifter  of  the  laft  mentioned  Edward,  married  John  Stuart,  earl  of 
Bute  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  is  in  her  own  right  baronefs 
Mountftuart  of  Wortley  in  the  county  of  York.  The  honourable  Sidney 
Wortley  Montagu  died  ii  November  1727. 

Edward,  third  earl  of  Sandwich,  fon  of  Edward  fecond  earl  of  Sand- 
wich, had  iffue  Edward  Richard,  lord  vifcount  Hinchingbroke,  who 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Alexander  Popham  of  Little- 
cote  in  the  county  of  Wilts  efquire  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  20  March 
1 76 1,  he  had  ilTue  John,  prefent  and  fourth  earl  of  Sandwich.  Lord 
Hinchingbroke  died  3  Odtober  1722.

WILLIAM  ANNE  HOLLES  CAPEL,  earl  of  ElTex,  vifcount 
Maiden  and  baron  Capel  of  Hadham  3  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's 
bedchamber. 

This  nobleman  was  born  7  Odlober  1732,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  8  January  1743.    He  was  appointed  one 

of  the  lords  of  the  bedchamber  to  king  George  the  fecond,  which  office  he 
refigned  1761.  He  was  farther  conftituted  19  Odlober  1764  lord  lieu- 
tenant and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Hertford,  which  office  he 
refigned  in  Febuary  1771,  and  was  again  appointed  one  of  the  lords  of 
his  majefty's  bedchamber  1782. 

The  earl  of  Effex  married,  firft,  i  Auguft  1754  Frances,  daughter  of 
fir  Charles  Hanbury  Williams  knight  of  the  bath ;  by  which  lady,  who  died 
19  July  1759,  he  has  iffue,  i.  Ehzabeth,  born  10  Augufl  1755,  and  mar- 
ried to  John  lord  Monfon.  2.  George,  lord  vifcount  Maiden,  born 
3  November  1758,  and  elefted  20  April  1779  to  reprefent  the  city  of 
Weilminfter,  1780  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Leflwithiel  in  the  county 
of  Cornwal,  and  1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Oakhampton  in  the 
county  of  Devon.     He   married    6  June   1786  ,    daughter 

of  Stephenfon  efquire.     The  earl  of  Effex  married,    fccondly, 

3  March  1767  Harriet,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bladon  efquire  3    by  which 
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lady  he  has  ifltie,  i.  John  Thomas,  born  14  March  1769.  2.  Thomas 
Edward,  born  24  March  1770.  3.  Wilham  Robert,  born  28  April 
1775.     4.   Bladon  Thomas,  born  25  Auguft  1776. 

The  family  of  Capel  is  defcended  from  fir  Richard  de  Capel,  lord  juftice 
of  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  third.  Sir  William  Capel  was 
lord  mayor  of  London  in  the  year  1503,  and  on  account  of  his  wealth 
became  an  object  of  extortion  to  Empfon  and  Dudley,  the  confidential 
miniilers  of  king  Henry  the  feventh.  Refufing  to  pay  a  fecond  fine  which 
they  impofed  upon  him,  he  v/as  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  regained  his 
liberty  upon  the  death  of  that  monarch.  His  pofterity  married  into  feveral 
of  the  moil:  confiderable  families  of  the  kingdom ;  and  Arthur,  the  fixth  in 
defcent  from  fir  William,  was  by  king  Charles  the  firfi:  created  baron  Capel 
of  Hadham.  He  exerted  himfelf  in  favour  of  that  monarch  during  the 
civil  v/ar ;  and,  not  difcouraged  by  its  ill  fuccefs,  threw  himfelf  into  the 
town  of  Colchefter,  where,  with  the  earl  of  Norwich  and  the  laft  remains 
of  the  royal  party,  he  endured  the  greateft  hardfiiips,  and  furrendered  after 
a  fiege  of  ten  weeks  28  Auguft  1648.  He  efcaped  from  confinement  in 
the  Tower  of  London  ^  but,  being  retaken,  and  brought  before  the  high 
court  of  juftice,  was  beheaded  9  March  1649.  -^^  ^'^^^  ifiue,  i.  Arthur, 
fecond  lord  Capel.  2.  Henry,  who  v/as  appointed  25  April  1679  firft 
lord  commiflloner  of  the  admiralty,  which  office  he  refigned  towards  the 
clofe  of  that  year.  After  the  revolution  he  was  created  11  April  1692 
baron  Capel  of  Tewkeftiuiy  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter,  and  27  May 
1769  was  conftituted  lord  deputy  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  Upon  his 
death  30  May  1696  the  title  became  extindl. 
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Arthur,  fecond  lord  Capel  of  Hadham,  was  foon  after  the  refloration 
created  vifcount  Maiden  and  earl  of  Eflex,  and  was  conftituted  5  Auguft 
1672  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  refigned 
in  the  year  1677.  He  was  a  perfon  of  confiderable  weight  with  the  fup- 
porters  of  the  bill  of  exclufion ;  and,  when  king  Charles  the  fecond  was 
defirous  to  nominate  an  adminiftration  which  fliould  partly  confift  of  the 
members  of  oppofition,  he  was  26  March  1679  conflituted  firfl  lord 
commiffioner  of  the  treafury,  which  office  he  refigned  19  November  in 
the  fame  year.  He  was  afterwards  apprehended  upon  fufpicion  of  being 
concerned  in  the  Rye-Houfe  plot,  and  committed  to  the  Tower,  where  he 
put  an  end  to  his  exiftence  13  July  i  683. 

William,  third  earl  of  Effex,  his  grandfon,  was  appointed  in  the  year 
1731  his  majefty's  ambaflador  extraordinarj'  and  minifter  plenipotentiary 
to  the  court  of  Turin,  in  which  employment  he  continued  till  1736,  and 
was  farther  conftituted  4  December  1739  captain  of  the  yeomen  of  the 
guard.  He  married,  firfl,  Jane,  daughter  of  Henry  Hyde,  carl  of 
Clarendon  and  Rochefter ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iifue,  i .  Charlotte, 
born   2   Oftober    1721,    and  married   to   Thomas   lirft  earl  of  Clarendon.

FREDERIC  HOWARD,  earl  of  Carlifle,  vifcount  Howard  of  Moi-petli 
and  baron  Dacre  of  Gillefland ;  knight  of  the  thiflle,  and  one  of  his 
majefly's  mofl  honourable  privy  council. 

This  nobleman  was  born  28  May  1748,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  4  September  1758,.  He  was  appointed  13  June 
1777  treafurer  of  his  majefty's  houfbold,  and  conftituted  April  1778 
one  of  the  commiflioncrs  to  treat,  confult  and  agree  upon  the  means 
of  quieting  the  difbrders  fubfifting  in  certain  of  his  majefty's  colonies  in 
North  America.  Upon  his  return  from  that  country,  having  refigned  the 
office  of  treafurer  of  the  houfhold,  he  was  appointed  6  November  1779  firfl 
lord  commiffioner  of  trade  and  plantations,  and  13  October  1780  exchanged 
that  appointment  for  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 
which  he  refigned  in  April  1782.  He  was  farther  conftituted  11  May  in 
the  fame  year  lord  fteward  of  his  majefly's  houfhold,  in  which  office  he 
continued  till  14  February  1783.  He  was  declared  2  April  in  that  year 
lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  and  refigned  in  December  following. 

The  earl  of  Carlifle  married  22  March  1770  Carolina,  daughter  of 
Granville  Levefon  marquis  of  Stafford  j  by  which  lady  he  his  iffue, 
I.  Carolina,  born  3  September  1771.  2.  George,  lord  vifcount  Morpeth, 
born     17    September    1773.      3.    Charlotte,    born     15    November    1774. 
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4.  A  daughter,  born  13  November  1780.     5.  William,  born  25  December

William,  ion  by  the  fecond  venter  of  Thomas  fourth  duke  of  Norfolk, 
and  younger  brother  of  Thomas  firll  earl  of  Suffolk,  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Dacre  lord  Dacre  of  Gillefland.  Philip,  the  iflue  of 
this  marriage,  was  father  of  William ;  and  Philip,  who,  as  well  as  another 
of  the  grandfons  of  lord  William  Howard,  was  killed  in  the  civil  war 
in  the  fervice  of  king  Charles  the  firfl:.  Charles,  fon  of  William,  having 
been  inilrumental  to  the  relioration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond,  was  foon. 
after  that  event  created  baron  Dacre  of  Giilefland,  vifcount  Howard  of 
Morpeth  and  earl  of  Carlille.  He  was  ambaffador  from  that  monarch  to 
the  czar  of  Mufcovy,  and  the  kings  of  Denmark  and  Sv^'eden  in  the  year 
1663  and  1664,  and  was  governor  for  fome  years  of  the  illand  of  Jamaica. 
He  died  24  February  1684,  leaving  ilTue,  i.  Edward,  fecond  earl  of 
Carlifle,  2.  Frederic  ChriHian,  who  was  killed  at  the  fiege  of  Luxem- 
bourg in  the  year  1684  and  the  twentieth  yeai-  of  his  age. 

Charles,  third  earl  of  Carliile,  fon  of  Edward  fecond  earl  of  Carlille, 
was  19  June  1701  appointed  firfl  lord  commiiiioner  o£the  treafury,  which 
office  he  religned  upon  the  death  of  king  WilUam  the  third.  He  was 
again  conflituted  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafury  23  May  1715, 
which  office  he  refigned  in  Odlober  following,  and  died  i  May  1738.

HENRY  SCOT,  duke  of  Buccleugh,  earl  of  Dalkeith,  baron  Scot 
of  Buccleugh  and  baron  of  Whitchefter  and  AlTidale  in  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland ;  earl  of  Doncaller  and  baron  Scot  of  Tinedale  in  the  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain;  knight  of  the  thiftle,  governor  of  the  royal  bank  of  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  honorary  fellovv^  of  the  royal  college  of  phyficians 
in  the  city  of  Edinburgh. 


This  nobleman  was  born  13  September  1746,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  22  April  175 1.  He  was  eledted  knight  of  the 
moft  ancient  order  of  the  thiftle  23  December  1767. 

The  duke  of  Buccleugh  married  20  March  1767  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
George  duke  of  Montagu ;  by  which  lady  he  has  illue,  i .  Elizabeth, 
born  10  Odlober  177c.  2.  Charles  William  Henry,  earl  of  Dalkeith, 
born  24  May  1772.  3.  Caroline,  born  10  July  1774.  4.  Henry  James 
Montagu,  born  16  December  1776,  and  heir  apparent  to  the  barony  of 
Montagu  of  Boughton  upon  the  death  of  the  duke  of  Montagu,  his  grand- 
father.    5.  Harriet,  born  i  December  1780. 

The  family  of  Scot  is  defcended  from  Charles  the  fecond,  king  of 
England,  by  Lucy,  daughter  of  Richard  Walters  of  Haverfordweft  in  the 
county  of  Pembroke  efquire.  The  only  ilfue  of  this  connexion  was  James, 
who  bore  the  furname  of  Crofts,  was  born  9  April  1 649,  and  brought  over 
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to  England  July  1662.  In  the  following  year  he  was  created  baron 
Tinedale,  earl  of  Doncafler  and  duke  of  Monmouth,  and  married  Anne 
Scot,  countefs  of  Buccleugh  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  m  confequence 
of  which  marriage  he  affumed  the  furname  of  Scot.  The  duke  and  duchefs 
were  alfo  created  20  April  1663  baron  and  baronefs  of  Whitchefler  and 
Aflidale,  earl  and  countefs  of  Dalkeith,  and  duke  and  duchefs  of  Buccleugh 
in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  In  the  year  1665  he  was  appointed  mafter 
of  the  horfe  to  the  king,  and  4  January  1670  commander  in  chief  of  his 
majefty's  forces.  He  was  at  the  head  of  the  Englifli  troops  that  afTifted 
Louis  the  fourteenth  in  his  conqueft  of  Holland  in  1672,  was  appointed 
December  in  that  year  lord  great  chamberlain  of  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland,  and  15  July  1674  eledled  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Cam- 
bridge. In  the  year  1679  he  was  commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  which 
were  fent  to  fubdue  the  Scottifli  rebellion,  and  fuccefsfully  completed  the 
objed:  of  his  expedition.  In  the  beginning  of  that  year  the  duke  of  Mon- 
mouth was  infpired  by  Anthony,  firft  earl  of  Shaftefbury,  with  the  projecfl 
of  founding  a  claim  to  the  crown  upon  the  known  bigotry  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion  of  the  duke  of  York,  afterwards  king  James  the  fecond  ; 
and  for  this  purpofe  a  report  was  induftrioufly  propagated,  that  the  king 
had  been  lawfully  m.arried  to  the  duke  of  Monmouth's  mother.  The  king 
being  dangeroully  ill  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  the  adminifhration,  appre- 
henfive  of  the  complete  fuccefs  of  the  duke  of  Monmouth,  and  the  violent 
temper  of  the  earl  of  Shaftefoury,  advifed  his  majefly  to  fend  over  for  the 
duke  of  York,  who  was  then  in  Holland,  and  who  fo  fuccefsfully  improved 
his  interview  with  the  king,  as  to  induce  him,  to  publifli  an  autlientic 
declaration  that  he  had  never  been  m.arried  to  Mrs.  Lucy  Walters,  to 
deprive  the  duke  of  Monmouth  of  all  his  promotions,  and  to  command 
him  to  retire  to  the  continent.      The  duke  of  York  alfo  retired ;    but. 
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returning  almoft  immediately,  the  duke  of  Monmouth  thought  proper  to 
follow  his  example ;  and,  together  with  the  earl  of  Shaftefbury,  made  a- 
public  progrefs  through  the  kingdom,^  which  was  attended  with,  great 
acclamxations  and  popularity.  In  the  fubfequent  bufinefs  of  the  Rye-Houfe 
plot,  which  cofl  this  country  the  lives  of  Algernon  Sydney  and  William' 
lord  Ruffel,  the  duke  of  Monmouth,  being  taken  into  cuftody,  made  his 
fubniiiliGns  to  the  king,  and  an  intimation  was  publiflied  in  the  Gazette,. 
*'  That  he  had  made  a  full  declaration  of  his  crime  in  the  late  confpiracy." 
In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1685  the  duke,,  who  was  then  in  Holland, 
entertained  tlae  fuUeft  expedtatLons  that  the  duke  of  York  would  be  dif- 
milled,  and  that  he  fhould  be  reflored  to  favour,  but  was  difappointed  by 
the  flidden  death  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  6  February  in  that  year. 
Defeated  in  the  hopes  he  had  fo  long  indulged,  he  was  induced  to  embark- 
with  a  fmall  force  for  the  invalion  of  England ;  and,  having  landed  in  the 
Weft,  affumed  the  title  of  king  20  June.  He  was  defeated  at  the  battle  of 
Sedgemoor  6  July  ;  and,  being  foon  after  taken  prifoner,  was  conduced  ta 
London  ,-  and,  the  moil  abjecfl  fubmiffions  not  fufficing  to  obtain  his 
pardon  from  king  James  the  fecond,  was  beheaded  15  of  that  month  upon. 
a  bill  of  attainder  which  had  received  the  royal  aflent  1 6  June.. 

By  his  duchefs,.  Anne,  who  married,  fecondly,  Charles  third  lord  Corn- 
wallis,  and  died  6  February  1732,  he  had  iifue,  i.  Charles,  father  of 
Francis,  fecond  duke  of  Buccieugh  and  earl  of  Doncafcer..  2.  Henry, 
created  29  March  1706  baron  Scot  of  Goldylinds,  vifcount  Hermitage 
and  earl  of  Deloraine  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  Henry,  third  earl  of 
Deloraine,  his  fon,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Fenwick  efquire; 
by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  Henry,  prefent  and  fourth  earl  of  Deloraine, 

born 
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bom  8  February   1737;    and  John,    born  3  Odlober  1738,  who  married 
Ifabella,  daughter  of  Younge  efquire. 

Francis,  grandfon  of  James  duke  of  Monmouth,  fucceeded  to  the  title 
of  duke  of  Buccleugh,  together  with  the  other  Scottifii  honours,  which 
were  not  afl\;ded  by  the  attainder  of  1685,  upon  the  death  of  his  grand- 
mother; and  was  reftored  by  a6t  of  parliament  23  March  1743  to  the  titles 
of  baron  Scot  of  Tinedale  and  earl  of  Doncafter.  He  had  iiTue  Francis, 
earl  of  Dalkeith,  who  married  2  Odiober  1742  Caroline,  daughter  of  John 
duke  of  Argyle  and  Greenwich  ;  by  which  lady,  who  married,  fecondly, 
Charles  fon  of  Charles  third  lord  vifcount  Townfliend,  and  was  created 
baronefs  of  Greenwich,  he  had  ifTue,  i.  Henry,  prefent  and  third  duke 
of  Buccleugh.  2.  Frances,  born  6  Auguil  1750,  and  married  24  April 
1783  to  Archibald  Douglas  of  Douglas  Caflle  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland 
efquire.     The  earl  of  Dalkeith  died  i  April  1750.

ANTHONY  ASHLEY  COOPER,  earl  of  Shafteftury,  baron  AMey 
fof  Winborne  Saint  Giles,  baron  Cooper  of  Pawlet,  and  a  baronet. 

This  nobleman  was  bom  17  September  1761,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  27  May  1 77 1  - 

The  earl  of  Shaftefbury  married  17  July  1786  Barbara,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Webb  of  Rifely  in  the  county  of  Bedford  baroneL 

The  family  of  Cooper  has  been  traced  back  to  the  reign  of  king  Henry 
the  feventh.  John  Cooper,  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  married 
Anne,  daughter  and  heirefs-  of  fir  Anthony  Afhiey  of  Winborne  Saint 
Giles  in  the  county  of  Dorfet  knight,  fecretary  at  war ;  and  was  created  a 
baronet  by  king  James  the  firfl  4  July  1622.     He  died  23  March  1631. 

• 

Sir  Anthony  Alhley  Cooper,  fecond  baronet,  his  fon,  offered  his 
fervices  to  king  Charles  the  iirft  foon  after  the  commencement  of  the  civil 
war,  he  being  thenjufl:  of  age;  and  induced  the.  garrifon  of  Weymouth 
in  the  county  of  Dorfet  to  open  their  gates  to  him  :  but  he  was  difgufted 
by  the  treatment  he  received ;  the  king  having  firft  made  a  difficulty  of 
beftowing  on  him  the  government  of  Weymouth,  and  foon  after  taking  it 
out  of  his  hands.  He  afterwards  formed  the  party  called  the  clubmen, 
whofe  objedt  it  was  to  force  both  fides  to  lay  down  their  arms,  and  call  a 

free 
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free  parliament  for  fettling  the  nation.  Sir  Anthony  was  one  of  the  moffc 
Gonfiderable  perfons  among  thofe  who  were  excluded  from  the  houfe  of 
commons,  when  Cromwel  undertook  to  purge  it  of  fuch  members  as  were 
difagreeable  to  him.  He  was  extremely  adlive  in  the  internal  condudl  of 
affairs  previoufly  neceflary  to  the  reftoration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond, 
and  foon  after  that  event  was  created  baron  Aflalcy  of  Winborne  Saint 
Giles.     He  was  alfo  appointed  chancellor  and  under  treafurer 

of  the  exchequer.  In  the  year  1670  he  was  conlidered  as  one  of  the 
perfons  principally  trufted  by  the  fovereign,  being  a  member  of  the  cele- 
brated cabal ;  and  having  refigned  the  office  of  chancellor  of  exchequer,  he 
was  created  lord  Cooper  of  P'awlet  and  earl  of  Shaftefbur)%  and  17  April 
1672  declared  lord  high  chancellor  of  England.  The  charafter  of  the  earl  of 
Shaftefbury  is  one  of  the  mofl  ambiguous  that  is  to  be  found  in  the  annals 
of  hiftory.  His  abilities  were  of  the  firfl:  order ;  he  difcharged  the  duties- 
of  his  office  in  a  manner  the  mofl  upright  and  admirable  ;  he  adled  in 
various  inftanpcs  with  great  fpirit,  candour  and  generofity :  but  he  was 
probably  mifled  by  the  inceffant  reflleffiiefs  and  ad:ivity  of  his  nature. 
His  advocates  have  not  been  able  to  vindicate  him  from  the  charge  of 
advifmg  and  countenancing  the  worft  meafures  of  king  Charles  the  fecond ; 
he  was  too  violent  and  precipitate  in  the  proceedings  of  his  fubfequent 
oppolition ;  and  his  retreat  from  England,  previoufly  to  the  tragical  cataf- 
trophe  of  Algernoa  Sidney  and  lord  RuiTel,  leaves  no  favourable  impreffioa 
upon  the  mind.  Being  difgufted  with  the  proceedings  of  lord  Clifford. 
lord  high  treafurer,  and  the  duke  of  York,  he  connected  himfelf  with  the 
duke  of  Monmouth,  and  infpired  him  with  the  defign  of  afpiring  to  the 
erov/n,  in  confequence  of  which  intrigue  he  was  difmifled  from  the  office 
of  lord  chancellor  9  November  1673.     He  was  committed  to  the  Tower, 

H  h  together 
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together  with  the  duke  of  Buckingham  and  others,  for  queftioning  the 
legaUty  of  the  parHament  15  February  1677,  and  did  not  obtain  his  liberty 
till  24  February  in  the  following  year.  When  king  Charles  the  fecond 
was  defirous  of  forming  a  popular  adminiflration,  lord  Shaftefbury  was 
nominated  20  April  1679  lord  prefident  of  the  council,  and  was  difmifled 
from  that  office  15  October  following.  He  ftrongly  inforced  the  pro- 
fecution  of  the  Popifh  plot,  and  was  committed  to  the  Tower  2  July  i68i 
upon  a  charge  of  fubornation,  but  v/as  delivered  by  a  grand  jury  who  were 
in  the  intereft  of  the  whig  party.  That  party  was  defeated  in  the  city 
elections  of  the  following  year  ;  and  lord  Shaftefbury  embarking  for  Amfler- 
dam,  died  in  that  city  22  January  1683.  He  was  the  principal  patron  of 
the  celebrated  John  Locke. 

Anthony  AHiley,  third  earl  of  Shaftefbury,  his  grandfon,  is  faid  to 
have  owed  fome  part  of  his  education  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Locke.  He 
was  a  nobleman  of  unblemiflied  reputation,  and  by  his  great  work, 
intitled  *'  Charafteriftics  of  Men,  Manners,  Opinions  and  Times," 
claims  a  rank  in  the  firft  order  of  Britifh  claffics.     He  died   15  February 

1713- 

Anthony,  fourth  earl  of  Shaftefbury,  his  fon,  married  16  April  1759 
Mary,  daughter  of  Jacob,  firfi  lord  vifcount  Folkeflone  ;  by  which  lady  he 
had  ifTue,  i .  Anthony  Afhley,  prefent  and  fifth  earl  of  Shaftefbury. 
2-  Mary  Anne  Afhley,  born  31  December  1766,  and  married  14  April 
1788  to  Charles  Sturt  of  Critchil  Houfe  in  the  county  of  Dorfet  efquire, 
3.   Cropley  Afliley,  born  21  December  1768.

FREDERIC  AUGUSTUS  BERKELEY,  earl  cf  Berkeley,  vifcount 
Durfley,  baron  Berkeley  of  Berkeley  caftle,  Mowbray,  Segrave,  and  Breaus 
of  Gower ;  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Glou- 
ceftei"  and  of  the  cities  of  Briftol  and  Gloucefter,  confcable  of  the  caflle 
of  Saint  Briavel,  and  warden  of  the  forefh  of  Dean,  colonel  of  the  militia 
of  the  count}^  of  Gloucefter,  and  high  fteward  of  the  city  of  Gloucefter. 

This  nobleman  was  born  24  May  1745,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upoxi 
the  death  of  his  father  9  January  1755.  He  was  appointed  2  July  1766 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Gloucefter  and  warden 
of  the  foreft  of  Dean. 

The  family  of  Berkeley  is  defcended  from  Harding,  who  derives  his 
pedigree  from  the  royal  family  of  Denmark,  and  is  in  the  lift  of  thofe 
perfons  who  came  over  to  England  with  William  the  conqueror.  Robert 
Fitzharding,  his  fon,  adhered  to  the  emprefs  Matilda  and  her  fon  Henry, 
afterwards  king  Henry  the  fecond,  in  their  conteft  with  king  Stephen ; 
and  obtained  a  grant  of  the  caftle  of  Berkeley  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter, 
together  with  the  barony,  from  whence  his  pofterity  have  derived  the  fur- 
name  of  Berkeley.  Robert,  his  fon,  and  Maurice,  nephew  of  Robert, 
took  part  with  the  rebellious  barons  in  the  reigns  of  king  John  and  king 
Henry  the  third.  Thomas,  fon  of  Maurice,  was  appointed  1296  lord  high 
conftable  of  England,    and  at  the  battle  of  Bannockburn    24  June  1313 

was 
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was  taken  prifoner  by  the  vidrorious  Scots.  This  nobleman  engaged 
in  tlie  oppofition  to  the  two  Spencers,  favourites  of  king  Edward  tiie 
fecond  j  as  did  Maurice,  his  fon,  who  received  fummons  to  parliament  in 
the  preceding  reign  by  the  title  of  lord  Berkeley  of  Berkeley  caftle  ;  being, 
according  to  the  family  account,  the  feventh  poflelTor  of  the  barony.  He 
was  appointed  1319  il:eward  of  the  duchy  of  Aquitaine,  and  died  in  con- 
finement as  a  rebel  31  May  1326.  James,  his  brother,  was  eledled  bifliop 
of  Exeter  15  March  1326,  and  died  24  June  in  the  following  year. 

Thomas,  fecond  lord  Berkeley,  reckoning  from  the  fummons  of  king 
Edward  the  firft,  his  fon,  had  king  Edward  the  fecond  committed  to  his 
cuftody,  when  made  a  prifoner  by  his  rebellious  barons ;  but,  being  thought 
to  treat  him  with  too  much  indulgence,  he  was  taken  out  of  his  hands. 
This  nobleman  was  a  confiderable  warrior,  and  diflinguiflied  himfelf  againft 
the  Scots,  He  was  alfo  at  the  battle  of  CrefTy  16  Auguft  i  -546,  and  con- 
fiderably  improved  his  fortune  by  the  ranfom  of  the  prifoners  he  took  at 
the  battle  of  Poitiers  19  September  1356,  where  he  was  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal commanders.  He  died  27  Odtober  1361,  Maurice,  his  brother, 
was  anceftor  to  the  late  lord  Bottetourt  and  the  Jate  lord  Bekeley  of 
Stratton.  Maurice,  third  lord  Berkeley,  fon  of  Thomas,  received  feveral 
wounds  in  the  battle  of  Poitiers. 

Thomas,  fourth  lord  Berkeley,  his  fon,  was  admiral  of  the  fleet  in  the 
reign  of  king  Henry  the  fourth,  and  gained  a  confiderable  victory  over  the 
French  at  Milfordhaven,  where  he  took  fourteen  of  their  Hiips,  and 
deftroyed  fifteen  1405.      He  died  13  July  1416, 

James,  fifth  lord  Berkeley,  his  nephew,  married  Ilabel,  daughter  of 
Thomas   and   coufin   and   coheir   to   John    Mowbray   dukes   of  Norfolk. 

3  ~        '^^^illiam, 
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"William,  fixth  lord  Berkeley,  the  iflue  of  this  marriage,  was  by  king- 
Edward  the  fourth  21  April  1481  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  vifcount  Ber- 
keley, and  by  king  Richard  the  third  28  June  1483  created  earl  of  Not- 
tingham, a  dignity  which  had  formerly  belonged  to  the  family  of  Mowbray 
dukes  of  Norfolk.  He  afterwards  went  over  to  France  to  king  Henry  the 
feventh,  and  upon  his  acceffion  to  the  crown  was  conftituted  hereditary 
earl  marfhal  of  England.  He  was  farther  created  28  January  1490  marquis 
of  Berkeley  j  but,  upon  his  death  14  February  1492,  all  the  honours 
which  had  been  bellowed  upon  him  became  extind:.. 

William,  marquis  of  Berkeley,  being  difpleafed  with  the  condudt  of 
Maurice,  his  brother  and  natural  heir,  bequeatlied  the  cafrle  of  Berkeley, 
together  with  the  lands  and  lordihips  of  the  ancient  barony,  to  king  Henry 
the  feventh  and  his  male  ifTue,  in  failure  of  which  they  were  to  revert  to 
his  right  heirs  ;  and  in  confequence  of  this  conveyance  the  family  fuffered 
a  temporary  eclipfe.  Maurice,  fon  of  IVIaurice,  was  fummoned  to  par- 
liament by  the  title  of  lord  Berkeley,  but  without  the  precedence  due  to 
the  ancient  honours  of  his  family.  Upon  the  death  however  of  king 
Edward  the  fixth  the  caftle  of  Berkeley  and  its  dependent  lordfhips 
reverted,  according  to  the  will  of  William  marquis  of  Berkeley,  to  Henry 
eleventh  lord  Berkeley,  and  fourth  in  defcent  from  Maurice  the  marquis's, 
brother. 

George,  thirteenth  lord  Berkeley,  great  grandfon  of  Henry,  difplayed 
confiderable  zeal  in  the  bufi^^fs  of  the  reftoration  of  king  Charles  the 
fecond,  and  was  by  that  monarch  created  vifcount  Durfley  and  earl  of 
Berkeley,  He  concurred  in  the  revolution  of  1688,  and  died  14  Od:ober 
1698. 

CharleSj 
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Charles,  fecond  earl  of  Berkeley,  was  fent  by  king  William  the  third, 
in  the  year  of  his  acceflion,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minifler  plenipotentiary 
to  the  republic  of  the  United  Provinces,  where  he  remained  till  1695.  He 
had  ifllie,  i.  James,  third  earl  of  Berkeley.  2.  Henry,  whofe  fon  Henry 
was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Fontenoy  11  May  1745.  Henry,  the  father, 
died  .  May  1736.  3.  Elizabeth,  confort,  and  at  length  heirefs  to  fir 
John  Germaine  of  Drayton  in  the  county  of  Northampton  baronet.  She 
was  much  celebrated  for  her  wit  and  patronage  of  literature,  and  at  her 
death  16  December  1669  bequeathed  her  property  to  George,  fon  of  Lionel 
.firfl  duke  of  Dorfet,  afterwards  created  lord  vifcount  Sackville, 

James,  third  earl  of  Berkeley,  entered  into  the  fea  fervice,  and  dilHn- 
guifhed  himfelf  in  the  reign  of  queen  Anne  in  the  fleets  of  fir  George  Rooke 
and  fir  Cloudefley  Shovel.  He  was  conflituted  18  March  171 8  firft  lord 
commifiioner  of  the  admiralty,  in  which  office  he  continued  till  the  death 
of  king  George  the  firfl  11  June  1727.     He  died         Augufl  1736. 

Auguftus,  fourth  earl  of  Berkeley,  his  fon,  was  colonel  of  one  of  the 
regiments  raifed  in  1745  to  march  againfl:  the  i-ebels.  He  marfied  7  June 
1744  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Henry  Drax  of  Charborough  in  the  county  of 
Dorfet  efquire  j  by  which  lady,  who  married,  fecondly,  Robert  Craggs 
Nugent,  firfl:  earl  Nugent  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  he  had  iffue,  i .  Fre- 
derick Auguftus,  prefent  and  fifth  earl  of  Berkeley.  2.  Louifa,  born 
28  July  1748,  and  married  to  George  lord  Hervey,  fon  of  Frederic  earl  of 
Briftol.      3.   Elizabeth,  born  December  1750,  and  married  to  William 

lord  Craven..      4.    George   Cranfield,    born    10   Auguft    1753,    conflituted 
15  September   1780  a  captain  in  the  royal  navy,  and  elected  in   the  years 

1783   and    1784   to    reprefent    the   county   of    Gloucefler.      He    married 

19  Augull: 
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19  Auguft  1784  Amelia,  daughter  of  George  Henry,  fon  of  Charles  fecond 
duke  of  Richmond.

The  family  of  Windfor,  from  whom  the  earls  of  Plymouth  in  the  female 
line  are  defcended,  derives  its  origin  from  Other,  a  rich  and  powerful  lord 
in  the  reign  of  king  Alfred  the  great.  Walter  Fitz  Other  in  the  reign  of 
king  William  the  conqueror,  was  father  of  William,  who  took  the  fur- 
name  of  Windfor  from  the  caflle  of  Windfor  committed  to  his  cuftody^ 
and  of  Gerald,  who  was  anceftor  to  the  earls  of  Defmond,  the  prefent  duke 
of  Leinfter,  and  the  prefent  earl  of  Kerry  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 
and  to  the  lords  Gerard  of  Bromley,  the  Gerards  earls  of  Macclesfield, 
and  the  prefent  marquis  of  Lanfdown. 

Sir  William  de  Windfor,  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  third,  was 
twice  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  where  he  performed 
confiderable  fervices.    He  married  Alice  Pierce,  concubine  to  that  monarch.-

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Sir  Andrews  Windfor,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth,  was  a  prin- 
cipal commander  in  the  army  fent  under  Charles  Brandon  duke  of  Suffolk 
to  invade  the  kingdom  of  France  in  the  year  1523  ;  and  had  funimons  to 
parliament  by  the  title  of  lord  Windfor  of  Bradenham.  William,  fecond 
lord  Windfor,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the  partizans  and  counfellors  of  queen 
Mary  :  and  Edward,  third  lord  Windfor,  his  fon,  difplayed  confiderable 
valour  at  the  fiege  of  Saint  Quintin  7  July  1557.

GEORGE  AUGUSTUS  LUMLEY  SANDERSON,  earl  of  Scar- 
borough, vifcount  and  baron  Lumley  of  Lumley  caflle;  vlfcount  Lumley 
of  Waterford  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

This  nobleman  was  born  22  September  1753.  He  was  chofen  at  the 
general  eledion  1774  to  reprefent  the  city  of  Lincoln,  and  fucceeded  to  the 

title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  1 1  May  1782. 

The  family  of  Lumley  is  defcended  from  Liulph,  a  nobleman  of  great 
figure  in  the  time  of  king  Edward  the  confeflbr,  but  who  was  flripped  of 
his  poffefTions  by  king  William  the  conqueror,  and  afterwards  murdered. 
The  name  of  Lumley  was  alTumed  "by  William  his  grandfon.  Ralph  de 
Lumley  had  fummons  to  parliament  1385  by  the  title  of  Baron  Lumley  of 
Kylton  Caftle  in  the  county  of  York ;  and,  having  entered  into  a  confe- 
deracy in  favour  of  king  Richard  the  fecond,  was  killed  at  Cirencefter  in 
the  year  1400.  Marmaduke,  his  younger  fon,  was  15  April  1430  eledlcd 
bifhop  of  Carlifle,  and  18  December  1446  conflituted  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England.  He  was  tra-nflated  8  February  1451  to  the  fee  of  Lincoln, 
and  died  in  the  following  year.  Sir  John  Lumley,  in  the  reign  of  king 
Henry  the  fourth,  was  reftorcd  to  the  honours  of  baron  Lumley ;  and, 
having  diflinguiflied  himfelf  in  the  wars  of  France,  was  killed,  togetlier 
with  the  duke  of  Clarence,  brother  to  king  Henry  the  fifth,  at  the  battle  of 
Beauge,   13  April  142 1.     Thomas,  third  lord  Lumley,  his  fon,  embraced 

K  k  the 
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the  party  of  the  houfe  of  York ;  and  George,  fourth  lord  Lumley,  fon  of 
Thomas,  was  one  of  the  commanders  in  the  expedition  of  Richard  duke  of 
Gloucefter,  afterward  king  Richard  the  third,  againft  the  Scots,  and  in  fome 
miUtary  expeditions  under  king  Henry  the  feventh.  John,  feventh  lord 
Lumley,  his  great  grandfon,  was  one  of  the  principal  commanders  at  the 
battle  of  Flodden  Field  9  September  1 5 1 3  j  but  George,  his  only  fon, 
being  concerned  in  an  infurredlion  againft  king  Henry  the  eighth,  was 
committed  to  the  Tower ;  and,  being  found  guilty  of  high  treafon,  fufFered 
death  1537.  John,  eighth  lord  Lumley,  his  fon,  was  reftored  in  blood  by 
king  Edward  the  fixth;  but,  dying  without  iiTue  11  April  1609,  and  the 
attainders  of  his  family  not  being  completely  reverfed,  the  title  became 
extindt.  It  was  claimed  by  the  reverend  dodlor  Robert  Lumley  Lloyd,  his 
fuppofed  heir  in  the  female  line,  in  the  year  1623;  but  the  claim  was 
rejedled. 

Richard,^^  grandfon  of  Anthony,  younger  fon  of  Richard  fixth  lord  Lum- 
ley, was  by  king  Charles  the  firft  12  July  1628  created  vifcount  Lumley 
of  Waterford  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  He  was  a  principal  commander 
in  the  royal  party  in  the  enfuing  civil  war.  John,  his  fbn,  had  iffue, 
I.  Richard,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Lumley.  2.  Henry,  who  ferved  with 
great  reputation  in  the  wars  of  king  William  the  third,  and  the  duke  of 
Marlborough,  and.  was  at  length  railed  to  the  appointment  of  general  of  the 
horfe:  he  died  18  Odlober  1722^ 

Richard,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Lumley,  wa&  by  king  Charles  the  fecond 
created  baron  Lumley  of  Lumley  caftle  in  the  county  palatine  of  Durham. 
He  had  a  principal  fhare  in  gaining  the  vidory  of  Sedgemoor,  in  which 
the  duke  of  Monmouth  was  defeated,    6  July  1685  j  and  was  afterwards

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very  adlve  In  promoting  the  bufinefs  of  the  revolution.  By  king  William 
he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  vifcount  Lumley  of  Lumley  caftle,  and 
foon  after  to  that  of  earl  of  Scarborough.  He  died  17  December  1721, 
having  ilTue,  i.  Richard,  fecond  earl  of  Scarborough.  2.  William,  who 
entered  into  the  naval  profeffion,  and  was  killed  in  an  engagement  at  fea 
9  April  1709.     3.  Thomas,  third  earl  of  Scarborough. 

Richard,  fecond  earl  of  Scarborough,  upon  the  acceffion  of  king  George 
the  fecond  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  mafter  of  the  horfe,  which  office 
he  refigned  May  1734,  and  put  an  end  to  his  exiftence  4  February 
1740.

WILLIAM  HENRY  ZULEISTEIN  DE  NASSAU,  earl  of  Roch^ 
ford,  vifcount  Tunbridge  and  baron  of  Enfield. 

This  nobleman  was  born  28  June  1754,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  uncle  30  September  1781^ 

The  family  of  Zuleiftein  is  defcended  from  Frederic,  natural  fon  of 
Henry  Frederic  prince  of  Orange,  ftadtholder  of  the  republic  of  the  United 
Provinces,  He  took  the  furname  of  Zuleiftein  from  a  lordship  of  that 
name  in  the  province  of  Holland,  and  was  killed  in  the  defence  of  his 
country  againfl  the  invafion  of  Louis  the  fourteenth  12  Oiflober  1672. 

William  Henry,  his  fon,  was  a  principal  confident  of  William  prince 
of  Orange,  afterwards  king  William  the  third;  and  was  lent  over  to  the 
court  of  London  under  pretence  of  congratulating  king  James  the  fecond 
upon  the  birth  of  a  prince  of  Wales,  but  in  reality  to  inquire  into  the  ftate 
of  affairs  in  England,  previoufly  to  the  intended  expedition  of  the  prince 
of  Orange.  He  was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Landen  29  July  1693, 
and  two  years  after  was  created  baron  of  Enfield,  vifcount  Tunbridge  and 
earl  of  Rochford.  He  died  in  the  year  1708,  leaving  iffue,  i.  William 
Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Rochford,  who  ferved  as  a  volunteer  in  the  expe- 
dition againft  Cadiz  1703,  diftinguiflied  himfelf  at  the  battle  of  Blenheim 
2.  Auguil   i.>704,  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Almanara  27  July  1710. 

2.  Frederic, 
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2.  Frederic,  third  earl  of  Rochford,  who  had  ifllie  William  Henry,  fourth 
earl  of  Rochford ;  and  Richard  Savage,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  Edward  Spencer  of  Rendlefliam  in  the  county  of  Suifolk 
efquire,  and  relid:  of  James,  fecond  duke  of  Brandon  ;  by  which  lady,  who 
died  9  March  1771,  he  had  iffue  William  Heniy,  prefent  and  fifth  earl  of 
Rochfordj  and  George,  born  5  September  1756.  Richard  Savage  died

William  Henry,  fourth  earl  of  Rochford,  was  appointed  1749  envoy 
extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  king  of  Sardinia,  and  foon 
after  his  return,  2  March  1755  groom  of  the  ftole  to  king  George  the 
fecond.  He  was  declared  8  June  1763  ambafiador  extraordinary  and 
minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Spain,  and  i  July  1766  ambaffador 
extraordinary  to  the  mofl  Chriflian  king.

WILLIAM   CHARLES  KEPPEL,    earl  of  Albemarle,  vifcount  Bury 
and  baron  Afhford  of  Alliford, 

This  nobleman  was  born   14  May  1772,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upoa 
the  death  of  his  father  1 3  Odober  in  the  fame  year. 

The  family  of  Keppel  is  one  of  the  moft  ancient  in  the  lifl  of  the  nobility 
of  the  province  of  Guelderland  in  the  republic  of  the  United  Provinces. 
Arnold  Joojft  van  Keppel,  lord  of  Voorft,  came  over  to  England  with 
king  William  the  third,  and  was  by  that  monarch  created  baron  Afliford 
of  Afliford,  vifcount  Bury  and  earl  of  Albemarle.  Upon  the  death  of  king 
William  he  returned  to  his  native  country,  and  was  one  of  the  commanders 
of  the  Dutch  forces  appointed  to  ferve  under  John  duke  of  Marlborough. 
He  was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Denain  24  July  17 12,.  and  died 
30  May  171 8. 

William  Anne,  fecond  earl  of  Albemarle,  his  fon,^  alfo  embraced  the 
military  profeffion,  and  ferved  at  the  battle  of  Dettingen  27  June  1743, 
and  in  the  different  battles  of  William  duke  of  Cumberland.  Upon  the 
conclufion  of  the  peace  of  Aix  la  Chapelle  1748,  he  was  appointed 
ambaffador  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  to  the  mofl  Chriftian 
king,  and  in  the  year  1750  added  to  that  office  the  appointment  of  groom 
of  the  flole  to  king  George  the  fecond.     He  had  ifiue,    i .  George,  third

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:earl  of  Albemarle.     2.  Augullus.     3.  William,  who  embraced  the  military 
profeffion,  and  ferved  in  the  expedition  againft  the  town  of  the  Havannah 
1762.      He   died    i    March    1782.      4.    Frederic,    who   was   elefted 
Odober   1762  lord  bifhop  of  Exeter.     He  married  September  1758 

Laura,  natural  daughter  of  fir  Edward  Walpole  knight  of  the  bath,  fon 
cf  Robert  iirft  earl  of  Orford ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  Anna  Maria, 
born  17  June  1759;  Frederic,  born  14  Novem.bcr  1762,  and  appointed 
31  May  1787  captain  in  the  forty-fixth  regiment  of  foot  j  Laura,  born 
t4  March  1765,  and  married  to  George  Ferdinand  fon  of  Charles  lord 
Southampton;  and  Charlotte  Augufta,  born  6  June  1771.  The  bifhop 
of  Exeter  died  December  1777.  5.  Henry,  born  11  Augufl  1741. 
The  earl  of  Albemarle  died  22  December  1754. 

George,  third  earl  of  Albemarle,  ferved  under  William  duke  of  Cum- 
berland, and  was  comm^ander  in  chief  of  the  land  forces  that  reduced  the 
town  of  the  Havannah  13  Auguft  1762.  He  married  20  April  1770 
Anne,  daugliter  of  iir  John  Miller,  of  Chichefter  in  the  county  of  SulTex 
taronet ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  William  Charles,  prefent  and  fourth 
earl  of  Albemarle. 

Aueuflus,  fecond  fon  of  William  Anne  fecond  earl  of  Albemarle, 
was  an  officer  of  contiderable  diftindtion  in  the  royal  navy.  He  commanded 
at  the  capture  of  the  ifiand  of  Goree  29  December  1758,  and  at  that  of  the 
iiland  of  Belleifle  7  June  1761.  He  alfo  ferved  under  admiral  Hawke  in 
the  fea  fight  20  November  1759,  and  under  admiral  Pococke  at  the 
capture  of  the  Havanaah.  Upon  the  commencement  of  the  war  between 
Great  Britain  and  France  in  the  year  1778,  he  was  appointed  with  con- 
fiderable  applaufe  to  the  command  of  the  fleet  cruifmg  in  the  Englifh 
channel,  aiad  an  engagement  er^fued  with  the  fleet  of  France  27  July  in  the 

fame 
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fame  year.     Sir  Hugh  Pallifer,    the  fccond  in  command  in  tliiit   adion, 

thought  proper  9  December  following,  to  exhibit  a  charge  of  mifcondudt 

and    negledl   of  duty  againft    his  principal  ;    and,    a  court   martial   beino- 

appointed  to  try  the  charge,  they  fit  from  7  January  1779  to  11  February 

following,  when  they  came  to  a  decifion,  that  "  the  charge  was  malicious 

"  and  ill  founded,    and  that  admiral   Keppel  had   behaved   as   became   a 

^'  judicious,    brave   and  experienced  officer."      Previoufly    to   the    trial  a 

reprefentation  to  the  king  had  been  figned  by  lord  Hawke,  admiral  of  the 

fleet  of  England,    and  twelve  other  admirals,    flating  the  impropriety  of 

dired:ing  a  court  martial  to  be  allembled  upon  a  charge  of  the  nature  of 

that  exhibited  by  fir  Hugh  Pallifer ;  and  the  acquittal  of  admiral  Keppel 

was  followed  by  the  thanks  of  both  houfes  of  parliament,  and  by  o-reat 

demonftrations  of  joy  in  London  and  many  parts  of  the  kingdom.     Upon 

the  change  of  miniftry  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1782,  admiral  Keppel 

was  conflituted  30  March  firil  lord  commiffioner  of  the  admiralty,    and 

24  April  following  was  created  vifcount  Keppel  of  Elvedon  in  the  county 

cf  Suffolk.     He  religned  the  office  of  firfl  lord  of  the  admiralty  24  January 

1783,  but  was  reinftated  8  April  in  the  fame  year,  and  refigned  a  fecond 

time  in  December  following.     Upon  his  death  3  Odtober  1786  the  title  of 

vifcount  Keppel  became  extind.

GEORGE  WILLIAM  COVENTRY,  earl  of  Coventry  and  vifcount 
I)eerhurft,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Worcefler, 
and  recorder  of  the  city  of  Worcefter. 

This  nobleman  was  born  26  April  1722,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  18  March  1751.  He  was  conftituted  17  June 
in  the  fame  year  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of 
Worcefter,  and  one  of  the  lords  of  the  bedchamber  to  king 

George  the  fecond.     He  was  continued  in  this  office  by  his  prefent  majefty, 
and  refigned  in  January  1770. 

The  earl  of  Coventry  married,  firft,  5  March  1752  Maria,  daughter  of 
John  Gunning  efquire,  and  fifter  to  baronefs  Hamilton  ;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  i  October  1760,  he  had  iflue,  i.  Mary  Alicia,  born  9  Decem- 
ber 1754,  and  married  25  June  1777  to  Andrew,  fon  of  fir  Edward 
Bayntun  of  Spye  Park  in  the  county  of  Wilts  baronet,  from  whom  flie  was 
divorced  in  the  year  1783.  2.  Anne  Margaret,  born  18  March  1757, 
and  married  to  Edward  fon  of  Thomas  firft  lord  Foley.  3.  George  Wil- 
liam, lord  vifcount  Deerhurft.  The  earl  of  Coventry  married,  fecondly, 
27  September  1764,  Barbara,  daughter  of  John  tenth  lord  Saint  John  of 
Bletihoe ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iflue,  i.  John,  born  20  July  1765. 
2.  A  fon,  born  24  December  1778.  3.  A  fon,  born  16  November 
1784. 

George 
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George  William,  lord  vifcount  Deerhurft,  was  born  6  May  1758,  and 
married,  firft,  18  March  1777  Catherine,  daughter  of  Robert  Henley  earl 
of  Northington  lord  high  chancellor  of  England  ;  who  died  9  January 
1779  J    and,   fecondly,    10  January    1783  ,    daughter  of  fir 

Abraham  Pitches  of  Streatham  in  the  county  of  Surrey  knight ;  by  which 
lady  he  has  iflue,  I,  A  fon,  born  16  December  1784.  2.  A  daughter, 
born  12  September  1785.  3.  A  daughter,  born  14  September  1786.  He 
loft  his  fight  in  confequence  of  a  fall  from  his  horfe  in  the  year  1779. 

The  family  of  Coventry  is  defcended  from  John  Coventry,  lord  mayor 
of  London  in  the  year  1425.  Thomas  Coventry,  in  the  reign  of  king 
James  the  firft,  embraced  the  profellion  of  the  law,  and  was  appointed 
1605  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of  common  pleas.  He  died  12  De- 
cember in  the  folio  v/ing  year,  having  iftue,     1.  Thomas.     2.  Walter. 

Thomas,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  appointed  14  March  161 6  to  the  office  of 
folicitor  general,  and  11  January  1620  was  raifed  to  the  degree  of  attorney 
general.  He  was  conftituted  i  November  1625  lord  keeper  of  the  great 
feal,  and  foon  after  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  by  the  title  of  lord 
Coventry  of  Aylelborough  in  the  county  of  Worcefter.  He  died  14  January 
1640,  having  iffue,  i.  Thomas,  fecond  lord  Coventry.  2.  John,  father 
of  fir  John  Coventiy  of  Pitminfter  in  tlie  county  of  Somerfet  knight  of  the 
bath,  famous  for  giving  occafton,  by  an  attack  made  upon  his  perfon,  to 
the  aft  of  parliament  for  preventing  malicious  maiming  and  wounding, 
commonly  called  the  Coventry  a<5t.  3.  Henry,  who  was  twice  ambaflador 
to  the  court  of  Stockholm,  and  was  one  of  the  ambafladors  who  concluded 
the  peace  of  Breda  in  1667.  He  was  appointed  3  July  1672  one  of  his 
majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  which  office  he  refigned  1 1  Februaiy 

L  1  2  1680, 
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1680,  and  died  7  December  1686.  4.  William,  who  is  reckoned  by  bifliop 
Burnet  the  *'  beft  fpeaker  of  his  time  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  and 
"  capable  of  bearing  the  chief  miniftry,  as  it  was  once  thought  he  was- 
*'  very  near  it,  and  as  he  deferved  it  more  than  all  the  reft  did."  He 
died  23  June   1686. 

Thomas,  fifth  lord  Coventry,  fon  of  Thomas  fecond  lord  Coventry,  was: 
by  king  William  the  third  created  vifcount  Deerhurft  and  earl  of  Coventry, 
with  remainder  to  the  grandchildren  of  ¥/alter,.  brother  of  Thomas  firft 
lord  Coventry.  Accordingly  upon  the  death  of  Gilbert,  fourth  earl  of 
Coventry,  his  fon,  27  Odober  171 9,  the  barony  became  extinft,  and  the 
titles  of  vifcount  Deerhurft  and  earl  of  Coventry  defcended  to  William,  the 
eldeft  grandfon  of  Walter.. 

William,  fifth  earl  of  Coventry,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
Allen  of  the  city  of  Weftminfter  efquire  j  by  which  lady,  who  died 
23  November  1738,  he  had  ilTue,  i.  George  William,  prefent  and  fixth 
earl  of  Coventry.  2.  John  Bulkeley,  born  21  March  1724,  who  afiumed 
the  furnarae  of  Bulkeley  in  purfuance  of  an  adl  of  parliament.

GEORGE  BUSSY  VILLIERS,  earl  of  Jerfey,.  vlfcount  Villlers  of 
Dartford  and  baron  of  Hoc ;  vifcount  Grandifon  of  Limeric  in  the  kingdom 
of  Ireland;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council. 

This  nobleman  was  born  9  June  1735,  and  elecSted  In  the  years  1756 
and  1 76 1  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Tamworth  in  the  county  of  Stafford. 
He  was  conftituted  21  March  176 1  one  of  die  lords  commiHioners  of  the 
admiralty,  and  was  chofen  in  the  fame  year  to  reprefent  the  borough  of 
Aldborough  in  the  county  of  York,  and  at  the  general  eleftion  in  1768  to 
reprefent  the  port  of  Dover  in  the  county  of  Kent.  He  rcfigned  his 
feat  at  the  board  of  admiralty  in  April  1763,  and  was  farther  appointed 
6  July  1765  vice  chamberlain  of  his  majefby's  houfliold,  which  office 
he  exchanged  9  September  1769  for  that  of  one  of  the  lords  of  his 
majefty's  bedchamber.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his 
father  28  Auguft  1769,  and  refigned  the  appointment  of  one  of  the  lords 
of  the  bedchamber  in  December  1777.  He  was  farther  conftituted 
30  March  1782  mafter  of  his  majefty's  buck--hounds,  which  office  he- 
exchanged  20  May  1783  for  that  of  captain  of  the  band  of  gentlemen 
penftoners,  and  refigned  in  December  in  tlie  fame  year. 

The  earl  of  Jerfey  married  Frances,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  doiftor  Philip 
Twifden,  lord  biffiop  of  Raphoe  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;  by  which 
lady   he  has  iflue,    i.  Charlotte,    born   2  May  1771.      2.  Anne   Baibara 

^  Frances, 
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Frances,  born  22  March  1772.  3.  George,  lord  vlfcount  Villiers,  born 
19  Auguft  1773.  4.  Caroline  Elizabeth,  born  16  December  1774. 
5.  Sarah,  born  17  November  1779.  6.  William  Auguftus,  born  15  No- 
vember 1780. 

The  family  of  Villiers  is  defcended  from  the  lords  of  Lille  Adam  in 
the  duchy  of  Normandy,  who  came  over  to  England  with  William  the 
conqueror.  Sir  Nicholas  de  Villers,  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  firft, 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  wars  of  the  Holy  Land,  and  afTumed  the  arms 
which  are  now  borne  by  the  earl  of  Jerfey.  George  Villiers,  in  the  reign 
of  queen  Elizabeth,  had  iffue,  i.  William,  created  a  baronet  by  king 
James  the  firft  19  July  161 9,  which  honour  became  extindl  27  February 
171 1.  2.  Edward.  By  a  fecond  marriage  with  Mary,  daughter  of 
Anthony  Beaumont  of  Glenfield  in  the  county  of  Leicefter  cfquire,  which 
lady  was  created  1608  countefs  of  Buckingham  for  life,  he  alfo  had  iilue, 
I.  John,  created  1609  baron  Villiers  of  Stoke  in  the  county  of  Buckingham 
and  vilcount  Purbec  in  the  county  of  Dorfet,  which  titles  became  extindt 
18  February  1657.  2.  George.  3.  Chriflopher,  created  24  September 
1623  baron  of  Daventry  in  the  county  of  Northampton  and  earl  of  Angle- 
fea,  which  titles  became  extindl  in  the  year  1659. 

George,  fecond  fon  of  George  Villiers  by  Mary  his  fecond  wife,  was 
the  founder  of  the  fortune  and  honours  of  his  family.  He  was  introduced 
in  the  year  1 6 1 3  to  king  James  the  firft,  who  was  ftruck  with  the  beauty 
of  his  perfon  and  the  gracefulnefs  of  his  deportment,  and  from  that  time 
made  him  his  principal  favourite.  He  was  fucceffively  created,  27  Augufl 
1616,  baron  of  Whaddon  in  the  county  of  Buckingham  and  vifcount 
Villiers;  5  January  1617  ^^^^'  ^^'^  ^  January  161 8  marquis  of  Buck- 
ingham;   and  finally,    18  May   1623    earl  of  Coventry  in  the  county  of 

Warwick 
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Warwick  and  duke  of  Buckingham.  He  was  conflituted  in  the  year  1616 
mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the  king,  and  30  January  161 8  lord  high  admiral 
of  England.  This  nobleman  was  of  a  capricious  and  arbitrary  difpofition, 
and  conduced  the  greateft  public  affairs  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  gratify  his 
perfonal  refentments.  He  broke  off  the  match  of  the  prince  of  Wales, 
afterwards  king  Charles  the  firfl,  with  the  infanta  of  Spain,  and  ruined  the 
interefts  at  court  of  Cranfield  earl  of  Middlefex  lord  high  treafurer,  and  of 
Digby  earl  of  Briflol  amballador  to  the  court  of  Madrid,  who  as  well  as  him- 
felf  had  originally  promoted  the  match.  Being  equally  a  favourite  v/ith  king 
Charles  the  firft  as  he  had  been  with  his  father,  he  involved  the  nation  in 
a  war,  becaufe  the  queen  of  France  did  not  think  fit  to  indulge  the  gallantry 
of  his  difpofition.  He  was  impeached  of  high  crimes  and  mifdemcanours 
by  the  firfl  parliament  of  king  Charles  the  firfl ;  and,  defirous  to  recover 
the  popular  favour,  undertook  an  expedition,  as  admiral  of  the  fleet  and 
commander  in  chief  of  the  land  forces,  againfl  the  ifland  of  Rhee  1627,  in 
which  he  mifcarried.  He  was  affaffinated  by  John  Feiton,  a  lieutenant  in 
the  army,  in  the  thirty-fixth  year  of  his  age  23  Augufl  1628. 

George,  fecond  duke  of  Buckingham,  his  fon,  was  fent  upon  his  travels 
during  the  period  of  the  civil  war,  and  returning  to  England  v/hile  the  king 
was  in  confinement,  himfelf  and  Francis,  his  brother,  thought  themfelves 
obliged  to  venture  their  lives  and  fortunes  for  his  deliverance,  and  accord- 
ingly  engaged  1648  in  the  projedl  of  the  earl  of  Holland.  In  this  under- 
taking lord  Francis  Villiers  was  killed.  The  duke  of  Buckingham  attended 
king  Charles  the  fecond  in  his  expedition  into  Scotland;  and,  by  the 
pliability  of  his  manners,  fo  eflfedlually  recommended  himfelf  to  the  high 
prefbyterians,  that  he  was  the  only  one  of  the  king's  Englifh  fervants  who 

was 
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was  not  removed  from  his  perfon.  He  diftinguiQied  himfelf  in  the  battle 
of  Worcefter  3  September  1661,  and  after  the  defeat  efcaped  in  fafety  to  the 
continent.  Coming  over  to  England  in  the  year  1658,  he  was  committed 
to  the  Tower  24  Auguft,  but  reconciled  himfdf  to  the  predominant  faction, 
and  was  difcharged  29  July  in  the  following  year.  He  was  appointed 
1 672  mafler  of  the  horfe  to  king  Charles  the  fecond,  and  had  a  conliderable 
influence  in  the  councils  of  that  monarch,  being  one  of  the  members 
of  the  celebrated  cabal.  Declining,  however,  in  credit  with  the  king,  he 
joined  lord  Shaftefbury  and  the  leaders  in  oppofition,  and  was  committed  to 
the  Tower  in  February  1 677  for  queftioning  the  legality  of  the  parliament, 
but  was  difcharged  upon  his  fubmiffion.  By  the  unfteadinefs  of  his  temper 
and  the  ficklenefs  of  his  friendlhips  he  greatly  funk  in  the  general  opinion ; 
and,  having  wailed  his  eftate  by  every  kind  of  prodigality,  died  in  a  poor 
cottage  in  Yorkihire  16  April  1687.  This  nobleman  was  the  author  of 
the  celebrated  comedy  of  the  Rehearfal,  the  objedt  of  which  is  to  parody  the 
tragedies  of  Dryden.  From  the  fmgularity  of  his  difpoution  and  fortune, 
he  became  a  topic  of  cenfure  to  fome  of  our  moH:  celebrated  poets.  Pope 
has  commemorated  his  miferable  end ;  and  Dryden  has  defcribed  his  cha- 
radier,  as 

A  man  fo  various,  that  he  feeni'd  to  be 
Not  one,  but  all  mankind's  epitome  : 
StiiF  in  opinions,  always  in  the  wrong  ; 
Was  every  thing  by  ftarts,  and  nothing  long  ; 
But,  in  the  courfe  of  one  revolving  moon. 
Was  chemifi:,   fidler,  flatefman,  and  buffoon. 
Bleil:  madman,  who  could  every  hour  employ. 
With  fomething  new,  to  willi,  or  to  enjoy  ! 

Edward, 
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Edward,  fecond  Con  of  George  Villiers  by  his  firft  marriage,  was,  by  the 
intereft  of  his  brother,  the  duke  of  Buckingham,  appointed  lo  March 
1622  prefident  of  the  province  of  Munfter  in  Ireland,  where  he  condudtcd 
himfelf  with  confiderable  reputation,  and  died  7  September  1626.  He 
married  Barbara,  daughter  of  fir  John  Saint  John  of  Lidiard  Tregofe  in 
the  county  of  Wilts,  and  niece  to  fir  Oliver  St.  John,  created  3  January 
1620  vifcount  Grandifon  of  Limeric  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  with 
remainder  to  the  male  iffue  of  fir  Edv/ard  Villiers  and  Barbara  his  wife. 
Their  iflue  were,  i.  William,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Grandifon.  2.  John, 
third  lord  vifcount  Grandifon.  3.  George,  fourth  lord  vifcount  Gran- 
difon.    4.  Edward.     Oliver,  firfl  lord  vifcount  Grandifon,   died  1630. 

William,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Grandifon,  diftinguiflied  himfelf  in  the 
party  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  was  killed  at  the  fiege  of  Briftol  26  July 
1643.  He  was  father  of  Barbara,  created  by  king  Charles  the  fecond 
3  Augufl  1670  baronefs  of  Nonfuch  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  countefs  of 
Southampton  and  duchefs  of  Cleveland,  with  remainder  to  her  eldeft  fon. 
She  bore  to  that  monarch,  i.  Charles,  duke  of  Cleveland  and  South- 
ampton, which  titles  became  extindt  1773.     2.   Henry,  duke  of  Grafton, 

3.  George,    duke  of  Northumberland,    which   title   became  extinft   1726. 

4.  Anne,  married  to  Thomas  Lennard,  lord  Dacre,  created  earl  of  Suflex. 

5.  Charlotte,  married  to  fir  Edward  Henry  Lee  of  Ditchley  in  the  county 
of  Oxford  baronet,  created  earl  of  Litchfield.  Roger  Palmer,  the  hufband 
of  the  duchefs  of  Cleveland  was  created  1661  earl  of  Cafi:lemain  in  tlie 
kingdom  of  Ireland.

George,  fourth  lord  vifcount  Grandifon,  was  grandfaiher  of  John  fiftli 
lord  vifcount  Grandifon,  who  was  created  11  September  1721  earl  Gran- 
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difon  of  Limeric  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  had  ilTue  Elizabeth, 
created  lo  April  1746  vifcountefs  Grandifon  of  Dromana  in  the  kingdom 
of  Ireland,  and  20  December  1766  countefs  of  Grandifon.  -  Upon  her  death 
June  1782,  fhe  was  fucceeded  in  her  titles  by  George,  prefent  earl  of 
Grandifon,  her  fonj  and  upon  the  death  of  John,  firft  earl  Grandifon, 
her  father,  1766  the  title  of  earl  Grandifon  of  Limeric  became  extindl, 
and  that  of  vifcount  Grandifon  defcended  to  William,  third  earl  of 
Jerfey.      • 

Edward,  fourth  fon  of  Edward  prefident  of  Munfler,  adhered  to  the 
royal  party  in  the  civH  war,  and  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Newberry 
20  September  1643. 

Edward,  his  fon,  accompanied  the  prince  of  Orange,  afterwards  king 
William  the  third,  in  the  expedition  of  1688,  and  was  by  that  monarch 
created  baron  Villiers  of  Hoo  and  vifcount  Villiers  of  Dartford,  and  foon 
after  earl  of  Jerfey.  He  was  one  of  the  plenipotentiaries  for  concluding 
the  treaty  of  Ryfwic  1697,  after  which  he  was  appointed  ambaffador 
extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  republic  of  the  United 
Provinces,  and  in  the  following  year  exchanged  that  employment  for  the 
office  of  ambaffador  extraordinarj'^  to  the  moft  Chriftian  king.  Upon  his 
return  from  the  court  of  France,  he  was  conllituted  14  May  1699  one  of 
his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ffate  ;  and  in  that  capacity  concluded 
the  fecond  treaty  of  partition.  Having  refigned  the  office  of  fecretary  of 
ftate,  he  was  appointed  24  June  1700  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold, 
in  which  office  he  continued  till  April  1704.  He  was  intended  to  have 
been  nominated  one  of  the  plenipotentiaries  for  concluding  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht;  but  that  defign  was  fuperfeded  by  his  death  26  Augufl  171 1.

Sir  John  Poulet,  in  the  reign  of  king  Richard  the  fecond,  was  father 
of  Thomas,  anceflor  to  earl  Poulet,  and  of  William,  anceftor  to  the  prefent 
duke  of  Bolton.  Sir  Amias  Poulet,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth, 
is  memorable  for  having  inflided  upon  cardinal  Wolfey,  when  only  a  fchool- 
mafter  at  Lymington  in  the  county  of  Somerfet,  the  punifhment  of  the 
frocks  :  which  indignity  he  was  afterv/ards  obliged  to  expiate  by  rebuilding 
the  middle  gate  of  the  Temple,  and  decorating  it  with  the  cardinal's  arms, 
badges  and  devices.  Sir  Amias,  his  grandfon,  was  in  the  year  1576 
appointed  ambaffador  from  queen  Ehzabeth  to  the  moft  Chriilian  king, 
and  had  the  cuilody  of  IMary  queen  of  Scots  committed  to  his  charge 
J  584.

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John  Poulet,  his  grandfon,  was  by  king  Charles  the  firfl  created  baron 

Poulet  of  Hinton  Saint   George  ;    and,    together  with  John,    fecond  lord 

Poulet,  his  fon,  adhered  to  the  party  of  that  monarch  in  the  enfuing  civil 


war. 


John,  fourth  lord  Poulet,  grandfon  of  John  fecond  lord  Poulet,  was 
by  queen  Anne  created  vifcount  of  Hinton  Saint  George  and  earl  Poulet. 
Upon  the  change  of  miniftry  in  1710,  he  was  conftituted  8  Auguft  firft 
lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafury  ;  and,  when  the  ftafF  of  lord  high  treafurer 
was  conferred  on  the  earl  of  Oxford,  earl  Poulet  was  declared  13  June 
171 1  lord  fleward  of  her  majeily's  houfliold,  in  which  ofEce  he  continued 
till  the  death  of  that  princefs.

GEORGE  JAMES  CHOLMONDELEY,  earl  of  Cholmondeley, 
vlfcount  Malpas,  baron  Cholmondeley  of  Wich  Malbank  and  baron  of 
Newburgh  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain ;  vifcount  Cholmondeley  of 
Kellis  and  baron  of  Newborough  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  j  one  of  his 
majefty's  moil  honourable  privy  council,  and  colonel  of  the  militia  of  the 
county  of  Chefter. 

This  nobleman  was  born  30  April  1749,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upoa 
the  death  of  his  grandfather  10  June  1770.  He  was  conflituted  1771  lord 
lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Chefter;  and,  having 
refigned  that  office,  was  declared  14  June  1782  envoy  extraordinary  to  the 
court  of  Berlin,  which  office  he  refigned  in  September  in  the  fame  year. 
He  was  farther  appointed  12  April  1783  captain  of  the  yeomen  of  the 
guard,  which  office  he  refigned  in  December  following. 

The  family  of  Cholmondeley  is  defcended  in  the  female  line  from 
Robert  Fitzhugh,  baron  of  Malpas  in  the  reign  of  king  William  the  con- 
queror. William  de  Belward,  heir  of  this  barony  in  the  reign  of  king 
Henry  the  fecond,  had  iffue,  i.  David,  father  of  Philip,  Avho  afllimed  the 
furname  of  Egerton,  and  is  anceflor  to  the  duke  of  Bridgwater.  2.  Robert, 
who  affumed  the  furname  of  Cholmondeley.  Hugh  Cholmondeley,  in  the 
reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  knighted  in  the  memorable  year  of  the 
Spanifh  invafion,  and  had  ilfue  tVv'o  fons,  Robert  and  Hugh. 

3  R.obert, 
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Robert,  the  eldeil  fon,  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  James  the  firft 
29  Jane  161 1,  and  by  king  Charles  the  lirft  1628  was  promoted  to  the 
dignity  of  vifcount  ChoLnondeley  of  Kelhs  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 
He  exerted  himfelf  in  behalf  of  the  royal  party  in  the  civil  war,  and  was 
farther  promoted  i  September  1645  to  the  degree  of  an  Englifh  baron  by 
the  title  of  lord  Cholmondeley,  and  5  March  in  the  following  year  to  the 
title  of  earl  of  Leinfler  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  Thefe  titles  became 
extind:  upon  his  death  2  Odlober  1659,  but  that  of  vifcount  Cholmondeley 
of  Kellis  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  was  immediately  after  the  reftoration 
29  March  1661  revived  in  favour  of  Robert,  fon  of  Hugh  his  younger 
brother. 

Hugh,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Cholmondeley,  exerted  himfelf  in  favour 
of  the  prince  of  Orange,  afterwards  king  William  the  third ;  and  was  by 
that  monarch  created  baron  Cholmondeley  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain ; 
and  by  his  fucceffor,  queen  Anne,  vifcount  Malpas  and  earl  of  Chol- 
mondeley. Thefe  titles  were,  in  each  inftance,  conferred  with  remainder 
to  his  younger  brother,  George,  fecond  earl  of  Cholmondeley :  and  earl 
Hugh  died  18  January  1725. 

George,  fecond  earl  of  Cholmondeley,  ferved  in  the  wars  of  king  Wil- 
liam, and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Steinkirk  1692.  By  king  George 
the  firft  16  March  171 5  he  was  created  baron  of  Newborough  in  the  king- 
dom of  Ireland,  and  foon  after  baron  of  Newburgh  in  the  kingdom  of  Great 
Britain.  He  had  iffue,  i.  George,  third  earl  of  Cholmondeley.  2.  James, 
who  embraced  the  militaiy  profeffion,  and  ferved  in  Flanders  in  the  war 
of  1 741,  and  in  Great  Britain  during  the  rebellion  of  1745.  He  died 
13  Odober  1775;  and  the  earl  of  Cholmondeley,  his  father,  7  May  1733. 

George, 
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George,  third  earl  of  Cholmondeley,  was  appointed  lo  December  1743 
lord  keeper  of  the  privy  {ea\,  which  office  he  refigned  in  December  fol- 
lowing. In  the  year  1745  he  raifed  a  regiment  to  ferve  againft  the  rebels. 
He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  firft  carl  of  Orford ;  by  which 
lady,  who  died  1732,  he  had  iiTue,  i.  George,  lord  vifcount  Malpas. 
'7.  Robert,  who  embraced  the  clerical  profeffion,  and  is  auditor  general 
of  his  majefly's  revenues  in  America.  He  married  Pvlary,  daughter  of 
Woffington  efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue,  George 
James,  born  22  February  17523  Mary  Henrietta,  born  4  April  17555 
and  Hefter  Frances,  born  8  July  1763. 

George,  lord  vifcount  Malpas  married  Hefler,  daughter  of  fir  Francis 
Edwards  of  Grete  in  the  county  of  Salop  baronet  j  by  which  lady,  who 
died  7  March  1786,  he  had  iffue,  i.  George  James,  prefent  and  third 
earl  of  Cholmondeley.  2.  Hefter,  born  1755,  and  married  to  William 
Clapcot  Lifle  efquire.     He  died  15  March  1764.

EDWARD  HARLEY,  earl  of  Oxford  and  earl  Mortimer,  and  baron 
Harley  of  Wigmorcj  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  lord 
lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Radnor,  one  of  the 
trullees  of  the  Britill:i  Mufeum,  dodor  of  laws  aftd  fellow  of  the  royal 
fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  2  September  1726,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  11  April  1755.  He  was  conflituted  1761  one 
of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  and  farther  appointed  lord 
lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Radnor  1766. 

The  earl  of  Oxford  married  11  July  1751  Sufannah,  daughter  of 
William  Archer  of  Welford  in  the  county  of  Berks  efquire. 

The  family  of  Harley  is  more  ancient  than  the  Norman  conqueft ;  and 
it  appears  that  an  officer  of  that  name  commanded  an  army  in  the  reign  of 
king  Ethelred,  and  defeated  Sweyn  king  of  Denmark  in  the  year  1013. 
Richard  de  Harley,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  third,  affifted  Roger 
Mortimer,  lord  of  Wigmore,  in  his  projedl  for  liberating  prince  Edward, 
afterwards  king  Edward  the  firft,  after  the  battle  of  Lewes.  The  family 
was  particularly  patronifed  by  that  monarch,  and  attained  in  his  reign  to 
fome  degree  of  opulence.  Thomas  Harley,  in  the  reign  of  king  James 
the   firft,    obtained   a  grant   of  the   honour   and   caftle   of  Wigmore,    in 

N  n  confideration 
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confideration  of  a  remote  defcent  from  the  family  of  Mortimer,  lords  of 
Wiemore. 

Sir  Robert  Harley,  knight  of  the  bath,  his  fon,  was  a  confiderable 
leader  ia  the  oppofition  to  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  an  encourager  of  the 
principles  of  the  Preftyterians.  His  caftle  of  Brampton  flood  a  confiderable 
fiege  in  the  civil  war,  but  was  at  length  taken  and  burnt  1643.  ^"* 
Robert,  as  well  as  his  fon  fir  Edward,  alfo  a  knight  of  the  bath,  was. 
among  the  members  of  the  houfe  of  commons  who  voted  6  December 
1648,  that  the  king's  anfwer  was  a  ground  for  peace,  and  who  were 
afterwards  excluded  by  Oliver  Cromwel.     He  died  6  November  1656. 

Sir  Edward  Harley  appears  to  have  been  a  man  of  great  honour  and 
integrity.  He  affifted  in  the  refloration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond,  and 
was  feleded  by  general  Monk  as  a  proper  perfon  to  be  named  governor  of 
Dunkirk.  He  proved  ftrenuous  in  his  oppofition  to  the  fubfequent  fale 
of  that  fortrefs,  and  was  fuperfeded  in  his  government  previous  to  its 
furrender.  He  is  faid  to  have  refufed  the  offer  of  being  created  a  vifcount 
immediately  after  the  reftoration,  aifigning  as  his  reafon,  "  lefi:  his  zeal 
"  and  his  fervices  flaould  be  reproached  as  proceeding  from  ambition,  and 
"  not  from  confcience."  He  raifed  a  troop  of  horfe  for  the  fervice  of  the 
prince  of  Orange,  afterwards  king  William  the  third,  and  died  8  December 
1700,  leaving  ifi"ue  two  fons,  Robert  and  Edward. 

Robert  Harley  was  an  adlive  member  of  the  houfe  of  commons  during 
the  reign  of  king  William,  and  author  of  feveral  important  adts  of  par- 
liament. He  was  chofen  11  February  1701  to  the  office  of  fpeaker, 
in  which  fituation  he  continued  till   1705.      He  was  farther   conftituted 
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18  May  1704  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  and  was  difmiffed  in 
p'ebruary  1708.  He  was  the  moft  confiderable  agent  in  thofe  meafures 
which  led  to  the  difmiflion  of  queen  Anne's  whig  minifters,  the  depriving 
of  his  appointments  John  duke  of  Marlborough,  and  the  conclufion  of  the 
peace  of  Utrecht,  Accordingly  he  was  declared  10  Augufl  1710  one  of 
the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  treafury,  and  chancellor  and  under  treafurer 
of  the  exchequer.  An  attempt  was  made  to  aflafTinate  him  at  the  council 
table  by  the  marquis  de  Guifcard,  a  French  fpy,  8  March  in  the  following 
year  ;  and  this  incident  tended  greatly  to  the  increafe  of  his  popularity.  He 
was  immediately  after  created  baron  Harley  of  Wigmore,  earl  of  Oxford 
and  earl  Mortimer,  with  remainder  to  the  male  ilTue  of  fir  Robert  Harley, 
his  grandfather  J  and  29  May  was  farther  conftituted  lord  high  treafurer  of 
England.  In  confequence  of  the  mifunderftandings  between  him  and  his 
illuftrious  colleague,  Henry  lord  vifcount  Bolingbroke,  he  refigned  the 
ftafFof  lord  high  treafurer  27  July  1714,  five  days  before  the  death  of  queen 
Anne.  Upon  the  acceflion  of  king  George  the  firft  he  was  impeaciied  of 
high  treafon  10  June  171 5,  committed  to  the  Tower  16  July  in  the  fame 
year,  and  acquitted  by  the  houfe  of  lords  i  July  17 17.  The  earl  of  Oxford 
was  a  patron  of  literature  and  learned  men,  and  particularly  cultivated  the 
moft  entire  friendihip  with  the  celebrated  do(flor  Jonathan  Swift.  Ele  died 
21  May  1724. 

Edward,  fecond  earl  of  Oxford,  his  fon,  was  chiefly  diftinguillied  by  the 
additions  he  made  to  the  colledtion,  begun  by  his  father,  of  curious  books, 
both  printed  and  manufcript,  particularly  relating  to  the  hiftory  and  anti- 
quities of  England,  which  is  now  depofited  in  the  Britiili  Mufeum.  He 
died  16  June  1741.

R.OBER.T  SHIRLEY,  earl  Ferrers,  vlfcount  Tamworth  and  a 
baronet. 

This  nobleman  was  born  27  September  1756,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  18  April  1787. 

Earl  Ferrers  married  13  March  1778  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
Prentice  of  the  county  of  Effex  efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iffue  Robert 
Sewallis,  lord  vifcount  Tamworth,  born  9  November  1778. 

The  family  of  Shirley  is  defcended  from  Safuallo  or  Sewallus,  lord  of 
Etingdon  in  the  county  of  Warwick  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  con- 
feffor.  Upon  the  acceflion  of  king  William  the  conqueror  the  lordfliip 
of  Etingdon  was  given  to  Henry  earl  of  Ferrers  in  the  duchy  of  Normandy, 
and  was  held  under  him  and  his  family  by  Sewallus  and  his  pofterity. 
James,  his  defcendant,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  third,  affumed  the 
furname  of  Shirley.  George,  the  defcendant  of  James,  was  created  a 
baronet  by  king  James  the  firfl  22  May  161 1.  Sir  Henry,  fecond  baronet, 
his  fon,  married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Robert  Devereux  earl  of  Eflex, 
favourite  of  queen  Elizabeth,  fifth  in  defcent  from  fir  Walter  Devereux 
and  Anne  his  wife,  baronefs  de  Ferrars  of  Chartley,  Bourchier  and  Lovaine. 
Sir  Robert,  fourth  baronet,  his  fon,  died  in  confinement  in  the  Tower 
on  account  of  his  loyalty  to  king  Charles  the  firll.

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Sir  Robert,  iixth  baronet,  his  fon,  had  the  titles  of  baron  de  Ferrars  of 
Chartley,  Bourchier  and  Lovaine  confirmed  to  him  by  king  Charles  the 
fecond  14  December  1677.

WILLIAM  WENTWORTH,  earl  of  StrafFord,  vifcount  Wentworth 
of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe,  vifcount  of  Stainborough,  baron  of  Raby, 
Newmarch  and  Overfley,  and  a  baronet  i  fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  1712,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 

upon  the  death  of  his  father         November  1739. 

The  earl  of  StrafFord  married  28  April  1741  Anne,  daughter  of  John 
Campbel  duke  of  Argyle  and  Greenwich,  who  died  5  February  1786. 

The  family  of  Wentworth  is  of  Saxon  original,  and  derives  its  name 
from  the  lordfliip  of  Wentworth  in  the  wapentake  of  Strafford  in  the  county 
of  York.  William  Wentworth,  or  Wyntword,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry 
the  third,  married  Emma,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  William  Woodhoufe  of 
Woodhoufe,  from  whom  the  family  have  derived  the  appellation  of  Went- 
worth of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe.  Richard,  his  grandfon,  was  conftituted 
in  the  year  1338  lord  bifliop  of  London,  and  6  July  in  the  following  year 
lord  high  chancellor  of  England,  and  died  in  the  year  1340.  William,  his 
nephew,  had  two  fons ;  William,  ancefbor  to  the  earl  of  Strafford ;  and 
John,  anceftor  to  lord  vifcount  Wentworth. 

Thomas,  fourth  in  defcent  from  William,  diftinguiflied  himfelf  in  the 
party  of  king  Henry  the  lixth  in  the  civil  wars,  and  was  taken  prifoner  at 

the 
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the  battle  of  Hexham  3  April  1463.  Thomas,  fourth  in  defcent  from 
Thomas,  married  Margaret,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  William  Gafcoigne 
of  Gawthorpe  in  the  county  of  knight ;    by  which  lady  the 

baronies  of  Newmarch  and  Overfley  defcended  to  the  family  of  Wentworth. 
William,  the  ilTue  of  this  marriage,  was  by  king  James  the  firft  29  June 
161 1  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet.  He  had  iffue,  i.  Thomas,  his 
fucceffor.  2.  William.  3.  George,  who  was  appointed  by  king  Charles 
the  firlT:,  commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  in  Ireland. 

Sir  Thomas  Wentworth,  fecond  baronet,  diftinguifhed  himfelf,  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  reign  of  king  James  the  firfl  and  the  beginning  of  the 
fubfequent  reign,  in  the  Puritan  party,  and  zealoufly  oppofed  the  defpotic 
meafures  of  thofe  princes.  He  was  afterwards  reconciled  to  king  Charles 
the  firfl,  and  created  22  July  1628  baron,  and  10  December  in  the  fame 
year  vifcount  Wentworth.  In  the  year  1629  ^^^  ^^^  declared  prefident  of 
the  North,  and  February  1633  lord  deputy  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

In  thefe  offices  his  conduft  was  occafionally  imperious  and  haughty,  and  he 
entered  into  the  fervice  of  the  prince  with  fincerity  and  zeal.  He  was 
lieutenant  general  of  the  army  appointed  to  march  againfl  the  Scots,  and 
in  the  year  1640  was  created  baron  Raby  and  earl  of  Strafford,  and 
appointed  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  Upon  the  meeting 
of  the  long  parliament  in  the  clofe  of  that  year,  he  was  impeached  of  hi<yh 
treafon-  He  was  proceeded  againft  by  bill  of  attainder  ;  and,  his  ccnvidtion 
being  attended  with  exceptionable  circumllances,  it  was  declared  that  it 
{hould  not  ferve  as  a  precedent  for  future  occafions.  The  king  exerted 
himfelf  to  defeat  the  bill;  but,  being  prefled  by  the  emergency  of  his 
fituation,  and  by  a  letter  from  lord  Strafford,  in  which  he  intreated  him 

O  o  not 
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not  to  perfiil  in  his  oppofition,    he  at  length  gave  to  it  the  royal  affent 
by  commiffion.     Lord  Strafford  was  executed  12  May  1641. 

William,  his  fon,  was  reftored  to  his  father's  honours  by  patent  i  De- 
cember in  the  fame  year,  and  by  adl  of  parliament  foon  after  the  reftoration. 
Dying  Vv^ithout  iffue  in  the  year  1695,  he  bequeathed  his  eftate  to  Thomas 
V/atfon,  fon  of  Edward  lord  Rockingham  and  Anne  daughter  to  earl 
Thomas,  and  anceilor  to  the  late  marquis  of  Rockingham.  With  hinx 
the  title  of  earl  of  Stjrafford  became  extindt. 

William,  younger  brother  of  Thomas  firft  earl  of  Strafford,  took  arms 
in  favour  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Marfton 
Moor  3  July  1644. 

William,  his  fon,  had  iffue,  i .  William,  an  officer  in  the  army,  who 
went  over  to  the  prince  of  Orange  at  the  period  of  the  revolution,  and 
died  in  the  year  1693.  2.  Thomas,  third  lord  Raby.  3.  Peter,  father 
of  William,  who  ferved  under  king  George  the  fecond  at  the  battles  of 
Dettingen  and  Fontenoy.  He  married  Sufannah,  daughter  of  Chamber- 
layne  Slaughter  of  Upper  Slaughter  Hall  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter 
efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  Frederic  Thomas ;  George ;  and 
Augufta  Anne,  married  to  John  Hatfield  Kaye  of  Hatfield  Hall  in  the 
county  of  York  efquire.     William,  their  father,  died  4.  Paul, 

who  was  killed  at  the  fiege  of  Namur  1695.     5.   lAJlen,  who  was  killed  at 
the  fiege  of  Liege  23  Odlober  1702. 

Thomas,  third  lord  Raby,  fucceeded  to  the  barony  upon  the  death  of 
William  fecond  earl  of  Strafford.      He  diftinguiihed  himfelf  in  the  wars 

of 
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king  William  the  third,  and  acquired  great  military  reputation.  He  was 
conftituted  by  queen  Anne,  in  the  year  1703,  envoy  extraordinary  to  Frederic 
firft  king  of  Pruflia,  and  fucceeded  lord  vifcount  Townfliend  as  ambalTador 
extraordinary  to  the  republic  of  the  United   Provinces  March   1711. 

In  the  fame  year  he  was  created  earl  of  Strafford,  and  conftituted  one  of  her 
majefty's  plenipotentiaries  for  concluding  the  peace  of  Utrecht.  He  was 
declared  29  Auguft  171 2  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  admiralty;  which 
oflice  he  refigned  11  Odtober  1714,  as  alfo  the  appointment  of  ambaffador 
to  the  United  Provinces  20  December  in  the  fame  year.  He  married 
Anne,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  Henry  Johnfon  of  Bradenham  in  the 
county  of  Buckingham  knight  j  by  which  lady,  who  died  19  September 
1754,  he  had  iffue,  i.  William,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  of  Strafford. 
2.  Anne,  married  April  1733  to  the  right  honourable  Thomas  Conolly 
of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  3.  Lucy,  married  to  fir  George  Howard 
knight  of  the  bath:  fhe  died  27  April  1771.  4.  Harriet,  married  to

WILLIAM  LEGGE,  earl  of  Dartmouth,  vifcount  Lev/ifham  and 
baron  of  Dartmouth;  High  ileward  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford,  recorder 
of  the  city  of  Litchfield,  prefident  of  the  London  difpenfary,  a  vice  pre- 
fident  of  the  Foundling  Hofpital  and  the  Lock  Hofpital,  a  governor  of  the 
Charter  Houfe,  dodtor  of  laws  and  fellow  of  the  royal  fociety^ 

This  nobleman  was  borrt  '  ^7^5>  ^^'^  fucceeded  to  the  title 

upon  the  death  of  his  grandfather  15  December  IJS^'  ^^  '^'^^  conftituted 
20  July  1765  firft  lord  conimiffioner  of  the  board  of  trade  and  plantations, 
which  office  he  refigned  in  Auguil  1766.  He  was  fartl:ier  appointed 
14  x'^uguft  1772  his  majefly's  principal  fecretary  of  flate  for  the  American 
department,  and  exchanged  that  office  10  November  1775  for  the  place 
of  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal.  He  refigned  this  appointment  in  March 
1782,  and  was  confi^ituted  12  April  1783  lord  fteward  of  his  majefiy's 
houfhold,  which  office  he  held  till  the  month  of  December  following.

The  family  of  Legge  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from  a  patrician  family  of 
the  city  of  Ravenna  in  Italy,  and  came  over  to  England  about  t'le  time 
of  king  Henry  the  fecond.  Thomas  Legge,  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward 
the  third,  was  twice  lord  mayor  of  London,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick,  and  was  beheaded,  together  with 
Simon  Sudbury,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  by  the  partifans  of  Wat  Tyler 
in  the  year  1381.  Thomas,  his  grandfon,  ferved  with  great  gallantry  in 
the  French  wars  of  king  Henry  the  fixth.  The  family  of  Legge  alfo 
diftinguifhed  themfelves  on  the  part  of  king  Charles  the  firft  in  the  civil 
wars.  William,  the  eldefl  of  four  brothers  who  ferved  in  the  army  of  that 
monarch,  was  feveral  times  made  prifoner  by  the  republican  party.  Being 
charged  with  high  treafon  by  order  of  the  parliament  in  the  year  1649,  ^^ 
was  faved  by  the  interpolition  of  "William  Lenthal  the  fpeaker,  whofe 
pardon  he  was  inflrumental  in  procuring  at  the  period  of  the  refloration.. 
He  was  wounded  and  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Worceiler  3  Sep- 
tember 1651,  and  died  13  Odober  1672. 

George,  his  fon,  was  conftituted  mafler  general  of  the  office  of  ordnance 
28  January  1681,  and  in  the  following  year  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of 
baron  of  Dartmouth.  Upon  the  acceffion  of  king  James  the  fecond  he 
was  conftituted,  in  addition  to  his  former  office,  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the 
king  and  conftable  of  the  To-wer  of  London.    He  religned  the  poft  of  mafter

of  the  horfe  i6  December  1687,  and  in  the  following  year  was  appointed 
admiral  of  the  fleet  deflined  to  intercept  the  prince  of  Orange.  He  had 
a  flrong  perfonal  attachment  to  king  James  the  fecond,  and  at  the  period 
of  the  revolution  v/as  deprived  of  all  his  employments.  He  was  committed 
prifoner  to  the  Tower  of  London  July  1691,  and  died  in  confinement

George,  lord  vifcount  Lewifham,  who  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  Arthur  Kaye  of  the  Grange  in  the 
county  of  York  baronet;  by  which  lady,  who  died  1745,  he  had  iflue 
Vvilliam,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  of  Dartmouth;  Anne,  married  to  James 
lord  Brudenel ;  and  Elizabeth,  married  to  Whitfhed  Keene  efquire.  Lord 
Lewifham  died  29  Augufl:  1732.  2.  Heneage,  who  was  conilituted  in  the

He  fucceeded  to  the 
title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  9  May  1777,  and  was  conftituted 
December  in  the  fame  year  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber, 
which  office  he  exchanged  December  1783  for  that  of  captain  of  the 
yeomen  of  the  guard.

Heneage,  younger  fon  of  Heneage,  firft  carl  of  Nottingham  and  lord 
high  chancellor  of  England,  was  conllituted  13  January  1678  folicitor 
general  to  king  Charles  the  fecond,  from  which  office  he  was  removed  by 
king  James  the  fecond  21  April  1686.  He  pleaded  in  behalf  of  the  {even 
biihops  29  June  1688,  and  was  by  queen  Anne  created  baron  of  Guernfey.

FREDERIC  HERVEY,  earl  of  Briflol  and  baron  Hervey  of  Ickworth  j 
lord  bifliop  of  Derry  in  the  kmgdom  of  Ireland,  one  of  his  majefly's  moft 
honourable  privy  council  in  that  kingdom,  and  dodor  in  divinity. 

This  nobleman  was  born  Auguft  1730  j  and,  having  embraced  the 
clerical  profeffion,  was  appointed  one  of  his  majefly's  chaplains  in  ordinaiy, 
which  office  he  exchanged  February  1767  for  that  of  lord  bifhop  of 
Cloyne  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  From  this  fee.  he  was  tranflated  to  that 
of  Derry  30  January  1768.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of 
his  brother  23  December  1779.  The  earl  of  Briflol  was  extremely  adlive 
in  the  tranfadions  of  the  voluateers  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  1784. 

The  earl  of  Briflol  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  fir  Jermya  Davers  of 
Rufhbrook  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  baronet ;  by  which  lady  he  has  ifTuCj 
I.  George  lord  Hervey,  who  was  conflituted  15  March  1780  a  captain 
in  the  royal  navy,  and  married  14  May  1784  Louifa,  daughter  of 
Auguftus  fourth  earl  of  Berkeley.  2.  Auguflus  John.  3.  Mary,  married 
22  February  1776  to  John  Creighton  lord  vifcount  Erne  of  the  kingdom 
of  Ireland.  4.  Elizabeth,  married  1776  to  John  Thomas  Fofler  of  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland  efquire. 

The  family  of  Hervey  is  defcended  from  Robert  Fitz  Hervey,  younge^ 
fon  of  Harvey  duke  of  Orleans,  w^ho  came  over  to  England  with  William 
the  conqueror.

John,  lord  Hervey,  was  conflituted  1  May  1740  lord  keeper  of  the 
privy  feal.  He  was  a  nobleman  of  confiderable  eloquence  and  learning,  the 
patron  of  do(5lor  Conyers  Middleton,  and  author  of  feveral  elegies  and  other 
poems.  He  fell  under  the  fatirical  lafli  of  Mr.  Pope,  who  has  ridiculed 
him  by  the  name  of  lord  Fanny.  His  lordfhip  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
Nicholas  le  Pell  efquire;  by  which  lady,  who  died  2  September  1768,  he 
had  iflue,  i.  George,  fecond  earl  of  Briftol.  2.  Auguflus  John,  third 
earl  of  Briftol.  3.  Mary,  born  in  1726,  and  married  to  George  Fitzgerald 
efquire.  4,  Frederic,  prefent  and  fourth  earl  of  Briflol,  5.  Emilia 
Caroline  NaiTau.     6.  Caroline.     Lord  Hervey  died  5  Augufl  1743. 

George  William,  fecond  earl  of  Briftol,  was  declared  17  June  1758 
ambaffador  extraordinary  to  the  court  of  Madrid,  which  refidence  he  quitted 
17  December  1761.  He  was  farther  appointed  26  September  1766  lord 
lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  refigned  that  office  in  Odlober 
1767.  He  was  conftituted  2  November  in  the  following  year  lord  keeper 
of  the  privy  feal,  and  exchanged  that  office  29  January  1770  for  that  of 
groom  of  the  ftole  to  the  king.     He  died  18  March  1775. 

Auguftus  John,  third  earl  of  Briftol,  embraced  the  profefTion  of  the 
navy,  in  which  he  ferved  with  confiderable  reputation.     He  was  conflituted

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in  the  year  1775  vice  admiral  of  the  blue  fquadron,  and  exerted  himfelf  in 
the  houfe  of  lords  in  oppolition  to  the  earl  of  Sandwich,  firft  lord  com- 
miffioner  of  the  admiralty,  upon  the  commencement  of  the  late  war  with 
France.      His  lordfhip   married   Elizabeth,    daughter  of  Chudleigh

THOMAS  PARKER,  earl  of  Macclesfield,  vifcount  Parker  of  Ewelme 
and  baron  Parker  of  Macclesfield  5  dodtor  of  laws,  and  fellow  of  the  royal 
fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  12  06lober  1723,  and  elefted  1747  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Newcaftle  under  Line  in  the  county  of  StaiFord, 
1754  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Oxford,  and  1761  to  reprefent  the  city 
of  Rochefler.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father 
17  March  1764. 

The  earl  of  Macclesfield  married  12  December  1749  Mary,  daughter  of 
fir  William  Heathcote  of  Hurfley  in  the  county  of  Southampton  baronet ;

By  king  George  the 
firft  he  was  created  baron  Parker  of  Macclesfield  ;  and,  having  refigned  the 
office  of  lord  chief  juflice,  he  was  promoted  12  May  17 18  to  the  office  of 
lord  hip-h  chancellor  of  Great  Britain.

Lord  Macclesfield  refigned  the  feals  4  January  1725,  and  was  impeached 
for  fraudulent  practices  in  his  office  of  chancellor  in  the  following  month. 
Being  found  guilty,  he  was  condemned  in  a  fine  of  thirty  thoufand  pounds, 
and  died  28  April  1732. 

George,  fecond  earl  of  Macclesfield,  his  fon,  was  conflltuted  one  of  the 
tellers  of  the  exchequer  for  life,  and  30  November  1752  eledted  prefident 
of  the  royal  fociety.  He  acquired  reputation  by  a  fpeech  delivered  in  the 
houfe  of  lords  in  favour  of  the  adt  of  parliament  for  altering  the  ftyle.  He 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Ralph  Lane  of  Horton  in  the  county  of  Nor- 
thampton efquire;  by  which  lady,  who  died  4  June  1753,  he  had  ifiue, 
I.  Thom.as,  prefent  and  third  earl  of  Macclesfield.  2.  George  Lane,  born 
6  September  1724,  who  embraced  the  profeffion  of  the  army,  was  raifed 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  general  29  Augufl:  1777,  and  appointed  colonel 
of  the  twelfth  regiment  of  dragoons  18  March  1782.  Pie  married

GEORGE  FERMOR.,  earl  of  Pomfret,  baron  Lempfter,  and  a 
baronet.  ' 

This  nobleman  was  born  8  January  1768,  and  fuccecdcd  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  9  June  1785. 

The  family  of  Fermor  has  been  traced  back  to  the  reign  of  king  Richard 
the  third.  Richard  Fermor,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth,  fuf- 
fered  the  penalties  of  a  premunire,  for  conveying  relief  to  one  Nicholas 
Thayne,  formerly  his  confeflbr,  but  at  that  time  imprifoned  for  denying 
the  king's  fupremacy.  Flis  whole  efbate  real  and  perfonal  was  confifcated, 
but  afterwards  reftored  with  great  dilapidations  by  king  Edward  the  lixth. 
George,  his  grandfon,  fpent  his  youth  in  the  wars  of  the  Netherlands  under 
William  the  firft  prince  of  Orange,  and  was  the  friend  of  fir  Philip  Sidney. 
William,  his  grandfon,  was  created  a  baronet,  and  fuffered  confiderable 
loffes  for  his  loyalty  to  king  Charles  the  firft  ;  and  Hatton,  his  brother, 
was  killed  in  the  civil  wars  11  Januaiy  1645.  Sir  William,  fecond  baronet, 
his  fon,  was  created  by  king  William  the  third  baron  Lempfter. 

Thomas,  fecond  lord  Lempfter,  was  created  by  king  George  the  firft 
earl  of  Pomfret,  and  married  Henrietta  Louifa,  daughter  of  John  Jefi:ries 
lord  Jefiries  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  17  December  176 1,  lie  had  ilTue, 
I.    George,    fecond  earl  of  Pomfret.      2.    Charlotte,    born    16   Februaiy

WILLIAM  GRAHAM,  duke  of  Montrofe,  marquis  of  Montrofe  and 
Graham,  earl  of  Montrofe,  baron  of  Graham,  Dundafi,  Kincairn,  Mindoc, 
and  Kinaber  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  earl  Graham  and  baron  Graham 
of  Belford  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain. 

This  nobleman  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  brother 
2  October  173 1,  and  to  the  Scottifh  honours  upon  the  death  of  his  father 
7  January  1742. 

The  duke  of  Montrofe  married  Odlober   1742   Lucy,  daughter  of 

John  fecond  duke  of  Rutland;  by  which  lady,  who  died  18  June  1788, 
he  has  ifiue,    i.   Lucy,  born  July  1751,  and  married   13  June  1771  to 

Archibald,  nephew  and  heir  to  Archibald  Douglas  duke  of  Douglas  :  flie 
died  10  February  1780.  2.  James,  marquis  of  Graham,  born  8  February 
1755,  and  eledled  1780  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Richmond  in  the 
county  of  York,  anH  1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Great  Bedwin  in 
the  county  of  Wilts.  He  was  appointed  27  December  1783  one  of  the 
lords  commiffioners  of  the  treafury,  and  is  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of 
Glafgow.  He  married  5  June  1785  Jemima  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
earl  of  Afhburnham,  which  lady  died  18  Septem.ber  1786. 

The  family  of  Graham  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from  Greme,  who  was  at 
the  head  of  the  Scottifh  government  during  the  minority  of  king  Eugene 

3  the 
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the  fecond,  whofe  acceffion  to  the  crown  is  dated  in  the  year  419.  He  had 
many  engagements  with  the  Bntons  ;  and,  by  forcing  the  rampart  they 
had  eredled  bet\%-een  tlie  firths  of  Forth  and  Clyde,  gained  fo  much 
reputation,  that  from  him  that  trench  has  received  the  name  of  Graham's 
dyke. 

Sir  David  Graham,  in  the  reign  of  king  Alexander  the  third,  had 
pofleffion  of  the  barony  of  Kincardin  or  Kincairn,  and  was  father  of  fir 
Patrick,  who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Dunbar  fighting  againil:  the 
Englifh  1297;  and  fir  John,  who  was  the  friend  of  the  celebrated  fir 
William  Wallace,  and  v/as  killed  at  the  battle  of  Falkirk  22  July  1299. 
Sir  David,  the  grandfon  of  fir  Patrick,  was  a  ftrenuous  adherent  to  the 
family  of  Bruce,  and  was  taken  prifoner,  together  with  king  David,  at  the 
battle  of  Durham  17  Odober  1346.  Patrick,  his  fon,  bore  the  ftyle  of 
lord  of  Graham,  Dundafi^  and  Kincardin,  and  by  a  younger  fon  was  anceflor 
cf  the  extinct  earls  of  Menteith. 

William,  lord  Graham,  defcended  from  the  elder  branch,  difiinguilhed 
himfelf  by  his  loyalty  to  king  James  the  third,  and  was  by  king  James 
the  fourth  3  March  1504  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Montrofe  in 
the  county  of  Forfar.  He  had  iliue,  i.  William,  fecond.  earl  of  Montrofe. 
2.  Andrew,  who  was  elefted  nrfl  proteftant  bifliOp  of  Dumblaine  1575, 
and  died  1606.  Earl  William  the  father  was  killed,  together  with  king 
James  the  fourth,  ii;  the  battle  of  Flodden  Field  7  September  1513. 

William,  fecond  earl  of  Montrofe,  had  ifilie  Robert,  commonly  called 
Mall:er  of  Montrofe,  who  v;as  killed  at  the  battle  of  Pinkey   10  September 

1547- 
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John,  third  earl  of  Montrofe,  fon  of  Robert,  was  appointed  ^^by  king 
James  the  fixth  i  May  1582  loid  high  treafurer  of  Scotland,  which  office 
he  rcfigned  in  the  year  1585,  and  was  farther  conftituted  January  1598 

lord  high  chancellor  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  in  which  office  he 
continued  till  the  year  1604.  At  the  fame  time  he  was  appointed  regent  of 
the  kingdom  of  Scoiianu  for  life,  and  died  9  November  1608. 

John,  fourth  earl  of  Montrofe,  his  fon,  was  in  the  year  1625  declared 
lord  prefident  ot  the  privy  council  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  died 
24  November  in  .the  following  year, 

James,  fifth  earl  of  Montrofe,  his  fon,  was  the  moft  adventurous  and 
intrepid  charafter  of  the  age  in  which  he  lived.  Li  early  youth  he  engaged 
in  the  party  of  the  Scottifh  covenanters  ;  but,  being  deputed  to  negociate 
v/ith  king  Charles  the  firft  at  Berv.'ick  in  the  year  1639,  he  became 
i-econciied  to  his  foverejgn ,  and  ever  after  devoted  himfelf  to  his 
fervice.  In  the  year  1644  he  was  created  marquis  of  Montrofe,  and 
received  a  commiffion  from  the  king  conllituting  him  captain  general  and 
commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  in  Scotland.  Upon  this  occaficn,  by  the 
moA  incredible  efforts  he  raifed  a  fmall  army,  and  gained  fix  vidlories  in 
one  year  againft  a  great  inequality  of  numbers.  He  then  marched  to 
Edinburgh,  and  put  himfelf  in  poiTeffion  of  the  metropolis,  but  was  at 
length  defeated  13  September  1745  by  a  detachment  from  England  at 
Philiphaugh.  In  the  following  year,  when,  king  Charles  furrendered 
himfelf  to  the  Scottilli  army  at  Newark,  he  received  orders  from  the 
fovereign  to  retire  from  the  kingdom,  which  he  obeyed.  Having  refided 
for  fome  time  at  Paris,  he  contradted  an  acquaintance  with,  cardinal  de 
Retz,  by  whom  his  genius  and  courage  are  highly  celebrated.     In  the  year 
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1650  his  commiffion  of  captain  general  was  renewed  by  king  Charles  the 
lecond ;    and,    having  colleded  a  fmall  force  of  about  five  hundred  ijien, 
he  failed  for  Scotland.     Here  he  vras  defeated  and  taken  prifoner,  and  Was 
treated  by  the  adherents  of  the  covenant,  who  were  then  negociating  with 
the  king,  with  every  fpecies  of  indignity.     By  the  magiflrates  of  Edinburgh 
he  was  put  into  a  cart,  in  which  there  was  a  high  chair  or  bench  upon 
^,vhich  he  was  placed,  and  was  bound  v/ith  a  cord  drawn  over  his  breaft 
and  flioulders,  and  failened  through  holes  made  in  the  cart.     The  hangman 
then  took  off  the  hat  of  the  prifoner^  _and  rode  himfelf  before  the  cart  in 
his  livery  and  with  his  bonnet  on.     Being  brought  before  the  parliament, 
the  marquis  difplayed  the  utmoft  firmnefs  and  dignity,  and  was  fentenced 
to  be  hanged  upon  a  gibbet  thirty  feet  high,   and  then  to  have  his  head 
lluck  up  at  Edinburgh,  and  his  legs  and  arms  at  four  principal  towns  of 
the  kingdom.     When  this  judgement  was  pronounced,  he  replied,    "  that 
"  he  was  prouder  to  have  his  head  fet  upon  the  gate  of  the  prifon,  than 
**  to  have  his  piflure  hanged  in  the  king's  bedchamber  j"  adding,    "  that 
*'   he  wilhed  that  he  had  limbs  enough  to  be  difperfed  into  all  the  cities  of 
"  Chriflendom,   there  to  remain  as  teftimonies  of  the  caufe  for  v/hich  he 
*•  fuffered."     He  was  executed  21  May  1650.

James,  fecond  marquis  of  Montrofe,  his  fon,  _was  reflored  to  his  honours 
and  eftate  at  the  reftoration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond,  and  had  ifilie 
James,  third  marquis  of  Montrofe,  who  was  conftituted  in  the  year  1682 
lord  preiident  of  the  privy  council  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  died 
25  April  1684. 

James,  fourth  marquis  of  Montrofe,  his  fon,  was  conftituted  by  queen 
Anne  in  the  year   1705   lord  high  admiral  "of  the   kingdom  of  Scotland, 

which 
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which  office  he  exchanged  in  the  following  year  for  that  of  lord  prefident 
of  the  Scottlfh  privy  council,  in  which  pofl  he  continued  till  the  union. 
By  the  fame  princefs  he  was  farther  created  24  April  1707  marquis  of 
Graham  and  duke  of  Montroie,  v.ath  remainder  to  his  heirs  of  entail,  and 
declared  28  Februaiy  1709  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal  of  the  kJncrdom  of 
Scotland,  which  office  he  refigned  in  the  year  171 3.  Upon  the  acceffion 
of  king  George  the  firft  he  was  raifed  24  September  17 14  to  the  office  of 
principal  fecretary  of  ftate  for  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  which  office  he 
exchanged  9  July  171 6  for  that  of  lord  clerk  regifler,  and  was  farther 
conftituted  1 1  November  in  that  year  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal.  He 
married  Chriftian,  daughter  of  David  Carnegy  third  earl  of  Northefk  of 
the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  I744»  he 

had  iffiie,  i .  David,  marquis  of  Graham,  who  was  by  king  George  the 
firft  created  earl  Graham  and  baron  Graham  of  Belford  in  the  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain,  with  remainder  to  William  his  brother.  2.  William,  prcfent 
and  fecond  earl  Graham  and  duke  of  Montrofe.

JOHN  KER,  duke  of  Roxburgh,  marquis  of  Beaumont  and  Cesford, 
carl  of  Roxburgh  and  Keifo,  vifcount  Broxmouth,  baron  Ker  of  Roxburgh, 
Cesford  and  Cavertoa  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  earl  Ker  and  baron  Ker 
of  V/akefield  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  ;  knight  of  the  moft  ancient 
order  of  the  thiftle,  and  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber. 

This  nobleman  was   born  April   1740.     He   fucceeded  to   the   title 

upon  the  death  of  his  father  20  July  1755,  and  was  appointed  1767 

one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber. 

The  family  of  Ker  is  defcended  from  Malcolm  Beg  Drj'men  in  the 
reign  of  king  Alexander  the  fecond,  who  married  Ada,  daughter  of 
Maldwin  earl  of  Lenox,  and  whofe  grandfon  John  afTumed  the  name  of 
Drummond,  His  poflerity  diftinguiihed  themfelves  by  their  loyalty  to  the 
houfe  of  Bruce ;  and  fir  John  Drummond,  his  great  grandfon,  had  iflue, 
I.  Sir  Malcolm,  who  married  Ifabel  Douglas  countefs  of  Mar,  in  whofe 
right  he  bore  the  title  of  earl  of  Mar,  but  died  without  iilue.  2.  Sir  John, 
who  was  appointed  justiciary  of  Scotland.  3.  Dougal,  appointed  bifliop 
of  Dumblaine.  4.  Annabella,  who  married  Robert  the  third,  king  of 
Scotland,  and  from  whom  the  prefent  royal  family  of  Great  Britain  ig 
defcended, 

John,    great   grandfon   of   Malcolm,    was   by   king    James    the    third 
14  January  1487  created  lord  Druinmond,  and  by  king  James  the  fourth 

raifed 
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railed  to  the  office  of  lord  juftice  general.  He  had  illue,  i.  William, 
mafter  of  Drummond,  who  being  involved  in  a  variance  with  the  family 
of  Murray,  and  having  committed  fome  hoftilities,  was  tried  and  executed 
in  the  year  151 1.  2.  Margaret,  concubine  to  king  James  the  fourth,  who 
is  faid  to  have  been  very  defirous  of  manying  her.  3 .  Elizabeth,  anceflor 
in  the  fourth  degree  to  Henry  lord  Darnley,  titular  king  of  Scotland,  and 
father  of  king  James  the  firil  of  England. 

David,  fecond  lord  Drummond^  grandfon  of  William,  had  ifluc, 
I.  Patrick,  third  lord  Drummond,  and  father  of  James  fourth  lord  Drum- 
mond, who  was  created  by  king  James  the  firil:  4  March  1605  earl  of 
Perth.  2.  James  lord  Maderty,  anceftor  to  James  lord  vifcount  Strathallan, 
who  was  attainted  in  the  year  1746. 

John,  fecond  earl  of  Perth,  brother  of  earl  James,  married  Jane, 
daughter  of  Robert  Ker,  who  was  created  1602  baron  Ker  of  Roxburgh, 
end  19  September  161 6  baron  Ker  of  Cesford  and  Caverton  and  earl  of 
Roxburgh.  Earl  Robert  was  appointed  in  the  year  1637  lord  keeper  of  the 
privy  feal  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  diftinguiihed  himfelf  by  his 
loyalty  to  king  Charles  the  firft.  The  iillie  of  this  marriage  was,  i .  James,  ' 
third  earl  of  Perth,  whofe  fon  James,  fourth  earl  of  Perth,  was  conflituted 
1682  lord  juftice  general,  and  1684  lord  high  chancellor  of  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland.  He  attended  king  James  the  fecond  in  his  retreat  into  France, 
and  was  by  that  monarch  created  duke  of  Perth,  but  was  declared  an  outlaw 
by  the  parliament  of  Scotland.

GEORGE  WALDGRAVE,  earl  Waldgrave,  vlfcount  Chewton, 
baron  Waldgrave  of  Chewton  and  a  baronet;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft 
honourable  privy  council,  aide  de  camp  to  his  majefty,  mailer  of  the  horfe 
to  the  queen,  and  a  colonel  in  the  army. 

This  nobleman  was  born  2  T^ovember  1751,  and  eledled  1774  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Newcaftle  under  Line  in  the  county  of  Stafford. 
He  was  appointed  4  May  1782  vice  chamberlain  of  his  majefty's  hcufhold, 
and  20  November  in  the  fame  year  promoted  to  the  rank  of  a  colonel  of  his 
maje%'s  forces.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father 
22  Odober  1784;  and,  having  refigned  the  office  of  vice  chamberlain  of 
the  houdiold,  v/as  confcituted  November  in  the  fame  year  mailer  of  the 
horfe  to  the  queen.

This  nobleman  was  born  30  October  1724,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  10  March  1737.  He  was  appointed 
one  of  the  lords  of  the  bedchamber  to  king  George  the  fecond,  and 
14  July  1753  ranger  and  keeper  of  Saint  James's  Park  and  Hyde  Park. 
He  refigned  both  thefe  employments  in  the  year  1762,  and  was  promoted 
I  o  November  i  'jj^  to  be  groom  of  the  flole  to  his  majefty,  which  office  he 
refigned  in  March  1782. 

The  earl  of  Afhburnham  married  28  June  1756  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Ambrofe  Crawley  of  Crawley  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  ;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  3  January  1781,  he  had  iffue,  i.  Henrietta  Theodofia,  bom

THOMAS  HOWARD,  earl  of  Effingham  and  baron  Howard  of 
Effingham;  one  of  his  majeily's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  one  of 
the  lords  of  the  committee  of  council  for  the  confideration  of  all  matters 
of  trade  and  plantations,  mailer  and  worker  of  his  majefty's  mint,  and  a 
lieutenant  colonel  of  his  majefly's  forces. 

This  nobleman  was  born  13  January  1746,  and  fuccceded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  19  November  1763.  He  embraced  the  pro- 
feffion  of  the  army,  but  in  the  year  1774  refigned  his  military  preferments 
in  confequence  of  his  difapprcbation  of  the  principles  of  the  American  war. 
He  was  conflituted  in  the  year  1777  deputy  earl  marllial  of  England;  and, 
having  refigned  that  office,  was  appointed  30  Marcli  1782  treafurer  of  his 
majefty's  houiliold,  which  office'  he  refigned  in  April  1783.  Pie  was 
promoted  27  April  1782  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  in  die  army, 
and  10  February  1784  appointed  mafter  and  worker  of  his  majefty's  mint. 

The  earl  of  Effingham  married  Oftober  1765  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Metcalfe  Prodlor  of  Thorpe  in  the  county  of  York  efquire. 

William,  fon  of  Thomas  fecond  duke  of  Norfolk,  was  convicted,  during 
the  arbitrary  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth,  of  mifprifion  of  trei^fon  in 
concealing  the  adulteries  of  queen  Catherine  Howard,  and  condemned  to 
perpetual  imprifonment,    but  was  foon  after  pardoned.      By  queen  Mary 
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he  was  created  baron  Howard  of  Effingham,  and  20  March  1554  con- 
ftituted  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  Ireland  and  Aquitaine.  He  was 
farther  conftituted  in  the  year  1557  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold, 
which  office  he  exchanged  13  July  1572  for  that  of  lord  keeper  of  the  privy 
feal,  and  died  21  January  1573,  having  iiTue,  i.  Charles,  fecond  lord 
Howard  of  Effini^ham.     2.  William,

Charles,  fecond  lord  Howard  of  Effingham,  was  conftituted  by  queen 
Elizabeth  24  April  1574  lord  chamberlain  of  her  majefty's  houfliold,  and 
1585  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  Ireland  and  Aquitaine. 
He  was  commander  in  chief  of  the  fleet  by  which  the  Spanifla  armada  was 
defeated  in  the  year  1588,  and  of  another  fquadron  which  failed  againft 
Cadiz  in  the  year  1596,  having  on  board  a  number  of  land  forces  under  the 
command  of  Robert  Devereux  earl  of  Effex.  He  was  created  22  Oftober 
in  that  year  earl  of  the  county  of  Nottingham,  and  was  a  principal  leader 
of  the  party  that  effefted  the  ruin  of  the  gallant  earl  of  Effex.  It  was  his 
countefs  Catherine,  daughter  of  Henry  Carey  lord  Hunfdon,  to  whom  that 
unfufpefling  nobleman  is  faid  to  have  delivered  the  ring  that  had  been  given 
him  by  queen  Elizabeth  as  a  pledge  of  her  perpetual  favour.  This  ring 
was  intended  by  the  earl,  then  under  fentence  of  death,  to  be  carried  to  the 
queen,  accompanied  by  a  requeft  of  her  majefty's  pardon,  but  was  concealed 
from  political  motives  by  the  cou;itefs  of  Nottingham  at  the  inftigation  of 
her  hufband.  She  is  faid  to  have  confelTed  the  fuppreffion  with  great 
penitence  upon  her  death-bed  to  queen  Elizabeth,  who  furioufly  fliook  the 
dying  countefs,  exclaiming,  "  God  may  forgive  you,  but  I  never  can  !" 
and  who  from  that  time  was  feized  with  a  melancholy  and  defpair,  that 
put  an  end  to  her  life.     Lord  Nottingham's  ifllie  by  this  niarriage  was

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Charles,  fecond  earl  of  Nottingham  j  and  by  a  fecond  wife  he  had  ifllie 
Charles,  third  earl  of  Nottingham,  upon  whofe  death  26  April  16S1  that 
title  became  extindl. 

William,  younger  fon  of  William  firft  lord  Howard  of  Effingham,  was 
grandfather  of  Francis,  who  had  iifue,     i .   Francis,   fifth  lord  Howard  of 
Effingham.     2.   George,    father  of  Thomas,    who   embraced   the  military 
profeffion,    was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Almanza   13  March  1707, 
and  was  difmiffed  from  the  fervice  towards  the  clofe  of  the  reign  of  queen 
Anne,  but  reflored  and  promoted  by  king  George  the  firfl:  and  king  George 
the  fecond.     He  married  Mary,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  William  Morton 
lord  bifhop  of  Meath  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died 
February  1782,  he  had  iffue  Geoi-ge,  m-cmber  in  the  prefent  and  three 
preceding  parliaments  for  the  borough  of  Stamford  in  the  county  of  Lincoln, 
governor  of  Chelfea   Hofpital  and   dodior   of  laws.      He    was   appointed 
21  Auguft  1749  to  be  a  colonel  in  the  army,   16  January  1758  raifed  to  the 
rank  of  major  general,  22  Februaiy  1760  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  general, 
and  29  Augufb  1777  to  the  rank  of  general.     He  was  conftituted 
colonel  of  the  fcventh  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  21  April  1779  exchanged 
that  fituation  for  the   office  of  colonel   of  the    firfl   regiment   of  dragoon 
guards.     He  was  elected  in  the  year  1774  knight  companion  of  the  mofl 
honourable  order  of  the  bath.

GEORGE  WALPOLE,  earl  of  Orford,  vifcount  Walpole,  baron 
of  Walpole,  baron  of  Houghton  and  baron  Clinton  and  Say ;  ranger  and 
keeper  of  Saint  James's  and  Hyde  Park,  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum 
of  the  county  of  Norfolk  and  city  of  Norwich,  colonel  of  the  Weft  regiment 
of  the  militia  of  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  high  fteward  of  the  borough 
of  Great  Yarmouth. 

This  nobleman  v/as  born  i  April  1730,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  i  April  1751.  He  was  one  of  the  lords  of  the 
bedchamber  to  king  George  the  fecond,  and  was  appointed 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Norfolk  and  city  of 
Norwich.  He  was  farther  promoted  i  February  1763  to  be  ranger  and 
keeper  of  Saint  James's  and  Hyde  Park,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  baron 
Clinton  and  Say  upon  the  death  of  his  mother  13  January  1781. 

The  family  of  Walpole  poflefled  lands  in  the  town  of  Walpole  in  the 
county  of  Norfolk  in  the  time  of  king  Edward  the  confeftbr.  Henry  de 
Walpole  was  one  of  the  malcontent  barons  in  the  reign  of  king  John,  and 
was  taken  prifoner,  but  foon  after  releafed  by  that  monarch,  and  reftored 
to  bis  lands  by  king  Henry  the  third.  Ralph,  his  grandfon,  was  eleded 
II  November  1288  lord  bifliop  of  Norwich,  and  tranilated  by  the  pops 
to  the  fee  of  Ely  15  July  1299.  Pie  died  20  March  1302.  Edward 
Walpole  in  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  was  the  zealous  afuftant 

U  u  of 
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of  fir  Horatio  Townfliend,  afterwards  lord  vifcouiit  Townfliend,  In  the 
meafurcE  in  which  he  engaged  for  promoting  the  reftoration.  Robert,  his 
fon,  had  iifue,  i.  Robert.  2.  Horatio,  created  baron  Walpole  of  Wool- 
terton.  3.  Galfred,  who  embraced  the  maritime  profeffion,  and  loft  his 
arm  in  the  wars  of  queen  Anne.  4.  Dorothy,  married  to  Charles  fecond 
lord  vifcount  Townfliend. 

Robert,  the  eldeft  fon,  early  engaged  in  the  meafures  of  the  whig  party 
in  the  reign  of  queen  Anne,  and  was  conftituted  in  the  year  1707  fecretary 
at  war,  and  January  1710  exchanged  that  office  for  the  appointment 
of  treafurer  of  the  navy.  He  refigned  upon  the  change  of  miniftry  in 
Auguft  171  o,  and  was  expelled  the  houfe  of  commons  and  fent  to  the 
Tower  upon  a  charge  of  corrupt  pradlices  4  January  171 2.  During  his 
confinement  he  was  re-eledled  by  his  conftituents  for  the  borough  of  Lynn 
Regis  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  but  was  a  fecond  time  expelled.  Upon 
the  acceffion  of  king  George  the  firft  he  was  appointed  23  September  17 14 
paymafter  general  of  his  raajefty's  forces,  and  10  Oftober  in  the  following 
year  exchanged  that  appointment  for  the  offices  of  firft  lord  commiffioner  of 
the  treafury  and  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  both  of  which  he  refigned 
10  April  1717-  He  was  reappointed  4  June  1720  paymafter  general  of  his 
majefty's  forces,  and  4  April  1721  exchanged  that  appointm-ent  for  the 
offices  of  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafury  and  chancellor  of  the 
exchequer.  Twelve  months  prior  to  the  death  of  king  George  the  firft, 
he  was  elefted  knight  companion  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter,  and 
refigned  all  his  employments  in  February  1742,  upon  which  occafion  he 
was  created  baron  of  Houghton,  vifcount  Walpole  and  earl  of  Orford. 
During  his  adminiftration  Great  Britain  enjoyed  a  long  period  of  external 
tranquillity,  and  her  commerce  became  extenfive  and  flourifliing ;  but  his 

3  fuccefles 
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fuccefles  were  diflionoured  by  the  principles  of  corruption  he  profeffed,  and 
which  he  confidercd  as  founded  in  an  extenfive  knowledge  of  human  nature. 
He  built  a  very  elegant  feat  at  the  refidence  of  his  anceftors  at  Houghton  in 
the  county  of  Norfolk,  where  he  lived  in  retirement  from  the  period  of  his 
refignation,  and  made  an  admirable  colledlion  of  pidlures,  which  was  fold  a 
few  years  fince  to  the  emprefs  of  Ruffia. 

The  earl  of  Orford  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  Shorter  of 
Bybrook  in  the  county  of  Kent  efquire  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  20  Auguft 
1737,  he  had  illue,  i.  Robert,  fecond  earl  of  Orford.  2.  Edward,  who  was 
appointed  in  the  year  1737  fecretary  to  William  third  duke  of  Devonihire 
in  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he 
exchanged  for  that  of  joint  fecretary  to  the  treafury,  and  was  conftituted 
12  May  1739  clerk  of  the  pells  in  his  majefly's  exchequer  for  life.  He  was 
elefted  in  the  year  1753  knight  companion  of  the  moft  honourable  order  of 
the  bath,  and  was  father  of  three  illegitimate  children  3  Louifa,  married  to 
Frederic  lord  biffiop  of  Exeter,  fon  of  William  Anne  fecond  earl  of 
Albemarle ;  Maria,  married,  firft,  to  James  fecond  earl  Waldgrave,  and 
fecondly  to  William  Henry  duke  of  Gloucefter  ;  and  Charlotte,  married 
2  Oftober  1760  to  Lionel  Tollemache  third  earl  of  Dyfart  of  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland.  He  died  January  1784.  3.  Horatio,  who  was  eleded  1741 
and  1747  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Callington  in  the  county  of  Cornwal, 
1754  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Caftle  Rifing  in  the  county  of  Norfolk, 
and  1 761  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Lynn  Regis  in  that  county.  He  was 
appointed  in  the  year  1760  uilier  of  his  majefty's  exchequer,  comptroller  of 
the  pipe-office  and  clerk  of  the  eftreats  in  his  majefty's  exchequer  for  life. 
He  has  chiefly  attached  himfelf  to  the  purfuits  of  elegant  literature,  having 

U  u  2  contributed 
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contributed  to  the  World,  a  mifcellaneous  periodical  paper;  and  written 
Pliftoric  Doubts  concerning  the  Life  and  Reign  of  King  Richard  the  Third; 
The  Caftle  of  Otranto,  a  Gothic  Story ;  A  Catalogue  of  Royal  and  Noble 
Authors ;  and  The  Myfterious  Mother,  a  Tragedy.  The  earl  of  Orford 
died  1 8  March  1746. 

Robert,  fecond  earl  of  Orford,  was  by  king  George  the  firft  created 
baron  of  Walpole,  and  married  Margaret,  .daughter  and  heirefs  of  Samuel 
Rolle  of  Hainton  in  the  county  of  Devon  efquire,  and  grand-daughter  and 
and  at  length  heirefs  to  Theophilus  fourth  earl  of  Lincoln,  in  whofe 
right  £lie  claimed  the  baronies  of  Clinton  and  Say.  Thefe  baronies  had 
been  in  abeyance  between  the  two  daughters  of  the  earl  of  Lincoln, 
Arabella,  married  to  Robert  Rolle  of  Hainton  in  the  county  of  Devon 
efquire,  the  iffue  of  which  marriage  was  Samuel,  father  of  Mar- 
garet countefs  of  Orford  ;  and  Margaret,  married  to  Hugh  Bofcawen 
of  Tregothnan  in  the  county  of  Cornwal  efquire,  the  ifTue  of  which 
marriage  was  Bridget,  mother  of  Hugh  Fortefcue  efquire,  to  whom  the 
baronies  of  Clinton  and  Say  were  confirmed  by  king  George  the  firfl 
16  March  1721.  This  nobleman  was  afterwards  created  baron  Fortefcue 
and  earl  of  Clinton,  and  upon  his  death  3  May  175 1  the  baronies  of 
Clinton  and  Say  Vvxre  confirmed  to  the  countefs  of  Orford.  By  earl  Robert 
flie  had  iffae  George,   prefent  and  third  earl  of  Orford.

This  nobleman  was  born  20  March  iys3>  ^""^  eledled  1774  to  reprefent 
the  city  of  Weftminfter.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of 
his  father  i  April  1779.  He  was  20  November  1782  raifed  to  the  rank 
of  colonel  in  the  army,  and  28  January  1788  conflituted  colonel  of  the 
twenty-ninth  regiment  of  foot.

William,  third  in  defcent  from  John,  brother  of  Philip  firft  earl  of 
Chefterfield,  was  employed  in  various  foreign  negociations  and  embaffies 
during  the  reign  of  king  George  the  firfl  and  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign 
of  king  George  the  fecond.  By  the  latter  he  was  created  baron  of  Har- 
rington, and  conflituted  13  June  1730  one  of  his  majefly's  principal 
fecretaries  of  flate,  which  office  he  exchanged  at  the  clofe  of  the  adminif-

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tration  of  fir  Robert  Walpole  12  February  1742  for  the  appointment  of 
lord  prcfident  of  the  council,  at  which  time  he  was  created  vifcount 
Peterfliam  and  earl  of  Harrington.

This  nobleman  was  born  29  June  1742,  and  facceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  grandfather  23  November  1762, 

The  earl  of  Portfmouth  married  27  Auguil  1763  Urania,  daughter  of 
Coulfon  Fellowes  of  Hampftead  in  the  county  of  Middlefex  efquire ;  by  . 
which  lady  he  has  ifTue,  i.  John  Charles,  vifcount  Lymington,  born 
December  1767,  2.  Urania  Amelia,  born  2  June  1769.  3,  Newton, 
born  26  June  1772.  4.  Coulfon,  born  19  September  1774.  5.  Henrietta 
Dorothea,  born  6  May  1780.

The  family  of  Wallop  exifted  in  England  prior  to  the  Norman  conquefl. 
Sir  John  Wallop,  knight  of  the  garter  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the 
eighth,  performed  many  confiderablc  fervices  both  by  fea  and  land,  and  was 
employed  in  feveral  important  embaffies.  He  accompanied  fir  Edward 
Howard  lord  high  admiral  of  England  in  his  engagement  with  Prejeant 
25  April  1 5 14,  in  which  that  gallant  commander  loft  his  life,  and  in  15 16 
was  commander  in  chief  of  a  fquadron  that  made  a  fuccefsful  defcent  upon 
the  coaft  of  Normandy.

He  had  iffue  John,  lord 
vifcount  Lymington,  who  married  Catherine,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  John 
Conduit  of  Cranbury  in  the  county  of  Southampton  efquire ;  by  which 
lady,  who  died  15  April  1750,  he  had  iffue,  i.  John,  prefent  and  fecond 
earl  of  Portfmouth.

This  nobleman  was  born  i6  September  1746,  and  elefted  1768  to 
rcprefent  the  county  of  Warwick.  He  was  conftltuted  12  April  1770  one 
of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  trade  and  plantations,  and  fucceeded  to  the 
title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  6  July  1773.  He  refigned  his  feat  at 
the  board  of  trade  in  January   1774. 

The  earl  of  Warwick  married,  firft,  i  April  1771  Georgiana,  daughter 
of  fir  James  Peachy  of  Weftdean  in  the  county  of  SufTex  baronet  j  by  which 
lady,  who  died  3  April  1772,  he  had  ifllie  George,  lord  Brooke,  born 
25  March  1772.  The  earl  of  Warwick  married,  fecondly,  9  July  1776, 
Henrietta,  daughter  of  Richard  Vernon  of  Hilton  in  the  county  of 
Stafford  efquire  ;  by  which  lady  he  has  IfTue,  i .

The  family  of  Grevlle  is  fuppofed  to  be  of  Norman  extradtlon,  and  has 
been  traced  back  to  the  reign  of  king  Edward  the  firft.  William  Grevlle 
in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth  was  conftltuted  21  May  1510  one 
of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of  common  pleas.  But  the  foundation  of  the

Fulke,  who  had  ilTue  fir  Fulke  Grevile  knight  of  the 
bath  J  and  Margaret,  by  whom  the  title  of  baron  Willoughby  de  Brooke 
was  carried  into  the  family  of  Verney,  where  it  ftill  exifts.  2.  Robert, 
grandfather  of  Robert,  fecond  lord  Brooke  of  the  family  of  Grevile. 

Sir  Fulke  Grevile,  knight  of  the  bath,  was  the  moil  intimate  friend  of 
the  celebrated  fir  Philip  Sidney,  with  whom  and  fir  Francis  Drake  he 
formed  a  projedl  for  invading  the  Spanifh  dominions  in  South  America, 
He  wrote  a  life  of  his  heroic  friend,  and  together  with  him  cultivated  the 
arts  of  eloquence  and  poetry,  being  the  particular  patron  of  Camden  the 
antiquary,  and  of  Speed  the  author  of  the  Chronicle.  He  was  treafurer  of 
the  navy  to  queen  Elizabeth,  which  office  he  exchanged  foon  after  the 
acceffion  of  king  James  the  firfl  for  thofe  of  chancellor  and  under  treafurer 
of  the  exchequer.  The  title  of  baron  Willoughby  de  Brooke  being  fufFered 
to  remain  dormant,  lir  Fulke  Grevile  was  created  by  king  James  the  firfl; 
baron  Brooke  of  Beauchamp's  Court,  with  remainder  to  Robert,  his  great 
nephew.  About  the  fame  time  in  January  1621  he  refigned  the  office  of 
chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  and  was  murdered  by  one  of  his  own  fervants, 
to  whom  he  had  refufed  to  bequeath  a  legacy,  30  September  1628. 

Robert,  fecond  lord  Brooke,  early  diftinguifhed  himfelf  among  the 
oppofers  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  formed  a  projed,  together  witli  lord 
vifcount  Say  and  Sele,  for  tranfporting  himfelf  to  America,  in  which  he  was 
difappointed.  He  was  of  great  fervice  to  the  parliamentary  party  upon  the 
breaking  out  of  the  civil  war,   and  was  killed  at  the  fiege  of  Litchfield 

I  March 
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I  March  1643,  in  which  fiege  he  commanded  in  chief,  and  the  town 
furrendered  immediately  after  his  death.  His  charader  is  highly  applauded 
by  Milton  in  his  Plea  for  the  Liberty  of  Unlicenfed  Printing.  He  had 
ilfue,  I.  Francis,  third  lord  Brooke.  2.  Robert,  fourth  lord  Brooke,  who 
was  greatly  inftrumental  in  effeding  the  refloration  of  king  Charks  the 
fecond.

He 
married  Frances,  daughter  of  James  Macartney  efquire  ,-  by  which  lady, 
whofe  literary  produdlions  have  been  confiderably  applauded,  he  has  ifilie 
William  Francis,  a  captain  in  the  royal  navy  j  James  ;  Robert ,-  Henry,  a 
captain  in  the  Coldflream  regiment  of  foot  guards ;  Charles ;  and  Frances 
Anne,  married  to  John  Crewe  of  Crev/e  Hall  in  the  county  of  Chefter 
efquire. 

Francis,  eighth  lord  Brooke,  fon  of  William  feventh  lord  Brooke, 
was  by  king  George  the  fecond  created  earl  Brooke  of  Warwick  Caftle, 
and,  upon  the  death  of  Edward  Rich  earl  of  Warwick  and  Holland, 
was  farther  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Warwick.  He  married  16  May 
1742  Elizabeth,  grand -daughter  of  William  third  duke  of  Hamilton;  by 
which  lady,  who  married,  fecondly,  lieutenant  general  Thomas  Clarke,  he 
had  i/Tue,  i.  Louifa  Augufta,  born  14  April  1743,  and  married  23  April 
1770  to  William  Churchil  of  Henbury  in  the  county  of  Dorfet  efquire.

JOHN  HOBART,  earl  of  Buckinghamfhire,  baron  Hobart  of  Blickling 
and  a  baronet ;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council. 

This  nobleman  was  born  1722.     He  was  eleded  in   1747 

to  reprefent  the  city  of  Norwich,  and  in  1754  to  reprefent  the  county  of 
Norfolk.      He   was   appointed  1755   comptroller   of   the 

houfliold  to  king  George  the  fecond,  which  office  he  refigned  in  the  fol- 
lowing year.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father 
22  September  1756,  and  in  the  fame  year  was  appointed  one  of  the  lords 
of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  which  office  he  fefigned  6  November  1767. 
He  was  farther  declared  17  July  1762  ambaffador  extraordinary  and  minifter 
plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Peterfburgh,  in  which  office  he  continued 
till  I   January  1765.     He  was   conftituted  1776  lord  lieu- 

tenant of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  which  office  he  refigned  in  Odlober 
1780. 

The  earl  of  Buckinghamfhire  married,  firft,  14  July  1761  Mary  Anne,

WILLIAM  FITZWILLIAM,  earl  Fitzwillkm,  vifcount  Milton  and 
baron  Fitzwilliam  of  Milton  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain ;  earl  Fitz- 
william,  vifcount  Miltown  and  baron  Fitzwilliam  of  LifFer  in  the  kingdom 
of  Ireland. 

This  nobleman  was  born  30  May  1748,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  10  Auguft  1756.  Upon  the  death  of  Charles 
Watfon  Wentworth  marquis  of  Rockingham,  his  maternal  uncle,  i  July 
1782,  he  inherited  the  principal  part  of  the  eftate  of  that  noble  family. 
He  was  nominated  in  the  bill  of  Mr.  Fox  of  the  year  1783  firft  lord 
commiffioner  or  diredlor  of  the  intended  board  for  managing  the  concerns 
of  the  Eaft  Indies.  The  appointment  was  fuperfeded  by  the  rejection  of 
the  bill  in  the  houfe  of  lords. 

Earl  Fitzwilliam  married  11  July  1770  Charlotte,  daughter  of  William 
earl  of  Befborough  in  tlic  kingdom  of  Ireland  i  by  which  lady  he  has  ifTue, 
I.  ,    vifcount  Milton,  born  4  May   17S6.     2.  A  daughter, 

born  6  June  1787. 

The  family  of  Fitzwilliam  is  defcended  from  fir  William  Fitzgodric, 
coufin  to  king  Edward  the  confcffor.  Sir  William  Fitzwilliam,  his  fon, 
was  appointed  by  that  monarch  ambafiador  to  the  court  of  William  duke 
of  Normandy,  afterwards  king  William  the  conqueror  ^  and  attending  that 

monarch 
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monarch  in  his  expedition  into  England  in  the  quality  of  marfhal  of  his 
army,  he  lignalized  his  valour  at  the  battle  of  Haflings  14  Od:ober  1066. 
Sir  William,  third  in  defcent  from  fir  William,  married  Ela,  daughter  of 
William  de  Warrenne  earl  of  Surrey,  great  grandfon  of  William  the  con- 
queror. Sir  William,  his  grandfon,  married  Ela,  daughter  of  Hamelinc 
Plantagenet  earl  of  Surrey,  natural  brother  to  king  Henry  the  fecond.  Sir 
John,  fifth  in  defcent  from  fir  William,  had  ilTue,  i.  William.  2.  Ed- 
mund, whofe  great  grandfon,  fir  Thomas,  had  illue  three  fons  ;  Thomas 
and  John,  killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden  Field ;  and  William,  who  was 
appointed  by  king  Henry  the  eighth  in  the  year  1533  lord  keeper  of  the 
privy  feal,  and  exchanged  that  office  16  Auguft  1536  for  the  appointment 
of  lord  high  admiral  of  England  and  Ireland.  He  was  created  18  Od:ober 
1537  earl  of  Southampton,  which  title  became  extinft  by  his  death  in  the

Sir  William  Fitzwilliam,  great  grandfon  of  William  brother  of  Edmund^ 
honourably  diftinguifhed  himfelf  by  his  fidelity  to  Cardinal  Wolfey  in  the 
period  of  his  difgrace.  Sir  William,  his  grandfon,  was  patronifed  by  John 
firft  earl  of  Bedford,  lord  high  admiral  of  England.  He  was  appointed  by 
queen  Elizabeth  i  8  January  1560  lord  deputy  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  ; 
which  office  he  refigned  25  Juna  in  the  following  year.  He  was  again 
raifed  to  the  fame  office  20  February  1588,  in  which  he  continued  till 
II  Auguft  1594.  He  was  alio  feveral  times  one  of  the  lords  juflices  for 
that  kingdom,  and  was  near  thirty  years  commander  in  chief  of  the  army 
there,  where  he  performed  connderabls  fcrvices  againll  the  rebellious 
natives.  He  was  fome  time  conflable  of  Fotheringay  Caftle  in  the  county 
of  Northampton,  where  he  had  the  perfon  of  Mary  queen  of  Scots  com- 
mitted to  his  care,  v/ho  acknowledged  herfelf  indebted  to  his  politenefs  and 
humanity.     He  died  22  June  1599.

GEORGE  EDWARD  HENRY  ARTHUR  HERBERT,  earl  of 
Povvis,  vifcount  Ludlow,  baron  Herbert  of  Cherbury,  baron  Herbert  of 
Cherbury  and  Ludlow,  and  baron  Powis  of  Powis  Callle ;  lord  lieutenant 
and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Montgomery,  colonel  of  the  militia 
of  that  county,  recorder  of  Ludlow,  and  a  vice  prefident  of  the  Welch 
Charity  in  Gray's  Inn  Lane. 

This  nobleman  was  born  7  July  1755,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  11  September  1772,  He  was  conflituted  8  No- 
vember 1776  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery. 

The  earl  of  Powis  is  defcended  from  Richard,  brother  of  William  Her- 
bert earl  of  Pembroke,  from  whom,  by  an  illegitimate  derivation,  the 
prefent  earl  of  Pembroke  is  defcended.  This  Richard  was  prefent  at  the 
battle  of  Banbury  26  Auguft  1469,  and  was  beheaded,  together  with  his 
brother  the  earl  of  Pembroke,  by  order  of  the  Lancaftrians.  He  had  ilfue, 
1.  Sir  William,  whofe  pofterity  enjoyed  the  title  of  baronet.  2.  Richard, 
whofe  grandfon  Edward  had  iilue  three  fons,  Richard;  Matthew;  and 
Charles. 

Richard  had  iflue,  i.  Edward.  2.  George,  author  of  the  Temple,  or 
Sacred  Poems,  who  died  in  the  year  1635.     3.  Henry. 

Edward, 
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Edward,  the  eldefl  fon  of  Richard,  was  appointed  by  king  James  the 
firfl;  in  the  year  1619  ambaflador  extraordinary  and  minifler  plenipoten- 
tiary to  the  court  of  Verfailies,  in  which  lituation  he  continued  till  the 
year  1627.  In  confideration  of  the  fpirit  and  prudence  with  which  he 
difcharged  his  trull,  he  was  by  king  James  the  firil  created  3 1  December 
1624  baron  Herbert  of  Caflk  Ifland  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  by 
king  Charles  the  £rfb  7  May  1629  baron  Herbert  of  Cherbury  in  the  county 
of  Salop.  Lord  Herbert  was  a  nobleman  of  great  penetration  and  philo- 
fophical  knowledge,  and  was  author  of  a  treatife  De  Veritate ;  De  Caufis 
Errorum ;  De  Religio?ie  Gentiliiim ;  De  Expeditione  in  Ream  Infulam ;  a 
Hiftory  of  the  Life  and  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth ;  and  a  manu- 
fcript  Account  of  his  own  Life.  He  died  20  Auguil  1648.  Richard, 
fecond  lord  Herbert,  his  fon,  diftinguiflied  himfelf  by  his  loyalty  to  king 
Charles  the  iirfl,  and  died  13  May  1655,  having  ilTue,  i.  Edward,  third 
lord  Herbert,  who  was  imprifoned  for  his  concern  in  the  infurredion  of  fir 
George  Bootli  in  the  year  1659,  and  died  9  December  1678.  2.  Henry, 
fourth  lord  Herbert,  who  was  one  of  the  partifans  of  the  bill  of  exclufion, 
and  voted  to  fupply  the  vacancy  of  the  throne  with  the  prince  and  princefs 
of  Orange.     By  his  death  21  April  1691   the  title  became  extinft. 

Henry,  brother  of  Edward  firil:  lord  Flerbert,  diilinguifbed  himfelf  by  his 
loyalty  to  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  had  iilue  Henry,  who  v/ent  over  to 
Holland  in  1688  to  offer  his  alTiftance  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  afterwards 
king  William  the  third;  and  by  that  monarch  was  created  2S  April  1694 
baron  Herbert  of  Cherbury  in  the  county  of  Salop.  He  died  22  January 
1709,  and  upon  the  death  of  his  fon       April  1728  the  title  became  extincl. 

Charles,  younger  fon  of  Edward,  third  in  defcent  from  fir  Richard 
Herbert,    who  was  beheaded  at   Banbuiy,    had   ifTue   Edward,    who  was 

appointed 
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appointed  25  January  1639  folicitor  general  to  king  Charles  the  firft, 
exchanged  that  office  29  January  1640  for  the  pofl:  of  attorney  general,  and 
having  refigned  that  appointment  was  conftituted  by  king  Charks  the 
fecond  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal.     He  died  December  1657,  leaving 

iffue,  I.  Arthur.  2.  Edward,  who  was  promoted  by  king  James  the 
fecond  ii  Oftober  1685  to  be  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  court  of  king's 
bench,  which  office  he  exchanged  22  April  16S7  for  that  of  lord  chief 
juflice  of  tlie  court  of  common  pleas.  He  accompanied  king  James  the 
fecond  in  his  retreat  into  France,  and  was  by  him  appointed  7  January 
1689  lord  high  chancellor  of  England.  He  was  afterwards  imprifoned  uoou 
fufpicion  of  illicit  correfpondence  with  the  court  of  London,  and  died  in 
difgrace.  3.  Charles,  who  was  taken  prifoner  fighting  on  the  party  of 
king  William  at  the  battle  of  Aghrim  13  July  1691,  and  barbaroufly 
murdered. 

Arthur,    eldeft   fon  of    Edward    Herbert    lord   keeper,    embraced    the 
maritime  profeff.on,  and  raifed  the  fiege  of  Tangier  March  16 So.      By 

king  James  the  fecond  he  v/as  deprived  of  all  his  employments,  upon  which 
occaiion  he  went  over  to  Holland  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  afterwards  king 
Willi.im  the  third.  He  was  appointed  by  that  monarch  8  March  1689 
firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  admiralty,  which  office  he  refigned  in  January 
1690.  He  fought  the  battle  of  Bantry  Bay  i  May  1689,  and  29  of 
that  m.onth  was  created  baron  of  Torbay  in  the  county  of  Devon  and  earl 
of  Torrington.  He  alfo  commanded  in  chief  at  the  defeat  off  Beachy 
Head  30  June  1690,  in  confequence  of  v/hich  defeat  he  was  tried  by  a  court 
martial,  by  whom  he  was  acquitted,  but  Vv-as  deprived  of  his  commiffion 
by  king  William.  He  ftrenuoufly  oppofed  the  tory  adminifiiration  of  queen 
Anne,  and  upon  his  death  14  April  17 16  his  titles  became  extind:.

GEORGE  WYNDHAM,  earl  of  Egremont,  baron  of  Cockermouth, 
and  a  baronet. 

This  nobleman  was  born  7  December  1751,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  21  Auguft  1763. 

The  family  of  Wyndham  is  defcended  from  Aihvardus  an  eminent  Saxon, 
who  foon  after  the  Norman  conqueft  affumed  the  furname  of  Wyndham  or 
Wymondham,  from  the  town  of  Wymondham  in  the  county  of  Norfolk. 
Thomas  de  Wymondham  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  third  was  chanter 
of  the  cathedral  of  Litchfield  and  one  of  the  barons  of  the  exchequer,  and 
was  conftituted  4  April  1266  lord  high  treafui-er  of  England,  in  which 
office  he  continued  till  the  year  1269.  John  Wyndham,  in  the  reign  of 
king  Henry  the  fixth,  diflinguiflied  himfelf  among  the  partifans  of  the 
houfe  of  Lancafter ;  and  fir  John  Wyndham,  his  fon,  fought  with  reputation 
at  the  battle  of  Stoke  6  June  1487,  but  was  afterwards  arraigned  and 
found  guilty  of  high  treafon,  and  beheaded  upon  Tower  Hill  6  May  1501. 
Sir  Thomas,  his  fon,  embraced  the  maritime  profcfiion,  and  ferved  with 
reputation  under  fir  Edward  Howard  lord  high  admiral  of  England.  Sir 
John,  his  fon,  had  ifilie,  i.  John.  2.  Edmund,  fither  of  Hugh,  who 
was  created  a  baronet  4  Augufi:  1641  ^  and  of  Thomas,  whofe  fon  Francis 
engaged  in  the  fervice  of  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  conduced  king  Charles

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the  fecond  to  his  feat  at  Trent  in  the  county  of  ,  after  his 

defeat  at  the  battle  of  Worcefter.      By  that  monarch   he  was  created   a 
baronet,  which  title  became  extindt         April  1719. 

John  Wyndham  in  the  reign  of  king  James   the  firf!:,  fon  of  fir  John, 
had   ilTue,     i.    John,    father   of  V/illiam,    who   was    created   a   baronet 
3  December  1661.     2.  Thomas  of  Felbrigge  in   the  county  of  Norfolk, 
whofe  grandfon  Afhe  reprefented  the  county  of  Norfolk  in  the  reign  of 
queen  Anne,  and  died  5  April  1749.     William,  his  fon,  was  conllituted 
-^  June  1783  a  privy  counfellor  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  fecretary  to 
Robert  Henley  earl  of  Northington  in  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  of  that 
kingdom,  which  office  he  refigned  in  Auguft  in  the  fame  year.     He  was 
eledled   1784  to  reprefent  the  city  of  Norwich.

1727  for  that  of  lord  high  chancellor  of  that  kingdom.     He  was  created 
in  the   year   173 1    baron   Wyndham   of  Finglas   of  that   kingdom.      He 
held  the  office  of  chancellor  twelve  years,   and  his  title  became  extindl  in 
the  year  1745. 

Sir  William  Wyndham,  third  baronet,  grandfon  of  fir  William  firfl 
baronet,  was  conftituted  by  queen  Anne  18  June  171 1  fecretary  at  war, 
which  office  he  exchanged  17  Auguft  171 3  for  thofe  of  chancellor  and  under 
treafurer  of  the  exchequer,  and  continued  in  thefe  employments  till  the 
death  of  that  princefs.  He  was  one  of  the  great  leaders  of  the  country 
party  in  oppofition  to  the  adminiftration  of  fir  Robert  Walpole,  and  was 
highly  diftinguifhed  by  his  integrity,  firmnefs  and  eloquence.     He  married

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Catherine,  daughter  of  Charles  fixth  duke  of  Somerfet ;  by  which  lady, 
who   died  April   171 3,    he   had  iflue,     i.   Charles,    fourth   baronet. 

2.  Percy,  who  took  the  name  of  O'Brien  in  compliance  with  the  will  of 
Henry  O'Brien  earl  of  Thomond  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  was  created 
in  the  year  1756  baron  Ibrickan  and  earl  of  Thomond  of  that  kingdom. 
Upon  his  death  21  July  1774  thcfe  titles  became  extindt.  Sir  William 
Wyndham  died  17  June  1740.

GEORGE  SIMON  HARCOURT,  earl  Harcourt,  vifcount  Harcourt 
of  Stanton  Harcourt,  vifcount  of  Nuneham  Courtney,  and  baron  Harcourt 
of  Stanton  Harcourt;  doftor  of  laws. 

This  nobleman  was  born  i  Auguft  1736,  and  eledled  1761  to  repre- 
fent  the  borough  of  Saint  Albans  in  the  county  of  Hertford.  He  fucceeded 
to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  16  September  1777. 

Earl  Harcourt  married  26  September  1765  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
George  Venables  firft  lord  Vernon. 

The  family  of  Harcourt  is  defcended  from  Bernard,  chief  counfeilor  and 
fecond  in  command  to  RoUo  firfl  duke  of  Normandy.  Torf,  his  fon, 
had  iffue,  i.  Touronne,  anceftor  to  the  Newburghs  earls  of  Warwick, 
to  the  Beaumonts  or  Bellomonts  earls  of  Leicefter,  Worcefler  and  Bedford, 
all  which  titles  are  extindt ;  to  the  prefent  duke  of  Hamilton  and  B'-andon, 
the  prefent  earl  of  Selkirk  and  Ruglen  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  the 
prefent  countefs  of  Orkney  of  that  kingdom.     2.  Turchetil. 

Anchetil,  fon  of  Turchetil,  was  the  firfl  who  took  the  furname  of 
Harcourt ;  and  his  fons  Errand,  Robert  and  Arnold,  came  over  to  England 
with  William  the  conqueror.  Robert  had  iffue,  i.  William,  whofe  two 
fons  Robert  and  Ivo  were  anceflors,  the  farmer  of  feveral  noble  iiunilies 

in 
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in  France,  and  particularly  of  the  prefent  duke  of  Harcourt,  which 
title  was  lirft  beftowed  upon  Henry  de  Harcourt  marfhal  of  France  and 
ambaffador  to  the  court  of  Spain  at  the  time  that  that  kingdom  was 
transferred  to  the  family  of  Bourbon  j  and  the  latter,  of  the  prefent  earl 
Harcourt. 

William  and  Oliver,  the  fons  of  Robert  fon  of  Ivo,  took  part,  the 
former  with  king  John,  and  the  latter  with  Louis  dauphin  of  France,  in 
the  war  of  1216.  Two  years  after,  William  de  Harcourt  alfo  diftinguiflied 
himfelf  at  the  fiege  of  Damietta  in  Palefline ;  and  Richard,  his  fon,  and 
William  his  grandfon,  took  part  with  the  rebellious  barons  in  their  wars 
againft  king  Heniy  the  third.  Thomas,  fixth  in  defcent  from  this 
William,  had  iii'ue,  i .  Robert,  who  adhered  to  the  party  of  the  houfe  of 
York,  and  was  killed  in  the  wars  of  king  Edward  the  fourth  14  November 
1470.  2.  Richard.  Robert,  fixth  in  defcent  from  Richard,  was  the 
moft  confiderable  adventurer  with  lir  Walter  Raleigh  in  his  expedition  to 
Guiana  in  1609,  and  afterwards  publifhed  a  defcription  of  that  voyage  :  he 
was  accompanied  in  the  expedition  by  his  brother  Michael.  Simon,  fon 
of  Robert,  ferved  againft  the  Spaniards  in  the  Low  Countries ;  and  being 
fent  to  quell  the  Irifh  rebellion  in  1641,  was  killed  in  the  attack  of  the 
Caftle  of  Carricmain,  which  immediately  after  furrendered  26  March  1643. 

Simon,  his  grandfon,  was  conftituted  folicitor  general  to  queen  Anne 
2  June  1702  ;  Vv'hich  office  he  exchanged  23  April  1707  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  attorney  general,  and  refigned  12  February  1708.  On  the  change 
of  miniftry  in  1 710  he  was  reftored  18  September  to  the  office  of  attorney 
general,  and  1 8  Oiftobcr  following  exchanged  that  employment  for  the 
office  of  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal.     He  was  foon  after  created  baron 
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Harcourt  of  Stanton  Harcourt,  and  7  April  171 2  was  declared  lord  hi^-h 
chancellor  of  Great  Britiun,  in  which  office  he  continued  till  the  acccffion 
of  king  George  the  iirft.  By  that  prince  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity 
of  vifcount  Harcourt  of  Stanton  Harcourt,  and  died  29  July  1727.  He 
was  the  friend  of  do<5tor  Swift,  Mr.  Pope,  and  the  great  wits  of  that  period ; 
and  Simon,  his  fon,  is  celebirated  by  Pope  in  a  very  affeftionate  epitaph. 

Simon,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Harcourt,  fon  of  the  laft  mentioned  Simon, 
attended  king  George  the  fecond  at  the  battle  of  Dettingen  27  June  1743, 
and  was  by  that  monarch  created  vifcount  Harcourt  of  Nuneham  Courtney 
and  earl  Harcourt.  He  v/as  appointed  April  1751  governor  to  the 
prince  of  Wales,  now  king  George  the  third ;  which  office  he  refigned  in 
the  following  year.  He  was  appointed  1761  to  bring  over  her  prefeiit 
majefty  from  Germany,  and  was  fucceffively  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  that 
princefs  and  lord  chamberlain  of  her  houfliold.  He  was  conflituted 
4  November  1768  ambaffador  extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to 
the  court  of  Verfailles,  which  office  he  exchanged  9  November  1772  for 
that  of  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  ;  in  which  office  he  con- 
tinued till  December  1776.  He  married  Rebecca,  daughter  and  heirefs 
of  Charles  le  Bas  of  Pipwell  Abbey  in  the  county  of  Northampton  cfquire  ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  16  January  1765,  he  had  iflue,  i.  George  Simon,^ 
prefent  and  fecond  earl  Harcourt,  2.  EHzabeth,  born  18  January  1739, 
and  married  20  June  1763  to  fir  William  Lee  of  Hartwel  in  the  county  of 
Buckingham  baronet.  3.  William,  born  20  March  1743,  conftituted  1766 
one  of  the  grooms  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  appointed  20  Odtober 
1779  colonel  of  the  fixteenth  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  promoted  20  No- 
vember 1782  to  the  rank  of  major  general  in  the  army.  He  ferved  feveral 
campaigns  in  the  American  war,    and  furprifed  and  took   prifoner  in  his 

camp

camp  major  general  Charles  Lee.     He  married  3  September  1778  Mary, 
daughter  of  the  reverend  William  Danby  dodtor  in  divinity.

FRANCIS  SEYMOUR  CONWAY,  earl  of  Hertford,  vifcount  Beau- 
champ,  and  baron  Conway  of  Ragley  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain ; 
baron  Conway  of  Killultagh  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  knight  of  the 
garter,  one  of  his  majefly's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  lord  lieutenant 
and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Warwick  and  of  the  city  of  Coventi-)', 
prefident  of  the  Magdalen  Hofpital  in  Saint  George's  Fields,  and  a  vice 
preiident  of  Saint  George's  Hofpital  Hyde  Park  Corner. 

This  nobleman   was  born  "^7^9^  ^"^  fucceeded  upon  the 

death  of  his  father  3  February  1732  to  the  title  of  baron  Conway,  By  king 
George  the  fecond  he  was  created  vifcount  Beauchamp  and  earl  of  Hertford. 
He  was  appointed  May  175 1   one  of  the  lords  of  the   bedchamber,  and 

30  June  1757  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  War- 
v/ick  and  city  of  Coventry.  Having  refigned  his  place  as  lord  of  the  bed- 
chamber, he  was  conftituted  i  June  1763  amballador  extraordinar)-  and 
minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  court  of  Verfiillcs,  in  which  office  he  was 
accompanied,  in  the  quality  of  fecretary,  by  David  Hume  the  great  Englifli 
hiftorian.  He  exchanged  this  office  i  Auguft  1765  for  the  office  of  lord 
lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  and,  having  refigned  that  appoint- 
ment, was  declared  Augufl  1766  mailer  of  the  horfe  to  the  king.  He 
exchanged  the  appointment  of  mafter  of  the  horfe  4  December  in  the  fame 
year  for  that  of  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfliold.     This  poft  he  refigned 
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in  March  1782,  and  was  reappointed  12  April  1783,  continuing  in  this 
fituation  till  the  month  of  December  following.

The  earl  of  Hertford  married  29  May  1741  Ifabella,  daughter  of  Charles 
fecond  duke  of  Grafton; -by  which  lady,  who  died  10  November  1782, 
he  had  illue,  i.  Francis  lord  vifcount  Beauchamp,  born  12  February 
1743,  appointed  18  Odober  1765  fecretary  to  his  fither  in  the  quality 
of  lord  lieutenant  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland^  and  fworn  of  his  majefty's 
moft  honourable  privy  council  in  that  kingdom,  and  reiigned  the  office 
of  fecretary  in  Auguft  1766.  He  was  eleded  1774,  1780  and  1784  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Orford  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and  appointed 
12  March  1774  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  treafury;  v/hich  office 
he  refigned  in  September  1780.  He  is  alfo  colonel  of  the  miUtia  of  the 
county  of  Warwick.  Lord  Beauchamp  is  the  author  of  an  ad  of  parliament 
for  limiting  the  amount  of  debts  that  fhould  render  the  debtor  liable  to  the 
penalty  of  imprifonment.

He  was  eledied  1774  and  1780  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Orford 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and  1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Wotton 
Baffet  in  the  county  of  Wilts.  He  married  15  June  1773  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Peter  Delme  of  Earl  Stoke  in  the  county  of  Wilts  efquire ; 
by  which  lady  he  has  iffue  Elizabeth,  Henry,  and  Frances.  6.  Gertrude, 
married  10  February  1772  to  George  Villiers  earl  of  Grandifon  of  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland.  She  died  29  May  1782.  7.  Frances,  born  4  De- 
cember 1 75 1,  and  married  22  May  1775  to  Henry  Fiennes  Pelham  earl  of 
Lincoln,  fon  of  Henry  Fiennes  Pelham  duke  of  Newcaille.  8.  Eliza- 
beth, born  3  March  1754.  9.  Ifabella  Rachel,  born  25  December 
1755.  10.  Edward,  born  18  May  1757,  late  one  of  the  prebends  of 
his  majefty's  chapel  of  Windfor.  11.  Hugh,  born  20  April  1759,  an 
officer  in  his  majefty's  navy.

Francis,  younger  fon  of  fir  Edward  Seymour  baronet,  fneaker  of  the 
houfe  of  commons  in  the  rei^rn  of  kino-  Charles  the  fecond  ,  and  lixth 
in  defcent  from  Edv/ard  firil  duke  of  Somerfct  lord  protedlor  of  England, 
inherited  by  adoption  the  efnites  of  Edward  Conway  carl  of  Conway, 
fecretary  of  flate   to  king  Ch-rlcs  the  fecond,  and  was  created  by  queen 
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Anne  baron  Conway  of  Ragley  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  and 
16  Od:ober  1703  baron  Conway  of  Killultagh  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 
He  married  Charlotte,  daughter  of  John  Shorter  of  Eybrook  in  the  county  of 
Kent  efquire,  and  fifter  of  Catherine  confort  of  Pvobert  firil  earl  of  Orford ; 
by  which  lady,  who  died  12  February  1734,  he  had  iiTue,  i.  Francis, 
earl  oi  Flertford.      2.   Henry,    born  ,    1720,    and  elected  to 

reprefent  the  county  of  Antrim  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  in  the  year  174 1, 
and  in  the  fubfequent  parliaments  till  the  year  1783.  He  was  alfo  elefted

'  Francis  North,  earl  of  Guildford,  baron  North  of  Kirtling  and  baron  of 
Guildford;  treafurer  and  receiver  general  of  the  houflaold  to  her  majefty, 
high  fteward  of  the  borough  of  Banbury  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  and  a 
vice  prefident  of  Saint  George's  Hofpital  Hyde  Park  Corner. 

This  nobleman  was  born  13  April  1704,  and  ele<£ted  1727  to  reprefent 
the  borough  of  Banbury  in  the  county  of  Oxford.  He  fucceeded  to  the 
title  of  baron  Guildford  upon  the  death  of  his  father  17  Odlober  1729,  and 
was  appointed  Odlober  1730  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  bedchamber 
to  Frederic  prince  of  Wales.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  baron  North 
upon  the  death  of  his  firft  coufm  31  Odlober  1734,  and  was  created  by 
king  George  the  fecond  earl  of  Guildford.  He  was  conftituted  29  Decem- 
ber 1773  treafurer  and  receiver  general  of  her  majefty's  houiliold. 

The  earl  of  Guildford  married,  firfl,  16  June  1728  Lucy,  daughter  of 
George  Montagu  Dunk  earl  of  Halifax ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  7  May 
1734,  he  had  iflue,  Frederic  lord  North.  He  married,  fecondly,  January 
1736  Ehzabeth,  daughter  of  fir  Arthur  Kay  of  Woodfome  in  the  county  of 
York  baronet,  and  relift  of  George  lord  vifcount  Lewifliam,  fon  of  Wil- 
liam firft  earl  of  Dartmouth;  by  which  lady,  who  died  21  April  1745,  he 
had  iflue,  i.  Louifa,  born  13  March  1737,  and  married  to  John  Peyto 
lord  Willoughby  de  Broke,  2.  Brownlov/,  born  17  July  1741,  and 
promoted   27  Odober  1770  to  be  dean  of  Canterbury.     Having  refigned 
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that  preferment,  he  was  eledled         June  1771  lord  bidiop  of  Litchfield  and 
Coventry,  tranllated  December  1774  to  the  fee  of  Worcefter,  and  1781 

farther  tranflated  to  the  fee  of  Winchefter.     He  married  17  January  1771 
Henrietta,  daughter  of  Bannifler  efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  has 

ifTue,  Henrietta,  born  20  November  ijji  ;  Francis,  born  17  Decem.ber 
1772;  Louifa  Anne,  born  30  March  1774;  Lucy,  born  25  April  1775; 
Elizabeth,  born  26  Oftober  1776;  and  Brownlow,  born 
1778.  The  earl  of  Guildford  married,  thirdly,  13  June  1751  Anne, 
daughter  of  nr  Robert  Furnefe  of  Walderfhare  in  the  county  of  Kent 
baronet,  and  relic?c  of  Lewis  Watfon  earl  of  Rockingham ;  which  lady  died 
17  December  1776. 

Frederic  lord  North  v/as  born  13  April  1732,  and  chofen  in  1754,  and  at 
every  fubfequent  eletSdon,  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Banbury  in  the 
county  of  Oxford.  He  was  appointed  2  June  1759  to  be  one  of  the  lords 
commiffioners  of  the  treafury,  which  office  he  refigned  in  July  1755.  Lie 
was  conftituted  Augufi:   1766  joint  paymafter  general  of  his  majefty's 

forces,  which  office  he  exchanged  i  December  1767  for  thofe  of  chancellor 
and  under  treafurer  of  the  exchequer,  and  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of 
the  treafury.  He  Vv^as  farther  promoted  28  January  1770  to  be  firll  lord 
commiffioner  of  the  treafury,  and  eledted  18  June  1772  knight  companion 
of  the  mofl  noble  order  of  the  garter,  and  3  Oftober  in  the  fame  year  chan- 
cellor of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford.  He  was  appointed  15  March  1774  lord 
lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Somerfet,  and  1778  lord 
warden  and  admiral  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  and  conftable  of  Dover  Cafclc, 
After  an  adminiftration  of  tv/elve  years,  in  which  he  gradually  arrived  at  the 
difplay  of  a  degree  of  ability  \v'hich  his  outfet  in  life  did  not  appear  to 
promife,    and    in   which   he  for   the   mofl   part    condudled    with   various 

fuccefs 
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fuccefs  a  v/.ir  moft  uiifortunate  to  his  country,  refigned  his  appoint- 
ments as  firil  lord  commillioner  of  the  treafury  and  chancellor  and  under 
treafurer  of  the  exchequer  in  March  1782.  At  th's  time  the  office  of  lord 
warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports  was  confirmed  to  him  for  life ;  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing year  he  formed  a  political  connexion  with  Mr.  Fox  and  the  duke  of 
Portland,  who  h^d  been  among  the  moft  ftrenuous  adverfaries  of  his 
adminiftration.  In  confequence  of  this  coalition  he  was  appointed  2  April 
1783  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  flate,  which  office  he  refigned  in 
the  month  of  December  follov/ing.  Lord  North  is  alfo  one  of  his  majefty's 
moft  honourable  privy  council,  recorder  of  the  city  of  Gloucefter  and  of 
the  borough  of  Taunton  in  the  county  of  Somerfet,  one  of  the  elder  bre- 
thren of  the  Trinity  Houfe,  prefident  of  the  Foundling  Hofpital  in  Lamb's 
Conduit  Fields  and  of  the  Afylum  in  Saint  George's  Fields,  governor  of 
the  company  trading  to  the  coaft  of  the  Levant,  and  a  governor  of  the 
Charter  Houfe.  He  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  the  ufe  of  the  organs  of 
fight  in  the  year  1786. 

Lord  North  married  10  March  1756  Anne,  daughter  and  heirefs  of 
George  Speke  of  Dillington  in  the  county  of  Somerfet  efquire  j  by  which 
lady  he  has  iffije,  i.  George  Auguftus,  born  11  September  1757,  and 
eledled  1778  and  1780  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Llarwich  in  the  county 
of  E flex,  and  1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Wottcn  Baffiet  in  the  county 
of  Wilts.  He  v/as  appointed  in  the  year  1780  fecretary  and  comptroller  of 
her  majeily's  houfliold,  whicli  office  he  refigned  in  the  year  1784.  He 
was  nominated  by  the  houfe  of  commons  in  December  1783  one  of  the 
directors  under  Mr.  Fox's  bill  for  conducing  the  affiiirs  of  the  Eaft  India 
company,  which  nomination  was  fuperfeded  by  the  rejeftion  of  that  bill  in 
the  houfe  of  lords.      He  is  alio  a  colonel  of  the  Cinque  Fort  volunteers, 

and 
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and  married  30  September  1785  daughter  of  Ilobart 

by  which  lady  he  has  ifTue  a  fon,  born  12  July  1786. 
2.  Catherine  Anne,  born  16  February  1760.  3.  Anne,  born  8  Januarv

ber 1770. 

The  family  of  North  has  been  traced  back  to  the  reign  of  king  Edward 
the  fourth.  Edward  North,  in  tlie  reign  of  king  Henry  the  eighth,  was 
appointed  in  the  year  1544  chancellor  of  the  court  of  augmentations,  and 
conftituted  by  the  will  of  that  monarch  one  of  the  executors  to  whom  the 
government  of  the  kingdom  was  committed  during  the  minority  of  king 
Edward  the  fixth.  He  declared  in  favour  of  the  fucceffion  of  lady  Jane 
Grey,  but  foon  afterwards  became  reconciled  to  queen  Mary,  and  was  by 
that  princefs  created  baron  North  of  Kirtling.  He  died  31  December 
1564. 

Roger,  fecond  lord  North,  his  fon,  was  the  intimate  friend  of  Robert 
Dudley  earl  of  Leicefler,  the  favourite  of  queen  Elizabeth,  and  diftin- 
guiined  himfelf  under  that  commander  in  the  wars  of  the  Netherlands, 
He  was  alfo  her  majefty's  ambaflador  extraordinary  and  minifrcr  plenipo- 
tentiary to  Charles  the  ninth,  king  of  France,  and  died  3  December  1 600. 

Dudley,  third  lord  North,  his  grandfon,  was  one  of  the  lords  com- 
miilioners  nominated  by  parliament  during  the  civil  war  15  April  1645  to 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  admiralty. 

Dudley,  fourth  lord  North,  his  fon,  wrote  a  Life  of  Edward  firfl  Lord 
North,  and  a  feries  of  Efiays  upon  Religious  Subjedls.  He  had  iiliie, 
I.    Charles,    fifth   lord   North,    who   married    Catherine,    daughter   and 
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heirefs  of  William  lord  Grey  of  Werke,  and  was  created  by  king  Charles 
the  fecond  1673  baron  Grey  of  RoUefton  in  the  county  of  Stafford. 
William,  lixth  lord  North,  his  fon,  ferved  in  the  wars  of  John  duke  of 
PvTarlborough,  and  loft  his  arm  at  the  battle  of  Blenheim  13  Auguft  1704. 
Upon  his  death  31  Odober  1734  the  title  of  lord  Grey  of  R.ollefton 
became  extinCl,  and  that  of  lord  North  devolved  upon  his  firft  coufin 
the  prefent  earl  of  Guildford.  2.  Francis.  3.  John,  profefTor  of  the 
Greek  language  in  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge,  and  author  of  a  Review 
of  Plato's  Dialogues  de  Rebus  Divinis.  4.  Roger,  who  v/rote  the  Life  of 
his  brother  Francis,  keeper  of  the  great  feal. 

Francis,  fecond  fon  of  Dudley  fourth  lord  North,  was  appointed  23  May 
1 671  folicitor  general  to  king  Charles  the  fecond,  which  office  he 
exxhanged  12  November  1673  for  that  of  attorney  general.  Having 
refigned  this  employment,  he  was  farther  conftituted  23  January  1674 
lord  chief  juftice  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  which  office  he  exchanged 
20  December  1682  for  that  of  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal.  In  the  fol- 
lowing year  he  was  created  baron  of  Guildford,  and  died  5  September 
1685. 

Francis,  fecond  lord  Guildford,  his  fon,  was  appointed  15  July  171 3 
firft  lord  commilTioner  of  trade  and  plantations,  which  office  he  refigned 
upon  the  death  of  queen  Anne  in  the  following  year.  He  married  Alice, 
daughter  of  fir  John  Brownlow  of  Belton  in  the  county  of  Lincoln 
baronet  j    by  which  lady,   who  died  ,  he  had  ifiue  Francis, 

now  earl  of  Guildford. 
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Baron  North  of  Kirtling  in  the  county  of  Cambridge  17  February  1554. 
Baron  of  Guildford  in  the  county  of  Surrey  27  September  1683.  Earl  of 
Guildford  8  April  1752.

CHARLES  CORNWALLIS,  earl  Cornwallis,  vifcount  Broome  of 
Broome,  baron  Cornwallis  of  Eye,  and  a  baronet ;  knight  of  the  garter, 
one  of  his  majefly's  moft  honourable  privy  council,  governor  general  of 
Bengal  in  the  Eafl  Indies  and  commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  in  that 
province,  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London  and  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos 
rotulorum  of  the  Tower  Haniiets,  colonel  of  the  thirty-third  regiment  of 
foot,  and  a  lieutenant  general  of  his  majefly's  forces. 

This  nobleman  was  born  31  December  1738,  and  elected  1761  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Eye  in  the  county  of  Suffolk.  He  fucceeded  to 
the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  23  June  1762.  He  was  appointed 
27  November  1766  warden  and  chief  juftice  in  Eyre  of  the  forefls  fouth  of 
Trent;  and,  having  refigned  that  office  in  January  1769,  was  confliiuted 
8  December  1770  conftable  of  the  Tov/er  of  London  and  lord  lieutenant 
and  cuilos  rotulorum  of  the  Tower  Hamlets.  Lord  Cornv/ailis  entertained 
an  early  paffion  for  the  military  life,  and  abfconded  in  his  youth  from  the 
houfe  of  his  father,  entering  into  the  army  in  the  character  of  a  common 
foldier.  He  was  appointed  21  March  1776  colonel  of  the  thirty- third 
regiment  of  foot,  and  raifed  29  Auguft  1777  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
general  in  the  army.  He  ferved  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  American 
war,  and  in  the  year  1779  v/as  ft-lecled  for  comm.ander  in  chief  of  the 
fcuthern  army,  which  marched  from  Charles  Town  towards  the  middle 
colonies.      In    this   expedition   he   acquired    confiderable   reputation,    and 

defeated

defeated  the  Americans  in  the  battle  of  Camden  i6  Auguft  1780,  and  in 
the  battle  of  Guildford  15  March  1781.  Encouraged  by  thefe  fucceffes  he 
penetrated  into  the  province  of  Virginia,  but  was  at  length  defeated  and 
taken  prifoner  with  his  v/hole  army  in  the  pofls  of  York  Town  and  Glou- 
cefter  Point  19  Odtober  in  the  fame  year.  The  unfortunate  termination  of 
the  bufmefs  involved  lord  Cornwallis  in  a  contell  from  the  prefs  v/ith 
lieutenant  general  fir  Henry  Clinton,  knight  of  the  bath  and  commander 
ia  chief  of  the  grand  army  at  New  York.  He  refigned  the  ofiice  of 
conllable  of  the  Tower  of  London  in  February  1784,  and  was  reappointed 
November  in  the  fame  year.  He  was  eledled  governor  general  of 
Bengal  and  commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  in  that  province  11  April 
1786. 

Earl  Cornwallis  married  14  July  1768  Mary,  daughter  of  James  Jones 
efquire ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  14  February  1779,  he  had  ilTue,  i.  Mary, 
born  28  July  1769,  and  married  8  November  1785  to  Anchitel  Singleton 
efquire,  lieutenant  governor  of  Landguard  Fort  in  the  county  of  ElTex. 
2.  Charles,  lord  vifcount  Broome,  born  22  October  1774. 

The  family  of  Cornwallis  is  defcended  from  Thomas  Cornwallis,  a 
younger  brother  born  in  Ireland,  from  which  kingdom  the  furname  is 
derived  j  who,  having  fettled  in  England,  was  chofen  ilieriff  of  London  in  tlie 
reign  of  king  Richard  the  fecond  1378.  Sir  John  Cornwallis,  in  the  reign 
of  king  Henry  the  eighth,  ferved  under  the  earl  of  Surrey  lord  high  admiral, 
and  dill:in2:uiflied  himfelf  in  the  ftorm  of  Morlaix  in  the  province  of 
Bretagne.  He  was  fix  years  fteward  of  the  hou/liold  to  Edward  prince  of 
Wales,  afterwards  king  Edward  the  fixtb,  and  died  23  April  1544. 
Thom.as,  his  fon,  was  infcrumental  in  fecuring  the  crown  to  queen  Mar}% 

and 
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and  exerted  himfelf  in  the  fuppreffion  of  Wyat's  rebellion.  He  was 
appointed  25  December  1557  comptroller  of  her  majefcy's  houfliold,  but 
was  deprived  of  his  employment  on  account  of  popery  upon  the  acceffion 
of  queen  Elizabeth,  He  had  iilue,  i .  William,  who  ferved  under  Robert 
Devereux  earl  of  Effex  in  the  wars  of  Ireland.  2.  Charles,  who  was 
appointed  ambailador  from  king  James  the  firft  to  the  court  of  Madrid,  and 
conftituted  in  the  year  i  6 1  o  treafarer  of  the  houfhold  to  Henry  prince  of 
Wales,  lon  of  king  James  the  firft.  He  wrote  an  account  of  the  Life  and 
Death  of  that  prince;  and  William,  his  fon,  alfo  dillinguilhed  himfelt  as  an 
author,  and  publifhed  a  volume  of  Effays  on  feveral  fubjedts. 

Frederic,  fon  of  William  fon  of  Thomas,  was  in  the  train  of  king 
Charles  the  firft,  when  prince  of  Wales,  in  his  journey  into  Spain  1623. 
He  was  created  a  baronet  4  May  1627,  and  diftinguifhed  himfelf  on  the 
royal  party  at  the  battle  of  Cropredy  Bridge  30  June  1644.  He  followed 
king  Charles  the  fecond  in  his  exile,  and  was  created  by  that  monarch  upon 
his  reftoration  baron  Cornwallis  of  Eye  in  the  county  of  Suffolk.  He  died 
31  January  1662. 

Charles,  third  lord  Cornwallis,  his  grandfon,  was  by  king  William  the 
third  I  March  1692  appointed  firft  lord  commifiloner  of  the  admiralty, 
which  ofiice  he  refigned  in  April  1693.     He  died  29  April  1698. 

Charles,  fourth  lord  Cornwallis,  his  fon,  ferved  in  feveral  campaigns 
under  king  William,  and  was  appointed  6  February  171 5  joint  poft- 
mafter  general,  which  office  he  exchanged  8  April  172 1  for  that  of  pay- 
mafter  general  of  his  majefty's  forces.     He   had  ifTue,     i.  Charles,   fifth 
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lord  Cornwallis.  2.  John,  who  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  the  reverend 
Hugh  Dale;  by  which  lady  he  had  iflue  Sarah,  married  to  the  reverend 
Walter  Earle.  He  died  9  June  1768.  3.  Edward,  who  Icrved  with 
conilderable  reputation  at  the  battle  of  Fontenoy  ii  May  1745,  and  at 
the    battle  of  Culloden    27   April    1746.     He   was   conflituted  March 

1762  governor  of  the  fortrefs  of  Gibraltar  in  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  and 
died  14  January  1776.  4.  Frederic,  who  embraced  the  profelhon  of  the 
church,  was  conflituted  18  February  1750  lord  bidiop  of  Litchfield  and 
Coventry,  and  tranllated  13  Auguft  1768  to  the  metropolitan  fee  of  Can- 
terbury. He  married  8  February  1759  Caroline,  grand- daughter  of  Charles 
fecond  lord  vifcount  Townlhend,  and  died  19  March  1783.  Lord  Corn- 
wallis died   19  January  1722. 

Charles,  fifth  lord  Cornwallis,  was  conflituted  13  May  1740  conflable 
of  the  Tower  of  London  and  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the 
Tower  Hamlets,  and  by  king  George  the  fecond  v/as  created  vifcount 
Broome  and  earl  Cornwallis.  Fie  m^arried  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Charles 
third  lord  vifcount  Townfhend  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  i  December 
1785,  he  had  iffue,  i.  Charles,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  Cornwallis. 
2.  James,  born  25  February  1743,  who  embraced  the  profeiTion  of  the 
church,    and   was   eledled  July    178 1    lord    bifhop    of  Litchfield  and 

Coventry.  3.  William,  born  20  February  1744,  and  appointed  20  April 
'  1765  captain  of  the  royal  navy.  4.  Elizabeth,  married  J-.ily  1753  to 
Bowen  Southwel  of  Queen's  County  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  5.  Ch:-r- 
lotte,  married  8  April  1756  to  the  reverend  Spencer  Madan  dodor  in 
divinity.  6.  Mary,  married  to  Samuel  Whitbread  of  Cardington  in  the 
county  of  Bedford  efquire.     She  died  27  December  1770.

PHILIP  YORKE,  earl  of  Hardwicke,  vifcount  Royfton  and  baron 
Hardwicke  of  Hardwicke  ;  one  of  his  majefty's  mofl  honourable  privy 
council,  one  of  the  tellers  of  his  majefty's  exchequer,  lord  lieutenant  and 
cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Cambridge,  high  fteward  of  the  uni- 
verfity  of  Cambridge,  a  truftee  of  the  Britilh  Mufeum,  fellow  of  the  royal 
fociety,  and  doftor  of  laws. 

This  nobleman  was  born  1722,    and  appointed  one  of 

the  tellers  of  his  majefty's  exchequer  14  December  1738.  He  was  elected 
1 74 1  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Ryegate  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  and 
1747  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Cambridge,  and  was  appointed 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  that  county.  He  fucceeded  to  the 
title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  6  March  1764,  and  in  the  fame  year  was 
elecfted  high  fteward  of  the  univerlity  of  Cambridge.  He  has  given  to  the 
world  a  very  valuable  colledlion  of  the  State  Papers  oi  the  Earl  of  Clarendon 
in  three  volumes  folio. 

The  earl  of  Hardwicke  married  Jemima  marchionefs  Grey. 

Philip  Yorke,  father  of  the  prefent  earl  of  Hardwicke,  was  early  diftin- 
guifhed  for  his  intelledlual  accomplKhments,  and  is  ftiU  remembered  as 
one  of  the  writers  in  the  periodical  paper  of  the  Spectator.  He  was 
appointed  23  March   1720,   being  then  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  his  age, 

C  c  c  folic  Itor 
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folicitor  general  to  king  George  the  firft.  He  exchanged  this  office 
31  January  1724  for  that  of  attorney  general.  Having  alfo  refigned  that 
appointment,  he  was  conftituted  31  Oftober  1733  lord  chief  juftice  of  the 
court  of  king's  bench  ;  and  in  the  following  month  created  baron  Hard- 
wicke  of  Hardwicke.  He  exchanged  this  office  21  February  1737  for 
that  of  lord  high  chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  and  was  eledted  31  July  1749 
high  fteward  of  the  univerlity  of  Cambridge.  He  was  fome  years  after 
raifed  to  the  dignity  of  vifcount  Royfton  and  earl  of  Hardwicke,  and 
refigned  the  office  of  lord  high  chancellor  in  November  1756.  In  this 
great  office  he  uniformly  preferved  a  very  high  reputation ;  and  it  has  been 
remarked  of  him,  that  though  he  filled  this  fituation  longer  than  any  of 
his  predecefibrs  for  two  preceding  centuries  had  done,  only  three  of  his 
decrees  were  appealed  from,  and  thofe  three  were  confirmed  by  the  houfe 
of  lord&»  He  was  alfo  diftinguifhed  by  his  eloquence  in  that  houfe,  and 
was  greatly  concerned  in  the  politics  of  his  time,  being  the  moft  con- 
fiderable  of  the  coadjutors  of  fir  Robert  Walpole's  adminiilration. 

The  earl  of  Hardwicke  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Charles  Cocks  of 
the  city  of  Worcefi:er  efquire ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  1 9  September 
1 76 1,  he  had  iflue,  \.  Philip,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  of  Hardwicke. 
2.  Charles,  who  was  appointed  6  November  1756  folicitor  general  to  his 
majefty,  and  exchanged  that  office  27  December  1761  for  that  of  attorney 
general.  He  refigned  this  employment  2  November  1763,  and  was 
appointed  17  January  1770  lord  high  chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  next  day  created  baron  of  Morden  in  the  county  of  Cambridge.  He 
unfortunately  put  an  end  to  his  own  exifi-ence  20  of  the  fame  month ;  and 
the  patent  of  his  creation  not  having  been  made  out,  the  title  laid  dormant. 
He  married,  firit,  Catlierine,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  the  reverend  WiUiam 

«  Freeman 
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Freeman  of  Hamels  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  doftor  in  divinity;  by 
which  lady  he  had  iflue  Phihp,  born  29  May  1757,  and  elcded  1780 
and  1784  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Cambridge.  He  married  24  July 
1782  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  James  fifth  earl  of  Balcarras  of  the  kin^-dom 
of  Scotland;  by  which  lady  he  has  ifllie  a  fon,  born  7  April  1784. 
Mr.  Charles  Yorke  married,  fecondly,  30  December  1762  Agnetta,  dauo-h- 
ter  of  Johnfon  of  Berkhamftead  in  thq  county  of  Hertford  efquire ; 

by  which  lady  he  had  iflue  Charles  Philip,  born  14  March  1764;  Caro- 
line, born   29  Auguft   1765;    and  a  fon,    born  5  June   1768.     3.  Jofeph 
lord  Dover.     4.  John,    born   27  Auguft  1728,    appointed  27  June   1^46 
clerk  of  the  crown  in  the  court  of  chancery  for  life,  and  2 1  December 
1765  one  of  the  lords  commiflioners  of  the  admiralty,    which  office   he 
refigned  in  September  1766.     He  was  elefted  1747,  and  in  five  fubfequent 
parliaments,   to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Ryegate  in  the  county  of  Surrey. 
He  is  patentee  for  making  out  commiflions  of  bankruptcy,  and  fellow  a£ 
the  royal  fociety.

HENRY  VANE,  earl  of  Darlington,  vifcount  Barnard  and  barort 
Barnard  of  Barnard  Caftle,  lord  lieutenant  and  vice  admiral  of  the  county 
palatine  of  Durham,  colonel  of  the  militia  of  that  county,  an  alderman  of 
the  city  of  Durham,  and  governor  of  the  caflle  of  Carlifle  in  the  county  of 
Cumberland. 

This   nobleman   vi^as  born  1726,    and  eledled    1747   to 

reprefent  the  borough  of  Downton  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and  1753  and 
1754  to  reprefent  the  county  palatine  of  Durham.  He  fucceeded  to  the 
title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  6  March  1758,  and  v^^as  conflituted 
3  June  in  the  fame  year  lord  lieutenant  and  vice  admiral  of  the  county 
palatine  of  Durham.  He  embraced  the  profeffion  of  the  army,  and  at 
length  obtained  the  command  of  a  company  in  the  Coldftream  regiment  of 
foot  guards  with  the  rank  of  colonel  of  his  majefty's  forces,  but  refigned 
his  commiffion  upon  his  acceflion  to  the  peerage.  He  was  farther  promoted 
29  January  1763  to  be  mailer  of  the  jewel  office,  and  Augufl  in  the  fame 
year  to  be  governor  of  the  caftle  of  CarliHe  in  the  county  of  Cumberland. 
The  poft  of  mafter  of  the  jewel  office  was  fupprefled  by  afc  of  parliament 
in  the  year  1782. 

The  earl  of  Darlington  married   10  March  1757  Margaret,  daughter  of 

Lowther  of  Lowther  in  the  county  of  Weftmorland  efquire  ; 

by  which  lady^  he  has  ifTue,  Henry,  lord  vifcount  Barnard,   born  27  July 
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1766,  who  married  19  September  1787  Catherine,  daughter  of  Hariy  duke 
©f  Bolton. 

John  Vane,  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  feventh,  who  was  father  of 
"Richard,    anceftor  to  the  earl  of  Weftmorland,    and  of  John,  anceilor  to 
the-  earl  of  Darlington,  firil:  changed  the  mode  of  writing  his  family  name  to 
that  of  Fane.     Henry,  fon  of  the  laft  mentioned  John,  was  engaged  in  the 
rebellion  of  fir  Thomas  Wyat   1554,    and  committed  to  the  Tower,    but 
foon  after  pardoned.     Sir  Henry,  his  grandfon,  refumed  the  name  of  Vane, 
and  was  employed  by  king  Charles  the  firft  in  an  embaify  to  Guftavus 
Adolp'hus  king  of  Sweden  in  behalf  of  the  eledtor  palatine  king  of  Bohemia. 
He  was  conftituted  by  patent  5  February  1740  one  of  the  principal  fecre- 
taries  of  flate  to  that  monarch,    to  which  was  added   i8  May  1641  the 
office  of  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  for  executing  the  truft  of  lord  high 
treafurer  of  England.     He  was  greatly  concerned  with  the  earl  of  Strafford 
and  others  in  concerting  the  political  meafures  of  that  period.     About  the 
feme  time  he  contradled  a  mortal  hatred  againft  that  nobleman,  on  account 
of  the  title  that  was  bellowed  on  him  of  baron  Raby  of  Raby  Caftle  in  the 
county  palatine  of  Durham,    and  the  pretenfions  which  he  was  fuppofed 
to   indulge  upon  that  eflate,    the    principal   property  of  lir  Henry    Vane. 
Sir  Heniy  found  an  opportunity  of  confummating  his  revenge  when  lord 
Strafford  was  under  impeachment  by  the  houfe  of  commons.     He  fecretly 
caufed  a  paper,  purporting  to  be  a  minute  of  a  debate  in  the  privy  council, 
to    be   communicated   to    Mr.    Pym,    and    upon    this    minute    chiefly  lord 
Strafford  was  condemned.     He  was  difmiffed  from  his  employments  in  the 
year  1642,  though  the  ofKce  of  fecretary  of  flate  had  been  beftowed  upon 
bim  for  life,  and  died  in  the  year  1654. 


Sir 
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Sir  Henry,  His  fon,  is  faid  in  early  youth  to  have  indulged  in  the  pur- 
fuits  of  gaiety  and  diffipation ;  but  foon  after,  having  rcfided  for  fome  time 
in  the  city  of  Geneva,  he  contradled  a  ftrong  partiality  for  the  principles 
of  the  independents,  and  an  irreconcileable  averfion  to  monarchy  and 
epifcopacy.  Having  differed  with  his  father  upon  thefe  fubjedls,  he  failed 
in  the  year  1635  for  the  province  of  New  England  in  North  America,  and 
was  foon  after  elefted  governor  of  the  colony.  He  was  afterwards  involved 
in  various  controverfies  with  the  inhabitants,  and  in  confequence  was 
induced  to  return  to  his  native  country.  By  the  intereft  of  his  father  he 
was  at  this  time  appointed  to  the  office  of  treafurer  of  the  navy,  in  which 
he  was  afterwards  continued  by  authority  of  the  parliament.  He  reduced 
the  profits  of  that  office  from  a  floating  income  of  about  thirty  thoufind 
pounds  per  annum  to  a  fixed  falary  of  two  thoufand  pounds  per  annum, 
which  he  beflowed  upon  the  agent  by  whom  the  bufmefs  of  the  office  was 
conduced.  Sir  Henry  Vane,  together  with  Cromwel  and  lord  chief  juflice 
Saint  John,  was  the  moft  aftive  leader  of  the  party  of  the  independents,  and. 
was  greatly  inflrumental  in  procuring  the  eftabliffiment  of  the  felf-denying 
ordinance  in  the  year  1644.  He  was  alfo  one  of  the  commiffioners  deputed 
to  negociate  with  king  Charles  the  firfl:  in  the  ifle  of  Wight  in  September 
1648,  but  difapproved  of  the  fubfequent  proceedings  againfh  the  life  of  that 
monarch,  and  was  the  refolute  adverfary  of  the  ambitious  purpofes  of 
Cromwel.  After  the  death  of  the  ufurper  he  again  appeared  upon  the 
theatre  of  politics,  and  endeavoured  to  eifeit  the  eflabli/liment  of  a  pure 
republic.  Upon  the  refboration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  he  was  marked 
as  an  objed:  of  the  vengeance  of  the  fuccefsful  party,  and,  being  brought 
to  his  trial,  was  convi<fled  and  executed  14  June  1662.  Upon  this 
occafion  he  behaved  with  the  greateft  firmnefs  and  intrepidity,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  indecent  efforts  that  were  made   to  appaj  him.     Sir  Henry] 

Vane 
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Tane  Is  one  of  the  greateft  characters  of  this  eventful  period,  and  exhibited 
an  union  of  the  mofl  fuperior  abilities,  the  moft  perfed  integrity,  the  moft 
uniform  principles,  and  the  higheft  fagacity ;  with  a  ridiculous  and  abfurd 
pitch  of  enthufiafm,  and  with  a  timidity  of  difpofition  which  however  feems 
never  to  have  caufed  him  to  deviate  from  the  condud  which  his  judgment 
didlated. 

Chriftopher,  his  fon,  was  by  king  William  the  third  created  baron 
Barnard  of  Barnard  Caflle,  and  had  iffue,  i .  Gilbert,  fecond  lord  Barnard, 
father  of  Henry  third  lord  Barnard.  2.  William,  created  by  king  George 
the  firil  12  June  1720  baron  of  Duncannon  in  the  county  of  Tyrone,  and 
vifcount  Vane  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  which  titles  became  extind  in 
the  year  1782. 

Henry,  third  lord  Barnard,  was  by  king  George  the  fecond  created 
vifcount  Barnard  and  earl  of  Darlington,  and  conflituted  175^ 

joint  paymafter  general  of  his  majefty's  forces,  which  office  he  refigned 
1757.  He  married  Grace,  daughter  of  Charles  Fitzroy  duke 
of  Cleveland;  by  which  lady,  who  died  29  September  1763,  he  had 
iffue,  I.  Henry,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  of  Darlington.  2.  Frederic, 
born  26  June  1732,  and  eledted  176 1  to  reprefent  the  county  palatine 
of  Durham.  He  married  Henrietta,  fifler  of  fir  William  Meredith  of 
Henbury  in  the  county  of  Chefter  baronet  of  Nova  Scotia.  3.  Raby,  a 
captain  in  the  navy,  who  married         April  1768  >  daughter  of 

John  Ewer  lord  bifhop  of  Bangor.  He  died  24  Odober  1769.  4.  Anne, 
married,  firll,  to  the  honourable  Charles  Hope  Weir,  fon  of  Charles 
Hope  firft   earl   of  Hopetoun  ;    and   this   marriage  being  diffolved ,    flie

HENRY  BELASYSE,  earl  Fauconberg  of  Newborough,  vifcount 
Fauconberg  of  Henknowle,  baron  Fauconberg  of  Yarum,  and  a  baronet ; 
one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,  and  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflo^ 
rotulorum  of  the  North  Riding  of  the  county  of  York. 

This  nobleman  was  born  13  April  1743,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  4  February  1774.     He  was  conftituted  15  February 

1777  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bedchamber,    an^  February 

1778  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  North  Riding  of  the 
county  of  York. 

Earl  Fauconberg  married  29  May  1766  Charlotte,  daughter  of  fir 
Matthew  Lambe  of  Brocket  Hall  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  and  fifter  to 
Penifton  Lamb  lord  vifcount  Melbourne  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;  by 
which  lady  he  has  ilTue,  i.  Charlotte,  born  10.  January  1767.  2.  Anne, 
born  27  December  1768.  3.  Elizabeth,  born  January  1770.  4.  Hen- 
rietta, born  21  April  1776. 

The  family  of  Belafyfe  is  defcended  from  Belalius,  a  Norman  knight, 
who  came  over  to  England  with  William  the  conqueror,  and  was  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  forces  by  which  the  valiant  Hereward,  earl  Morcar, 
and  Egelwin  biiliop  of  Durham,  were  driven  out  of  their  faftnelTes  in  the 
i!le  of  Ely  in  the  year   1071.     Henry  Belafis,  in  the  reign  of  king  James 

the 
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firft,  was  created  a  baronet  29  June   161 1^  and  Thomas,  his  fon,  was  by- 
king  Charles  the  firfl  created  firft  baron  Fauconberg  of  Yarum,  and  after- 
wards vifcount  Falconberg  of  Henknov/le.     He  was  the  intimate  friend  of 
WiUiam   Cavendifli  marquis  of  Newcaftle,    accompanying  that  nobleman 
in  his  militaiy  undertakings  in   the  civil  war,    and  retiring  with    him   to 
the  continent   in    the   year    1644.      He   had    illue,     i.   Henry,    father   of 
Thomas   fecond  lord  vifcount  Fauconberg,    and  of  Rowland.      2.  John, 
who  by  king  Charles  the  firft  was  created  27  January   1 645  baron   Eelafyfs 
of  Worlaby  in  the  county  of  Lincoln.     He  diftinguilhed  himfelf  by  many 
gallant  adtions  in   the   civil   war,    being   engaged  in   the   fervice   of  that 
monarch  at  the  battles  of  Edgehil,    Newberry,    and   Nafeby,    and  being 
commander  in  chief  at  the  battle  of  Selby.     He  was  three  times  imprifoned 
in  the  Tower  of  London  during  the  ufurpation  of  Cromwel,  and  upon  the 
reftoration  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  was  appointed  governor  of  the  fortrefs 
of  Tangier  in  Africa,  and  1667   captain  of  the  band  of  gentlemen  pen- 
fioners.     He  threw  up  all  his  employments  upon  the  pafling  of  the  teft  adl 
in  the  year  1673,  and  was  conftituted  by  king  James  the  fecond  4  January 
1686  firft  lord  commiflioner  of  the  treafury.     Upon  his  death  10  September 
1689  his  titles  became  extindt. 

Thomas,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Fauconberg,  married  Maiy,  daughter  of 
Oliver  Cromwel  lord  protestor  of  the  commonwealth  of  England.  Falling 
under  fufpicion  of  the  ruling  party,  he  v/as  fent  to  the  Tower  in  the  year 
1659,  and  aflifted  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  reftoration  of  king  Ciiarles  the 
fecond.  He  was  conftituted  in  the  year  1673  captain  of  the  band  of  gen- 
tlemen penfioners,  which  employment  he  refigned  .  He  was 
deprived  of  the  office  of  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  North 
Riding  of  the  county  of  York  by  king  James  the  fecond  in  the  year  1687,

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and  by  king  William  tlie  third  was  created  earl  Fauconberg  of  Newborough. 
Upon  his  death  31  December  1700  the  title  of  earl  Fauconberg  became 
extindl,  and  the  titles  of  baron  Fauconberg  of  Yarum  and  vifcount  Fau- 
conberg of  Henknowle  devolved  upon  Thomas  fon  of  Rowland,  grandfoa 
of  Thomas  firft  lord  vifcount  Fauconberg. 

Thomas,  fourth  lord  vifcount  Fauconberg,  fon  of  Thomas  third  lord 
vifcount  Fauconberg,  made  a  public  abjuration  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith, 
in  the  profeffion  of  which  he  had  been  educated,  and  was  by  king  George 
the  fecond .  created  earl  Fauconberg  of  Newborough.  He  married  Cathe- 
rine, daughter  and  heirefs  of  John  Betham  of  Rowington  iu  the  county  of 
Warwick  efquire;  by  which  lady,  who  died  30  May  1760,  he  had  ilTue, 
I.  Henr}'-,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  Fauconberg.  2.  Catherine.  3.  Bar- 
bara, married  to  George,  fon  of  Nicholas  Barnewel  third  lord  vifcount 
Kingfland   of  the   kingdom   of  Ireland.       She  died  Oftober    1761. 

4.  Mary,  married  23  July  1776  to  Thomas  Eyre  of  HaiTop  in  the  county 
of  Derby  efquire.  5.  Anne,  married  to  Francis,  fon  of  George  fourteenth, 
earl  of  Shrewlbury.

HENRY  THOMAS  STRANGEWAYS  FOX,  earl  of  Ilchefler,  baron 
Ilchefler  and  Strangeways,  baron  Ilchefler,  Stavordale  and  Redlynch. 

This  nobleman  was  born  29  July  1747,,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  25  September  1776. 

The  earl  of  Ilchefler  married  20  Augufl  1772  Mary,  daughter  of 
Standifh  Grady  of  CoppercuUan  ifi  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  efquire;  by 
which  lady  he  has  ifTue,  i.  Elizabeth  Therefa,  born  23  November  1773. 
2.  Mary  Lucy. 

The  family  of  Fox  is  defcended  from  William  Fox  of  Farley  in  the 
county  of  Wilts  efquire,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  king  James  the  firfl. 
He  had  iffue  two  fons  j  John,  who  took  up  arms  for  king  Charles  the  firfl, 
and  fought  for  king  Charles  the  fecond  in  tlie  battle  of  Worcefler  3  Sep- 
tember 1651  ;  and  fir  Stephen,  who  ferved  king  Charles  the  fecond  during 
his  exile  upon  the  continent.  He  was  conflituted  in  the  year  1661  pay- 
mafter  general  of  his  majefly's  forces  ;  and,  having  reflgned  that  office, 
was  farther  promoted  September  1679  to  be  one  of  the  lords  com- 
miflioners  of  the  treafury  and  firfl  commifTioner  for  executing  the  office  of 
mafler  of  the  horfe.  He  refigned  his  feat  at  the  board  of  treafury  in 
February  1686,  and  v/as  reftored  to  the  fame  office  December  in 
that  year.     At  the  period  of  the  revolution  he  voted  for  the  vacancy  of  the 
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throne,  and  for  filling  it  with  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange,  and 
ultimately  refigned  his  feat  at  the  board  of  treafury  at  the  death  of  king 
William  the  third.  He  was  one  of  the  perfons  excepted  by  king  James  the 
fecond  from  the  intended  adt  of  indemnity  in  the  year  1692.  Sir  Stephen 
Fox  was  a  ftrenuous  affertor  of  the  integrity  of  the  earl  of  Clarendon,  and 
voted  againfl  his  impeachment  in  the  year  1667,  though  he  were  in  a 
manner  commanded  by  the  king  to  ad  a  contrary  part.  He  was  alfo  the 
iirft  projedor  of  the  building  of  Chelfea  Hofpital,  and  was  one  of  its  moil 
munificent  benefadors.  He  had  ifTue,  i.  Charles,  who  before  he  had 
completed  the  twenty-firft  year  of  his  age  Vv^s  conftituted  26  December 
1679  joint  paymafter  general  of  his  majefty's  forces,  and  had  the  fame  ofiice 
conferred  upon  him  folely  16  April  1682.  He  died  September  1713. 
2.  Stephen.  3.  Henry  firfi:  lord  Holland.  Sir  Stephen  Fox  died  in  the 
eighty-ninth  yxar  of  his  age  28  Odober  17 1 6.

Earl  Delawar  married  22  April  1783  Sarah,  daughter  and  heirefs  of 
Henry  Lyel  of  Bourne  in  the  county  of  Cambridge  efquire. 

The  family  of  Weft  is  defcended  from  Thomas  de  Weft,  who  ferved  in 
the  wars  of  king  Edward  the  third,  and  received  fummons  to  parliament  as 
one  of  the  barons  of  the  realm.  Thomas,  third  lord  Weft,  his  grandfon, 
married  Joan,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Roger  Delawar  baron  Delawar, 
who  principally  aflifted  in  the  capture  of  John  king  of  France  at  the  battle 
of  Poidiers  19  September  1356;  by  which  marriage  the  title  of  Delawar 
was  introduced  into  the  family  of  Weft.  Reginald,  fifth  lord  Weft,  the 
iflue  of  this  marriage,  firft  obtained  place  and  precedence  among  the  barons 
•of  the  realm  by  the  title  of  lord  Delawar  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the 
fixth  5  July  1427. 

Richard,  fecond  lord  Delawar  of  the  family  of  Weft,  diftinguiihed  himfelf 
in  the  party  of  the  houfe  of  Lancafter,  and  retired  for  a  few  years  to  the  con- 
tinent upon  the  acceflion  of  king  Edward  the  fourth.     Thomas,  third  lord 
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Delawar,  his  fon,  was  one  of  the  principal  commanders  of  the  army  fent  into 
Flanders  by  king  Henry  the  feventh  to  the  affiftance  of  the  emperor  Maxl- 
mihan,  and  in  the  army  that  gained  the  battle  of  Blackheath  22  June  1497. 
William,  fifth  lord  Delawar,  his  grandfon,  was  difinherited  by  parliament 
in  the  year  1 548  upon  a  charge  of  having  attempted  to  poifon  his  uncle 
Thomas,  fourth  lord  Delawar,  but  was  rellored  in  blood  in  the  reign  of 
queen  Elizabeth  12  March  1568.  Thomas,  feventh  lord  Delawar,  his 
grandfon,  was  conftituted  in  the  year  1 609  captain  general  of  the  colonies 
in  Virginia,  and  gave  his  own  name  to  one  of  the  thirteen  United  States 
of  North  America.  Charles,  ninth  lord  Delawar,  his  grandfon,  was 
apprehended  i3Auguft  1659  upon  fufpicion  of  favouring  the  infurredlion 
of  fir  George  Booth  for  the  purpofe  of  refioring  king  Charles  the  fecond. 

John,  eleventh  lord  Delawar,  his  grandfon,  was  by  king  George  the 
third  created  vifcount  Cantelupe  and  earl  Delawar.  He  married  Charlotte, 
daughter  of  Donagh  Macarthy  earl  of  Clancarty  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  j 
by  which  lady,  who  died  7  September  1735,  he  had  ifiue,  i.  John,  fecond 
earl  Delawar.     2.  Henrietta  Cecilia,    born  ^7'^°>    ^"^  married 

5  May  1763  to  James  Johnfi;on  efquire,  a  lieutenant  general  in  the  army. 
Earl  Delawar  died  16  March  1766.

The  family  of  Bouverie  is  originally  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  has  been 
traced  back  to  the  year  1396.  John  de  la  Bouverie  was  folicitor  general 
to  Charles  duke  of  Burgundy  in  the  year  1469,  and  chief  of  the  council  to 
Mary  his  daughter.  Laurence  des  Bouveries,  about  the  middle  of  the 
fixteenth  century,  fled  from  the  refidence  of  his  anceftors  on  account  of 
religion,  and  after  an  abode  of  fame  years  at  Frankfort  upon  the  Maine, 
took  refuge  in  England  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth.  Edward,  his  fon, 
married  Mary,  grand-daughter  of  Tiberkin,  who  was  burned 
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in  Germany  for  the  proteftant  religion.  Edward,  his  fon,  accumulated 
a  conliderable  fortune  in  trade,  and  William,  his  grandfon,  was  created 
a  baronet  19  February  1714. 

Jacob,  third  baronet,  his  fon,  was  by  king  George  the  fecond  created 
baron  Longford  of  Longford  and  vifcount  Folkeflone.  He  was  a  principal 
promoter  of  the  fociety  for  the  encouragement  of  arts,  manufa(flui-es  and 
commerce,  and  was  chofen  preiident  at  its  firil;  inftitution  in  1753,  in 
which  office  he  was  continued  till  his  death.  He  married,  firft,  Mary, 
daup-hter  '  and  heirefs  of  Bartholomew  Clarke  of  Hardingftone  in  the 
county  of  Northampton  efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue,  i .  William 
fecond  lord  vifcount  Folkeflone.  2.  Anne,  born  7  Odober  1729,  and 
married  24  January  1761  to  George,  fon  of  Charles  lord  Talbot  lord  high 
chancellor  of  England.  3.  Mary,  born  2  Odtober  1730,  and  married  to 
Anthony  Afliley  fourth  earl  of  Shaftefbury.  4.  Charlotte,  born  1 1  November 
1732.  5.  Henrietta,  married  to  fir  James  Tylney  Long  of  Draycot  Cerne  in 
the  county  of  Wilts  baronet.  She  died  13  November  1777.  6.  Edvv^ard, 
born  5  September  1738,  and  eledled  1761  and  1768  to  reprefent  the  city 
of  New  Sarum.

William,    fecond   lord   vifcount  Folkeflone,    was   by   king  George   the 
third  created  baron  Pleydel  Bouverie  of  Colefhil  and  earl  of  Radnor,  with 
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remainder  to  the  ilTue  male  of  his  father.  He  married,  fir/},  Henrietta, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  Mark  Stuart  Pleydel  of  Colefliil  in  the  county  of 
Berks  baroiiet,  in  confequence  of  which  marriage  he  added  to  his  own  the 
furname  of  Pleydel.  By  this  lady  he  had  ilTue,  Jacob,  prcfcnt  and  fecond 
earl  of  Radnor.  The  earl  of  Radnor  married,  fecondly,  Rebecca,  daugiitcr 
of  John  AUeyne  of  the  iiland  of  Barbadoes  in  the  Wefl  Indies  efquire ;  by 
which  lady  he  had  iffue,  i.

GEORGE  JOHN  SPENCER,  earl  Spencer,  vifcount  Althorpe  of 
Althorpe,  vifcount  Spencer  and  baron  Spencer  of  Althorpe,  high  fteward 
of  the  borough  of  Saint  Albans. 

This  nobleman  was  born  i  September  1758,  and  elefted  1780  to  repre- 
fent  the  borough  of  Northampton,  and  1782  to  reprefent  the  county  of 
Surrey.  He  was  conflituted  30  March  1782  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners 
of  the  treafury,  which  office  he  religned  9  July  in  the  fame  year.  He 
fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death  of  his  father  31  Odlober  1783. 

Earl  Spencer  married  6  March  178 1  Lavinia,  daughter  of  Charles  Bing- 
ham lord  Luean  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  by  which  lady  he  has  iilue, 
lord  vifcount  Althorpe,  born  6  May  1782. 

John,  younger  fon  of  Charles  third  earl  of  Sunderland  and  of  Anne 
daughter  of  John  Churchil  duke  of  Marlborough,  had  ilTue  John,  who  was 
created  by  king  George  the  third  baron  Spencer  of  Althorpe  aiid  vifcount 
Spencer,  and  foon  after  vifcount  Althorpe  of  Althorpe  and  earl  Spencer. 
He  married  27  December  1755  Geoi-giana,  daughter  of  Stephen  Pointz  of 
Midgham  in  the  county  of  Berks  efquire  ;  by  which  lady  he  had  illue,

JOHN  PITT,  earl  of  Chatham,  and  vifcount  Pitt  of  Burton  Pynfent; 
firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  admiralty,  and  a  lieutenant  colonel  in  the 
army. 

This  nobleman  was  born  10  September  1756,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 
upon  the  death  of  his  father  11  May  1778.  He  was  raifed  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  colonel  of  his  majefty's  forces  18  December  1782,  and  ferved 
in  the  war  againft  the  United  States  of  North  America,  and  at  the  fiege  of 
Gibraltar.  He  was  conflituted  12  July  1788  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the 
admiralty. 

The  earl  of  Chatham  married  9  July  1783  Mary  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Thomas  lord  Sydney. 

William,  firft  earl  of  Chatham,  was  younger  brother  of  Thomas,  father 
of  Thomas  lord  Camelford.  He  early  engaged  in  the  oppofition  to  lir 
Robert  Walpole,  and  by  a  beauty  and  energy  of  elocution  of  which  this 
country  had  hitherto  afforded  no  example,  acquired  a  very  extenfive  popu- 
larity. In  conformity  to  the  practice  of  the  oppofition  of  that  period,  he 
accepted  February  1737  an  office  in  the  houffiold  of  Frederic  prince  of 
Wales,  being  appointed  one  of  the  grooms  of  his  bedchamber ;  and  in  the 
year  1 744  received  a  legacy  of  ten  thoufand  pounds,  which  was  bequeathed 
to  him  by  Sarah,  confort  of  John  Churchil  duke  of  Marlborough,    "  upon 

F  f  f  "  account 
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"  account  of  his  merit  in  the  noble  defence  he  had  made  for  the  fupport  of 
*'  the  laws  of  England,  and  to  prevent  the  ruin  of  his  country."     Having 
refigned  his  office  in  the  houfhold  of  the  prince  of  Wales,  he  was  appointed 
6  May   1746  paymafter  gieneral  of  his  majefty's  forces,  in  which  employ^ 
ment  he  continued  till  November  1755,  and  fignalifed  his  difintereflednefs 
by  refufing  to  make  any  advantage  of  the  public  money  which  was  placed 
in  his  hands.     The  war  which  broke  out  at  this  period  was  attended  in  its 
commencement  with  feveral  difaflrous  events,  particularly  the  capture  of 
Minorca ;   and,  the  adminiilration  becoming  in  a  high  degree  unpopular,  the 
voice  of  the  nation  called  for  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Pitt  to  the  condudl  of 
pviblic  affairs.     He  was  accordingly  nominated  4  December  1756  one  of 
his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate.    P\-om  this  office  he  was  difmiffed 
9  April  1757,  and  reinftated  29  June  in  the  fame  year.     His  adminiftration 
was  attended  with  the,  moft  brilliant  fuccefs ;  the  French  being  defeated  at 
fea  off  Belleifle  and  Cape  Lagos,  and  their  navy  deftroyed ;  the  province  of 
Canada  being  completely  fubdued  i  and  the  king  of  Pruffia,  our  only  ally, 
effeflually  fupported  by  the  fuccefsful  proceedings  of  prince  Ferdinand  of 
Brunfwic.     Mr.  Pitt  refigned  the  feals  of  fecretary  of  ftate  5  Oftober  1761, 
and  obtained  a  peerage  for  his  lady,  and  a  penfion  of  three  thoufand  pounds 
for  the  joint  lives  of  himfelf,  his  confort,  and  his  eldeft  fon.     In  the  year 
1763   fir  William  Pynfent  of  Burton  Pynfent  in  the  county  of  Somerfet 
baronet  bequeathed  to  Mr.  Pitt  the  bulk  of  his  fortune  in  confideration  of 
the  fervices  he  had  rendered  to  his  country.     After  his  refignation  many 
attempts   were   made  to   eftablifli   a   permanent    government ;    but    thefe 
proving  ineffedlual,  he  was  again  called  into  office  30  July  1766,  confti- 
tuted  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  and  created  vifcount  Pitt  of  Burton 
Pynfent  and  earl  of  Chatham.     Mr.  Pitt  had  been  from  his  early  youth 
the  martyr  of  an  hereditary  gout,  and  foon  after  this  period  was  rendered 
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incapable  by  that  infirmity  of  attending  to  public  bufinefs.  He  refigned 
the  place  of  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal  2  November  1768.  Lord 
Chatham  directed  his  lad  parliamentary  efforts  to  a  vigorous  oppofition  to 
the  American  war ;  but,  it  being  at  length  propofed  in  the  houfe  cf  lords 
8  April  1778  to  recognize  the  American  independence,  the  propofition  w^as 
vehemently  oppofed  by  lord  Chatham,  who  was  feized  with  a  fudden  illnefs 
in  the  courfe  of  the  debate,  and  died  in  the  following  month.  He  was 
buried  in  Weftminfler  Abbey  at  the  public  expence ;  and  it  was  voted  by 
parliament  that  a  monument  fliould  be  erefted  to  his  memory,  and  that  an 
annuity  of  four  thoufand  pounds  fliould  be  annexed  to  the  inheritors  of  his 
title  for  ever. 

The  earl  of  Chatham  married  Hefter  baronefs  Chatham  ;  by  which  lady 
he  had  IfTue,  i.  Hefter,  married  to  Charles  earl  Stanhope,  She  died 
18  July  1780.  2.  John,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  of  Chatham.  3.  Wil- 
liam, born  28  May  1759,  and  elected  1780  to  reprefent  the  borough  of 
Appleby  in  the  county  of  Weftmorland,  and  1784  to  reprefent  the 
univerfity  of  Cambridge.  He  was  originally  deftined  to  the  profefTion  of 
the  law,  but  foon  after  his  introdudion  into  parliament  was  diftinguiflied 
by  an  eloquence  which  gained  him  many  admirers.  He  took  up  the  topic, 
at  that  time  extremely  popular,  of  a  reform  of  our  parliamentary  repre- 
fentation,  and  moved  it  feveral  times,  but  without  fuccefs.  He  was  con- 
ftituted  10  July  1782  one  of  the  lords  commifficners  of  the  treafury  and 
chancellor  and  under  treafurer  of  the  exchequer,  which  ofHces  he  refigned 
in  March  1783.  The  adminiftration  which  immediately  fucceedcd  was 
rendered  unpopular  by  the  circumftance  of  its  being  compofed  of  a  coalition 
of  lord  North  and  Mr.  Fox,  who  had  long  been  parliamentary  oppor.ents, 
and  by  the  bill  they  Lntroduced  for  the  better  management  of  the  affairs  of 
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the  Eaft  India  Company.  Upon  their  difmiffion  from  office,  Mr.  Pitt  was 
conftituted  27  December  1783  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafury  and 
chancellor  and  under  treafurer  of  the  exchequer.  He  maintained  thefe 
offices  for  fome  time  in  oppofition  to  the  fenfe  of  a  majority  of  the  houfe 
of  commons ;  but,  parliament  being  at  length  difTolved,  the  contefted 
eleftions  were  almoft  every  where  carried  in  favour  of  his  adherents.  His 
continuance  in  the  office  of  firfl  minifter  during  a  term  of  five  years  has 
been  attended  with  a  popularity  that  has  experienced  few  interruptions.

HENRY  BATHURST,  earl  Bathurft,  baron  Bathurfl:  of  Battkfden, 
and  baron  Apfley  of  Apfley ;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy 
council,  and  a  governor  of  the  Charter  Houfe. 

This  nobleman  was  born  2  May  17 14,  and  January  1746  conflituted 
folicitor  general  to  Frederic  prince  of  Wales,  w^hich  office  he  afterwards 
exchanged  for  that  of  attorney  general  to  the  prince  of  Wales.  He  was 
alfo  attorney  general  to  Augufta,  princefs  dowager  of  Wales,  which  office 
he  exchanged  2  May  1754  for  that  of  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas.  Having  reiigned  this  employment,  he  was  conflituted 
23  January  1771  lord  high  chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  and  created  baron 
Apfley  of  Apfley.  He  fucceeded  to  the  titles  of  earl  Bathurfl  and  baron 
Bathuril  upon- the  death  of  his  father  16  September  1775,  and  refigned  the 
feals  of  lord  high  chancellor  in  June  1778.  He  was  farther  conflituted 
November  1779  lord  prefident  of  council,  which  office  he  refigned  in 
March  1782. 

Earl  Bathurfl  married,    firft,    19  September  1754  Anne,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  James  efquire;  which  lady  dying  8  February  1758, 

he  married,  fecondly,  14  June  1759  Tryphena,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Scawen  of  Maidwel  in  county  of  Northampton  efquire ;  by  which  lady 
he  has  ifTue,  i.  Tryphena,  born  23  Oftober  1760.  2.  Henry,  lord 
Apfley,  born  22  May  1762.     3.  Catherine,  born  14  June  1764.    4.  Selina 
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Letitia,  born  2  January  1766.  5.  Sufan,  born  3  February  1768.  6.  Apfley, 
born  14  Odlober  1769  :  he  is  clerk  of  the  office  of  difpenfations  in  the  high 
court  of  chancery  for  life. 

The  family  of  Bathurft  has  been  traced  back  to  the  reign  of  king  Henry 
the  fixth,  and  the  family  feat  of  Bathurft  in  the  county  of  SufTex  was 
deftroyed  in  the  civil  war  of  the  houfes  of  York  and  Lancafter.  George 
Bathurft  in  the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  firft  had  iftlie  thirteen  fons,  fix 
of  which  loft  their  lives  in  the  royal  party  in  the  civil  war ;  and  of  the 
furvivors,  Ralph,  who  embraced  the  clerical  profeflion,  has  been  admired 
for  his  Latin  poetry,  and  had  the  honour  to  refufe  the  bifhopric  of  Briftol 
in  April  1691.  Benjamin,  younger  fon  of  George,  was  cofferer  of  the 
houfhold  to  queen  Anne,  and  died  27  April  1704. 

Allen,  his  fon,  was  by  queen  Anne  created  baron  Bathurft  of  Battlefden, 
and  v/as  diftinguiflicd  by  his  intimacy  with  men  of  letters,  being  the  friend 
of  Pope,  Swift,  Atterbury  and  Sterne.  He  was  one  of  the  moft  diftin- 
guiftied  members  of  the  oppofition  to  lir  Robert  \Valpole,  and  difpkyed 
great  eloquence  and  ability  in  parliamentary  debate.  Upon  the  refignation 
of  that  minifter,  he  was  conftituted  1 3  July  1 742  captain  of  the  band  of 
gentlemen  penfioners,    which  office  he  refigned  i744-     By 

king  George  the  third  he  was  created  earl  Bathurft  of  Bathurft.  He 
niarried  Catherine,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  Peter  Apfley  of  Apfley  in  the 
county  of  Sufl^ex  knight;  by  which  lady,  who  died  8  June  1768,  he  had 
ifliie,  I.  Frances,  born  July  1708,  and  married,  firft,  to  William  fon  of 
fir  John  Wodehoufe  of  Kimberley  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  baronet,  and 
fecondly  to  James  V/hitflied  of  Hampton  Court  in  the  county  of  Middlefex 
efquire.     2.  Catherine,    married  to  Henry  Reginald,    brother  of  William 
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firft  lord  vifcount  Courtenay.     She  died  1783-     3.  Henry, 

prefent  and  fecond  earl  Bathurft.  4.  Jane,  born  171 7,  and  married

WILLS  HILL,  earl  of  Hillfborough,  vifcount  Fairford  and  baron 
Harwich  of  Harwich  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  ;  earl  of  Hillf- 
borough,  vifcount  Hilliborough,  vifcount  of  Kilvvarlin  and  baron  Hill  of 
Kilwarlin  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  one  of  his  majefly's  mofl  honourable 
privy  council,  regifter  of  the  court  of  chancery  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 
one  of  the  elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity  Houfe,  a  governor  of  the  Charter 
Houfe,  dodlor  of  laws  and  fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  1718,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 

of  vifcount  Hiliroorough  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  upon  the  death  of  his 
father  3  May  1742.  He  was  in  the  fame  year  appointed  lord  lieutenant 
atid  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Down  in  that  kingdom,  and  created 
by  king  George  the  fecond  3  October  1751  vifcount  Kilwarlin  and  earl  of 
Hilliborough  in  the  county  of  Down  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  He  was 
eledled  1741,  1747  and  1754  to  reprefent  the  town  of  Warwick,  and  con- 
ftituted  in  the  year  1755  treafurer  of  the  chamber  to  the  king.  Plaving 
refigned  that  office  in  the  following  year,  he  was  created  baron  Harwich 
of  Harwich  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain.  By  king  George  the  fecond 
he    was    constituted  joint    regifter    of  the    high    court  of 

chancery  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  He  was  farther  prom^oted  9  Sep- 
tember 1763  to  be  firft  lord  commillioner  of  trade  and  plantations,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  July  1765,  and  was  reinftated  11  Odtober  1766. 
The  office  of  a  third  fecretary  of  flate  having  been  created  20  January 
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1768,  lord  Hilllborough  obtained  this  office  in  exchange  for  that  of 
firft  lord  of  trade.  He  refigned  the  feals  as  fecretary  of  ftate  in  Auo-uft: 
1772,  and  was  created  vifcount  Falrford  and  earl  of  Hillfborough  of  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain.  He  was  farther  conftituted  24  November  1779 
one  of  his  majefly's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  which  office  he  refigned  in 
March  1782. 

The  earl  of  Hilllborough  married  4  March  1748  Margaretta,  fifter  of 
James  firft  duke  of  Leinfter  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  by  which  lady, 
who  died  15  January  1766,  he  has  ilTue,  i.  Mary  Amelia,  born  16  Au- 
guft  1751,  and  married  to  James  earl  of  Salift)ury.  2.  Arthur,  lord 
vifcount  Fairford  and  Kilwarlin,  born  23  February  1753,  and  eledled  1780 
to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Malmeft)ury  in  the  county  of  Wilts.  He  was 
conftitutcd  1786  joint  regifter  of  the  high  court  of  chancery 

of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  mari-ied  29  June  in  that  year  Marv, 
grand-daughter  of  Samviel  firft  lord  Sandys.  3.  Charlotte,  born  14  March 
1754,  and  married  to  John  Chetwynd  earl  Talbot. 

The  family  of  Hill  was  early  of  confiderable  account  in  the  counties  of 
Stafford  and  Devon.  Sir  John  Hill  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the  fourth 
was  30  September  1400  conftituted  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas ;  and  fir  Robert  Hill,  his  contemporary,  was  conftituted 
14  March  1408  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  which 
office  he  was  continued  by  king  Henry  the  fiftli  and  king  Henry  the  fixth. 
The  eftates  of  the  family  were  afterwards  diffipated ;  and  fir  Moyfes  Hill 
in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth  paffed  over  into  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 
where  he  diftingui/laed  himfelf  in  the  fervice  againil  the  natives,  and  was 
conftituted    14  April    1617   provoft   marfhal   of  the   province   of   Ulfter. 
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Arthur,  his  fon,  ferved  againfl:  the  Irifli  rebels  under  the  authority,  firft, 
of  king  Charles  the  firft,  and  afterwards  of  the  parliament.  He  was 
zealous  in  the  profecution  of  the  earl  of  Straiford  in 'the  Irifh  parliament 
of  1 64 1,  and  fat  in  the  parliament  called  by  Cromwel  to  reprefent  the 
three  nations  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland  in  the  year  1656  for  the 
counties  of  Down,  Antrim  and  Armagh.  William,  his  fon,  fuffered  under 
the  fequeilration  of  king  James  the  fecond  in  the  year  1689. 

Trevor,  his  grandfon,  was  by  king  George  the  firfl  21  Augufh  171 7 
created  baron  Hill  of  Kilwarlin  and  vifcount  Hillfborough  of  Hillfborough 
in  the  county  of  Down  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  He  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  Anthony  Row  of  Mufwel  Kill  in  the  county  of  Middlefex 
efquire  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  22  Auguft  1742,  he  had  iflue,  i,  Anne, 
married  to  John  Rawdon  earl  of  Moira  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  She 
died  I  Auguft  1751.     2.  Wills,  earl  of  Killiborough.

THOMAS  BRUCE  BRUDENEL,  earl  of  Aylefbury,  baron  Bruce  of 
Tottenham  j  knight  of  the  thiftle,  one  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable 
privy  council,  and  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfhold  to  the  queen. 

This  nobleman  was  born  1720,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title 

of  lord  Bruce  upon  the  death  of  his  uncle  10  February  1747.  He  was 
conftituted  25  November  1760  one  of  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  bed- 
chamber, which  ofnce  he  exchanged  3 1  May  1 776  for  that  of  governor  to 
George  prince  of  Wal;s  and  Frederic  duke  of  York.  He  thought  proper 
to  decline  this  appointment  iu  the  following  week,  and  was  created  earl  of 
Aylefbury.      He   was   farther  promoted  1780   to  be  lord 

chamberlain  of  her  majefly's  houfhold. 

The  earl  of  Aylefbuiy  married  17  February  1761  Sufannah,  daughter  of 
Henry  Hoare  of  Stourhead  in  the  county  of  Wilts  efquire,  and  relidt  of 
Charles  vifcount  Dungarvan,  fon  of  John  Boyle  fifth  earl  of  Cork  and 
Orrery  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  4  February 
1783,  he  has  ifluc,  i.  Caroline  Anne,  born  i  May  1763.  2.  Frances 
Ehzabeth,  born  31  May  1765.  3.  Charles,  lord  Bruce,  born  12  February 
^773- 

The  defcent  of  the  famify  of  Brudenel  has  been  given  under  the  article 
of  Brudenel  Montagu  duke  of  Montagu ;  but  the  title  of  baron  Bruce  of 
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devolved  -upon  its  prefent  polTefTor  from  Charles  Bruce  earl  of  Aylefbury  and 
Elgin,   his  maternal  uncle. 

The  family  of  Bruce  is  defcended  from  Robert  le  Bruis,  vv-ho  came  over 
to  England  with  William  the  conqueror.  By  that  monarch  he  was  com- 
miflioned  to  bring  the  northern  parts  of  England  under  fubjeftion,  which 
undertaking  he  fuccefsfully  performed,  and  was  created  baron  of  Skelton 
in  the  county  of  York.  Robert,  fecond  lord  of  Skelton,  his  fon,  con- 
traded  an  intimate  friendfhip  with  David  the  firft,  king  of  Scotland,  during 
his  refidence  in  England  previous  to  his  acceffion  to  the  Scottilh  throne, 
and  received  the  lordlliip  of  Annandale  from  the  gift  of  that  monarch.  He 
fought  on  the  Englifh  fide  at  the  battle  of  the  Standard  in  the  reign  of  king 
Stephen  1 1 38,  and  took  prifoner  his  own  fon  Robert.  He  had  iffue,  1.  Adam, 
third  lord  of  Skelton,  which  title  became  extindt  about  the  year  1300. 
2.  William,  who  fucceeded  him  in  the  lordihip  of  Annandale  in  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland.     3.  Robert,  taken  prifoner  in  the  battle  of  the  Standard. 

Robert,  fourth  lord  of  Annandale,  grandfon  of  WilHam  fecond  lord  of 
Annandale,  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  David  earl  of  Huntingdon,  grandfon 
of  David  the  firft  king  of  Scotland.  In  confequence  of  this  marriage, 
Robert,  fifth  lord  of  Annandale,  his  fon,  who  in  his  youth  had  been  one 
of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  to  king  Henry  the  third,  and 
had  taken  part  with  that  monarch  againfl  the  barons,  at  length  became, 
together  with  John  Baliol,  in  the  year  1290,  one  of  the  principal  pretenders 
to  the  crown  of  Scotland  ;  but  his  claim  was  fet  afide  in  favour  of  his  rival 
by  Edward  the  firfl,  king  of  England.  He  had  iffue,  i.  Robert,  fixth 
lord  of  Annandale,  who  by  marriage  inherited  the  earldom  of  Carrick,  and 
was  father  of  Robert,  who  was  crowned  king  of  Scotland  27  March  1306, 

and 
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and  from  whom  the  royal  houfe  of  Stuart  and  the  prefent  royal  family  of 
Great  Britain  are  defcended ;  of  Edward,  created  earl  of  Carrick,  upon  whofe 
death  in  the  v/ars  of  Ireland  1318  that  title  became  extindl ;  and  of  three 
fons,  who  were  put  to  death  by  command  of  king  Edward  the  firfV. 
2.  John,  father  of  James,  elefted  1441  lord  bilhop  of  Dunkeld,  conftituted 
1444  lord  high  chancellor  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  tranflated  1447 
to  the  archiepifcopal  fee  of  Glafgow,  and  died  in  the  fame  year. 

Edward,  fixth  in  defcent  from  Robert  tlie  original  competitor  for  the 
crown  of  Scotland,  had  iflue,  i .  Edward,  who  was  a  principal  inftrument 
in  the  correfpondence  of  king  James  the  fixth  with  the  Englifli  adminif- 
tration,  and  by  that  monarch  was  created  22  February  1603  baron  Bruce  of 
Kinlofs  with  remainder  to  his  male  heirs,  and  conftituted  8  July  1604 
mafler  of  the  rolls  of  the  kingdom  of  England  for  life.  He  died  14  January 
1 610.  2.  George,  grandfather  of  Edward  firft  earl  of  Kincardin  of  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland,  Edward,  fecond  lord  Bruce,  fon  of  Edward  firft  lord 
Bruce,  was  killed  in  a  celebrated  duel  with  fir  Edward  Sackville,  afterwards 
fourth  earl  of  Dorfet,    in  the  year  161 3. 

Thomas,  third  lord  Bruce,  his  brother,  was  by  king  Charles  the  firil: 
21  June  1633  created  earl  of  Elgin  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  with 
remainder  to  his  male  heirs.  He  was  alfo  created  i  Augufl  1641  baron 
Bruce  of  Whorlton  in  the  county  of  York. 

Robert,  fecond  earl  of  Elgin,  his  fon,  gave  proofs  of  his  loyalty  to  king 
Charles  the  firft  in  the  civil  war,  and  was  inftrumental  to  tlie  relloration  of 
king  Charles  the  fecond.  In  reward  of  thefe  fervices  he  was  created  1664 
baron  Bruce  of  Skelton  in  the  county  of  York,  vifcount  Bruce  of  Ampthil 
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in  the  county  of  Bedford,  and  earl  of  Aylefoury  in  the  county  of  Bucking- 
ham. He  was  conftituted  by  king  James  the  fecond  30  July  1685  lord 
chamberlain  of  the  houfhold,  and  died  20  Odober  in  the  fame  year. 

Thomas,  fecond  earl  of  Ayleibury,  his  fon,  refufed  to  take  the  oaths  to 
king  V/illiam  the  third,  and  was  imprifoned  upon  fufpicion  of  being  con- 
cerned in  the  plot  of  fir  John  Fenwick  February  1696.  He  afterwards 
retired  to  Brufiels,  and  died  November  174 1,  having  ifTue,  i.  Charles, 
third  earl  of  Aylefbury.  2.  Elizabeth,  married  to  George  third  earl  of 
Cardigan.  :  She  died         December  1745. 

..•Charles,  third  earl  of  Aylefbury,  was  by  king  George  the  fecond  created 
baron  Bruce  of  Tottenham,  with  remainder  to  Thomas,  now  earl  of 
Aylefbury,  younger  fon  of  George  third  earl  of  Cardigan.  He  married 
Caroline,  daughter  of  John  Campbel  fourth  duke  of  Argyle  of  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland ;  by  which  lady,  who  married  fecondly  Henry  brother  of 
Francis  earl  of  Hertford,  he  had  ifTue  Mary,  married  to  Charles  duke  of 
Richmond.  Upon  his  death  the  titles  of  baron  Bruce  of  Whorlton,  baron 
Bruce  of  Skelton,  vifcount  Bruce  of  Ampthll,  and  earl  of  Aylefbury  became 
extindt,  and  the  titles  of  baron  Bruce  of  Kinlofs  and  earl  of  Elgin  of  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland  defcended  to  Charles  ninth  earl  of  Kincardin  of  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland.

THOMAS  VILLIERS,  earl  of  Clarendon  and  baron  Hyde  of  Hindon  ; 
count  of  the  kingdom  of  Pruflia. 

This  nobleman  was  born  2S  September  1753,  and  eledled  1774  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Chrifl  Church  in  the  county  of  Southampton, 
and  1780  and  1784  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Hellion  in  the  county  of 
Cornwal.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon,  the  death  of  his  father  1 1  De- 
cember 1786. 

Thomas,  younger  fon  of  William  fecond  earl  of  Jerfey,  married 
30  March  1752  Charlotte,  daughter  of  William  third  earl  of  ElTex  and  of 
Jane  daughter  of  Henry  Hyde  earl  of  Clarendon  and  Rochefter.  Lady 
Charlotte  became  entitled  upon  the  death  of  the  earl  of  Clarendon  her 
grandfather  in  the  year  1753  to  ufe  the  arms  and  furname  of  Hyde;  and 
her  confort  was  created  by  king  George  the  fecond  baron  Hyde  of  Hindon, 
with  remainder  to  the  iffue  of  this  marriage.  He  was  alfo  conflituted 
10  September  1773  joint  poftmafter  general,  which  office  he  refigned  in 
July  1765.  He  was  promoted  14  June  1771  to  the  office  of  chancellor  of 
the  duchy  and  county  palatine  of  Lancafler,  which  office  he  refigned  in 
March  1782.  He  was  alfo  created  by  his  prefent  majefty  earl  of  Clarendon  ; 
and  having  been  formerly  employed  in  the  office  of  envoy  extraordinary  to 
the  king  of  Pruffia,  that  monarch  was  pleafed  to  confer  upon  him  in  the 
year  1782,  as  a  mark  of  his  remembrance  and  efleem,  the  honour  of  bearing 
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his  amis  the  royal  Pruffian  black  eagle.  Finally,  he  was  reappointed  to  the 
office  of  chancellor  of  the  duchy  and  county  palatine  of  Lancafter  31  De- 
cember 1783,  and  exchanged  that  office  9  September  1786  for  the 
appointment  of  joint  poflmaller  general.  He  had  iffiie  by  lady  Charlotte 
his  wife,  i.  Thomas,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  of  Clarendon.  2.  John 
Charlesj  born  26  December  1757,  and  eledted  1784  to  reprefent  the 
borough  of  Sarum  in  the  county  of  Wilts.  He  was  conftituted  17  February 
1787  comptroller  of  his  majefty's  houfliold,  and  is  one  of  the  king's  counfel 
for  the  duchy  and  county  palatine  of  Lancafter.  3.  George,  born  23  No- 
vember 1759.     4.  Charlotte  Barbara,  born  27  March  1761.

MURRAY, 
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MURRAY,     EARL     OF     MANSFIELD. 

WILLIAM  MURRAY,  earl  of  Mansfield  and  baron  Mansfield  of 
Mansfield;  one  of  his  inajefty's  moll  honourable  privy  council,  and  a 
governor  of  the  Charter  Houfe. 

This  nobleman  was  born  2  March  1708.  He  ftudied  in  Chrifi:  Church 
College  in  the  univerfity  of  Oxford,  and  gained  a  poetical  prize  in  that 
univerfity  in  the  year  1728.  It  is  to  this  circumflance  that  Mr.  Pope 
is  fuppofed  to  allude,  when,  fpeaking  of  his  choice  of  the  profelHon  of  the 
law,  he  exclaims, 

"  How  fweet  an  Ovid  is  in  Murray  lofl!" 

He  was  conftituted  27  November  1742  folicitor  general  to  king  George 
the  fecond,  which  ofiice  he  exchanged  20  April  1754  for  that  of  attorney 
general.  He  was  early  diftinguifhed  in  the  houfe  of  commons  by  the  moil 
beautiful  and  infmuating  eloquence,  and  was  the  principal  fupport  of  the 
adminiflration  of  that  period.  Having  refigned  the  office  of  attorney 
general,  he  was  confiiituted  8  November  1756  lord  chief  juflice  of  the  court 
of  king's  bench,  and  created  baron  Mansfield  of  Mansfield  in  the  county 
of  Nottingham.  He  has  twice  filled  pro  tempore  the  offices  of  chancellor 
and  undsr  treafurer  of  the  exchequer;  firil  in  the  year  1757,  and  after- 
wards in  the  year  1767.  He  was  created  by  king  George  the  third  earl 
of  Mansfield,  with  remainder  to  tlie  ifilie  of  his  conlbrt,  and  in  default  of 
her  ifilie,  to  Louifa,  confort  of  David  lord  vifcount  Siormont  and  her  ifilie 
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her  prefent  huiband,  He  refigned  the  office  of  lord  chief  juftlce  of  the 
court  of  king's -bench  3  June  1788,  having  filled  the  office  for  a  period  of 
nearly  thirty-two  years,  during  which  his  decilions  have  by  fome  perfons 
been  cenfured,  and  in  particular  cafes  juftly  condemned ;  but  in  all  which 
time  his  unwearied  affiduity,  his  penetration  and  his  genius  have  been  the 
objedl  of  univerfal  admiration. 

The  earl  of  Mansfield  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  David  fixth  earl  of 
Winchelfea;  which  lady  died  1784' 

The  family  of  Murray  earl  of  Mansfield  is  defcended  from  fir  William 
Murray  of  TuUibardine  in  the  reign  of  James  the  third,  king  of  Scotland, 
who  had  ifllie  William,  anceflor  to  the  duke  of  Athol  j  and  Andrew,  who 
married  Margaret,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  James  Barclay  baron  of  Arngolk, 
Balvaird  and  Kippo.  Andrew,  grandfon  of  this  marriage,  headed  a 
rebellion  againft  James  the  fixth,  king  of  Scotland,  and,  being  defeated  at 
the  battle  of  Corrichie,  fuffered  decapitation  in  the  year  1563. 

David,  his  fon,  was  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  king  James  the  fixth,  and, 
having  rendered  him  fignal  fervice  upon  occafion  of  the  confpiracy  of  the 
earl  of  Gowrie  5  Auguft  1600,  was  created  by  that  monarch  7  April  1605 
baron  of  Scone  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  16  Augufh  1621  vifcount 
Stormont  of  that  kingdom.  Thefe  honours  defcended,  upon  his  death 
27  Augufi;  1631,  firfh  to  Mungo,  fon  of  John  Murray  firfi:  earl  of  Tul- 
libardine  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  next  to  James  Murray  earl  of 
Annandale  of  that  kingdom. 

Andrew, 
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Andrew,  grandfon  of  William,  younger  brother  of  x^ndrev/  who  was 
beheaded  for  his  concern  in  the  battle  of  Corrichie,  was  by  lang  Charles 
the  firft  14  November  1641  created  baron  Balvaird  of  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland,  and  had  ifiue  David,  fecond  lord  Balvaird,  who  fucceeded  upon 
the  death  of  James  earl  of  Annandale  in  the  year  1658  to  the  honour  of 
third  lord  vifcount  Stormont  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  He  v/as  fined 
by  Cromwel  in  the  fum  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  for  his  attachment  to 
the  interefts  of  king  Charles  the  fecond. 

David,  fifth  lord  vifcount  Stormont,  his  fon,  married  Margaret,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  David  Scot  of  Scotflarvet ;  by  which  lady,  who  died 
,  he  had  ifTue,  i.  David,  fixth  terd  vifcount  Stormont. 
2.  James,  who  was  fecretary  to  Charles  Edward,  commonly  called  the 
Pretender,  grandfon  of  king  James  the  fecond ;  and  obtained  the  titular 
honour  of  earl  of  Dunbar.  3.  William,  earl  of  Mansfield.  4.  Ameha, 
married  to  fir  Alexander  Lindfay  of  Evelie  in  the  county  of  Perth  baronet. 
Lord  Stormont  died  9  November  173 1. 

David,  fixth  lord  vifcount  Stormont,  married  Anne,  daughter  and  heirefs 
•of  John  Stuart  of  Innernytie  efquire  ;  by  which  lady  he  had  ifllie,  i .  David, 
prefent  and  feventh  lord  vifcount  Stormont.  2.  James.  3.  Anne.  4.  Mar- 
gery.    Lord  Stormont  died  in  the  year  1748. 

David,  feventh  lord  vifcount  Stormont,  has  fucceffively  filled  the  offices 
of  ambafl^ador  extraordinary  to  the  courts  of  Poland,  Vienna  and  Verfailles  j 
and  being  recalled  from  the  latter  upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  with 
France  in  the  year  1778,  he  was  conftituted  lord  chief  juftice  general 
of  the  court  of  jufticiary  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  farther  promoted 
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27  October  1779  one  of  his  majefly's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  which 
office  he  refigned  upon  the  change  of  miniftry  in  March  1782.  He  was 
declared  2  April  1783  lord  prefident  of  the  council,  which  office  he 
refigned  in  December  in  the  fame  year.  Lord  Stormont  is  alfo  knight 
companion  of  the  moft  ancient  order  of  the  thiille,  one  of  his  majefly's 
moil  honourable  privy  council,  keeper  of  Scoon  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland, 
and  joint  clerk  on  the  pleas  fide  in  the  court  of  king's  bench.  He  married, 
firft,  Henrietta  Frederica,  daughter  of  Henry  count  Bunau  of  the  eledlorate 
of  Saxony;  by  which  lady,  who  died  16  March  1766,  he  had  ifilie 
Elizabeth,  born  18  May  1760.  Lord  Stormont  married,  fecondly,  5  May 
1776  Louifa,  daughter  of  Charles  Schaw  Cathcart,  ninth  lord  Cathcart  of 
the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  by  which  lady  he  has  ifi"ue,  i .  David  William, 
born  7  March  1777.  2.  George,  born  8  April  1780.  3.  Charles^  born 
22  Auguil  1781.     4.  A  fon,  born         Augufi:  1784.

He  fucceeded  to  the  title  upon  the  death 
of  his  father         September  1785. 

The  earl  of  Abergavenny  married  3  Odlober  1781  daughter 

and  heirefs  of  John  Robinfon  of  Sion  Hall  in  the  county  of  Middlefex 
efquire;  by  which  lady  he  has  illue,  i.  A  daughter,  born  27  February 
1783.     2.  ,  lord  vifcount  Nevile,  born  21  December  1786. 

The  family  of  Nevile  is  defcended  from  Waltheof  and  Uchtred,  fuc- 
cefllvely  earls  of  Northumberland  in  the  reign  of  king  Ethelred  the  fecond. 
Robert  Fitzmaldred  lord  of  Raby,  their  defcendant,  marrried  Ifabella, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  Henry  third  in  defcent  from  Gilbert  de  Nevile, 
who  came  over  to  England  with  William  the  conqueror ;  and  in  confe- 
quence  of  this  marriage  the  lords  of  Raby  alTumed  the  furname  of  Nevile. 
Robert  lord  Nevile  of  Raby,  the  iflue  of  this  marriage,  took  part  with 
king  Henry  the  third  in  his  wars  againft  the  barons  ;  but  afterwards 
changed  his  party,  and  fought  againft  that  monarch.  Ralph,  third  lord 
Nevile  of  Raby,  his  great  grandfon,  was  fteward  of  the  houfhold  to  king 
Edward  the  firft,    and  had  a  principal  command  at  the  battle  of  Durham 
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17  Oelcbcr  1346.  John,  fourth  lord  Ncvile  of  Raby,  his  fon,  was  fenefchal 
of  the  duchy  of  Aquitaine  in  the  reign  of  king  Richard  the  fecond,  and  is 
faid  to  have  taken  eighty-ihree  towns,  caftles  and  forts  from  the  enemy. 

Ralph,  fifth  lord  Neviie  of  Raby,  his  fon,  was  created  by  king  Richard 
the  fecond  in  the  year  1398  earl  of  the  county  of  Weftmorland,  but  two 
years  after  joined  Henry  duke  of  Lancafter,  afterwards  king  Henry  the 
fourth,  in  his  project  for  depofing  that  monarch,  and  had  the  earldom  of 
P^ichmond  beftowed  upon  him  for  life  by  king  Henry  at  his  accefTion.  He 
greatly  aflifted  in  the  fuppreffion  of  the  infurredlion  of  Henry  firfl  earl  of 
Northumberland,  and  Henry  furnamed  Hotipur,  his  fon,  in  the  year 
1403;  and  by  flratagem  induced  Richard  Scrope  archbifhop  of  York,  and 
Thomas  Mowbray  earl  of  Nottingham,  to  lay  do^yn  their  arms,  who  were 
foon  after  beheaded.  He  was  one  of  the  principal  commanders  at  the  battle 
of  Ap-incourt  25  G6iober  141 5.  By  his  firft  marriage  he  had  iflue, 
1 .  John,  father  of  Ralph  fecond  earl  of  Weflmorland  ;  and  of  John,  killed 
at  the  battle  of  Towton  Field  on  the  party  of  the  houfe  of  Lancafter 
29  March  1461.  2.  Ralph,  anceftor  to  the  Neviles  lords  Ferrers  of 
Overfley.  He  married,  fecondly,  Joan,  daughter  of  John  of  Gaunt  duke 
of  Lancafter  J  by  which  lady  he  had  iflue,  i.  Pilchard.  2.  V/illiam. 
The  earl  of  Weftmorland  married,  thirdly,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  V/ilham  Latimer  lord  Latimer ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue, 
I.  George.  2.  Edward.  3.  Robert,  who  was  eledled  1427  lord  bifhop 
of  Saliibury,  and  tranflated  1438  to  the  fee  of  Durham.  He  died  in  the 
year  1457.  4-  Cicely,  married  to  Richard  Plantagenet  duke  of  York;  by 
whom  fhe  had  ifliie  king  Edward  the  fourth  and  king  Richard  the  third. 
The  earl  of  Weftmorland  died  in  the  year  1425. 

Ralph, 
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Ralph,  fecond  earl  of  Weftmorland,  was  killed,  together  with  his 
brother,  at  the  battle  of  Tovvton  Field,  fighting  for  the  houfe  of  Lancafler. 
The  title  of  earl  of  Weflmorland  became  extin<fl  by  the  attainder  of 
Charles  fixth  earl  of  Weftmorland,  for  a  rebellion  in  wiiich  he  was 
engaged  v/ith  Thomas  fourth  duke  of  Norfolk  and  Thomas  feventh  earl  of 
Northumberland  for  the  fupport  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  in  the 
year  1570. 

Richard,  eldefl  fon  by  the  fecond  venter  of  Ralph  firft  earl  of  Weflmor- 
land, married  Alice,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Thomas  Montagu  earl  of 
Saliibury,  in  whofe  right  he  acceded  to  the  title  of  Sahfbury  upon  the  death 
of  that  nobleman.  He  was  one  of  the  moft  diftinguiflied  partifans  of  the 
duke  of  York  at  the  commencement  of  the  conteft  of  the  two  houfes ;  and 
when  that  nobleman  was  conftituted  lord  protedtor  of  the  realm,  the  earl 
of  Salifoury  was  alfo  ?.ppointed  by  the  authority  of  parliament  2  April  1454 
lord  high  chancellor  of  England,  in  which  office  he  continued  for  about 
two  years.  He  was  afterwards  declared  lord  great  chamberlain  of  England, 
and  had  a  confiderable  ihare  in  the  battles  of  Saint  Albans,  Blore  Eleath 
and  Northampton  j  but  was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield 
31  December  1460,  and  beheaded;  having  ifilie,  i.  Richard,  fecond  earl 
of  Salifbury.  2.  John.  3.  George,  who  was  eledled  in  the  year  1457 
lord  bifliop  of  Exeter,  and  conflituted  25  July  1460  lord  high  chancellor  of 
England.  He  was  tranflated  to  the  fee  of  York  1464,  and  refigned  the 
office  of  chancellor  in  the  year  1467.  He  died  in  the  year  1468.  He  was 
alfo  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford. 

Richard,   fecond  earl  of  Salifbury,  married  Anne,  daughter  and  heireis 
of  Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick,    in  whofe  right  he  acceded  to 
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title  of  Warwick  upon  the  death  of  that  nobleman.  He  was  the  laft  and 
greatefc  of  thofe  mighty  barons  who  in  the  earlier  periods  of  our  hiflory 
overa%ved  the  crown,  and  extorted  from  it  at  various  times  its  moft 
important  prerogatives.  No  lefs  than  thirty  thoufand  perfons  are  faid  to 
have  lived  daily  at  his  board  in  his  different  manors  and  caftles  ;  and  he  is 
recorded  to  pofterity  by  the  appellation  of  the  king-maker.  He  was  more 
inilrumental  than  any  other  fubjedl  in  England  in  transferring  the  crown 
to  the  houfe  of  York,  and  in  his  political  tranfadions  made  confiderable  ufe 
of  the  government  of  Calais,  which  was  placed  in  his  hands.  He  com- 
manded in  chief  at  the  fecond  battle  of  Saint  Albans  1461,  and  was  confti- 
tuted  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  Ireland  and  Aquitaine  ;  but  being  after- 
wards difgufted  by  king  Edward  the  fourth,  he  formed  a  confpiracy  in  favour 
of  his  rival,  and  drove  him  out  of  England  in  the  year  1470.  He  was  killed 
fighting  for  the  houfe  of  Lancafter  14  April  1471,  having  iffue,  i.  Ifabel, 
married  to  George  duke  of  Clarence,  brother  to  king  Edward  the  fourth  ; 
by  which  marriage  the  titles  of  Warwick  and  Salifbury  were  transferred  to 
the  royal  family.  2.  Anne,  married  firft  to  Edward  prince  of  Wales, 
fon  of  king  Henry  the  fixth,  and  fecondly  to  king  Richard  the  third. 

John,  fecond  fon  of  R.ichard  firft  earl  of  Saliibury,  was  by  king  Edward 
the  fourth  in  the  year  1461  created  baron  Nevile  of  Montacute  or  Montagu 
in  the  county  of  Somerfet.  He  commanded  in  chief  at  the  battle  of 
Hexham,  in  which  the  Lancaftrians  were  defeated,  15  May  1464,  upon 
Vv'hich  occafion  he  was  created  earl  of  the  county  of  Northumberland. 
The  title  of  Northumberland  being  reftored  to  the  family  of  Percy  in  the 
year  1470,  lord  Montagu  was  at  that  time  created  marquis  of  Montagu. 
When  his  brother  the  earl  of  Warwick  invaded  England  with  hoftile  inten- 

O 

tions  towards  king  Edward  the  fourth,  the  marquis  of  Montagu,  who  was 

trufted 
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trufted  by  that  prince,  went  over  to  his  brother,  and  Edward  was  in 
confequence  expelled  from  the  throne.  He  was  killed,  together  with  the 
earl  of  Warwick,  at  the  battle  of  Barnet  14  April  1471.  George,  fecond 
marquis  ■  of  Montagu,  his  fon,  was  in  the  year  1470  created  duke  of 
Bedford,  but  was  deprived  of  his  titles  by  authority  of  parliament  in  the 
year  1478,  and  died  in  the  year  1483. 

William,  third  fon  of  Ralph  firft  earl  of  Weftmorland,  married  Joan, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Fauconberg  lord  Fauconberg  of  Ryfe  in  the  county  of 
York,  in  whofe  right  he  acceded  to  the  title  of  Fauconberg  upon  the  death 
of  that  nobleman.  He  behaved  with  great  gallantry  at  the  fiege  of  Orleans 
1428,  and  embracing  the  party  of  the  houfe  of  York,  confpicuoufly  con- 
tribvxted  to  the  vidlory  of  Towton  29  March  1461.  By  king  Edward  the 
fourth  he  was  in  that  year  created  earl  of  the  county  of  Kent,  and  confd- 
tuted  30  July  1462  lord  high  admiral  of  England.  Upon  his  death  in  the 
following  year  thefe  titles  became  extind. 

George,  fourth  fon  of  Ralph  firfl:  earl  of  Weftmorland,  inherited  in 
right  of  his  mother  the  title  of  baron  Latimer,  and  embraced  the  party  of 
the  houfe  of  York.  John  lord  Latimer,  his  defcendant,  married  Catherine, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Parr,  lord  Parr  and  Rofs ;  which  lady,  after  his 
deceafe,  became  the  fixth  confort  of  king  Henry  the  eighth.  Catherine,  his 
daughter  by  a  former  wife,  married  Henry  eighth  earl  of  Northumberland ; 
and  in  confequence  of  this  marriage  the  title  of  Latimer  has  defcended  to 
the  prefent  duke  of  Northumberland. 

Edvv-ard,  fifth  fon  of  Ralph  firft  earl  of  Weftmorland,  married  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  and  heirefs  of  Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of  Worcefter,  baron 

I  i  i  Bergavenny 
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Bergavenny  or  Abergavenny,  and  baron  Le  Defpencer,  in  whofe  right  he 
acceded  to  the  titles  of  Abergavenny  and  Le  Defpencer  upon  the  death  of 
that  nobleman  in  the  year  1435.  -^^  adhered  to  the  party  of  the  houfe  of 
York. 

George,  fecond  lord  Abergavenny,  his  fon,  had  ilTue,  i .  George,  third 
lord  Abergavenny,  who  diftinguifhed  himfelf  at  the  battle  of  Blackheath, 
and  fuffered  imprifonment  upon  imputation  of  treafon,  firfl  in  the  reign  of 
king  Henry  the  feventh,  and  afterwards  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the 
eighth.  2.  Edward.  3.  Thomas,  who  was  appointed  fecretary  of  ftate  to 
king  Henry  the  eighth,  and  died  29  May  1542. 

Edward,  fifth  lord  Abergavenny,  fon  of  Edward  fon  of  George  fecond 
lord  Abergavenny,  was  one  of  the  moft  accomplifhed  perfons  of  the  court 
of  king  Henry  the  eighth,  and  was  beheaded  upon  an  indiftment  "  for 
*'  devifing  to  maintain,  promote  and  advance"  Reginald  Pole,  afterwards 
cardinal  archbifliop  of  Canterbury,  9  January  1539. 

In  the  reign  of  king  James  the  firft,  the  barony  of  Abergavenny  being 
then  in  Edward  feventh  lord  Abergavenny  his  grandfon,  a  claim  was 
advanced  to  this  title  by  Mary,  confort  to  fir  Thomas  Fane  knight,  and 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  Henry  fourth  lord  Abergavenny,  fon  of  George 
third  lord  Abegavenny  ;  but  it  was  decided  by  the  houfe  of  peers  25  May 
1604  that  it  defcended  to  the  heir  male.  At  the  fame  time  the  barony  of 
Le  Defpencer  was  confirmed  to  the  faid  Mary  and  her  heirs  general.  On  his 
part  lord  Abergavenny  advanced  a  claim  to  the  family  honour  of  earl  of 
Weftmorland,  which  claim  was  rejedted  by  the  peers.  He  had  ifTue, 
I.  Henry,  eighth  lord  Abergavenny.     2.  Chriflopher,  great  grandfather  of 

Geors^e 
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George  twelfth  lord  Abergavenny,  and  of  Edward  father  of  William  fifteenth 
lord  Abergavenny. 

William,  fifteenth  lord  Abergavenny,  married,  firft,  Catherine,  relid:  of 
Edward  fourteenth  lord  Abergavermy ;  by  which  lady  he  had  iffue  George, 
fixteenth  lord  Abergavenny.  Lord  William  married,  fecondly,  Rebecca, 
daughter  of  Thomas  eighth  earl  of  Pembroke ;  by  which  lady,  who  died 
20  Oftober  1758,  he  had  iffue  William,  born  October  1741.     Lord 

Abergavenny,  the  father,  died  21  September  1744. 

George,  fixteenth  lord  Abergavenny,  was  by  king  George  the  third 
created  vifcount  Nevile  and  earl  of  Abergavenny.  He  married  Henrietta, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Pelham  of  Stanmere  in  the  county  of  Suflex  efquire, 
and  fifter  to  Thomas  lord  Pelham  ;    by  which  lady,    who  died  Sep- 

tember 1768,  he  had  iffne,  i.  Henry,  prefent  and  fecond  earl  of  Aber- 
gavenny. 2.  Henrietta,  born  24  May  1756,  and  married  9  September 
1779  to  fir  John  Berney  of  Kirby  Bedon  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  baronet. 
3.  George  Henry,  born  6  September  1760,  and  married  11  May  1787  to 
Caroline,  daughter  of  Richard  fon  of  Horatio  firfl  lord  Walpole.

George  Townfliend,  earl  of  Leicefter,  baron  de  Ferrars  of  Chartley, 
Bourchier,  Lovain,  Baflet  and  Compton  ;  one  of  his  majefty's  moft 
honourable  privy  council,  captain  of  the  band  of  gentlemen  peniioners, 
prelident  of  the  fociety  of  antiquaries,  a  truftee  of  the  Britifh  Mufeum  and 
fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  is  the  eldeft  fon  of  George  marquis  Townfhend,  by 
Charlotte  baronefs  de  Ferrars  of  Chartley,  Bourchier,  Lovain,  Baffet  and 
Compton,  daughter  of  James  fifth  earl  of  Northampton.  He  v^^as  born 
1 8  April  1753,  and  fucceeded  to  the  baronies  upon  the  death  of  his  mother 
3  September  1770.  He  was  conftituted  6  April  1782  captain  of  the  band 
of  gentlemen-  penfioners,  which  office  he  refigned  in  April  1783,  and  was 
reinftated  31  December  in  the  fame  year.  He  was  eledted  23  April  1784 
prefident  of  the  fociety  of  antiquaries,  and  in  the  following  month  created 
earl  of  Leicefter. 

The  earl  of  Leicefter  married  24  December  1777  Charlotte,  daughter 
of  Eaton  Mainwaring  Ellerker  of  Rifby  in  the  county  of  York  efquire; 
by  which  lady  he  has  ilTue,  i.  George  Ferrars,  lord  Chartley,  born 
13  December  1778.  2.  Charlotte  Barbara,  born  22  June  1781.  3.  Harriet

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BAYLEY  PAGET,  EARL  OF  UXBRIDGE. 

HENRY  BAYLEY  PAGET,  earl  of  Uxbridge,  baron  Paget  of  Beau- 
defert,  and  a  baronet  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos 
rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Anglefea,  keeper  of  the  caftle  of  Caernarvon , 
ranger  of  Snowdon  Forefl,  a  vice  preiident  of  the  Welch  Charity  Gray's- 
Inn  Lane,  and  dodtor  of  laws. 

This  nobleman  was  born  i8  June  1744,  and  fucceeded  to  the  barony  of 
Paget  upon  the  death  of  Henry  Paget  earl  of  Uxbridge  19  November  1769, 
upon  which  occafion  he  aflumed  the  furname  of  Paget.  He  was  confti- 
tuted  20  July  1782  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of 
Anglefea,  and  has  fmce  been  created  earl  of  Uxbridge. 

The  earl  of  Uxbridge  married  11  April  1767  Jane,  daughter  of  Arthur 
Champagne  dean  of  Clonmanois  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  ;  by  which  lady 
he  has  iflue,  i.  Henry  William,  lord  Paget,  born  17  May  1768.  2.  Wil- 
liam, born  22  December  1769.  3.  Arthur,  born  15  January  177 1. 
4.  Caroline,  born  6  February  1773.  5.  Jane,  born  i  September  1774. 
6.  Edward,  born  3  November  1775.  7.  Louifa,  born  26  March  1777. 
8,  Charles,  born  7  Odlober  1778.  9.  Berkeley,  born  2  January  1780.

The  family  of  Paget  is  defcended  from  William  Paget  in  the  reign  of 
king  Henry  the  eighth,  who  was  educated  in  the  fam.ily  of  Stephen  Gar- 
diner 
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diner  bifliop  of  Winchefter.  He  was  conftituted  in  the  year  1 544  one  of 
his  majefty's  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  and  was  appointed  by  king  Henry 
the  eighth  one  of  the  fixteen  executors  of  his  will  to  whom  the  government 
of  the  kingdom  was  intrufted  during  the  minority  of  king  Edward  the  fixth. 
He  exchanged  the  office  of  fecretary  of  ftate  for  that  of  chancellor  of  the 
duchy  and  county  palatine  of  Lancafter  in  the  year  1547,  and  was  foon 
after  created  baron  Paget  of  Beaudefert.  He  was  fent  to  the  Tower 
8  November  1551  on  account  of  the  intimate  friendfhip  in  which  he 
lived  with  the  duke  of  Somerfet  lord  protector,  and  was  deprived  of  all  his 
offices.  By  queen  Mary  he  was  conftituted  29  January  1556  lord  keeper 
of  the  privy  feal,  which  office  he  refigned  upon  the  acceffion  of  queen 
Elizabeth,  and  died  9  June  1563. 

Thomas,  third  lord  Paget,  his  fon,  was  attainted  In  the  year  1586  upon 
a  charge  of  caballing  in  favour  of  Mary  queen  of  Scots ;  and  William  fourth 
lord  Paget,  his  fon,  was  reftored  in  blood  by  king  James  the  firft  in  the 
year  1603. 

William,  fifth  lord  Paget,  fon  of  William  fourth  lord  Paget,  originally 
took  part  with  the  parliament  in  the  civil  war,  but  foon  after  raifcd  a 
regiment  for  the  fervice  of  king  Charles  the  firft.  He  had  iilue,  i .  Wil- 
liam, fixth  lord  Paget.  2.  Henry,  grandfather  of  Caroline,  married 
19  April  1737  to  fir  Nicholas  Bayley  of  Plafnewyth  in  the  county  of 
Anglefea  baronet  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;  by  whom  ftie  had  iffuc  Henry, 
prefent  earl  of  Uxbridge  ;  Nicholas,  born  1749  ;  Paget,  born  1753  i 
Mary,  married  3  June  1766  to  Stephen  Medcalfe  of  Sereby  in  the  county 
of  Lincoln  efquire  j  Dorothy,  married  1760  to  George  Forbes  ■ 
earl  of  Granard  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland;    flie  died  19  February  1764; 

and 
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and  Louila  Augufla,   born  4  December    1750.     Lady  Bayley  died  7  Fe- 
bruary 1766. 

William,  fixth  lord  Paget,  voted  in  favour  of  the  vacancy  of  the  throne 
in  the  year  1689,  and  had  a  confiderable  fhare  in  negociating  the  peace  of 
Cariowitz  in  the  year  1698. 

Henry,  feventh  lord  Paget,  his  fon,  v?as  conftituted  13  June  1711  captain 
of  the  yeomen  of  the  guard  to  queen  Anne,  and  created  31  December 
in  the  fame  year  baron  Burton  of  Burton  in  the  county  of  Stafford.  By 
king  George  the  firft  he  was  created  19  Odober  17 14  earl  of  Uxbridge  in 
the  county  of  Middlefex.  He  religned  the  office  of  captain  of  the  yeomen 
of  the  guard  in   September   17 15,  and  died  Auguft  1743.     Upon  the 

death  of  his   grandfon  Henry  fecond   earl   of  Uxbridge  the   titles  of  lord 
Burton  and  earl  of  Uxbridge  became  extindt,

JAMES  LOWTHER,  earl  of  Lonfdale,  vlfcount  Lonfdale  of  Lonfdale, 
vifcount  Lowther  of  Lowther,  baron  Lowther,  baron  of  Kendal,  baron  of 
Burgh,  a  baronet  of  Great  Britain  and  a  baronet  of  Nova  Scotia  j  lord  lieu- 
tenant and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Cumberland,  lord  lieutenant 
and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Weftmorland,  colonel  of  the  militia 
of  that  county,  and  alderman  of  the  city  of  Carlifle. 

This  nobleman  was  born  ,  and  fucceeded  to  the  dignity  of 

a  baronet  upon  the  death  of  Henry  third  lord  vifcount  Lonfdale  12  March 
1750.  He  was  eleded  1754,  1761,  1768,  1774  and  1780  to  reprefent  the 
county  of  Cumberland  or  the  county  of  Weftmorland.  He  was  appointed 
by  king  George  the  fecond  lord  lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Cumberland 
and  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of  Weftmorland, 
and  by  king  George  the  third  1763  cuftos  rotulorum  of  the 

county  of  Cumberland.  He  had  a  conteft  in  the  year  1768  with  William 
Henry  duke  of  Portland,  refpeding  certain  lands  in  the  county  of  Cum- 
berland which  had  been  granted  to  William  firft  earl  of  Portland  by  king 
William  the  third,  and  were  again  granted  to  fir  James  Lowther  by  his 
prefent  majefty.  In  this  conteft  the  duke  of  Portland  was  vidlorious.  In 
the  year  1782  he  oifered  to  equip  and  man  a  fliip  of  war  of  feventy  guns 
for  the  fervice  of  his  country  j  but  the  execution  was  fuperfeded  by  the 
peace  which  was  foon  after  concluded.     He  has  fince  been  created  baron 

K  k  k  Lowther 
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of  Lowther,  baron  of  Kendal,  baron  of  Burgh,  vifcount  Lonfdale  of  Lonf- 
dale,  vifcount  Lowther  and  earl  of  Lonfdale. 

The  earl  of  Lonfdale  married  7  September  1761  Margaret,  daughter  of 
John  earl  of  Bute  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  fifler  of  John  lord 
Cardiff". 

The  family  of  Lowther  is  more  ancient  than  the  Norman  conqueft,  and 
has  been  varioufly  written  Lauder,  Loader,  Lothaire,  &c.  It  has  produced 
one  vifcount  and  three  baronets,  who  were  all  living  at  the  fame  time  in  the 
reign  of  king  George  the  fecond.  Sir  Hugh  de  Lowther  was  attorney  general 
to  king  Edward  the  firft  in  the  year  1292,  and  had  iffue,  i.  Sir  Hugh. 
2.  Thomas,  appointed  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of  king's  bench 
5  December  1330.  Sir  Richard,  eighth  in  defcent  from  fir  Hugh,  had 
Mary  queen  of  Scots  committed  to  his  cuftody  in  the  year  1568.  He 
had  iffue,  i.  Sir  Chriflopher.  2.  Sir  Gerard,  who  was  lord  chief  juftice 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  one  of  the  lords 
juftices  for  the  adminiftration  of  that  kingdom,  and  1654  lord  high  chan- 
cellor of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

Sir  Chriftopher  had  iffue,  i.  Sir  John,  2.  William,  father  of  Richard 
mafftr  of  the  ordnance  to  king  Charles  the  firft.  3.  Robert,  grandfather  of 
William,  who  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  William  the  third  1 5  June 
1697.  William,  third  baronet,  his  grandfon,  claimed  the  title  of  baron 
Sandys  of  the  Vine  in  the  county  of  Southampton  in  right  of  his  grand- 
mother Margery  daughter  of  Thomas  Sandys  lord  Sandys.-  Upon  his  death 
•2  February  1753  the  title  of  baronet  became  extinft. 

Sir  John  had  iffue,     i.  John,  created  by  king  Charles  the  firft  in  the 
year  1640  a  baronet  of  Nova  Scotia.     He  was  a  confiderable  fufferer  in  the 

royal 
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royal  caufe,  and  had  ifTue  John  and  Richard.  2.  Chriftopher,  who  was 
created  a  baronet  by  king  Charles  the  firft  1 1  June  1642.  The  title  became 
extindl  2  January  1755. 

Sir  John,  fecond  baronet,  fon  of  John,  was  conflituted  by  king  William 
the  third  18  March  1690  firft  lord  commiffioner  of  the  treafuiy,  which 
office  he  refigned  in  November  in  the  fame  year.  He  was  created  28  May 
1696  baron  Lowther  of  Lowther  and  vifcount  Lonfdale,  and  farther  con- 
flituted in  the  year  1699  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal.  He  died  6  July 
1700.  Henry,  third  lord  vifcount  Lonfdale,  his  fon,  was  conflituted 
5  May  1733  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal,  which  office  he  refigned  in  May 
1735.  Upon  his  death  the  titles  of  baron  Lowther  of  Lowther  and  vifcount 
Lonfdale  became  extind:. 

Robert,  fon  of  Richard,  fon  of  fir  John  firft  baronet,  was  conftituted  in 
the  year  17 16  captain  general  and  governor  in  chief  of  the  ifland  of 
Barbadoes.  He  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  fir  Jofeph  Pennington  of 
Muncafler  in  the  county  of  Cumberland  baronet ;  by  which  lady,  who  died 
7  September  1746,  he  had  ifTue,  i.  James,  earl  of  Lonfdale.  2.  Robert. 
3.  Margaret,  married  to  Henry  earl  of  Darlington.  4.  Catherine,  married 
to  Harry  duke  of  Bolton.  5.  Barbara.  Governor  Lowther  died  Sep-_ 
tember  1745.

ALEXANDER  GORDON,  duke  of  Gordon  in  the  county  of  BamfF, 
marquis  of  Huntley,  earl  of  Huntley,  earl  of  Enzie,  vifcount  Invernefs, 
baron  Gordon  of  Strathbogie,  Badenoch,  Lochaber,  Strathaven,  Aching- 
down,  Balmore,  Gartley  and  Kincardine  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  earl  of 
Norwich  and  baron  Gordon  of  Huntley  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain, 
knight  of  the  thiftle  and  a  captain  in  the  army. 

This  nobleman  was  born  ,  and  fucceeded  to  the  Scottifh 

honours  upon  the  death  of  his  father  Auguft  1752.  He  was  eledled 
176 1,  1768,  1774,  1780  one  of  the  lixteen  reprefentatives  of  the  peerage 
of  Scotland,  and  ii  January  1775  knight  of  the  moft  ancient  order  of  the 
thiflle.  He  was  farther  created  by  king  George  the  third  baron  Gordon  of 
Huntley  and  earl  of  Norwich. 

The  duke  of  Gordon  married  18  Odlober  1767  Jane,  daughter  of  fir 
William  Maxwel  baronet  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  by  which  lady  he 
has  iflue,  i.  George,  marquis  of  Huntley.  2.  Charlotte.  3.  Madelina. 
4.  Sufannah.  5.  Louifa.  6.  Georgiana.  7.  A  fon,  born  December 
1776.     8.  A  fon,  born  12  November  1785. 

The  family  of  Gordon  is  defcended  from  de  Gordon,  who 

diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  reign  of  king  Malcolm  Canmore,  by  killing  a 
wild  boar  which  at  that  time  infeiled  the  borders  of  Scotland.     They  are 

fuppofed 
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Jappofed  to  hav^e  come  over  to  England  with  William  the  conqueror. 
Adam  de  Gordon  in  the  reign  of  king  Alexander  the  third  is  fuppofed  to 
have  been  the  perfon  who  diftinguilhed  himfelf  in  the  barons  wars  againft 
Henry  the  third,  king  of  England,  and  engaged  in  fingle  combat  with 
prince  Edward,  afterwards  king  Edward  the  firft.  He  adhered  to  the  party 
of  John  Baliol  in  the  difpute  for  the  crown  of  Scotland.  Adam,  his  fon, 
loft  his  life  at  the  battle  of  Hallidown  Hill  12  July  1333.  Alexander,  his 
fon,  w^as  killed  at  the  battle  of  Nevile's  Crofs  ry  Oftobcr  1346 ;  and  John, 
grandfon  of  Alexander,  obtained  a  patent  from  king  Robert  the  fecond 
10  July  1376,  in  which  he  is  ftyled  lord  Gordon  of  Strathbogie,  alias 
Huntley.  Adam,  fecond  lord  Gordon,  his  fon,  was  killed  in  the  battle  of 
Homeldon  7  May  1402. 

Elizabeth,  his  daughter  and  heirefs,  married  Alexander,  younger  fon  of 
fir  William  Seyton  of  Seyton,  who  in  right  of  this  marriage  affumed  the 
name  of  Gordon  and  the  ftyle  of  baron  Gordon  and  Huntley.  Alexander, 
fourth  lord  Gordon,  their  iffue,  was  by  king  James  the  fecond  1449 
created  earl  of  Huntley. 

George,  fecond  earl  of  Huntley,  his  fon,  was  conftituted  by  king  James 
the  fourth  in  the  year  1498  lord  high  chancellor  of  the  kingdom  of  Scot- 
land; which  office  he  refigned  in  the  year  1502,  He  married  Annabella, 
daughter  of  James  the  firft,  king  of  Scotland. 

Alexander,  third  earl  of  Huntley,  the  iffue  of  this  marriage,  conduded 
himfelf  with  great  bravery  at  the  battle  of  Flodden  Field  9  September 
151 3,  in  which  king  James  the  fourth  was  killed,  and  was  one  of  the 
guardians  of  king  James  the  fifth  during  his  minority.     John,  lord  Gordon,

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his  fon,  had  iffue,  i.  George,  fourth  earl  of  Huntley.  2.  Alexander,  lord 
bifhop  of  Galloway  and  titular  archbifhop  of  Athens.  He  died  in  the 
year  1576. 

George,  fourth  earl  of  Huntley,  was  conflltuted  during  the  minority  of 
Mary  queen  of  Scots  10  June  1546  lord  high  chancellor  of  Scotland,  and 
was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Pinkey  10  September  1547,  but  efcaped 
in  the  following  year.  He  had  alfo  a  grant  of  the  earldom  of  Murray, 
which  was  afterwards  taken  from  him  and  beftowed  upon  James  Stuart, 
natural  brother  to  the  queen.  The  earl  of  Huntley  at  this  time  put  himfelf 
at  the  head  of  the  popifh  party,  and  appears  to  have  entertained  an 
expectation  that  the  queen  would  marry  fir  John  Gordon  of  Finlater, 
his  younger  fon.  He  engaged  in  various  political  machinations,  and  was 
at  length  killed  irf  the  affair  of  Corrichie  28  Odober  1562.  Sir  John 
Gordon  of  Finlater  was  foon  after  beheaded. 

George,  fifth  earl  of  Huntley,  his  eldeft  fon,  was  condemned  for  high 
treafon  8  February  1563,  but  was  foon  after  reftored  to  the  queen's  favour, 
and  20  March  1565  conftituted  lord  high  chancellor  of  Scotland,  of  which 
office  he  was  deprived  upon  the  acceffion  of  king  James  the  fixth.  He 
made  confiderable  efforts  in  favour  of  that  unfortunate  princefs,  and  died 
May  1576. 

George,  fixth  earl  of  Huntley,  his  fon,  being  fufpeded  on  account 
of  his  attachment  to  the  Roman  Catholic  religion ,  was  driven  into 
rebellion,  and  defeated  the  troops  of  king  James  the  fixth  at  the 
battle  of  Glenlivet  Oftober  1594.     He  was  created   17  April  1599 

marquis    of   Huntley,    and    had    ilTue,      i.  George,    fecond    marquis    of 

Huntley. 
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Huntley,  2.  John,  who  was  created  by  king  Charles  the  firft  in  the  year 
1627  baron  Aboyne  and  vifcount  Meldrum,  but  died  without  illue  in  the 
year  1631.     The  marquis  died  in  the  year  1636. 

George,  fecond  marquis  of  Huntley,  was  beheaded  for  his  loyalty  to  king 
Charles  the  firfl  30  March  1649,  and  had  iffue,  i.  George,  lord  Gordon, 
who  was  killed  fighting  on  the  party  of  king  Charles  the  firft  at  the  battle 
of  Alford  2  July  1645.  2.  Lewis,  third  marquis  of  Huntley.  3.  Charles, 
who  was  created  10  September  1661  baron  Gordon  of  Glenlivet  and  earl  of 
Aboyne  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  which  titles  ftill  exift. 

George,  fourth  marquis  of  Huntley,  fon  of  Lewis  third  marquis  of 
Huntley,  was  reftored  to  the  eilates  of  his  grandfather,  and  by  king 
Charles  the  fecond  i  June  1684  created  duke  of  Gordon  of  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland.  He  held  the  caftle  of  Edinburgh  for  king  James  the  fecond  at 
the  period  of  the  revolution,  and  died  1716. 

Alexander,  fecond  duke  of  Gordon,  his  fon,  married  Henrietta,  daughter 
of  Charles  third  earl  of  Peterborough ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  , 

he  had  iffue,  i.  Cofmo  George,  third  duke  of  Gordon.  2.  Adam,  who 
was  conftituted  29  Auguft  ^JJJ  a  lieutenant  general  in  the  army,  and 
9  May  1782  a  colonel  of  the  firft  regiment  of  foot.  He  is  alfo  governor  of 
Tinmouth  in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  and  has  reprefented  in  five 
parliaments  the  county  of  Kincardin  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  He 
married  2  September  1767  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Drum.mond  of  Meg- 
ginch  efquire,  and  relid  of  James  fecond  duke  of  Athol.  3.  Henrietta. 
4.  Anne,  married  to  William  Gordon  earl  of  Aberdeen  of  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland.     5.  Catherine,  married         September  1745  to  Francis  Charteris 

Wemys 
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Wemys  Charteris  earl  of  Wemys  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.     The  duke 
of  Gordon  died  22  November  1728. 

Cofmo  George,  third  duke  of  Gordon,  married  Catherine,  daughter  of 
William  Gordon  fecond  earl  of  Aberdeen  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland ;  by 
which  lady,  who  died  10  December  1779,  he  had  iflue,  i.  Alexander, 
prefent  and  fourth  duke  of  Gordon.  2.  William,  who  is  vice  admiral  of 
Scotland  and  deputy  ranger  of  Saint  James's  Park,  and  was  eledled  1784  to 
reprefent  the  county  of  Invernefs  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  He  married 
I  March  1781  Frances,  daughter  of  Charles  Ingram  Shepherd  lord  vifcount 
Irvin  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.

This  nobleman  was  born  5  January  1750,  and  eledled  1777  and  1780  to 
reorefent  the  borough  of  Caillerifing  in  the  county  of  Norfolk.  He  was 
conilituted  22  December  1781  one  of  the  lords  commiflioners  of  trade  and 
plantations,  which  office  was  abolifhed  by  adl  of  parliament  in  the  year 
1782.  He  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  baron  Talbot  of  Henfol  upon  the  death 
of  his  uncle  27  April  in  that  year,  and  was  farther  created  3  July  1784 
vifcount  Ingeflrie  and  earl  Talbot. 

Earl  Talbot  married  7  May  1776  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Wills  earl  of 
Hilliborough  -,  by  which  lady  he  has  ifTue,  i .  Charles  Chetwynd,  lord 
vifcount  Ingeftrie,  born  25  April  1777.     2.  John,  born  4  April  1779. 

John,  fon  of  Gilbert  younger  fon  of  John  fecond  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  had 
iffue,  I.  John,  father  of  George,  ninth  earl  of  Shrewfbury.  2.  John, 
whofe  fon  Sherington  had  iffue  Edward,  killed  in  the  civil  wars  on  the 
party  of  king  Charles  the  firfl ;  and  William. 

William,  fon  of  William,  embraced  the  profefiion  of  the  church,  was 
conlecrated  24  September  1 699  lord  bifhop  of  Oxford,  tranflated  in  the 
year  171 5  to  the  fee  of  Salifbury,  and  fai-ther  tranflated  23  September  1722 
to  the  fee  of  Durham.     He  died  10  Odlober  1730. 

Charles,

John,  their  father,  died  23  September  1756.  4.  George,  dodor  in 
divinity,  to  whom  his  majefty,  immediately  after  his  acceffion,  offered  the 
bifhopric  of  Saint  David's,  being  the  firft  that  became  vacant.

William,  fecond  lord  Talbot,  was  by  king  George  the  third  19  March 
1 761  created  earl  Talbot,  and  four  days  after  conftituted  lord  fteward  of 
the  houfhold.  He  was  farther  created  baron  Dinevor  of  Dinevor  in 
the  county  of  Caermarthcn,  with  remainder  to  his  only  daughter.  He 
married  Mary,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Adam  de  Cardonnel  of  Bedhamptoa 
Park  in  the  county  of  Southampton  efquire ;    by  which  lady,  who  died 

5  April  1787,  he  had  ilTue  Cecil  baronefs  Dinevor.  Upon  his  death  the 
title  of  earl  Talbot  became  extinft.

RICHARD  GROSVENOR,  earl  Grofvenor,  vifcount  Belgrave,  baron 
Grofvenor  of  Eaton,  and  a  baronet ;  prefident  of  the  Welch  Charity,  a  vice 
prefident  of  the  Middlefex  Hofpital,  and  do<3:or  of  laws. 

This  nobleman  was  born  ii  June  1731,  and  eledled  1754  to  reprefent 
the  city  of  Chefter.  He  fucceeded  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  upon  the 
death  of  his  father  i  Auguft  1755,  and  was  created  by  king  George  the 
third,  foon  after  his  acceflion,  baron  Grofvenor  of  Eaton,  and  afterwards 
vifcount  Belgrave  and  earl  Grofvenor. 

Earl  Grofvenor  married  19  July  1764  Henrietta,  daughter  of  Henry 
Vernon  of  Hilton  in  the  county  of  Stafford  efquire  ;  by  which  lady,  from 
whom  he  was  divorced  by  adl  of  parliament  in  the  year  1 770,  he  has  ifflie 
Robert  lord  vifcount  Belgrave,  born  22  March  1767,  and  elcfted  1788  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Eaft  Looe  in  the  county  of  Cornwal. 

The  family  of  Grofvenor  is  defcended  from  an  uncle  of  Rollo  nrft  duke  of 
Normandy,  who  attended  that  chieftain  in  his  conqueft  of  Normandy  in 
the  year  912.  The  family  name  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  derived  from  the 
appellation  oi gouverneur,  iignifying  the  rank  and  dignity  of  its  progenitors. 
Gilbert  le  Grofvenor,  his  defcendant,  came  over  to  England  with  William 
the  conqueror.  Ralph,  third  in  defcent  from  Gilbert,  adhered  to  the 
party  of  the  emprefs  Maud  in  her  wars  againft  king  Stephen.     Robert, 

his 
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his  (on,  ferved  under  king  Richard  the  firft  in  the  Holy  Land  ;  and  Robert, 
third  in  defcent  from  Robert,  ferved  under  king  Edward  the  third  in  the 
battle  of  Crefiy  26  Augufl  1346. 

Richard,  ninth  in  defcent  from  the  lafl-mentioned  Robert,  was  created 
a  baronet  by  king  James  the  firft  23  February  1622.  Sir  Richard,  fecond 
baronet,  his  fon,  adhered  to  the  party  of  king  Charles  the  firft  in  the  civil 
wars,  and  had  his  eftate  fequeftered  by  the  parliamentary  fadtion.  Sir 
Thomas,  third  baronet,  his  grandfon,  is  faid  to  have  rejefted  an  offer  from 
kino-  James  the  fecond  of  a  regiment  and  a  peerage,  upon  condition  that 
he  would  vote  for  the  bill  for  repealing  the  penal  laws. 

Sir  Robert,  fixth  baronet,  his  fon,  married  Jane,  daughter  and  heirefs 
of  Thomas  Warre   of  Swelcourt  in  the   county  of  Somerfet  efquire  ;    by 
which  lady,  who   died    10  April    1733,   be   had  illue,     i,  Richard,    earl 
Grofvenor.      2.  Thomas,   who  has  reprefented  in  fix  parliaments  the  city  of 
Chefter.     He  was  chairman  of  the  meetings  of  a  middle  party  held  at  the 
Saint  Albans  Tavern  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1784  for  the  purpofe  of 
forming  a  united  adminiftration  from  the  parties  of  Mr.  Pitt  and  Mr,  Fox.

EDWARD  HUSSEY  MONTAGU,  earl  Beaulieu  and  baron  Beaulieu 
of  Beaulieu  ;  knight  of  the  bath,  and  high  fleward  of  tlie  borough  of  New 
Windfor  in  the  county  of  Berks. 

This  nobleman  was  born  1720,  and  elected  knight  of  the 

moft  honourable  order  of  the  bath  27  Decenriber  1753.  He  was  chofen 
1754  and  1 76 1  to  reprefent  the  borough  of  Tiverton  in  the  county  of 
Devon  j  and,  having  in  right  of  his  wife  affumed  the  name  and  arms  of 
Montagu,  was  created  by  king  George  the  third  baron  Beaulieu  of  Beaulieu, 
with  remainder  to  his  children  by  his  late  confort.  He  has  fmce  been 
created  earl  Beaulieu  of  Beaulieu. 

Earl   Beaulieu  married  ^743   Ifabella,    daughter  of  John 

Montagu  duke  of  Montagu,  and  reli£t  of  William  fecond  duke  of  Man- 
chefler ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  20  December  1786,  he  has  iflue  John, 
lord  Montagu,  born  18  January  1747,  and  eledled  1774  and  1780  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Windfor  in  the  county  of  Berks. 

Earl  Beaulieu  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from  Hubert  de  Hufley,  baron  of 
Colfarfbury  in  the  duchy  of  Normandy,  who  married  Helen,  daughter  of 
Richard  fourth  duke  of  Nonnandy.  Hugh  de  Hufley,  the  pofterity  of  this 
marriage,  was  one  of  the  adventurers  who  went  over  to  Ireland  in  the  reign 
of  king  Henry  the  fecond,  and  is  faid  to  have  obtained  the  barony  of  Deace 
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in  the  county  of  Meath.  John,  fourth  in  defcent  from  Hugh,  had  fum- 
mons  to  the  parliament  of  Ireland  25  March  1374  as  baron  of  Galtrim. 
James,  tenth  baron  of  Galtrim,  had  iiTue,  i .  Patrick,  eleventh  baron  of 
Galtrim,  which  title  is  now  dormant.     2.  Peter. 

James,  great  grandfon  of  Peter,  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Richard 
Parfons  lord  vifcount  Rofs  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  by  which  lady,  who 
died  I  March  1766,  he  had  ifTue,  i.

CHARLES  PRATT,  earl  Camden,  vifcount  Bayham  of  Bayhatn 
Abbejf,  and  baron  Camden  of  Camden  ;  lord  prefident  of  his  majefty's  moil: 
honourable  privy  councilj  recorder  of  the  city  of  Bath,  a  governor  of  the 
Charter  Houfe,  and  fellow  of  the  royal  fociety. 

This  nobleman  was  born  i73°>  ^^^  was  eledled  1754  to 

reprefent  the  borough  of  Downton  in  the  county  of  Wilts.  He  was  con- 
ftituted  I  July  1757  attorney  general  to  king  George  the  fecond,  which 
office  he  exchanged  23  January  1762  for  that  of  lord  chief  juftice  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas ;  upon  which  occafion  he  received  the  honour  of 
knighthood.  He  obtained  great  applaufe  by  his  condud:  6  May  1763,  in 
difcharging  the  celebrated  Mr.  Wilkes  from  his  confinement  in  the  Tower, 
and  declaring  the  general  warrant  upon  which  he  had  been  apprehended 
illegal.  Upon  this  occafion  he  was  prefented  with  the  freedom  of  the  cities 
of  London,  Dublin,  Exeter  and  Norwich.  During  the  adminifhration  of 
the  marquis  of  Rockingham,  he  was  created  baron  Camden  of  Camden  3 
and  when  that  adminiflration  was  fuperfeded  by  a  new  cabinet  under  the 
aufpices  of  the  late  earl  of  Chatham,  he  was  declared  lord  high  chancellor 
of  England.  In  this  fituation  he  incurred  fome  cenfure  for  his  condudl  in 
the  bufinefs  of  the  forty  days  embargo  upon  corn.  He  was  difmifled  from 
the  office  of  lord  chancellor  in  January  1770,  and  was  charged  by  the 
adminiflration  with  betraying  fecrets  of  the  cabinet.     He  declared  himfelf 
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in  favour  of  the  printers  in  the  year  1771,  and  in  general  fupported  the 
rneafures  which  were  recommended  by  lord  Chatham.  Upon  the  change  of 
miniflry  at  the  conclulion  of  the  American  war,  he  was  conftituted 
27  March  1782  lord  prefident  of  the  council,  which  office  he  refigned  in 
March  1783,  and  was  reflored  to  the  fame  appointment  i  December  1784. 
He  has  fince  been  created  vifcount  Bayham  and  earl  Camden. 

Earl   Camden   married  '       1754   Elizabeth,    daughter   of 

Nicholas  Jeffreys  of  Brecknoc  Priory  in  the  county  of  Brecknoc ;  by  which 
lady,  who  died  December  1779,  he  has  iifue,  i.  John  Jeffreys,  lord 
vifcount  Bayham,    born  ^759>    who  fucceeded  in   the   year 

1780  to  the  place  of  one  of  the  tellers  of  his  majefty's  exchequer,  of  which 
he  had  obtained  the  reverfion  during  the  chanceltorfliip  of  his  father. 
He  was  eleded  1780  and  1784  to  reprefent  the  city  of  Bath.  He  was 
appointed  10  July  1782  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  admiralty, 
which  office  he  refigned  in  April  1783,  and  was  reappointed  30  December 
in  the  fame  year.     He  married  31  December  1786  daughter

JOHN  MURRAY,  duke  of  Athol,  marquis  of  Athol  and  Tullibardine, 
earl  of  Tullibardine,  Athol,  Strathtay  and  Strathardle,  vifcount  Bal- 
quhidder,  Glenalmond  and  Glenlyon,  baron  Murray,  Balveney  and  Gafk  of 
the  kingdom  of  Scotland  ;  earl  Strange  and  baron  Murray  of  Stanley  of  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain  ;  hereditary  lord  of  the  iile  of  Man,  and  here- 
ditary keeper  of  Falkland  in  the  county  of  Fife  in  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland. 

This  nobleman  was  born  30  June  1755,  and  fucceeded  to  the  Scottifla 
honours  4  November  1774.  He  was  eledled  in  the  year  1780  one  of  the 
•ixteen  reprefentatives  of  the  peerage  of  Scotland,  and  was  created  by  king 
George  the  third  baron  Murray  of  Stanley  and  earl  Strange. 

The  duke  of  Athol  married  26  December  1774  Jane,  daughter  of 
Charles  Cathcart  ninth  lord  Cathcart  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland;  by 
which  lady  he  has  iffue,  i.  Charlotte,  born  23  Oftober  i-]-]^.  2.  John, 
marquis  of  Tullibardine,  born  26  June  1778.  3.  Amelia  Sophia,  born 
5  July  1780.  4.  James,  born  29  May  1782,  5.  A  fon,  born  11  Sep- 
tember 1783.     6.  A  daughter,  born  19  April  1787. 

The  family  of  Athol  is  defcended  from  Frifkinus,  a  perfon  of  note  in 

the  reign  of  David  the  firft,  king  of  Scotland,  v/ho  is  conjediured  to  have 

been  one  of  thofe  Saxon  nobles  who    retired  into  North   Britain  at  the 
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period  of  the  Norman  conqueft.  William,  third  in  defcent  from  Frifkinus, 
affumed  the  furname  of  de  Morravia  or  Murray,  from  the  county  of 
Murray,  in  which  he  had  large  pofleffions.  Sir  Malcolm  de  Morravia,  in 
the  reign  of  king  Alexander  the  fecond,  who  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  the 
grandfon  or  ereat  prandfon  of  William,  is  the  undoubted  ancefror  of  the 
prefent  duke  of  Athol.  Sir  William  Murray  of  Tullibardine,  his  fon,  took 
part  with  John  Baliol  in  the  competition  for  the  crown  of  Scotland  1292^ 
and  Andrew,  his  fon,  was  beheaded  by  the  party  of  Bruce  m  tlic  year 
1333.  David,  fourth  in  defcent  from  Andrew,  had  ifTue,  i.  William. 
2.  Patrick,  anceftor  to  William,  who  was  created  by  king  Charles  the  firfi: 
in  the  year  1 646  baron  Huntingtour  and  earl  of  Dyfart  in  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland.     Thefe  honours  are  now  in  the  family  of  Tollemache. 

William,  the  eldeft  fon  of  David,  and  William,  his  fon,  frequently  fat  in 
parliament  as  barons  by  tenure  during  the  reigns  of  king  James  the  fecond, 
king  James  the  third,  and  king  James  the  fourth ;  and  the  latter  had  ilTue, 
I.  William.  2.  Andrew,  anceflor  to  lord  vifcount  Stormont  of  the  king- 
dom of  Scotland,  and  to  the  earl  of  Mansfield. 

William,  fon  of  the  lafl-mentioned  William,  concurred  in  the  eflablifh- 
ment  of  the  reformed  religion  in  the  year  1560,  and  was  one  of  the 
affociators  by  whom  Mary  queen  of  Scots  was  driven  to  take  refuge  in 
England  in  the  year  1568.  He  was  conftituted  in  the  year  1565  comp- 
troller of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  in  the  year  1572  joint  governor  of 
king  James  the  fixth  during  his  minority. 

John,  his  fon,  was  educated  with  king  James  the  fixth,  and  was  con- 
ftituted in  the  year  1592  mafter  of  the  houfliold  to  that  monarch.     By  the 

fam-e

fame  prince  he  was  created  25  April  1604  baron  Murray  of  TuUibardine  in 
the  county  of  Perth,  and  10  July  1606  earl  of  TuUibardine.  He  had  iflue, 
I.  William,  fecond  earl  of  TuUibardine.  2.  Patrick.  3.  Mungo,  who 
married  Agnes,  daughter  of  fir  Andrew  Murray  of  Balvaird,  and  niece  to 
David,  firfl  lord  vifcount  Stormont ;  in  confequence  of  which  marriage  he 
fucceeded  as  heir  of  entail  to  the  dignity  of  lord  vifcount  Stormont.  Upon 
his  death  the  title  reverted,  firft  to  James  Murray  earl  of  Annandale,  and 
afterwards  to  the  defcendants  of  a  firft  coufin  of  David  firft  lord  vifcount 
Stormont,  in  which  line  it  ftill  remains. 

William,  fecond  earl  of  TuUibardine,  during  the  life-time  of  his  father, 
was  particularly  inftrumental  in  faving  the  life  of  king  James  the  fixth  in 
the  tumult  of  the  confpiracy  of  the  earl  of  Gowrie  5  Auguft  1600.  He 
married  Dorothea,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  John  Stuart  earl  of  Athol ;  in 
confequence  of  which  marriage  he  was  permitted  to  furrender  the  earldom 
of  TuUibardine  in  favour  of  Patrick  his  brother ;  and  dying  foon  after,  the 
title  of  earl  of  Athol,  which  had  originally  been  granted  in  the  year  1457, 
was  confirmed  by  king  Charles  the  firft  17  February  1629  to  John,  his 
only  fon, 

James,  fourth  earl  of  TuUibardine,  fon  of  Patrick  third  earl  of  TuUi- 
bardine, fuffcred  death  1646,  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  his  age,  for  his 
loyalty  to  king  Charles ;  and  William,  fifth  earl  of  TuUibardine,  his 
brother,  who  had  been  inftrumental  in  procuring  the  death  of  James,  died 
without  ifllie  26  January  1670;  upon  which  event  the  title  reverted  to 
John  fecond  earl  of  Athol. 
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John,  firft  earl  of  Athol  of  the  family  of  Murray,  adhered  to  king 
Charles  the  firft  upon  the  rupture  in  1639,  and  his  death  in  the  year  1642 
was  regarded  as  a  great  lofs  to  the  royal  caufe, 

John,  fecond  earl  of  Athol,  and  fixth  earl  of  Tullibardine,  difplayed 
great  attachment  to  the  royal  caufe  during  the  predominance  of  the  com- 
monwealth, and  v/as  conftituted  in  the  year  1663  lord  juftice  general 
of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland;  to  which  office  he  added  in  the  year  1672 
that  of  lord  privy  feal  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  By  king  Charles  the 
fecond  he  was  created  17  February  1676  marquis  of  Athol.  He  attached 
himfelf  to  the  duke  of  Lauderdale  principal  fecretary  of  ftate  for  the  king- 
dom of  Scotland,  and  at  his  inftigation  marched  three  thoufand  men,  who 
were  to  be  let  loofe  at  free  quarter  in  the  weftern  counties  j  but  upon  his 
arrival,  finding  the  country  perfectly  quiet,  he  changed  his  party,  and 
immediately  fet  out  for  the  court  of  London  in  order  to  reprefent  the 
injuftice  of  the  duke.  He  was  principally  concerned  in  fuppreffing  the 
invafion  of  Archibald,  ninth  earl  of  Argyle,  in  the  year  1685,  which 
nobleman  was  diftionourably  beheaded  upon  a  fentence  that  had  unjuftly 
been  obtained  againft  him  four  years  before.  He  refigned  the  office  of  lord 
juftice  general  in  the  year  1678,  and  that  of  lord  privy  feal  at  the  period  of 
the  revolution.  He  married  Amelia  Sophia,  daughter  of  James  feventh 
earl  of  Derby  ;  by  which  lady  he  had  ilfue,  i ,  John,  fecond  marquis  of 
Athol.  2.  Charles,  created  by  king  James  the  fecond  16  Auguft  1686 
earl  of  Dunmore  in  the  county  of  Perth,  which  title  ftill  exifts.  3.  Wil- 
liam, who  married  Margaret,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Robert  Nairn  lord 
Nairn  ;  in  confequence  of  which  marriage  he  fucceeded  to  the  title,  and 
took  upon  himfelf  the  furname  of  Nairn.  The  title  became  forfeited  in 
confequence  of  his  engaging  in  the  rebellion  of  17 15.     4.  Mungo,  v/ho 
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in  the  expedition  to  the  iflhmus  of  Darien  in  the  year  1697.     The  marquis 
of  Athol  died  6  May  1703. 

John,  fecond  marquis  of  Athol,  early  declared  in  favour  of  king  William 
the  third,  and  was  conflituted  during  the  life  time  of  iiis  father,  in  the  year 
1696,  joint  fecretary  of  irate  for  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  in  the 
following  year  lord  high  commiffioner  to  the  parliament  of  Scotland ;  foon 
after  which  he  refigned  his  employments.  He  was  created  27  July  1697 
vifcount  Glenalmond  and  earl  of  Tullibardine,  He  was  farther  conftituted 
upon  the  acceffion  of  queen  Anne  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal  for  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland;  by  which  princefs  he  was  created  3  April  1704 
marquis  of  Tullibardine  and  duke  of  Athol.  He  was  removed  from  the 
office  of  lord  privy  feal  in  the  year  1705,  and  was  a  ilrenuous  adverfary  of 
the  treaty  of  union.  He  had  iifue,  i.  John,  marquis  of  Tullibardine, 
who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Malplaquet  31  Auguft  1709.  2.  William, 
marquis  of  Tullibardine,  who  was  attainted  for  his  concern  in  the  rebellion 
of  17 1 5,  and  invaded  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  with  a  body  of  Spanifli 
forces,  with  which  he  was  defeated  at  the  battle  of  Glenfhiels  10  June 
171 9.  Being  taken  prifoner  foon  after  the  battle  of  CuUoden  16  April 
1746,  he  died  in  the  Tower  of  London  in  the  following  year.  3.  James, 
fecond  duke  of  Athol.  4.  Charles,  who  was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle 
of  Prefton  Pans,  fighting  on  the  party  of  the  Pretender  21  September 
1745.  He  was  tried  and  condemned  as  a  deferter,  but  obtained  a  reprieve, 
and  died  a  few  years  after.  5.  George,  who  was  attainted  after  the  battle 
of  Culloden.  He  married  Emilia,  daughter  and  heirefs  of 
Murray  of  Strowen  and  Glencarfe  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  efquirej 
by  which  lady  he  had  iifue  John,  third  duke  of  Athol;  James,  who  has 
ferved  in  five  parliaments  for  the  county  of  Perth,  and  was  conilituted  in 

the 
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the  year  1780  governor  of  Fort  William  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland, 
20  November  1782  a  major  general  in  the  army,  and  26  April  1786  colonel 
of  the  feventy-fecond  regiment  of  foot;  and  George.  Lord  George  Murray 
died  15  Odlober  1760.  6.  Sufan,  married  to  William  Gordon,  fecond  earl 
of  Aberdeen  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  7.  Mary,  married  to  James 
Ogilvie,  lixth  earl  of  Findlater  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  The  duke  of 
Athol  died  14  November  1724.  There  are  many  fingular  anecdotes  of  this 
nobleman  and  his  children  in  the  Manufcript  Memoirs  of  Simon  Lord 
Lovat,  written  by  himfelf. 

James,  fecond  duke  of  Athol,  v/as  conflltuted  1733  lord  keeper  of  the 
Drivy  feal  for  the  kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  was  admitted  14  March  1737 
in  right  of  his  grandmother  to  the  office  of  lord  of  Man  and  the  Ifles,  and 
the  title  of  baron  Strange  of  Knockyn  in  the  county  of  Salop,  He 
exchanged  the  office  of  lord  keeper  of  the  privy  feal  for  that  of  lord  keeper 
of  the  great  feal  for  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  16  April  1763.  He  married, 
firft  Jane,  daughter  of  fir  John  Frederic  of  the  city  of  Weftminfter 
baronet  j  by  which  lady  he  had  ifllie  Charlotte,  baronefs  Strange  of 
Knockyn ;  and  fecondly,  in  the  year  1749,  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Drum- 
mond  of  Megginch  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  efquire ;  which  lady 
married  fecondly  Adam,  fon  of  Alexander  fourth  duke  of  Gordon  of  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland.     He  died  8  January  1764. 

John,     third    duke    of    Athol,     married  October    1753    Charlotte,

RICHARD  HOWE,  earl  Howe,  vifcount  Howe  of  Langar,  baron 
Howe  of  Langar  and  a  baronet  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  vifcount 
Howe  and  baron  Clenawley  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  one  of  his  majeily's 
mofl  honourable  privy  council,  admiral  of  the  white  fquadron  of  his 
majefty's  fleet,  and  one  of  the  elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity  Houfe. 

This  nobleman  was  born  ,  and  fucceeded  to  the  title  of 

vifcount  Howe  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  upon  the  death  of  his  brother 
5  July  1758.  He  was  eleded  1754,  1761,  1768,  1774  and  1780  to 
reprefent  the  borough  of  Dartmouth  in  the  county  of  Devon.  He 
embraced  the  profefTion  of  the  navy,  and  diftinguiflied  himfelf  by  feveral 
gallant  actions  during  the  war  of  1755,  being  commodore  of  the  fquadron. 
that  was  fent  in  the  year  1758  to  demolifh  the  harbour  of  Cherbourg.  He 
was  conftituted  23  April  1763  one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the 
admiralty,  which  appointment  he  exchanged  9  Auguft  1765  for  that  of 
treafurer  of  the  navy.  He  refigned  this  appointment  in  March  1770,  and 
was  declared  in  the  year  1776  commander  in  chief  of  the  fleet  ftationed. 
upon  the  coafl  of  North  America.  In  this  fituation  he  fuccefsfuUy  repelled 
the  attack  of  the  French  fleet  in  the  Bay  of  Chefapeak  in  tlie  year  1778  >. 
and,  having  refigned  that  command,  was  again  commiflioned  in  the  year 
1782  to  relieve  the  fortrefs  of  Gibraltar,,  which  he  fuccefsfuUy  performed 
in  the  face  of  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain.  Previoufly  to  this 
expedition  he  had  been  created  vifcount  Howe  of  the  kingdom  of  Great 
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Britain,  and  was  conftituted  28  January  1783  firft  lord  commiffioner  of 
the  admiralty,  which  office  he  refigned  in  April  in  the  fame  year,  and  was 
reinflated  30  December.  He  refigned  his  feat  at  the  head  of  the  admiralty 
in  July  1788,  and  was  created  baron  Howe  of  Langar  and  earl  Howe,  with 
remainder  of  the  barony  to  his  lordfhip's  daughters. 

Earl  Howe  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Chiverton  Hartop  of  Welby  in 
the  county  of  Leicefter  efquire ;  by  which  lady  he  has  ilTue,  i .  Sophia 
Charlotte,  born  19  February  1762,  and  married  to  Penn  Afliton,  grand- 
fon  of  fir  Nathaniel  Curzon  baronet,  and  nephew  to  Nathaniel  Curzon  lord 
Scarfdale.  2.  Mary  Juliana,  born  17  April  1765.  3.  Louifa  Catherine, 
born  9  December  1767,  and  married  27  May  1787  to  John  Dennis  Browne,  • 
earl  of  Altamont  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

The  family  of  Howe  has  been  traced  back  to  the  reign  of  king  Henry  the 
eighth.  John  Howe  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth  married  Jane,  fifter  of 
fir  Richard  Grubham  of  Wifhford  in  the  county  of  Wilts  knight  ^  by  which 
lady,  through  whom  a  confiderable  property  defcended  to  the  family  of 
Howe,  he  had  ilTue,  i.  George,  created  a  baronet  20  June  1660,  which 
title  became  extinil  in  his  fon.  2.  John,  who  was  created  a  baronet 
22  September  1660,  and  had  ifTue  fir  Richard  Grubham  fecond  baronet; 
and  John,  father  of  Scrope,  and  of  John,  father  of  John  firft  lord  Ched- 
worth> 

Scrope,  grandfo:i  of  fir  John  firft  baronet,  was  a  diftinguiflied  leader  in 
tiie  whig  party  during  the  reigns  of  king  Charles  the  fecond  and  king  James 
the  fecond.  He  was  one  of  thofe  who  26  June  1680  delivered  a  prefent- 
ment  to  the  grand  jury  of  the   county  of  Middlesex  againft  the  duke  of 
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York,  afterwards  king  James  the  fecond,  on  account  of  his  adherence 
to  the  Roman  Catholic  religion.  After  the  accefllon  of  thit  prince  he 
concerted  meafures  with   William  fourth  earl  of  Devonfliire  for  brincins 

o      to 

about  the  revolution,  and  on  account  of  his  concern  in  that  tranfidtion  was 
created  by  king  William  the  third  16  May  1701  baron  Clenawley  in  tlic 
county  of  Fermanagh,  and  vifcount  Howe  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  Ht 
died  16  January  171 2. 

Emanuel  Scrope,  fecond  lord  vifcount  Howe  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 
his  fon,  fucceeded  to  the  baronetage  upon  the  failure  of  the  elder  branch 
3  July  1730,  and  married  Mary  Sophia  Charlotte,  daughter  of  baron 
Kilmanfegg  of  the  eledorate  of  Hanover,  and  of  Sophia  Charlotte,  countefs 
of  Leinfter  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  ;  by  which  lady,  who  died  1 3  June 
1782,  he  had  IlTue,  i.  George  Auguftus,  third  lord  vifcount  Howe,  who 
embraced  the  profeffion  of  the  army,  and  was  killed  at  Ticonderoga  in 
the  war  of  1755.  2.  Richard,  earl  Howe.  3.  William.  4.  Charlotte, 
married  to  Robert  Fettiplace  of  Swinbrook  in  the  county  of  Oxford  efquire. 
She  died  May  1787.      5.  Mary,  married  to  William  Auguftus,  brother 

to  George  lord  Rivers. 

William,  third  fon  of  Emanuel  fecond  vifcount,  was  elecfted  in  1774  to 
reprefent  the  town  of  Nottingham.  He  embraced  the  military  profeffion, 
and  having  ferved  with  fome  diftindion  in  the  preceding  war,  was  felefted 
In  the  year  1776  to  be  commander  In  chief  of  the  forces  deftinetJ  to  reduce 
the  thirteen  difaifedled  colonies  of  North  America ;  upon  which  occafion  he 
was  eledled  knight  of  the  mofl  honourable  order  of  the  bath.  The  cam- 
paign of  that  year  was  attended  with  feveral  brilliant  aftions.  General 
Howe   forced  the  American  lines  at  Long  Ifland,   captured  the  town  of 

New 
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New  York,  repulfed  the  main  army  of  the  Americans  at  the  White  Plains, 
and  drove  the  enemy  acrofs  the  province  of  New  Jerfey  and  the  Delaware  into 
Philadelphia.  In  the  winter,  general  V/afhington  was  fuccefsful  in  forcing 
two  of  his  principal  cantonments  in  New  Jerfey.  The  following  year  was 
diftinguhhed  by  the  capture  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  fuccefsful  aftions  of 
tiie  Brandy  wine  and  German  Town.  In  the  year  1778  fir  William  Howe 
refigned  his  command,  and  the  condudt  of  his  campaigns  has  been  expofed 
to  a  fevere  inveftigation.  Sir  William  publilhed  a  Vindication  of  his  Pro- 
ceedings, in  anfwer  to  fome  charges  that  were  advanced  againft  him.  He 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major  general  in  the  army  25  May  1772,  to 
the  rank  of  general  in  America  i  January  1776,  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
general  in  the  army  29  Auguft  1777,  to  the  office  of  lieutenant  general  of 
the  office  of  ordnance  23  April  1782,  and  to  that  of  colonel  of  the  nine- 
teenth regiment  of  dragoons  21  April  1786.  He  is  alfo  lieutenant  governor 
of  the  Ifle  of  Wight.  Sir  William  Howe  married  Frances,  daughter  of  the 
right  honourable  William  ConoUy  of  Caftletown  in  the  county  of  Dublin,
